The outstanding Great War 1917 V.C. group of six awarded to Corporal S. J. Day, 11th (Service) Battalion, Suffolk 
Regiment (Cambridgeshire), whose heroics performed during the capture of the labyrinthine trench system at 
Hargicourt, 26 August 1917, mirrored the calibre of his earlier war service - which had been desperately unlucky not 
have been rewarded with at least one other gallantry decoration. 

Day spearheaded the Battalion's attack at Hargicourt, leading his bombing section he came to the fore when the 
whole attack faltered under the deadly fire of a well placed machine-gun crew. Killing two of the gunners and taking 
the remainder of the crew prisoner, Day pressed on into the trench system protected by a German strong point called 
Malakhoff Farm. The British attack became fragmented and in danger of grinding to halt, and it was Day who went on 
alone to 'bomb his way out'. Having successfully re-established a link with the other parties of the attack, Day 
returned to where he had left his section. Upon arrival he discovered two officers (one badly wounded) and three 
other ranks in his newly captured part of the trench. Almost immediately, in this 'tit-for-tat' struggle, Day was faced 
with a German stick grenade landing at his feet. Fortunately for all concerned survival instinct kicked in, and Day 
seized the grenade before hurling it over the side of the trench. It exploded almost as soon as it left his hands. His 
actions saved the lives of those in the trench, as well as his own. Despite this near death experience, Day pressed on 
once again and cleared the remainder of the trench. He consolidated his position, heavily entrenched himself, and 
remained at his post under intense shelling until his relief 66 hours later. 

Remarkably, despite constantly putting himself in harm's way, Day had not been wounded during the attack at 
Hargicourt. This is made all the more remarkable considering that during the rest of his war service he received 5 
bullet wounds, was forced to crawl back to British lines on two separate occasions, and was ultimately taken prisoner 
of war. 

Day initially served with the 9th (Service) Battalion, Suffolk Regiment, and received the first of his wounds whilst 
serving with them during the opening phases of the battle of Loos, 25/26 September 1915. This was Day and the 
Battalion's first action of the Great War - and he had gallantly tried to rescue his wounded commanding officer from 
No-Man's Land. As Day was in the process of lifting Lieutenant T. T. Stevens onto his shoulder, a sniper's bullet found 
the officer - he died in Day's arms. Wounded himself, Day took three days to return to his Battalion, by which time 
he had been given up for dead. Another man of the 9th Battalion was to be awarded the Victoria Cross for his 
gallantry near Loos on the 26th September - Sergeant Arthur Saunders. The latter was awarded the Regiment's first 
Victoria Cross. Lieutenant Stevens' family later presented Day with an inscribed cigarette case for his efforts in trying 
to save their son's life. 

Having recuperated from his wound, Day was back in action on the Somme in 1916. He suffered 4 bullet wounds 
during the attack on the Quadrilateral, 13 September 1916. One bullet pierced his breast pocket just above his heart, 
only to be deflected into his side by a packet of postcards held in his pocket. Exhausted and incapacitated by his 
wounds, Day lay in a shell-hole from 7 a.m. until darkness fell. He then crawled back to British lines. 

Day had transferred to the 11th Battalion by the time of his Victoria Cross winning exploits. It was serving with them 
during the German Spring Offensive that he was wounded for a final time, and was taken prisoner of war at the battle 
of Lys, 10 April 1918.

'For most conspicuous bravery. CpI. Day was in command of a bombing section detailed to clear a maze of trenches still held by the 
enemy; this he did, killing two machine gunners and taking four prisoners. On reaching a point where the trench had been levelled, he 
went alone and bombed his way through to the left, in order to gain touch with the neighbouring troops. 

Immediately on his return to his section a stick bomb fell into a trench occupied by two officers (one badly wounded) and three other 
ranks. 

CpI. Day seized the bomb and threw it over the trench, where it immediately exploded. This prompt action undoubtedly saved the lives 
of those in the trench. 

He afterwards completed the clearing of the trench, and, establishing himself in an advanced position, remained for sixty-six hours at 
his post, which came under intense hostile shell and rifle grenade fire. 

Throughout the whole operations his conduct was an inspiration to all.' 


Sidney James Day was born in St. Ann's Lane, Norwich, in July 1891. He was the youngest of nine children to William and Elizabeth 
Day. His father was a head cellarman at Morgan's Brewery, and later ran the Jolly Butcher's public house in Norwich. 

Sidney Day was educated at St. Mark's School, Lakenham, and was a Sergeant in the Church Lads' Brigade whilst at school. He was 
employed as an apprentice butcher in Norwich, before moving to Saxmundham in Suffolk. With the outbreak of the Great War, Day 
enlisted in the 9th (Service) Battalion, Suffolk Regiment in September 1914. He served during the Great War with the Battalion in the 
French theatre of war from 31 August 1915. 


1915: Battle of the Loos - almost a V.C.? 

The 9th Battalion saw their first action at Loos in September 1915. They served as part of the 71st Brigade, 24th Division, and were 
engaged during the first day of the battle when they were among the reserves hurried forward to support the British offensive after the 
initial assaults: 

The 71st Brigade reached Bethune about one o'clock in the morning of the 25th. The 9th Battalion, thoroughly tired after a succession 
of night marches and drenchings which they had stood well, went into barracks buoyed up with the promise of forty-eight hours' rest if 
circumstances permitted. At 4 a.m., Lieut.-Colonel Brettell was summoned to the Brigadier and ordered to assemble his battalion at a 
certain point in Bethune in readiness to march off at 7 a.m. The hour of starting was subsequently changed, and was 11.30 a.m. before 
they set out along the Rue d'Aire into "the far-flung battle line." On the way up to Vermelles they passed a continuous stream of 
German prisoners and British wounded. After a short halt, the battalion formed up near Fosse 9, where they received a corps order to 
the effect that the 24th Division (less the 73rd Brigade) was to act as support to the 9th Division, the 21st Division advancing on its 
right, its own objective being Vendin-le-Vieil. The 11th Essex and 9th Suffolk Regiments were ordered to form the first line, and the 9th 
Norfolks and 8th Bedford Regiments the second line. 

It was not, however, until 8 p.m. on that memorable September 25 that the 9th Battalion moved off and began to wend its way, in a 
double line of platoons, across the battlefield of Loos. A steady advance - not towards the 9th Division as originally intended, but in the 
direction of Vendin-le-Vieil - was maintained, the battalion passing in turn over its own support line, its own front line, the German 
front line, and the German support line. About midnight the advance was held up, the battalion digging themselves in between that 
hour and dawn, with the German support line still behind them. At 5 a.m. they were ordered back to that line. 
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During the forenoon of the 26th an order was received for the 21st and 24th Divisions to attack again at 11 a.m., the latter division 
being on the left. The 72nd Brigade was to carry out the attack on the front allotted to the division, with the 11th Essex Regiment (left) 
and the 9th Suffolk Regiment (right) in support of the brigade six hundred yards in rear. Unfortunately, however, this order was not 
received until 11.25 a.m., whereupon Lieut.-Colonel Brettell, passing a message down the line, ordered the battalion to advance 
immediately. Without hesitation each section mounted the parapet and began pushing forward under heavy artillery fire towards the 
objective of the previous evening. 

The advance continued until the leading line had reached a point about two hundred yards or so beyond the Hulluch-Lens road where 
it was definitively checked. At 5 p.m. the right flank began to give way. For three hours the centre held on to the road, and during that 
time the flanks, coming under a heavy machine-gun fire from the direction of Hulluch, was forced back. Here most of the 9th 
Battalion's casualties occurred. 

At seven o'clock that evening a party consisting of three officers and about a hundred men, under Captain Packard, was ordered to 
hold the old German second line against counter-attack, remaining there until relieved. During the night no attacks were made, and at 
2 a.m. - the party having been relieved by a company of the Coldstream Guards - Captain Packard withdrew his men towards 
Vermelles. Just before leaving, he got into touch with another party of the 9th Battalion, under Lieut. Church, both these detachments 
rejoining the battalion at Sailly-Labourse.' (The History of the Suffolk Regiment 1914-1927, by Lieutenant-Colonel C. C. R. Murphy 
refers) 

During the course of the action the 9th Battalion suffered 135 casualties, of which one officer - Lieutenant T. T. Stevens - was killed. 
Stevens was Day's commanding officer, and he had been badly wounded during the attack. Day saw that his officer was in need of 
help, and lifted him onto his shoulder in an effort to carry him to a place of safety. As he was in the process of doing this a German 
sniper killed Stevens. 

Day, wounded himself, took three days to return to his Battalion, by which time he had been given up for dead. Another man of the 9th 
Battalion was to be awarded the Victoria Cross for his gallantry near Loos on the 26th September - Sergeant Arthur Saunders. The latter 
was awarded the Regiment's first Victoria Cross. Lieutenant Stevens' family later presented Day with an inscribed cigarette case for his 
efforts in trying to save their son's life. 

1916: The Somme - the attack on The Quadrilateral and four bullet wounds 

After a period of recuperation in the UK, Day rejoined the 9th Battalion in time for service on the Somme. His Battalion served as part 
of the 71st Brigade, 6th Division for the attacks on The Quadrilateral, which they undertook on 13 and 15 September 1916. Barely 
recovered from the wound of the previous year, Day suffered another four bullet wounds during the course of the first attack. One 
bullet pierced his breast pocket just above his heart, only to be deflected into his side by a packet of postcards and a small book held in 
his pocket. Exhausted and incapacitated by his wounds, Day lay in a shell-hole from 7 a.m. until dark. The Regimental History gives 
the following for the attack on 13 September 1916: 

'On September 13 the battalion took part in an attack by the 6th Division on the Quadrilateral, the 71st Brigade being on the left and 
the 1 6th on the right. The 9th Battalion attacked with three companies in the front line and one in support, zero being at 6.20 a.m. The 
battalion got through the German outpost line quite easily, but on gaining the open ground, which stretched for about four hundred 
yards to the enemy's wire, came under a terrific machine-gun fire from the formidable strong point known as the Quadrilateral. Across 
this bare expanse the men struggled bravely forward, Lieut. Macdonald with others getting close enough to throw a bomb into the 
German stronghold before being wounded. No further progress could, however, be made. At 7.30 a.m. another attack, in which 'A' 
Company participated, was launched; and in the evening a third. Still no entrance could be effected. The battalion therefore, in touch 
with units on both flanks, dug itself in on a line about half a mile in front of the jumping-off trenches of the morning. 
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One incident in this fighting is worthy of mention. During the forenoon, Captain Ensor, knowing that Lieut. Macdonald had been hit, 
went out to try and find him. After running from shell-hole to shell-hole for about three hundred yards under fire and in full view of the 
Germans, and calling out Macdonald's name, he found him lying seriously wounded. Then, having put iodine on his wounds and 
made him as comfortable as possible, he ran the gauntlet back to where his men were dug in. The next morning before it was light, 
Captain Ensor with his orderly went out again and tried to bring in his wounded subaltern, but after carrying him for about two hundred 
yards the orderly was shot dead. Captain Ensor, however, had succeeded in getting Lieut. Macdonald within the zone of his own 
stretcher-bearers, who brought him in. Lieut. Macdonald eventually recovered, though in hospital for five and half years. 

The casualties were as follows - Killed: Captain S. H. Byrne; 2nd Lieut. G. D. Gardiner; and 15 other ranks. Wounded: Captains V. W. 
Barrett and N. R. Rawson (R.A.M.C.); 2nd Lieuts C. Wayman, A. G. Douglas, G. W. Collyer, D. K. Macdonald, H. E. Falkner, A. Fudge, 
F. Goatcher, and H. Almack; and 185 other ranks [including Day]. Unfortunately for Day he did not have a Captain Ensor to find him, 
and he was forced to crawl back to British lines under the cover of darkness: 

'Here he very narrowly escaped losing his life. He sustained no fewer than four wounds on different parts of his body. As luck would 
have it, one bullet struck him directly over the heart, and would certainly have put an end to his career but for the fortunate 
circumstances that he had in his breast pocket two or three pocket books, a packet of post cards, and about a dozen field cards. The 
bullet passed through the lot, but was deflected and, entering his side, came out at his back. Another bullet struck him near the groin, 
but became embedded in the leather case of a range finder [this is in fact the compass case included in the lot] and inflicted nothing 
worse than a bruise. A third passed through his thigh and came out of his groin; and a fourth went through his left side and came out of 
his back. Thus wounded and exhausted he lay in a shell-hole from seven o'clock in the morning till it became dark, when he crept 
three miles to a dressing station.' (Newspaper cutting included in lot refers) 

Day was once again evacuated to the UK, however, this time he managed to be posted to a hospital closer to home - the Norfolk War 
Hospital at Thorpe St. Andrew. 

1917: Third time 'lucky' 

After several months of recuperation, and advancing to Corporal, Day returned to France in 191 7. He transferred to the 11th (Service) 
Battalion, Suffolk Regiment (Cambridgeshire) and served with them as part of the 34th Division, lllrd Corps. In July 1917 the Battalion 
proceeded to Peronne, with the division occupying a line about twelve miles east of that town, the centre being three miles west of the 
Hindenburg line at Bellenglise. 

Day, and the 11th Battalion, 'moved into the front and Brown Lines [on 24 August], with two companies in Priel Wood, taking part two 
days later in a most successful attack on Malakhoff Farm and trench system in front of Hargicourt, in which all the objectives were 
quickly gained. The Thirty-fourth Division , 1915-19 says: "This battalion had some hand-to-hand fighting at the junction of Sugar and 
Malakhoff trenches, and suffered from a machine-gun's fire until its crew was killed. The centre company, 'B', lost ground getting 
through Malakhoff Farm, but this had been anticipated, and the troops on the right and left bombed inwards down the support trench, 
so that the Red Line was occupied up to time. The officer commanding 'D' Company [Captain A. B. Wright] materially facilitated the 
consolidation of this part of the objective by seizing the adjacent portion of Triangle Trench, in which he took thirty prisoners.' 

The rather dry paragraph written above, written with Corps level in mind, hardly does justice to the heroics of Corporal Day during the 
attack. The Battalion had been tasked with the capture of a system of trenches on a ridge, protected by a German strong point called 
Malakhoff Farm, near the French village of Hargicourt. Day, given command of a bombing section, spearheaded the attack. Entering 
into a labyrinthine system, the whole attack was in danger of grinding to a halt when it faltered under the deadly fire of a machine-gun 
crew. Day came to the fore, killing two of the gunners and taking the remainder of the crew prisoner. Advancing again, the attack 
became fragmented and it was Day who went alone to bomb his way out, and thus re-establish contact with the remainder of the 
Battalion. Having successfully re-established a link with the other members of the attack, Day returned to where he had left his section. 
Upon arrival he discovered two officers (one badly wounded) and three other ranks in his newly captured part of the trench. 

Almost immediately, in this 'tit-for-tat' struggle, Day was faced with a German stick grenade landing at his feet. Fortunately for all 
concerned survival instinct kicked in, and Day seized the grenade before hurling it over the side of the trench. It exploded almost as 
soon as it left his hands. His actions saved the lives of those in the trench, as well as his own. 

Despite this near death experience, Day pressed on once again and cleared the remainder of the trench. He consolidated his position, 
heavily entrenched himself, and remained at his post under intense shelling until his relief sixty-six hours later. 

In recognition of his gallantry, Day was awarded the Victoria Cross - 1 of only 2 ever awarded to the Regiment. He wrote to his parents 
on 4 September, 'in about six weeks' time you will, I hope be informed of great news, which will make you the proudest parents in 

Norwich. I am recommended for the coveted honour, the V.C.When we got back to our billets my platoon officer, who is a perfect 

gentleman... called me aside, and told me that he was very pleased with what I had done in the attack, and was recommending me for 
a reward. At first, he said, I was in for a MM, but the Captain himself decided on a DCM, but finally the Colonel and Captain thought 
me worthy of the Victoria Cross, as he told me personally I thoroughly deserved it, and he hoped I would get it. Well, when my officer 
told me that, you might have knocked me down with a feather, for little did I dream that I should ever be the one to gain that much 
coveted honour.'

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1918: Spring Offensive - prisoner of war 

The investiture ceremony for Day's Victoria Cross was held at Buckingham Palace, 9 January 1918. As well as meeting the King, he 
also received a hero's welcome when he returned to his home city. A civic reception was held for him at Norwich Guildhall, and a 
parade of the Church Lads' Brigade in Lakenham was held in his honour. 

Day returned to the 11th Battalion in time for the German Spring Offensive of 1918. He was wounded and taken prisoner of war during 
the offensive. The Battalion were particularly engaged 21-23 March, as part of the battle of St. Quentin, and 10-1 7 April as part of the 
battle of the Lys. The 11th Battalion suffered heavy casualties, in addition to having a large number of men taken prisoner during the 
German onslaught. Day was a reported as 'Missing', 10 April 1918, and later confirmed as a prisoner of war, 7 June 1918. He was 
initially hospitalised before being interned at Langensalza for the remainder of the conflict. Day returned to the UK after the Armistice, 
and transferred to the Army Reserve in April 1919. He was a member of the VC Guard for the internment of the Unknown Warrior, 11 
November 1920. 

1941: One final brush with the Germans 

Having left the army, Day struggled to find employment and was forced to retrain as part of a Government scheme. He was eventually 
employed by the Norwich Electricity Department, before deciding to try pastures new and moving to Fratton in Hampshire. Day went 
into business with his wife, and opened the 'Sidney Day VC Tea Rooms' in The Arcade, off Edinburgh Road, Portsmouth. His survival 
instinct was to save him one last time, when his home and business were destroyed by a German air raid, 10 January 1941. During 
1941 Portsmouth suffered three major 'Blitz' raids, on 10 January, 10 March and 27 April, with the first one leading to casualties of 1 70 
people killed and over 400 injured. 

Day subsequently found work as a messenger in the Naval Dockyards of Portsmouth, however, his health began to rapidly decline and 
he was forced to retire in 1948. Day was admitted to St Mary's Hospital with tuberculosis in 1955 and stayed for 7 months. His health 
continued to decline and he was admitted to Queen Alexandra's Hospital where he died soon after on 17 July 1959. He is buried in 
Milton Cemetery, Portsmouth. 

A commemorative stone was dedicated to Sidney Day in front of the Norwich War Memorial, 26 August 201 7 - exactly 100 years after 
his gallantry in the trenches near Hargicourt.

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Wilfred James 'Linger' Long was born in 1871, the son of Rear-Admiral Samuel Long, Royal Navy, and was educated at Winchester. 
Commissioned into the King's Royal Rifle Corps, he served in the Burmese Expedition of 1891-92, including operations in the Chin 
Hills with the Lushai column (One company of the 4th Battalion K.R.R.C. present). As a Captain he saw fighting in the Second Boer 
War, being present in the relief of Ladysmith, the actions at Tugela Heights, Pieter's Hill, Laing's Nek, Belfast and Lydenberg. For his 
services he was twice Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazettes 10 September 1901 and 29 July 1902) and awarded the Queen's 
medal with six clasps and the King's medal with two. In the Great War, he commanded the 3rd Battalion K.R.R.C. in Salonika, for 
which, in 1916, he was created a Companion of the Order of St. Michael and St. George. In June 1918 he was placed in command of 
the 1st Battalion in France, and on 23 June he suffered from the effects of a gas attack at Quesnoy Farm. His own account reads as 
follows: 

The gas shelling began at 1:10 a.m. and lasted about half an hour. The effect of the gas is local and in the dark, in strange trenches, it is 
very difficult to make the men keep their gas masks on as you cannot see in the dark with a gas mask on. I myself did not go sick with 
the effects until the 23rd June. The fact of walking back from the trenches to Brigade H.Q. which was about three miles. Hurrying 
amongst the shells brought out the effects of the gas and I had to go to hospital that day.' 

For his services during the war he was three times Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazettes 22 June 1915, 1 January 1916, and 21 
July 1917) and received the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel. He was placed on Retired Pay in 1920. Latterly living at Maytree, Josephine 
Avenue, Lower Kingswood, Surrey, he died on 24 May 1954. 

In an obituary, a brother officer wrote, '"Linger" was a sound and practical soldier. He was never afraid of expressing his opinion, 
however unpopular, preferably to those in authority over him; and he was usually right. He was never very particular about his 

appearance or dress, which was rarely according to regulations."Linger" played no games, never shot, rode very seldom, never 

seemed particularly genial, yet was always extremely popular, especially with us younger officers. ...'

'Hugh Keene, Assistant Superintendent of Police. This officer was taken for duty in the Agency rebellion from its commencement, and 
served in the operations for some seven months.

Throughout this long period he 
showed great powers of endurance and was always ready to respond to any call with cheerful alacrity. He took part in the night action 
fought on the 6th December 1922 under Mr. Sweeny's command, in which he behaved with great gallantry.'

'Hugh Keene, Indian Police, District Superintendent of Police. This officer joined the Police Force in Madras on 7th October 1920, after 
active service during the War. Since his arrival he has shown special aptitude for police work and as a Probationary Assistant 
Superintendent quickly came to notice. Before he completed one year's service, he was selected for Special Duty in Madras City in 
connection with the prolonged mill strikes in the year of 1821 which led to serious disturbances calling for great devotion to duty on 
the part of officers concerned. At this time he received high commendation for his work. In 1922 he was taken for duty in the Agency 
Rebellion from its commencement, and served in operations for some seven months. During this period he exhibited great physical 
endurance, having to perform constant, forced marches under trying conditions of climate and country. Throughout this period he was 
always ready to respond with alacrity to any call. He took a leading part in the night action fought on the 6th December 1922 in which 
he behaved with conspicuous courage and leadership. For this he was awarded the King's Police Medal for gallantry. He became a 
District Superintendent of Police in 1928 and since then has held charge of various heavy districts which he has administered with 
more than usual ability. He was also Commandant of the Malabar Special Police and he did much to found the efficiency of that body. 
In November 1935, he took charge of his present post of Assistant Inspector-General, where, with one brief spell of leave, he has since 
displayed ability of a very high order. During this period he has had to cope with large schemes such as the reorganisation of portions 
of the Madras City Police, Strike schemes, General Election Police arrangements throughout the Presidency, re-allocation of many parts 
of the Police jurisdiction, introduction of the Motor Vehicles Act, all arrangements for His Excellency the Viceroy's visit to this 
Presidency this year, and many other big schemes involving meticulous devotion to detail and considerable research work.'

The recommendation states: This officer has held the appointment of Command Accountant since February 1946. He was specially 
nominated as Command Accountant Officer to British Commonwealth Air Forces because of the unusual financial complications 
involved in setting up, organising, and directing in Japan the Pay and Accounting Services of an integrated Air Force drawn from four of 
the National Air Forces forming part of the British Commonwealth. Wing Commander Budgen arrived in Japan in February 1946, with 
the Advance Party and in the face of every conceivable difficulty, set about organising and initiating a sound Pay and Accounting 
Service. The high state of efficiency and the smooth manner in which this system has been running right from the start is testimony to 
his work. In addition, particularly during the first nine months of occupation duty, he turned his wide practical knowledge of Air Force 
administration and devoted almost all his normal off-duty hours to opening a Central Registry, the elimination of "Back Market" 
activities, and many other tasks calculated to assist in putting the British Commonwealth Air Forces upon a sound economical, 
financial, and workmanlike basis. Throughout his service Wing Commander Budgen has brought to bear upon every post to which he 
has been appointed a loyalty, conscientiousness, cheerful enthusiasm, and a singleness of purpose rarely encountered. His integrity, 
tireless energy, and reliability, have made him a tower of strength in the economical and financial administration of the British 
Commonwealth Air Forces in Japan.' 


James Henry George Donald Budgen was born at Ash, Surrey, on 20 December 1899, and joined the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve 
on 22 October 1917. He served during the Great War in various shore establishments, and in H.M.S. Theseus from 1 July to 9 
November 1918, and was shore demobilised on 27 February 1919. He subsequently enlisted in the Royal Air Force, and awarded his 
Royal Air Force Long Service and Good Conduct Medal in April 1936, effective from 17 December 1935, whilst holding the rank of 
Warrant Officer. Commissioned Flying Officer in the Accountant Branch of the Royal Air Force on 14 June 1937, he served with the R. 
A.F. during the Second World War, and was Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 8 June 1944). Following the War his next 
appointment was as Chief Accountant, British Commonwealth Air Forces, Japan, at the Iwakuni Headquarters, and he was promoted 
Wing Commander on 1 July 1947. For his services in Japan he was created an Officer of the Order of the British Empire in the 1954 
New Year's Honours List, shortly before retiring on 1 April 1954.

Samuel Clare was born in Manchester on 15 December 1877 and attested for the Grenadier Guards there on 19 May 1897, having 
previously served in the 6th Dragoon Guards. He served with the 1st Battalion in Egypt and the Sudan from 19 July to 7 October 1898, 
and was promoted Corporal and Lance Sergeant on 11 June 1901. He subsequently served in South Africa during the Boer War from 8 
November 1901 to 5 October 1902, with the Mounted Infantry, before transferring to the Egyptian Army on 23 June 1904, being 
promoted to Sergeant on 18 August oft that year. He rejoined the Grenadier Guards on 24 June 1907, and passed his examinations in 
Musketry and the Maxim Gun at Hythe between August and September 1907. He was discharged on 12 October 1909 after 12 years 
and 147 days' service. 

Following the outbreak of the Great War, Clare re-enlisted in the Liverpool Regiment on 11 September 1914, and was promoted 
Company Sergeant Major in the 1st City Battalion the same day. Promoted Warrant Officer Class II in the 17th Battalion on 29 January 
1915, he transferred to the 28th Garrison Battalion, Manchester Regiment as Regimental Quartermaster Sergeant on 11 September 
1915. He was Commissioned Lieutenant and Quartermaster on 29 September of that year, backdated to 5 August 1915, and 
subsequently transferred to the 1st Garrison Battalion, Cameron Highlanders. On the disbandment of the 1st Garrison Battalion, 
Cameron Highlander,s he applied for a transfer to the Royal Flying Corps as Equipment Officer on 2 July 1917, citing his experience as 
'Adjutant of various Garrison Battalions since December 1915; Quartermaster of 1st Garrison Battalion Manchester Regiment; and 
several years experience in clerical branch of engineering in civilian life'. His application was successful and he was appointed Acting 
Adjutant two days later, formally transferring to the Royal Flying Corps on 11 August 191 7. Posted to No. 60 Squadron on 2 November 
of that year, he next became attached to Headquarters of No. 13 Wing on 23 July 1918, before returning to No. 60 Squadron on 29 
July 1918. Following the cessation of hostilities he was placed on the Unemployed List on 7 April 1919. For his services during the 
Great War he was Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 11 July 1919) and was awarded the M.B.E.

'During an enemy air attack Mr. Shaw manned all the First Aid Posts of an important building with members of his Division and took 
over the supervision of all the St. John Ambulance men available. He saw that all casualties were properly attended to, treating the 
more seriously injured himself, after which he had them removed to the First Aid Post and thence to hospital. Although high explosive 
and incendiary bombs were dropping for almost five hours, Mr. Shaw moved round the workshops with the greatest calmness and 
courage. His bravery and capable handling of the situation brought confidence and courage to all the employees in the building and by 
his efforts many lives were saved.' 

The original recommendation states: 'On the night of 4th-5th May, 1941, an exceptionally heavy Enemy Air attack was made on Belfast 
Electric Power Station where Mr. John Shaw is employed. Directly the attack developed, Mr. Shaw manned all the First Aid Posts with 
members of his Division and taking over the supervision of all the St. John Ambulance men available He saw that all casualties were 
properly attended to, treating the more seriously injured himself, after which he had them removed to the First Aid Post and thence to 
hospital. With High Explosive and Incendiary Bombs crashing continuously all over the Power Station for almost five hours, Mr. Shaw 
moved round the Workshops with the greatest calmness and courage. His bravery and capable handling of the situation brought 
confidence and courage to all the employees in the building, preventing any semblance of panic, which no doubt contributed to the 
comparatively small number of casualties. It is considered that Mr. Shaw's example was the means of saving many lives.' 

An eyewitness to the incident, Mr. J. A. Chambers, D.C.M., a fellow employee at the Power Station, gave the following statement: 
'Directly the enemy attack started Mr. Shaw had the First Aid Posts manned by four of his St. John Ambulance men, and he himself 
went through the works with the remainder of his men attending to the casualties and conveying those who could be moved on 
stretchers to the First Aid Post and thence to Hospital. Although bombs practically rained down on the Station for some hours, Mr. 
Shaw went round as calmly as if on his ordinary rounds of the works, instructing his men to treat cases and attending to some of the 
most seriously injured himself. One particularly bad case had both arms broken and a head wound from which blood squirted almost 
to the ceiling every beat of the heart. Mr. Shaw dealt promptly with this case by first arresting the bleeding then attending to the 
fractures and removing him to hospital, and I understand that the Surgeon who attended this patient told him that the First Aid man 
who attended had certainly saved his life by his prompt action. There were two members of the staff killed and eight seriously injured 
in this raid in addition to some minor injuries. Two of the St. John men were amongst the injured. Mr. Shaw seemed to have a charmed 
life and it would be impossible for me to properly describe the confidence and courage his cool and capable handling of the situation 
instilled into all of the employees at the Power Station.' 


John Shaw was born in Belfast, Armagh, Ireland, in 1895, and at the time of his act of gallantry was employed as an Electrical Foreman 
at the Belfast Electric Power Station, as well as being the Divisional Superintendent of the Electricity Department (Harbour Power 
Station) Ambulance Division of the St. John Ambulance Brigade.

'S/L. J. A. Wright commenced operations in March, 1941, with No. 604 Night Fighter Squadron. On his second sortie he destroyed a 
Ju.88. In May, 1941, attacked a He.111, during this combat he was injured and his aircraft damaged. Despite this, he pressed home his 
attack until the enemy aircraft was destroyed. He then commenced to fly home with one engine stopped and on fire and had almost 
reached base when the aircraft started to blow up, he and his navigator baling out safely from a low altitude. In all he completed 43 
defensive night fighter patrols. 

In September, 1943, he went to Malta with 256 Squadron and carried out 13 Fighter and Convoy patrols. 

He started Bomber Support operations with 100 Group in October, 1944, and completed 31 offensive sorties. 

His keenness to operate has always been of the highest order throughout every phase of his career. With the introduction of any new 
operation, including low level attacks on aerodromes, his infectious keenness, coupled with his skill and judgement, has had a very 
marked effect on all crews. 

I strongly recommend that he be awarded the D.F.C. 

Remarks by Station Commander: S/L. Wright has been a flight commander in No. 169 (B.S.) Squadron since 20th December, 1944. He 
has proved a most capable and conscientious aide to his squadron commander and has at times set the finest example of keenness and 
offensive spirit to the members of his flight and squadron. He stands out amongst his fellows for his devotion to duty.' 

James Alan Wright was born in February 1920. He served with the Royal Air Force during the Second War, and after initial training 
was posted as a Sergeant Pilot for operational flying with 604 Squadron (Beaufighters), Middle Wallop, in March 1941. The Squadron 
was employed as a Night Fighter unit, and Wright flew in 43 operational sorties with them, in a variety of aircraft including 
Beaufighters, Havocs and Mosquitos. A contemporary of John 'Cat's Eyes' Cunningham, also flying with the Squadron at the time, 
Wright achieved his first victory on only his second sortie. The latter being a Ju.88 destroyed, 12 March 1941. 

Flying regularly with Sergeant Vaughan as his navigator, Wright added to his total when he destroyed a He.111 off Portland, 7 May 
1941. As the Squadron's Operations Record Book records, this dog fight was not without incident: 

'7.5.41 10 patrols were carried out by the Squadron. S/Ldr Cunningham D.S.O., D.F.C. engaged and destroyed a He.Ill near Yeovil. 
F/O Joll detected an e/a but was unable to engage as e/a took violent evasive action. Sgt. Wright detected and engaged an e/a but was 
himself attacked and slightly wounded. However, his attack on the e/a was successful, but when trying to return to base his port engine 
burst into flames so he and his operator descended by parachute and were uninjured other than slight wounds to the pilot. Their a/c 
was completely destroyed by impact and fire.' 

Wright was commissioned Pilot Officer in August 1941, and continued to fly intruder operations until he left the Squadron at the end of 
August 1943. Having advanced to Flight Lieutenant, Wright was posted to 256 Squadron in September 1943. A detachment from the 
Squadron had been sent to Malta in July 1943, and the remainder of 256 Squadron joined them in October of the same year. The 
Squadron was tasked with the night defence of Malta, and operating out of Luqa, Wright flew in 13 fighter and convoy patrols. 

Returning to the UK, and having advanced to Acting Squadron Leader, Wright returned to operational flying with 169 (Bomber Support) 
Squadron (Mosquitos), Great Massingham, in October 1944. The Squadron had transferred to 100 Group, Bomber Command, earlier in 
the year and were primarily employed flying patrols whilst bomber streams were flying over Germany at night. They also engaged in 
night Rangers catching enemy aircraft at their own airfields. Wright flew in 31 operational sorties with the Squadron, including: 
Bremen; Stuttgart - Nurnburg; Essen (2); Cologne (2); Dusseldorf (2); Ruhr area; Bonn - Wahn - Cologne; Heilbron - Karlsruhe; Soest; 
Frankfurt area (2); Breslau; Nurnburg; Hanover; Stuttgart; Escort to Bergen (Daylight); Brux - Zeitz; Heilbron; Kiel area; Twente and 
Rhine; Chemnitz; Dessau; Misburg; Hamburg; Lista airfield; Schwandorf; attack on Schleswig - Jagel airfield (2). 

The attack on Jagel airfield, 2 May 1945, was part of Bomber Command's last operation of the war. Wright flew as part of a force that 
dropped napalm bombs on the airfields surrounding Kiel, after which Mosquitos of 8 Group carried out attacks on Kiel itself. The 
following day German officers came to the Tactical Headquarters of Montgomery's 21st Army Group on Luneburg Heath and signed a 
surrender document for all German forces in North-West German, Denmark and Holland. 

Wright advanced to Wing Commander in January 1959, and retired from service in October 1966.

The Hon. St Leger Henry Jervis was born on 7 September 1863, at Godmersham Park, Canterbury, Kent, fifth son of the 3rd Viscount St 
Vincent and Lucy, daughter of Baskervyle Glegg, of Withington Hall, Chester. He was commissioned in the King's Royal Rifle Corps on 
6 May 1885, and became Captain in 1893. He served in South Africa, 1899-1902, on the Staff, as A.D.C. to Major General Arthur 
Fitzroy Hart, 5th Infantry Brigade, to 15 December 1899, and 9 July to 17 November 1900; Brigade Major 18 November 1900 to 7 
November 1901; D.A.A.G. from 8 November 1901. He was present at the Relief of Ladysmith, including action at Colenso (severely 
wounded). He was twice mentioned in Despatches, 8 February 1901, and 29 July 1902; received the Queen's Medal with four clasps, 
the King's Medal with two clasps, and was created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order. The Insignia were sent to the 
Commander-in-Chief in South Africa and presented there. He was promoted to Major 21 February 1903; was made D.A.A.G., South 
Africa, 1901-4; retired from the King's Royal Rifle Corps, 12 October 1904. On the outbreak of the war he became Temporary 
Lieutenant-Colonel, 3rd Battalion Norfolk Regiment. He married, in 1905, Hilda Maud, daughter of Thomas Collin, and they had two 
daughters. 

His elder brother, the 4th Viscount St Vincent (b. 1850) died of wounds received at the battle of Abu Klea whilst serving with the 16th 
Lancers. At Colenso his Brigade Commander, Major-General Arthur Fitzroy Hart, was known as "General No-Bobs" because he never 
ducked when shells passed overhead, and he deliberately exposed himself to rifle fire.

Kenneth Robert Napier Spier was born on 1 April 1877, and was educated at Radley and Pembroke College, Cambridge. He served as 
a Lieutenant (Ex Private No. 5100) with the 8th (Derbyshire) Company, 4th Battalion, Imperial Yeomanry in South Africa, and was 
taken prisoner at Hoopstad on 23 October 1900, later released. At the outbreak of the war in 1914, Speir was a Lieutenant in the Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve but transferred to the Army in November 1914 and went to France as a Captain R.E. (Railway Transport 
Officer) on 15 December 1914. He ended the war as a temporary Lieutenant Colonel and was awarded the Legion of Honour, 5th 
Class. He died on 1 April 1957.

D.S.C. London Gazette 10 July 1919: 'Lieut, (now Lieut.-Cdr.) George Arthur Scott, R.N. For distinguished services in H.M.S. "Severn." 
The following recommendation was submitted by Captain E. J. A. Fullerton, R.N.: 

'Lt. Scott was Executive Officer of H.M.S. Severn , during the bombardment of the right flank of the German Army in September, 
October, November and December, 1914, and behaved with exceptional gallantry on several occasions. He was also Executive Officer 
of H.M.S. Severn during the attacks of S.M.S. Konigsberg in Rufugi River, July, 1915. On this occasion Lt. Scott showed great coolness, 
ability and excellent leadership when under heavy fire. He showed quick decision and a disregard of danger in taking a motor boat 
away by himself with a Marine, in the heat of the action, to rescue the observers from an aeroplane which had been shot down. 

The major part of the burden for preparing H.M.S. Severn for being towed out to East Africa and subsequent fitting out of the ship for 
action fell on Lt. Scott's shoulders. He has received no reward of any kind, nor was he mentioned in Sir H. King-Hall's despatches, 
although very strongly recommended by me/ 


George Arthur Scott was born on 5 September 1888, and entered the Royal Navy as a Midshipman on 30 November 1904, becoming 
Sub-Lieutenant on 30 January 1908, and Lieutenant on 1 October 1910. On 9 February 1914, while studying at Osborne College, he 
was admitted to Haslar Hospital for an injured knee. He returned to service on 6 March. He was appointed to Collongwood on 1 
August 1914, but this was cancelled and a week later he was appointed to the monitor Severn. He took part in the bombardments off 
the Belgian coast, September to December 1914, and in Severn's operations in the Rufiji Delta, including her two epic engagements 
against the Konigsberg in July 1915 (see The Konigsberg Adventure and Severn's Saga , both by E. Keble Chatterton, for full details of 
these actions). He was invalided from Severn at Simonstown on 8 September 1915, with further knee problems and he was not fit until 
8 December when he was appointed to Tyne for command of the "C" Class destroyer Bat. During the remainder of the war he 
commanded, successively, H.M. Ships Arun, Nymphe, Mons and Urchin. 

Scott was promoted to Lieutenant-Commander on 1 October 1918, becoming Commander on 31 December 1923, and Captain on 30 
June 1931. During this period he held various commands but his record was tarnished on at least two occasions when he was found to 
be at blame for collisions with other ships. On 24 April 1939, Scott was appointed the first commanding officer of H.M.S. Belfast upon 
her commissioning for trials. However, diagnosed with 'nervous dyspepsia' on 15 January 1940, he left Belfast at the end of that month 
for duty outside the Admiralty not exceeding six months. Scott was promoted to Rear-Admiral on 8 July 1941, and placed on the 
Retired List the following day.

Flubert James Cecil Rostron was born in Beddington, Surrey, on 12 February 1875, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 
Northumberland Fusiliers on 24 March 1897, having previously served as a Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion, Devonshire Regiment. 
Promoted Lieutenant on 22 October 1899, he served with the 2nd Battalion in South Africa during the Boer War, taking part in the 
operations in the Orange Free State, February to May 1900; in the Orange River Colony, May to November 1900; and in the Cape 
Colony, south of the Orange River, 1899 to 1900. He was slightly wounded at Smaldeel on 19 June 1900 whilst serving with the 
Mounted Infantry, and was Mentioned in Lord Roberts' Despatch of 2 April 1901. Promoted Captain on 12 March 1901, he transferred 
to the 3rd Battalion in July 1903, before resigning his commission on 18 December 1903, having been absent for most of the past six 
months- various official letters written during the period hint at the desirability of him being allowed to resign, with financial difficulties 
being a possibly reason. 

On the outbreak of the Great War he joined the 1st Reserve Cavalry and was appointed a temporary Captain on 17 September 1914. 
Posted to the 5th Dragoon Guards, he served with them on the Western Front from 5 November 1914, and commanded "A" Squadron 
from 24 December 1914 to June 1915, and then "B" Squadron from June to September 1915. He was subsequently appointed second 
in command of the 22nd Battalion, Royal Fusiliers, 9 November 1915, and remained with them until being declared medically unfit in 
June 1916 after 'he was blown up on the night of 23-24 May 1916 when the Battalion attacked on the Vimy Ridge, and has been 
suffering from insomnia and nervous exhaustion.' (Medical Board report refers). He returned to the Reserve Cavalry at Aldershot after 
he left hospital, and again went out to France, where he was awarded the Military Cross for Gallantry in the Field in the 1918 New 
Year's Honours List. He retired in October 1919, and died of alcoholic cirrhosis of the liver at home in Odiham, Hampshire, on 2 
December 1926. He is buried alongside his wife in the vault of the Hastings Chapel in Ashby-de-la-Zouche Castle.

John Lanyon Hall was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 1st Battalion, 
Gloucestershire Regiment on 21 February 1917, and served with the Regiment at 
the Battle of Bethune, 18 April 1918, where the Battalion repulsed the German 
attack on the section of the line at Festubert: 

The Bosch attacked and surrounded my position. I was in a very difficult 
position. My men were being knocked out right and left. I wouldn't give in, but 
stuck to my post with the few men I had left. I asked for three volunteers to come 
with me and attack the enemy with bombs. We went and only myself and 1 man 
came back alive. The other two were killed. It was an absolute wonder that all of 
us weren't shot. I held on all day until I had only three men left. During the 
evening fresh men were sent up to me and I was able to attack and drive the Hun 
back to his Trench again. We killed quite a large number. It was like killing 
rabbits. It was awful to hear the cries of my poor men who had been wounded. 
All that we could do with them was to bandage up their wounds.' (Recipient's 
account of the Battle refers). 

Hall was awarded one of the Regiment's four M.C.s for the Battle, and was 
promoted Lieutenant on 21 August 1918.

Frank Ludlum entered the war in France on 29 August 1915, and was serving with B/107th Brigade R.F.A. at the time of winning his 
Military Cross.

Claver Victor Bessette (also listed as 'Bessett') was born to French-Canadian parents in New Bedford, Massachusetts, U.S.A., in August 
1887. His occupation prior to military service is given in his service papers as 'Manager of a millionaire's private estate in California, U. 
S.A., March 1912 - June 1913.' 

Bessette was involved in the testing of Glenn FI. Curtiss and John Porte's flying boat the America at Flammondsport, New York, 1913 
-14. The aircraft was built to attempt the first non-stop aerial crossing of the Atlantic, and was to be piloted by an American and an 
Englishman. Bessette was allowed to carry out some test flying in a student capacity. Fie qualified as a seaplane pilot, 22 June 1914. 
The project was interrupted by the outbreak of the Great War. 

Bessette was taken on the strength of the R.N.A.S. at Ottawa in February 1916, and gained his Royal Aero Club Certificate as a Flight 
Sub Lieutenant in a N.A.C. Seaplane at the Northern Aircraft Company, Windermere, in June 191 6. Fie carried out further training at R. 
N.A.S. Calshot, Crystal Palace and Grain. Bessette was posted to R.N.A.S. Felixstowe, and flew operationally on submarine patrols from 
December 1916. Fie served with F1.M.S. Campania (aircraft carrier), from May 1917, before being posted to R.N.A.S. Killingholme in 
September of the same year. 

Whilst still flying operationally, Bessette also served as an instructor on Short seaplanes for pilots and observers carrying out training at 
Killingholme. He advanced to Flight Lieutenant in December 1917, and Honorary Captain whilst continuing to serve at Killingholme 
after the command of the base had been transferred to U.S. Navy in March 1918. The American naval airmen flew British Short 
seaplanes and Curtis H-16's on anti-submarine patrols and convoy protection in the North Sea. Bessette transferred to the Royal Air 
Force in April 1918, and was subsequently employed as an Instructor in Signals and Ship Recognition. He was discharged in September 
1919.

A veteran of the First Day of the Battle of the Somme, Hilton 
transferred to the Royal Flying Corps and served as a Handley Page 0/400 night bomber pilot in France during 1918. 
He continued serving with 58 Squadron, when five squadron's aircraft were flown from France to Egypt in 1919 - 
'This whole transferring of complete squadrons to 'foreign shores' - in particular, the aerial transit by the 0/400 units - 
had no equivalent precedent in R.A.F. annals, and was to prove a daunting test of the involved aircrews' skills and 
endurance.' 

Pioneering flights were to become something of a habit for Hilton, who was to fly in both the explorative flights for 
the Cairo-Baghdad air mail route in 1919, as well as commanding a small detachment of 216 Squadron's Victoria 
aircraft for planning and surveying the Khartoum - West Africa route, by flying from Egypt to Nigeria, October - 
December 1933. He served as a test pilot at the Aeroplane and Armament Experimental Establishment, 1924-29 and 
1935-37, where he 'was considered one of the most brilliant of the R.A.F. pilots at Martlesham.' Despite having over 
6,000 hours of flying experience he was tragically killed when his aircraft crashed during the King's Cup air race over 
Scarborough, 10 September 1937

Edward Goodwin Hilton was born in London, and educated at Malvern and University College, London. Fie was studying engineering 
at the latter, when he enlisted for service at the outbreak of the Great War aged 18. Flilton served with the 14th (County of London) 
Battalion, London Regiment (London Scottish) in the French theatre of war from September 1914. Fie was commissioned Second 
Lieutenant in the East Yorkshire Regiment, 23 September 1914. The following year Hilton was attached for service with the 14th 
(Service) Battalion, Northumberland Fusiliers (Pioneers), and he described conditions at the front in letters between 10-19 October 
1915: 

'We have got to a very large town, manufacturing seems the great thing.... It is really too funny for words, I have a billet right out in the 
open, just 3/4 kilo from the German front trench, at the corner of the road to the billet no men are allowed to stand and talk in a bunch 
as they get potted at, from the comer to my billet, which is about 100 yards distance, I have to cross two reserve trenches, rather 
dangerous... 

We came here expecting a rest, but things are livening up. This town is on the frontier, at present it is a salient. I have just been 
watching our asphyxiating gas go up, a remarkable sight to see. We do most of our work at night... 

I had quite an exciting time, I went out about dusk to look for a new machine gun place, our other was getting too hot as a Jack 
Johnson had fallen within a few yards, when suddenly there was a whizz and bullet struck the ground close by, then another, so I lay 
flat for a moment, then crawled forward to the place and a starlight went up just as I was having a look round, of course it was 
convenient in a way for me, but I had to keep still as a rock and pretend I was a tree, then I crawled back...' 

The following month he recorded: 

'Suddenly a whizz-bang came within 15 yards of us, blew in all the parapet, wounded some men and plastered us from head to foot 
with mud... The ground here is very thick and heavy, it is mostly clay, the Boches are a little higher up than us, there is a stream which 
flows through the Boche line into ours, they periodically dam it up, then let it through with a rush. The consequence is our trenches are 
flooded out owing to the stream being narrow and being unable to cope with the rush of extra water. No one seems able to rectify this 
so every week we have the same old game of walking up to our knees in mud.' 

Hilton's luck continued into February 1916: 

'We had an exciting time on Thursday last. In the afternoon I was walking along the trench and a whizz-bang exploded somewhere in 
front. Before I heard the explosion I was knocked over, a piece had evidently run into me. I was stunned for a time, but am quite all 
right now. They told me afterwards that my hat badge must have saved me. My hat was cut through in front and the badge was bent up. 
I have a large mound on the top of my head at present but it is slowly subsiding, so you see my head is fairly hard and of some use 
yet.' (Ibid) 
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First Day of the Battle of the Somme 

The Battalion were present for the First Day of the Battle of the Somme, 1 July 1916, and extracts from Hilton's letters for July 1916 
allude to the part he played: 

'I was in the first line over the top on Saturday and lucky enough to get all the way. I have lost a lot of men, and we have lost a few 
officers.... 

On the last day of June about 7pm after a heavy artillery bombardment I moved up with my machine gunners and our Company to the 
front line. At 7.32am next morning we attacked. A battalion of infantry went over just in front of us. We lost heavily from machine gun 
and shrapnel between our line and the Boche - once in, we were free from Boche shrapnel and only had the Hun himself to contend 
with. In about two hours we were well behind his line to some woods which he held all night, the next day we cleared him from these. 
In the afternoon of the first day we had a counter attack made on us which we easily overcame. Beyond the wood we kept quiet all 
next day while our artillery plastered the absolutely terror stricken Hun...' 

Royal Flying Corps - Observer and Pilot 

Hilton served on the Divisional Staff, before transferring to the Royal Flying Corps in June 1917. He initially trained as an Observer, 
before qualifying as a pilot. Hilton was posted to France for operational flying with 58 Squadron in 1918. Initially equipped with F. 
E.2b's, and then re-equipped with Handley Page 0/400's in September 1918, the Squadron was employed in a night-bombing capacity. 
Targets included airfields, railway communications, rest billets and troop columns. Hilton's letter of 23 October 1918, gives the 
following: 

1 am getting on very well here and am enjoying things very much indeed - as you know I am night flying - as soon as I came out I 
began flying a new type of machine. Well just previously to changing I was flying the old type and doing a night reconnaissance over 
the line, the weather became very bad and my engine was giving a lot of trouble, it kept spluttering and then going in jerks. I had three 
hours of this and when I landed to my surprise my observer never moved. So we carried him out of the machine and presently he 
began mumbling and tearing his hair. We packed him off to hospital, he said afterwards that he went off into a swoon in the air 
because he got into his brain that we would have to land... Now I have the other type of machine I am very contented.' 

And into November, The Armistice went off very quietly here, on the night before it was officially given out we bombed Louvain 
(remember Louvain) and so we really did all we could till the last.' (Ibid) 
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Pioneering Flight - France to Egypt in a Flandley Page 

Between the Armistice and the middle of April 1919, the Squadron was engaged in passenger-carrying on the lines of communication 
of the Army of Occupation. The following month it was taken on the strength of the Training Brigade, Middle East, as the Royal Air 
Force planned a pioneering flight to move five squadrons of aircraft from France to Egypt. 

It was arranged that the machines should undertake the journey by air, flying by way of Buc, Lyon, Istres (Marseilles), San Guiliano 
(Pisa), Rome, Taranto, Dekelia (Athens), Suda Bay (Crete), and Matruh, while the ground personnel and stores proceeded by rail and 
sea some days earlier. 

Hilton flew one of 58 Squadron's Handley Pages on the epic flight, and describes the journey thus: 

'4.6.1919 - One day en route for Pisa we got into clouds at 5,000ft. and so came down at 1,000ft., we were still in thick clouds and 
could not see the earth, at 400ft. I was able to just pick up the Mediterranean and as the cliffs and mountains on the coast are 2,000ft. 
and 2,500ft. it was very lucky I came out just over the sea, so we went 120 miles just along the top of the water at 250ft. to Pisa, it was 
quite exciting at Genoa a lifeboat was put out for us. I have had some trouble with petrol tanks and had to stay here to do repairs... 

23.6.1919 From Crete (Suda Bay) - I spent a day Capua, five or six at Taranto, two at Valona, four at Athens, and here I am at Crete. I 
came on from Athens by myself, it was rather fun, I took a course straight across the sea, 175 miles, as the crow flies. Most of our 
machines have two pilots on board, but I am the only one on mine and have so far flown all the way myself just over 2,000 miles.... 

13.7.1919 Heliopolis, Cairo - I arrived here on the 29th ult: I was lucky enough to be the first machine to arrive here. We left Crete on 
the 28th ult: (i.e.) 9 machines and as we had 250 miles of water to cross, I pushed off without waiting for our escort, a flying boat 
which had engine trouble and could not start. All the other machines landed again at Crete, I pushed off and incidentally had trouble 
myself over the water, but I got across quite safely and then flew on the same day to Alexandria, doing 9 hours flying all by myself. I 
was not a bit tired though it just shows that with a big machine and a spare pilot... the cross Atlantic flight is not really so bad, after all 
it is only 16 hours. 

I arrived here 3 days before the others and the General was quite bucked about it, although he pointed out that had I come down in the 
sea I should not have had much hope. Still I don't think there would have been much hope with the escort they were intending to 
supply. 

I am now under orders to take a machine up to the Persian Gulf. I expect to leave in about a week's time. I am very bucked I was given 
the job as it is the first the Squadron has been given here. No flying machine of any type has ever been to the spot before. 

I have to make all sorts of tests there. The place is near Bushire, I have first to take a Colonel as far as Baghdad, then go on to the 
Persian Gulf where the experiments are to be made.' 

The whole exercise of moving the squadrons from France to Egypt was seen as pioneering work in the development of the Royal Air 
Force and worthy of substantial rewards for the personnel concerned - with Hilton, amongst others, being awarded the A.F.C. Hilton's 
successful trip aside, the results as a whole were mixed, as recorded in Handley Page Bombers : 

'This whole transferring of complete squadrons to 'foreign shores' - in particular, the aerial transit by the 0/400 units - had no equivalent 
precedent in R.A.F. annals, and was to prove a daunting test of the involved aircrews' skills and endurance. 

No. 58 Sqn's move to Egypt was completed by 2 July, while eight HPs of 214 Sqn had reached Cairo by 2 August. The third 0/400 unit, 
216 Sqn, completed its move to Cairo by mid-October, and on 28 October, 1919, Gen. Seeley reported to Parliament: "At the present 
moment 51 Handley Page machines have left for Egypt. Of these, 26 have arrived, 10 are on later stages of the route, and 15 have been 
written off...." 

Each HP crew involved in this move to Egypt could have told a lengthy tale of problems, frustrations and sheer determination... The 
overall move of 0/400s to Egypt in 1919 cost the R.A.F. no less than 18 Handley Pages written off in accidents, or from other causes, 
and the lives of eight crew men...' 

Cairo - Baghdad and VIP Flights 

Hilton was then in engaged in explorative flights for the proposed Cairo-Baghdad section of an air mail route: 

'I left Cairo at 4am on July 26th [1919] with orders to take a certain Colonel to Baghdad as quickly as possible and then proceed to the 
place and do certain tests at all times during the day. Then to wait here and be ready to leave for Karachi (India) to meet and bring back 
General Salmond [later Air Chief Marshal Sir 'Geoffrey' Salmond]. All this is to commence the new aerial route for India. On my return 
to Cairo I am to carry mail bags and these will be the first mails taken on the permanent service (aerial). I will carry letters addressed to 
you and Dick, which I will slip in the bag and so if you keep them you will know it was amongst the first mail bag carried, of course 
they will be stamped with the Aerial post mark.' 

58 Squadron was renumbered 70 Squadron, 1 February 1920. Hilton continued to serve, with what was designated a bomber-transport 
unit now equipped with Vimy aircraft. The Squadron were still based in Egypt, and Hilton, now a Flight Commander, wrote the 
following on 19 September 1920: 

'I think I must know some of the deserts of Arabia better than any white man alive... I have a little command of 5 Handley Page 
machines and two Vickers Vimy.... About a fortnight ago I took General Salmond and French General in my machine 200 miles into 
Arabian desert, on a certain job, we were just going to land in the desert at a spot the General thought would make a suitable spot for 
machines in distress to make for, when a party of Bedouins appeared all round waiting for us.... they showed themselves just too early 
as I was not quite on the ground so I opened the engines out as quick as I could and got away. Of course we were well armed too but 
would have been outnumbered. I have been flying 6-8 hours at a stretch without coming down at all so you can guess how tired I am 
in the evening.' 

By June of the following year Hilton was still flying Salmond to various sites, 'I am stuck rather near here [Allenby Hotel, Jerusalem] for 
the present, this is how it happened. I was taking Air Vice-Marshal Salmond along and I was landing at a place called Ramleh when 
unfortunately a camel got in the way and I crashed, killed the camel, but I am pleased to say no one on the machine was hurt. I shall 
be going on again in about four days. I am carrying petrol out to a place - Azrak in the Blue (Desert) due east of the Dead Sea.' 

Hilton moved with 70 Squadron to Baghdad in December 1921, and was primarily tasked with flying the Cairo-Baghdad air mail route. 
In May of the following year the Squadron made a strategic move to Hinaidi, to be in a position to counter the infiltration of Turkish 
forces across the north-eastern border of Iraq. Hilton wrote on 13 September 1922, 'Owing to the pressure of Turks, I, and another, 
who is doing the mail, were sent up to a small town in the north to remove political officers and English and Christian officials. It was 
all very sudden, but it came off successfully.' (Ibid) 

The Squadron re-equipped with Vernons in November 1922, and Hilton was part of the R.A.F.'s 'Vernon Fleet' that took part in the 
offensive air action against both the Turks in the north and the dissident Sheikh Mahmud in the Sulaimaniyah district between February 
- June 1923. He wrote, 7 April 1923, 'the newspapers seem full of war and rumours of wars in the Mosul district, we get most of our 
news of the war from the newspaper. We have, during the last month, had some bombing to do... I have been doing a good deal of 
flying over snow lately and very rough country about Persia.' (Ibid) 

Hilton was awarded the D.F.C. for gallant conduct during the operations in Kurdistan between 15 February - 19 June 1923. He was 
posted back to the UK in January 1924, and served at R.A.F. Martlesham, the Aeroplane and Armament Experimental Establishment, 
1924-1929. The A&AEE carried out the evaluation and testing of many of the aircraft types and much of the armament and other 
equipment that would later be used during the Second World War. Hilton was awarded the Second Award Bar to his A.F.C. for work 
carried out at the unit. 
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Crossing Africa 

Having advanced to Squadron Leader, Hilton was posted for service with 216 Squadron (Vickers Victorias), Heliopolis, Egypt, in 1930. 
He commanded a flight from his unit which crossed Africa to Nigeria and West Africa, October - December 1933. They were engaged 
in the important task of planning and surveying the Khartoum - West Africa route, which eventually opened up as a regular commercial 
route in February 1936. Hilton had advanced to Wing Commander, and described the flight over Africa in a letter dated 19 December 
1933: 

'We have had a good trip, lots of hard work, through very bad weather but have luckily been able to keep our programme in spite of 
sickness through Malaria and sunstroke. I have been a bit worried at times with the aircraft, you see I am entirely responsible and 
sometimes just after getting to bed a terrific thunderstorm and wind would get up at about 60 miles an hour called a Tornado, and it 
plays hell with the old aeroplanes, so I would have to spend the night out in the pouring rain looking after them.' 

The King's Cup air race - a fatal experience 

Hilton returned to Martlesham Heath in January 1935, and took over the command of testing all new aircraft, 'Wing Commander 
Hilton was considered one of the most brilliant of the R.A.F. pilots at Martlesham, where the newest aeroplanes are tested. He had had 
6,000 hours' flying experience. Recently he was appointed to the Air Ministry for service on the department of the Air Member for 
research and development. He had never flown in a King's Cup air race. A few days ago he told a friend that he had entered out of 
curiosity. "I want to get experience and the general impression of what this round-the-country race is like," he said. He recently flew an 
Airspeed Envoy to Capetown 'for fun" and brought it back in almost record time. "It was just by accident that we flew back so quickly," 
he said when he returned. Last year delay at Athens robbed him of the chance to break Amy Johnson's Cape record.' (Obituary refers) 

Tragically for Hilton, his curiosity was to cost him his life. He crashed whilst piloting his aircraft in the King's Cup air race over 
Scarborough, 10 September 1937. A local newspaper recorded the following details: 

'Wing Commander P. C. Sherren and Wing Commander E. G. Hilton, competitors in the King's Cup air race, were killed here today 
before a crowd of about 1,000 people, who had gathered to watch the aeroplanes fly low over the Castle Hill turning point. 

The pilots had to fly low in order that their machines could be identified, and all of them seemed to be troubled by the currents which 
were caused by a stiff northerly wind. The aeroplane which crashed took a different course from the others. Flying very close to the 
cliff-edge, the machine was travelling steadily when it was suddenly flung about 50ft upwards and one of the occupants [Sherren]] was 
catapulted through the air to disappear from sight over the edge of the cliff. The aeroplane then crashed to the ground and was smashed 
to pieces, killing the other occupant [Hilton].' 

The Coroner's report and results of the inquest into the accident provided further details, 'The machine piloted by Wing Commander 
Hilton came down to about 150ft. at great speed, and then seemed to get into an air pocket and drop slightly and nose dive to the 
ground. At 9 o'clock on the morning of the race the wind was blowing at 25 mph, and later it increased to 35 miles. It was also very 

gusty. Other machines bumped in making the turn at the Castle Hill.Wing Commander Sherren was thrown out of the machine, 

struck the edge of the cliff, and dropped 200ft. down the cliff. Hilton was picked up 20 yards from the wrecked machine, and a 
mackintosh was found on the telephone wires.'

'Flight Lieutenant Austin has completed 30 extremely successful and well thought out Operational Sorties with this Squadron. He has 
attacked a great variety of targets including 13 in the Ruhr and Berlin on five consecutive attacks. An exceptionally capable Pilot with 
considerable experience he has been of great value to the Squadron, having on several occasions taken over the duties of Flight 
Commander and assisting in the training of new Crews. 

The completion of his Operational Tour is a great loss to the Squadron for his imperturbable manner and complete disregard for all 
enemy opposition inspired confidence among all with whom he came in contact, while his efficiency as a Captain of Aircraft was 
second to none. 

Flight Lieutenant Austin's outstanding skill and ability has been worthy of high praise and his devotion to duty has been in keeping with 
the highest standards of the Service. It is recommended that his fine record of achievement be recognised by an award of the 
Distinguished Flying Cross. 

Remarks by Station Commander: 

Flight Lieutenant Austin has maintained a steady and constant progress throughout his first operational tour which not only has been 
greatly impressive but has been marked by a calm determination and deep devotion to duty. 

His skill as a Pilot is equalled only by his tenacity of purpose and eager enthusiasm to attack the enemy. These qualities have been a 
source of admiration amongst all members of the Squadron whose high morale has been attained in great part due to his fearlessness 
and leadership. 

I recommend that his outstanding achievements and untiring and resolute efforts are fully worthy of recognition by the award of the 
Distinguished Flying Cross.' 

D.F.C. Second Award Bar London Gazette 26 October 1945: 

'As a second tour Captain, F/Lt. Austin crewed up with a first tour crew. By his splendid example and exceptional qualities of 
leadership his crew soon became one of the mainstays of the Squadron, and were well known for their operational reliability and 
unusually good discipline in the air and on the ground. By his skill, courage and determination he won the esteem and admiration of 
his Squadron, and was of great assistance to his Flight and Squadron Commanders. 

Remarks by Station Commander: 

An outstanding captain of aircraft who led and inspired his crew to an exceptionally high standard of efficiency. A pilot and officer who 
proved most reliable and who offered a fine contribution to Squadron and Station morale.' 


William Donald Austin joined the Army as a musician, aged 16 years and 6 months, in 1927. He served with the Royal Irish Fusiliers in 
Palestine, prior to the expiration of his ten year service period. Having left the Army, Austin returned to the UK and joined the Police 
Force. He was serving in the Police Force at the outbreak of the Second War, and due to his occupation being a Reserved one he was 
unable to rejoin the Army. 

Austin was allowed to volunteer as a L.A.C. for pilot training with the Royal Air Force, on the proviso that if he failed his training he 
would return for service with the Police Force. He carried out initial training at No. 31 E.F.T.S., De Winton, Alberta, Canada, from 
February 1942. Austin advanced to Corporal, and carried out further training in Harvards at No. 32 S.F.T.S., before returning to the UK 
and being posted to No. 14 (P) A.F.U., Ossington, in October 1942. He was posted to No. 27 O.T.U., Lichfield, in January 1943. 
Whilst at the latter Austin advanced to Pilot Officer and carried out training in Wellingtons. 

Austin was posted to No. 1656 C.U., Lindholme, in April 1943. He initially trained in Halifaxes prior to converting to Lancasters the 
following month. Austin was posted as a pilot for operational flying to 101 Squadron (Lancasters), Holme-on-Spalding Moor, in May 
1943. He flew in 30 operational sorties with the Squadron, including: Dortmund; Dusseldorf (3); Essen (2); Wuppertal (2); Bochum; 
Cologne (2); Gelsenkirchen; Turin (2); Hamburg (3); Leverkusen; Hanover (3), including 22 September 1943, 'Excellent trip. Good 
prang. "Achtung English Bastards Coming." A.B.C. experimented, complete success' (Log Book refers); Stuttgart, 7 October 1943, 'A.B. 
C. 100% First operation operated by A.B.C.' (Ibid); Leipzig (2) and Berlin (6). 

During his first tour of operations, Austin had advanced to Flight Lieutenant, been on five consecutive trips to Berlin and back, and had 
also flown using the Airborne Cigar or A.B.C. - the first time it had been used operationally. This apparatus searched out and jammed 
enemy radio transmission frequencies, and was accompanied by a specially trained German speaking operator. 
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Austin was posted to No. 1699 Training Flight, Oulton, in January 1945. He carried out a conversion course on Flying Fortresses, and 
returned to operational flying when he was posted to 214 (Federated Malay States) Squadron (Flying Fortresses), Oulton, in February 
1945. The Squadron was part of No. 100 (Bomber Support) Group, and was employed on radio counter-measures, detecting and 
jamming enemy radio and radar equipment. Austin flew in 20 operational sorties with the Squadron (the vast majority being 'Window 
Stooge's'), including: Bonn; Dortmund; Munchen Gladbach (2); Neuss; Sylt; Freiburg; Delmonhurst; Chemnitz, 5 February 1945, 
'Circled target 15 mins. No opposition. Fighter interception en route. Evasive successful. V.H.F. Jostle.' (Ibid); Fehmarn Island; Munster; 
Wurzburg; Hanau; Halle; Stade; Lubeck; Plauen; Kiel; Pilsen and Komotau.

This officer has completed 50 operational sorties against the enemy. He has participated in attacks on some of the most heavily 
defended German targets including Berlin, Stettin, and Nuremburg. As Flight Engineer his ability, cheerfulness and confidence have 
inspired a high standard or morale in the crew.' 

D.F.M. London Gazette 16 November 1943. 

George Herbert Jones served with the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve during the Second War, and after training was posted as a 
Sergeant and Flight Engineer for operational service with 76 Squadron (Halifaxes), Linton-on-Ouse, in April 1943. He flew in 27 
operational sorties with the Squadron, including: Stettin; Dortmund (2); Duisberg; Bochum (2); Dusseldorf (2); Essen (2); Wuppertal (2); 
Le Creusot, 19/20 June 1943; Mulheim; Gelsenkirchen; Aachen; Hamburg (3); Remscheid; Peenemunde; Leverkusen; Berlin; 
Nuremburg; Mannheim; Munich and Montlucon. For all of the above flights, Jones was crewed with the American born pilot Sergeant 
(later during the same tour - Pilot Officer) Ken Hewson. Reminiscences of these sorties are found in the Squadron History: 

'Sergeant Ken Parry, a navigator destined to be severely wounded on operations to Peenemunde later in the summer, writes: 

"Our first trip to Stettin [20 April 1943] in the Baltic was uneventful and seemed a 'piece of cake'. But we were faced with stark reality 
on our next few trips which were all to the Ruhr. The aircraft received flak damage on a number of occasions, particularly on raids over 
Gelsenkirchen [9 July 1943] and Bochum." 

Ken Parry was crewed with a quite remarkable pilot, Ken Hewson, an American by birth. Between 4 May and 24 June, Ken Hewson 
took his crew on thirteen consecutive operations, a record unsurpassed in the history of the squadron. 

Bochum was next in line [12 June 1943]... the night is remembered as being extremely bright, giving the defending night-fighter crews 
the chance to make visual sightings almost at will. Nearing Texel on the homeward leg Sergeant Ken Hewson's Halifax was 
approached by a Ju88. The events that followed are clearly described by his rear-gunner, Sergeant 'Dave' Davis: 

"I spotted him flying about 800 to 1,000 yards dead astern and slightly above us. His shape was clearly silhouetted in the first early 
light of the day. He did not look too dangerous and I think that he was being radar predicted onto us. I called to Al in the mid-upper 
turret to verify my recognition, but before he could reply I saw his tail tip up and I shouted to the skipper to corkscrew, the direction not 
mattering as our attacker was approaching from astern. My pilot's response threw me backwards against the bulkhead doors, causing 
me to lose sight of the fighter as it dived into the dark part of the sky. A long burst of tracer came snaking below our starboard wing, so I 
touched my firing button and gave a short reply into that part of the sky from where I imagined his fire lay. He replied and again 
missed. Then I saw him, his wing span wider than my Graticule Ring, about 150 to 200 yards away. He was breaking away in a 
climbing turn to port, so I opened fire into his belly. To my satisfaction I saw him catch fire and break up into flaming pieces as he 
disappeared into the North Sea." 

For several minutes the blazing remains of the night-fighter continued to burn on the surface of the water, as a jubilant bomber crew 
continued their journey westwards the dawn breaking behind them. 

A more seasoned crew captained by Ken Hewson turned in an equally spirited performance on Gelsenkirchen on 9 July [1943]: 

"Persistent engine trouble prevented our aircraft from getting above 8,000 feet and on arrival over the target I estimated our position 
from the Wanganui flares drifting down above us. No sooner had I called 'bombs gone' then we were coned, and in getting clear of the 
lights we lost the use of the port outer engine. More seriously, we strayed off track and arrived over Bonn where we were chased by 
more searchlights. 

For sometime after leaving the Ruhr we flew along in cloud and when eventually this thinned we discovered we were over Paris. The 
shortest possible route to the coast was taken, by which time dawn was breaking. After what seemed an age we arrived at Base and 
after one overshoot we touched down on the grass. The brakes failed and we crashed through a boundary fence, crossed a field, and 
came to a stop with the aircraft wrecked." 

Jones also flew with Hewson on the famous Peenemunde raid, 17 August 1943, during which 'substantial damage was inflicted on the 
nose of his aircraft and Ken Parry, his navigator, received upper arm and shoulder wounds of such severity that he never flew 
operationally again.' (Ibid) 

Having completed his first tour of operations in September 1943, Jones returned to operational flying as a Flying Officer with 635 
Squadron (Lancasters), Downham Market, in November 1944. The Squadron served as part of Pathfinder Force, No. 8 Group. Jones 
flew in 23 operational sorties with the Squadron, including: Neuss; Karlsruhe; Merseburg; Essen; Ludwigshaven; Duisberg; Munchen- 
Gladbach; Troisdorf; Dortmund (2); Nuremburg; Hannover; Munich; Gelsenkirchen; Mainz; Weisbaden; Osterfeld; Kleve; Wanne 
Eickel; Chemnitz; Worms; Hemmingstedt and Zweibrucken.

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A fine Second War 1940 'attack on the Scharnhorst' D.F.C. group of six awarded to Beaufort pilot, Wing Commander 
F. G. L. Smith, 42 Squadron, Royal Air Force, who led a formation of nine aircraft on a low-level attack on the 
German battle cruiser, 21 June 1940. During the course of the attack Smith's aircraft accounted for one of the 
escorting M.E. 109's and damaged another. He was shot down and taken POW whilst leading another shipping raid off 
Norway, 26 October 1940 - he saw out the remainder of the war interned at Stalag Luft III

D.F.C. London Gazette 30 July 1940: 

This officer was leader of a formation of nine Beaufort aircraft which carried out a successful bombing attack on an enemy battle 
cruiser escorted by seven destroyers, on 21/6/40. Squadron Leader Smith selected the low dive bombing method of attack in order to 
achieve the best results and regardless of his personal safety. As a result of his personal courage and determined leadership direct hits 
were obtained in spite of a very intense A.A. barrage and the presence of nine enemy fighters. After releasing his bombs he was 
attacked by enemy fighters and manoeuvred his aircraft so as to enable his air gunner to shoot down one M.E. 109 in flames. He then 
fired three bursts with his front gun at another M.E. 109. Two of these bursts were observed to hit the enemy aircraft. 

Remarks of Station Commander: 

I desire to emphasise that the results obtained on this bombing raid were due to the leadership and determination of this Squadron 
Leader. 

Remarks of Air Officer Commanding: 

This was a brilliant piece of sound planning, courageous decision and most gallant determination in the pressing home of an attack 
against an important enemy naval unit. 

It was primarily due to Squadron Leader Smith's lead that the nine Beauforts found their target some 200 miles out across the North Sea 
and, in spite of intense opposition by A.A. fire from the Battle Cruiser and its escort of destroyers and fighter aircraft, pressed home the 
attack with such determination that, although three of the nine Beauforts failed to return, yet three direct hits on the Scharnhorst with 
5001b bombs were achieved. 

This action is pre-eminently of the type for which the Distinguished Flying Cross was instituted and I very strongly recommend an 
award of this decoration.' 


Frank George Laughton Smith was born in 1909, and was the son of Dr. L. Smith of the Mount, Louth, Lincolnshire. He was educated 
at Wellingborough School, and was a Sergeant in the school's O.T.C. Smith was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 5th Battalion, 
Lincolnshire Regiment (T.F.) in April 1928. He advanced to Lieutenant, before transferring to the Royal Air Force in 1932. He was 
appointed Flying Officer on a Short Service Commission in May 1932, and carried out initial pilot training at No. 3 F.T.S. before 
completing Torpedo Bomber Pilot training in 1934. 

Smith received a Permanent Commission as Flight Lieutenant in June 1936, having served with 22 and 36 (Torpedo Bomber) 
Squadrons. He was posted as a Pilot to 42 Squadron (Vildebeeste biplanes), Bircham Newton, in November 1939. Smith advanced to 
Squadron Leader in January 1940, and the Squadron began to receive Beauforts as replacements to the obsolete Vildebeestes in April of 
the same year. 

Having been completely re-equipped with Beauforts, the Squadron embarked on a series of intensive anti-shipping operations from 
June 1940. The raid that Smith lead on the Scharnhorst , 21 June 1940, is recorded in further detail by the Squadron's Tactical Report: 

'At 1200 hours on 21/6/40 nine Beaufort aircraft of 42 Sqdn. were ordered to bomb up with 2 x 500 and to take off when bombed up, 
to attack one enemy battle cruiser ( Scharnhorst ) accompanied by six enemy destroyers which force was reported to be proceeding 
South down the coast of Norway. We were informed that a fighting escort would not be provided. The Squadron took off at 1422 hours 
and set course of 073 degrees. 

A land-fall was made off the Norwegian coast, 15 miles north of Bergen at 1600 hours. The Squadron turned south and flew down the 
coast about 20 miles out to sea as what was thought to be black smoke had been observed about thirty miles to the South of the 
estimated point of interception. This turned out to be the battle cruiser accompanied by 6 destroyers and 1 M.T.B. Nine fighter aircraft 
were also observed, six circling low over the battle cruiser and another sub-flight of three in the clouds at nine thousand feet.... 

On the way out to the target the Squadron had been flying in sub-flights line astern. On the approach to the target the Squadron went 
into echelon to port on the leading sub-flight. The approach was made at 6,000ft. a preliminary dive of about 10 degrees being made to 
4,500ft. and then a steeper dive of about 30 - 40 degrees to 2,000ft. or 1,500ft. where bombs were released. Avoiding action was taken 
from 6,000 to 3,000 feet after which aircraft entered a steady dive. Aircraft then turned away to starboard of the battle fleet and 
continued their dive to between 1,000 feet and sea level.... 
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The Squadron approached the battle fleet on the port quarter, squadron being echeloned to port by sub-flights. At a distance of about 
10 miles the destroyer screen could be seen circling around the battle cruiser on a radius of about 1,500 yards, the one M.T.B. going 
out ahead. As the leading aircraft commenced a preliminary dive from 6,000ft. from a distance of 5 miles the battle fleet opened up a 
long range barrage and the battle cruiser commenced to turn to starboard. The battle cruiser was also firing from her after turrets. At 
4,500ft. an intense anti-aircraft and pom-pom barrage was put up and continued throughout the action. The battle cruiser was observed 
to stop turning to starboard and commence a sharp turn to port which she maintained. The destroyer screen attempted to distribute 
themselves on either beam of the battle cruiser, the M.T.B. still going ahead.... 

Leader's aircraft reported a close miss amidships on port side of battle cruiser at a distance of 5 to 10 yards. One aircraft of the second 
sub-flight reported one hit and possibly two on the stern. One aircraft of the third sub-flight reported one hit on the bow about the 
second gun turret. 

As Leader's sub-flight broke away and before they reform formation they were engaged by 3 M.E. 109. Leader's aircraft was attacked on 
the port beam by one M.E. 109 which came in on the same level in a skidding turn. The enemy turned away astern and as he turned 
away he was shot down in flames by the Leader's Air Gunner [LAC Begbie]. A second M.E. 109 which had been attacking No. 3 of the 
Leader's sub-flight passed over the leader's aircraft and went straight ahead and was fired at by the pilot. His engine was seen to stop 
and then pick up again as he turned away to port. It is thought that this M.E. 109 was also damaged....' 

Smith's navigator was wounded, and his aircraft returned to base having had it's starboard aileron control shot away. He continued to 
carry out offensive patrols, now from Wick, until 26 October 1940. On the latter date Smith lead a formation of three Beauforts on an 
offensive patrol, they 'attacked a transport vessel in mouth of Aspo Fjord [Norway]. Torpedoed the vessel, attacked by M.E. 109s and 
failed to report to base.' (Squadron Operations Book refers) 

One of Smith's crew drowned, whilst he and the remainder were taken prisoner of war. Smith was interned at Stalag Luft III (Sagan and 
Belaria) for the remainder of the war. He advanced to Wing Commander in October 1946, and served in a variety of Staff positions 
after the war including at AHQ Singapore 1953 - 1954. Smith retired 3 August 1956. 
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A 1945 'V.I.P. Flight' A.F.C. awarded to Dakota pilot Flight Lieutenant A. Bollington, Royal Air Force Volunteer 
Reserve, who was heavily engaged with 575 Squadron for both the Normandy Landings of June 1944, and as part of 
Operation Market Garden for the airborne operations over Arnhem in September 1944. He later flew V.I.P. flights 
during the latter part of 1945, including for the King and Queen, Marshal of the R.A.F. Sir Charles Portal, Field 
Marshal Montgomery, Anthony Eden and Harold Macmillan

Alfred Bollington was born in December 1904, and resided at Deepdene, London Road, Morden, Surrey. He learned to fly prior to the 
Second War, and was commissioned as Pilot Officer into the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve in June 1940. Bollington carried out 
further training at No. 22 E.F.T.S. and at No. 9 S.F.T.S. throughout 1941. Subsequent postings included to No. 4 Signals School (later 
renamed No. 4 Radio School), Madley, where he flew Dominies between December 1941 - May 1943. 

Bollington converted to Wellingtons at No. 104 O.T.U., Nutts Corner, in May 1943, before being posted to No. 1527 B.A.T. Flight, 
Prestwick, the following month. He flew Wellingtons and Dakotas with No. 1 Ferry Pool from October 1943, before being posted to 
512 Squadron (Dakotas), Hendon, in January 1944. He stayed at Hendon and transferred to 575 Squadron (Dakotas) the following 
month. The Squadron immediately began training with airborne forces for the invasion of Europe, and Bollington flew a number of 
glider towing and parachute dropping exercises before embarking on leaflet dropping flights over France in April. 

575 Squadron were engaged with the invasion of Normandy throughout June 1944, and on D-Day the Squadron sent twenty-one 
aircraft on the initial paradrops. Bollington's Log Book gives the following, 5 June 1944, "Invasion of Normandy. Dropped 19 
Paratroops & 6 containers holding mortar gun ammo., barbed wire etc on DZ "K" N.E. of Caen. Dropped stick of bombs on beach prior 
to going in'; 6 June, 'Dropped panniers containing H.E. & petrol on DZ "N"'; 18 June, '575 Sqd. Formation Leader - Took cargo of 
bombs & detonators to landing strip near R. Orne. On return shot up by flak 64 holes in aircraft to Cambridge return'; 21 June, 'Took 
detonators to Landing Strip'; 25 June 'Took bombs to Landing Strip near Bayeux.' 

From July the Squadron were tasked with a mixture of casualty evacuation flights to France, and general duties flights. Bollington's Log 
Books gives 30 July 1944, 'Newspapers to Normandy. 18 stretcher cases & 6 other casualties on return'; 11 August, 'Jeep & trailer to 
Normandy. Return - casualties (24).' 

575 Squadron were engaged throughout Operation Market Garden , and provided forty-eight glider-towing aircraft in the first two days 
of the landings , followed by thirty-eight resupply missions. Bollington's Log Book gives the following, 18 September 1944, 'Holland. 
Took in Glider containing Jeep - Trailer & two motor cycles to Arnhem'; 19 September 'Brussels return with ammo for front line'; 20 
September 'Arnhem - dropping supplies to 1st Airborne Division - Five holes in fuselage - flak heavy'; 21 September 'Supplies to 
Arnhem'; 23 September 'To Brussels on detachment (immediate supply for Arnhem); 25 September 'Situation at Arnhem desperate. 
Took in supplies by pannier. Shot up by flak unable to reach Arnhem through load coming adrift.' 

Having advanced to Flight Lieutenant, Bollington was posted to 24 Squadron (Dakotas), Hendon, in January 1945. The Squadron 
formed part of Ferry Command, and were tasked with mail and passenger flights to Malta, Italy and further afield. Bollington flew a 
number of V.I.P. flights from May onwards, including: the Commander in Chief of the Czech Air Force; the Commander in Chief of the 
Polish Army; Air Marshal Cochran; Air Marshal Lloyd and Marshal of the R.A.F. Sir Charles Portal. In July 1945, Bollington's passengers 
included the King and Queen; Anthony Eden and FJarold Macmillan. He carried out a number of flights for Field Marshal Montgomery 
in August 1945.

Rowland Hurst Hadfield was born in Preston, Lancashire, in 1881, and was educated at Victoria University, Manchester, where he was 
awarded the Medal in Obstetrics, and the University of London. He served during the Great War with the Royal Army Medical Corps, 
first on H.M. Medical Ship Warilda with the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force from August 1916, and then with 35th Medical 
Auxiliary Corps. For his services during the Great War he was awarded the Egyptian Order of the Nile, before transferring to the 
Territorial Army, where he was attached as Medical Officer to the 51st Medium Brigade, Royal Artillery. A Life Member of the St. John 
Ambulance Association, he served as Medical Officer in charge of the Auxiliary Military Hospital, Moor Park, Preston, and Senior 
House Surgeon at the Preston and County of Lancaster Royal Infirmary, before moving to Cornwall where he served as District Medical 
Officer in Penzance, as well as Police Surgeon for the Cornwall Constabulary. Appointed a Serving Brother of the Order of St. John in 
the 1930s, he died in 1951. 
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A scarce and early Albert Medal Second Class awarded to Mr. J. Batist, Boatman, Dymchurch Coast Guard Station, for 
gallantry in saving the life of the sole survivor from the wreck of the Courier de Dieppe, off the coast of at 
Dymchurch, Kent, on 6 January 1867

A.M. London Gazette 7 June 1867 (in a joint citation with the Rev. Charles Cobb, Rector of Dymchurch [awarded the Albert Medal 
First Class]): 

The French lugger Courier de Dieppe, of 59 tons, with a crew of four persons in all, drove ashore at Dymchurch, Kent, on the morning 
of Sunday, January 6, 1867. On the evening of January 5, a strong gale of wind arose, the weather became tempestuous, and the vessel 
was found to be on the English coast. The next morning the master failed to get assistance, and ran the vessel ashore. Attempts made to 
reach her by means of the Mortar Apparatus were unsuccessful; and the master, a cabin boy, and a seaman were washed overboard 
and drowned. Soon the vessel parted, and the portion upon which the mate, the only survivor of the crew, had taken refuge, was driven 
within 50 or 60 feet of the shore. John Batist, a Boatman at the Coast Guard Station at Dymchurch, clad in a cork jacket, and having a 
line attached to him, attempted to reach the vessel, but failed and was dragged ashore. The Rev. Charles Cobb, Rector of Dymchurch, 
then rushed into the water, made for the bulwarks of the vessel, and, after one or two ineffectual attempts, reached the survivor, who 
was in the rigging; Batist followed, and with a line, which he carried with him, the French sailor was dragged ashore, supported by Mr. 
Cobb and Batist. Mr. Cobb made this attempt in spite of the remonstrances of the people on the spot, and declined their assistance by 
refusing to take a line with him. It was blowing a strong gale from the south by east, and a heavy sea was running at the time.' 

Royal National Lifeboat Institution Silver Medal: 'On 6 January 1867, the 59 ton Dieppe lugger Courier de Dieppe, with four persons 
on board, was driven ashore in a strong gale at Dymchurch, Kent. She had got into difficulties off the English coast the previous day 
and, failing to get help, her Master had run her onto the beach. Unfortunately the vessels position was such that rocket apparatus failed 
to reach her. The Master, a seaman and a boy were washed overboard and drowned, leaving the Mate in the rigging. Wearing a cork 
life jacket attached to a rope, Mr. Batist tried to reach him, but had to be pulled back through the surf. The Rector, the Reverend 
Charles Cobb, M.A., then rushed into the water and, after one or two ineffectual attempts, reached the survivor. Mr. Batist followed him 
with a line and, between them, they brought the Mate safely ashore.' 


John Batist was employed as a Boatman at Dymchurch Coast Guard Station at the time of his gallant act, for which he was awarded 
both the Albert Medal Second Class and the Royal National Lifeboat Institution silver Medal. The Reverend Charles Cobb, the vicar of 
Dymchurch, who was awarded the Albert Medal First Class, and was also presented with a Medal by the Emperor of France, was on his 
way to perform Divine Service at the local Church when he stopped to perform his mission of mercy. The road leading down to the 
beach nearest to where this act of gallantry was performed was subsequently renamed Charles Cobb Way. 

Note: The Albert Medal for saving life at Sea was instituted initially as a single class Decoration in March 1866, and awarded only 
once. It was expanded to two classes in April 1867, and the first six awards (three First Class and three Second Class - including that to 
John Batist) of the new decoration, numbered 2 to 7 on the official roll, were Gazetted on 7 June 1867. Batist's Albert Medal was one of 
seven First Class and eighteen Second Class Albert Medals for saving life at Sea awarded before the statutes for the Medal were further 
expanded to incorporate a 'for Land' category in April 1877.

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An Albert Medal Second Class for Sea awarded to Mr. A. J. Cooper, 4th Officer of the S.S. Massilia, for gallantry in

- for this gallant action he was also awarded the Royal Humane Society Silver Medal and ultimately the Stanhope Gold 
Medal for the most gallant rescue of 1890.

A.M. London Gazette 9 September 1891: 

'On the morning of 8 April, 1890, when the S.S. Massilia was some 500 miles from Aden, in the Indian Ocean, and Indian seaman fell 
from the rigging into the water. Mr. Cooper, the 4th Officer, at once ran up on deck, jumped fully clothed overboard into shark-infested 
waters, swam to the man, and kept him afloat until they were picked up by the ship's boat.' 

Royal Humane Society Case No. 24,825: 

'On the 8th April, 1890, whilst the Steamship Massilia was proceeding from Bombay to London, a lascar fell overboard in the Gulf of 
Aden. The ship was going at thirteen knots. Mr. Cooper, who was in the saloon at the time, on hearing the cry of man overboard rushed 
on deck, jumped overboard, swam after the man, seized hold of him, and kept him afloat until a boat was lowered and went to his 
assistance. The officer encountered serious risk, as he was encumbered with clothes and the native clung to him in the water. The gulf 
is known to be infested with sharks.' 


Alfred John Cooper, 'second officer of the Peninsular and Oriental steamship Kaiser-i-Hind , who recently lost his life in a courageous 
attempt to save a drowning Lascar, displayed during his only too brief career an amount of pluck and heroism not often seen even 
among Stanhope Medallists. In April 1890, while the P. & O. steamship Massilia was on voyage from Bombay to London, a Lascar fell 
overboard. Cooper was in the saloon at the time, but hearing the cry "A man overboard", he rushed on deck and swam to the rescue. 
He succeeded in reaching the man, and supported him till a boat came to his assistance. For this rescue he was awarded the Royal 
Humane Society's Medal in silver, and ultimately the Stanhope Gold Medal for 1890, and shortly afterwards he added to his laurels by 
winning the Albert Medal. On the unfortunate occasion which ended with his death, Cooper had gone to save a Lascar who had fallen 
overboard. A boat was promptly lowered to follow him, but something went wrong. The delay was fatal, and the brave fellow paid the 
penalty with his life.' ( The Royal Humane Society , Other Stanhope Medallists refers).

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A Great War 1917 Albert Medal in Gold for Land awarded to Air Mechanic 1st Class H. V. Robinson, Royal Naval Air 
Service and Royal Air Force, for gallantry in saving the lives of the crew of airship SSZ 7 following her collision with 
SSZ 10, just outside of RNAS Polegate, 20 December 1917. Robinson, in company with one other, rescued the pilot 
and two crewmen from the flames, and returned to the towering inferno to remove her bombload, suffering serious 
burns in the process. 

Robinson's award is 1 of only 3 Albert Medals in Gold awarded to flying personnel during the Great War, with 
Robinson, himself, being the last surviving recipient of the Albert Medal in Gold

A.M. London Gazette 8 March 1918 (in a joint citation for Gold medal with Boy Mechanic E. E. Steere, R.N.A.S., and with Flight 
Lieutenant V. A. Watson, R.N.A.S. who was awarded a Bronze medal): 

'On the occasion of an accident to one of His Majesty's airships which resulted in a fire breaking out on board her, Flight Lieutenant 
Watson, who was the senior Officer on the spot, immediately rushed up to the car of the airship under the impression that one of the 
crew was still in it, although he was well aware that there were heavy bombs attached to the airship which it was impossible to remove 
owing to the nearness of the fire, and which were almost certain to explode at any moment on account of the heat. Having satisfied 
himself that there was in fact no one in the car, he turned away to render assistance elsewhere, and at that moment one of the bombs 
exploded, a portion of it shattering Lieutenant Watson's right arm at the elbow. The arm had to be amputated almost immediately. 

Air Mechanic H. W. Robinson and Boy Mechanic E. E. Steere, on the occasion of an accident to one of his Majesty's airships which 
caused a fire to break out on board her, approached the burning airship without hesitation, extricated the pilot and two members of the 
crew, all of whom were seriously injured, and then undipped the bombs from the burning car and carried them out of reach of the fire. 
As the bombs were surrounded by flames, and were so hot that they scorched the men's hands as they carried them, they must have 
expected the bombs to explode.' 


Harold Victor Robinson was born in Scotland, and served during the Great War as an Air Mechanic 1st Class in the Royal Naval Air 
Service. He was based at the R.N.A.S. Airship Base Polegate when, 'the weather... during the forenoon of December 20, 191 7, inclined 
to be hazy with a small amount of sun showing through. The temperature was low, the snow which had fallen in the preceding days 
now lying around fairly thickly, covering everything with a frozen blanket. In these conditions five SS Zero class airships had taken off 
for a normal operational patrol over the approaches to the English Channel. 

The ships involved in this patrol were SSZ' 6, 7, 9, 10 and 19. However for the purposes of this account we need only concern 
ourselves with SSZ 7, commanded by Lt Swallow, SSZ 9, Lt. Sinclair, and SSZ 10, Lt Scott. These three ships were part of a batch 
delivered to Polegate during July 191 7, though SSZ 7 was nearly written off in November 191 7 when an explosion had taken place in 
her car, the cause being a spark from the w/t set igniting petrol fumes.... 

During the afternoon of December 20, about 1500 hours, a thick sea fog came swirling in over the snow covered Downs making 
visibility very poor. So the call went out from Polegate for "All ships to return to base". This was not simple to do, as events would 
show. 

Above the fog the five ships made their way homewards but as daylight faded hopes of making base vanished with the light. The 
captains aloft made a standard decision to find a suitable site to moor out for the night or to wait for the fog to disperse. SSZ 6 came 
down safely in a field north of Hailsham. SSZ 7 and SSZ 19 came in near Beachy Head Coastguard Station. SSZ 9 and SSZ 10 were to 
come down separately at Hill Farm, Willingdon. 

The account that follows is based on a description given by Mr Nelson Burtenshaw who was a boy of twelve at that time. His father 
was the carter to Hill Farm and around 1600 hours the boy was helping him to tend to the horses. The sound of engines overhead was 
not unusual but this time it seemed to be a lot lower so father and son left the stables to see what was afoot. SSZ 10 came in very low 
and a crew member was able to slip over the side of the car and ask for directions. It was decided to secure the ship for the night and, 
with the aid of several farm implements, this was achieved. In view of the very cold weather it was considered advisable to keep the 
Rolls Royce Hawk engine ticking over. Accordingly a watch was set on the ship to maintain security. Lt. Scott was anxious to contact 
Polegate to report his position and asked for the nearest telephone. This proved to be at a public house, the Eight Bells, roughly 15 
minutes walk away. Mr Nelson Burtenshaw was to be the guide and the pair set out along the footpath. They had not travelled far when 
the sound of another engine overhead made them turn in their tracks. SSZ 9 was coming in slowly to the farm. She was soon moored 
approximately 70 yards from SSZ 10 and again the pair set out to report the location of the two airships.' 
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Contact was made with the base at Polgate, and the positions of the two airships reported. Scott and Burtenshaw returned to the farm, 
and 'Burtenshaw was sent off to bed but the attraction of these strange men and their even stranger talk was too strong. Creeping down 
to the bottom of the stairs he sat there listening to their tales. 

Gradually the fog began to clear and the airship crews started thinking of setting out once more for Polegate. A temporary mooring for 
the night was not the best of things especially if the wind should freshen. Back at Beachy Head the fog started clearing a little earlier 
and Lt Swallow of SSZ 7 felt he stood a chance of making base. Accordingly he set out, but kept close to the ground, and made use of 
his Aldis signalling lamp to pick out details of the land just ahead. By sheer chance Lt Swallow's course home brought him directly over 
Hill Farm. He failed to spot the bulk of SSZ 10 until too late to take effective avoiding action. The action he could take was to no avail 
and in the ensuing collision the tail surfaces of SSZ 7 ripped open the envelope of SSZ 10; the exhaust flames ignited the escaping gas 
and the two ships were ablaze. 

The sound of another engine and the warning cries of the man on watch brought the men from the cottage. The sight that met them, 
and the Polegate party who chose this moment to arrive, was that of SSZ 10 burning fiercely and SSZ 7 drifting away, also ablaze, at 
about 400 feet. She crashed shortly after, about 500 yards away, killing the captain instantly and badly injuring the two crewmen. The 
engineer A/M E J Hughes was in great pain and A/M 2nd Class V Dodd suffered broken wrists, ankles and pelvis. 

Two men from the Polegate party raced to get the crew clear from the wreckage of SSZ 7. They were pulled away from the flames by 
A/M 1st Class H V Robinson and Boy Mechanic E E Steere. After the survivors were safe these two returned to the ship to remove the 
bombload and in so doing suffered severe burns from the fire and near red hot bombs. The explosives could well have detonated at any 
time but they were removed without further incident. Meanwhile Lt V A Watson, who was the Senior Officer present, rushed up to the 
car of SSZ 10 under the impression that the crew were aboard. His arrival coincided with the detonation of one of the bombs - his right 
arm was shattered at the elbow and had to be amputated almost immediately. The kitchen which a short while before had held a happy 
gathering now became a surgery. Surgeon Lt Greave-Robinson, from the base at Polegate, now had a room full of casualties. Many of 
the airmen had received burns: the explosion of the bomb had also caused burning fragments to set alight one of the hayricks. 
Fortunately for the farm the loss was confined to one rick. Cars from Jevington duly arrived and the men who had been injured were 
conveyed to Eastbourne Hospital. The other airship, although moored a little way off, was partially deflated and moved further away to 
a safe distance. 

The wreckage of the two ships was collected during the next day and put into a barn. As the roads were difficult for the passage of 
heavy vehicles, it remained there for a week until conditions had improved enough to allow for its removal by farm cart and lorry. Mr 
Nelson Burtenshaw has a circular allow fitment from one of the two ships, (article by R. Slocombe included in the lot refers) 

After the war Robinson emigrated to Australia, and he died at Kangaroo Point in October 1969. 
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The remarkable Crimean War D.C.M., Medaille Militaire group of four awarded to Private Patrick McGuire, 33rd 
Regiment, whose award of the Victoria Cross was vetoed by Queen Victoria, his deed being 'one of very doubtful 
morality'

Patrick McGuire was born in Manchester in 1837. He enlisted into the 2nd Foot at Oldham on 19 November 1853, giving his age as 
1 7 years and nine months. He transferred to the 33rd Foot on 1 March 1854, and sailed for the Crimea. After landing in the Crimea on 
14 September 1854, the allies successfully attacked the Russians at the Alma and then marched south with a view to besieging 
Sebastopol. The siege commenced on 9 October with the digging of gun emplacements and the bombardment started on the 17th. At 
about this time Private McGuire was captured by a couple of Russian soldiers. The incident was recounted by Colonel the Hon. 
Somerset Gough Calthorpe, serving on the staff of the Commander-in-Chief, Lord Raglan: 
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'23 October 1854 

You hear every day of heroic acts of bravery by the soldiers: one I call to mind. A few days ago a private of the 33rd (Duke of 
Wellington's Regiment) was surprised and made prisoner by two Russian soldiers when on advanced Sentry. One of these worthies 
took possession of his musket and the other his pouch and marched him between them towards Sevastopol. The Englishman kept a 
weary watch and when he fancied his captors off their guard sprang on the one who had his musket, seized it and shot dead the other 
of his foes who carried the pouch as well as own arms and accoutrements. Meanwhile the Russian from whom our fellow had taken his 
own musket and who had then fallen to the ground , when rising from his recumbent position fired, missed and finally had his brains 
knocked out by the butt end of the Englishman's musket; after which the man cooly proceeded to take off the Russian accoutrements 
etc., with which he returned laden to the post where he had been surprised, fired at by the Russian sentries, and received with cheers 
by our own pickets.' 

Patrick McGuire enjoyed remarkable acclaim at the time. The Commander-in-Chief immediately authorised a gratuity of £5, while in 
England no fewer than three different prints depicting the incident were produced. When, in December 1854, the D.C.M. was 
instituted by Royal Warrant, McGuire was among the first in the 33rd to be so decorated. The French, for their part, awarded him the 
Medaille Militaire, one of only nine gained by the regiment. The citation stated: 

'Volunteered as sharpshooter at the commencement of the siege of Sebastopol. Was taken prisoner on the 20th October, 1854, when 
employed on that duty, by a party of Russians. Killed the two men who had him in charge, and made his escape. Was present during 
the whole campaign. Is a good soldier/ 

When the Victoria Cross was instituted by Royal Warrant in June 1856, the war was almost over but recommendations were allowed to 
be retrospective back to June 1854. Lieutenant-Colonel Johnstone, then commanding the 33rd, considered that McGuire was worthy 
and recommended his name., which, in due course, was submitted to the Queen. On 1 7 February 1857, the Secretary of State for War, 
Lord Panmure, was informed: 

'There is only one case which the Queen thinks had better be omitted, viz Private P. Macguire (sic) of the 33rd. His deed, although 
publicly praised and rewarded by Lord Raglan, was one of very doubtful morality, and if pointed out by the Sovereign as praiseworthy, 
may lead to the cruel and inhumane practise of never making prisoners, but always putting to death those who may be overpowered 
for fear of their rising over their captors.' 

The reasoning behind the Royal decision appears puzzling. Perhaps the Prince Consort's somewhat tortuous mind had been at work. 
Be that as it may Lord Panmure replied: 

'Lord Panmure presents his humble duty to Your Majesty and has the honour to inform Your Majesty that, with the concurrence of the 
Commander-in-Chief, he has removed the name of Private P. McGuire 33rd Regiment from the list.' 

One of the effects of this decision was that although a generous total of 82 V.Cs. was awarded for the campaign, the 33rd Regiment 
appears to have been the only regiment that did not have a Victoria Cross awarded to one of its members. 

In February 1857 the 33rd was ordered to Mauritius. Almost simultaneously the Indian Mutiny broke out and it was soon ordered to 
Bombay. In September 1859 McGuire was a member of the Light Company when it was sent to Dwarka and along with other members 
of the company suffered greatly from the hard marching and exhausting heat. On 8 November 1860, a Regimental board proposed his 
discharge on the grounds of disability. The regimental medical officer reported that McGuire suffered from 'Enlargement of the liver and 
spleen from dyspepsia. Health first became impaired while on field service at Dwarka. His ailments have not been aggravated by vice 
or misconduct.' 

A year later he was back in England and sent to Chatham to be examined by the Principal Medical Officer, who confirmed the findings 
of the Regimental board. His discharge was authorised on 26 November 1861, his papers noting that he had been 'Wounded in left 
shoulder in trenches, Crimea, 1855.

The 62nd lost 16 officers and 283 men in a few minutes as a result of their Brigadier's premature attack at the battle of Ferozeshuhur. In 
the Final attack on the Redan, 8 September 1855, the 62nd lost half of their officers and sergeants and 100 men. The regiment was 
highly commended for its courage in the assault, and 25 of all ranks were mentioned in despatches for bravery, more than in any other 
regiment taking part in the attack. 
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A good Boer War D.C.M. group of six awarded to Battery Sergeant-Major James Tatton, Royal Garrison Artillery, for 
the skilful handling of the 6-inch Howitzer in the attack on Balmoral in November 1900; he was subsequently

On the night of the 18th November [1900] the telegraph wires on each side of Balmoral were cut, and explosions in both directions 
indicated that the railway line had been tampered with. At 3.30 a.m. on the 19th November firing began on South West Hill, which 
was occupied by "A" Company, consisting of Captain Finch Hatton, Second-Lieutenant Trueman, and forty-nine non-commissioned 
officers and men. The firing continued for half an hour, and then it was seen the Boers had captured the hill. Fire was now opened by 
the Boers on the camp, on the north by two guns and a pom-pom, and by a large party of Boers in the Poort. Other parties attacked the 
post at East Railway Bridge, and an attack by about 100 was made on South Hill, which was reinforced by the Mounted Infantry of the 
King's Liverpool Regiment. The Railway Station was shelled, a pom-pom shell damaging one of the telegraph instruments. Gun and 
pom-pom shells were also directed to the 6-in. howitzer, in the gun-pit in the camp, and as the tents were in the rear of it, they were 
riddled with shrapnel bullets. No casualties, however, occurred from the Boer shells. The 6-in. howitzer, the only gun in camp, ably 
handled by Sergeant Tatton, R.G.A., did excellent work. One shell placed on South West Hill, soon after it was captured, killed two 
Boers and wounded three others, but failed to burst, or it would have done much more damage. Another shell put one of the Boer guns 
out of action, and another obliged the pom-poms to retire. In all 48 shells were fired in various directions during the six hours the 
attack lasted, and to those who know what a howitzer of this size is like, the hard work can be imagined.' 

'On the night of 18th May [1901] a party of Boers tried to cross the line three miles east of Balmoral. The Ganger's Hut being engaged 
with them, the 6-inch howitzer was ordered to fire two shells, as the Boers were within range of it. On the first shot being fired the shell 
burst in the howitzer and blew it to bits, some of the pieces being found nearly a mile away; two of the gunners were killed on the spot 
and ten wounded [including Sergeant Tatton]. Had the howitzer not been inside the gun pit, the casualties must have been much 
heavier. Captain Mairis had a narrow escape. The wounded gunners were sent to hospital at Pretoria the next day, and the two gunners 
killed were buried in the little cemetery near Lindeque's Farm, everyone off duty attending the funeral, also the band and drums; 
Lieutenant-Colonel Backhouse read the funeral service.'

Natal D.C.M. Natal Gazette 10 September 1907. One of only nine awards of the Natal D.C.M., all for the 1906 Rebellion. Oliver was 
gazetted with initials G. W. but the roll confirms initials as G. O. 

Three members of the Z.M.R., Lt. J. S. Hedges, Sgt. W. Calverley and Sgt. S. Titlestad, all of them members of old Zululand families, 
had been relentlessly trying to locate Sigananda. One of the rebels of Sigananda's tribe had surrendered at Nomangci camp, and had 
been recognized by Sgt. Calverley as an old acquaintance. He persuaded this man to act as a spy, and on the 9th was taken into the 
Mome bush by the two sergeants, and told to locate Sigananda's son, Mandisindaba, who was also well known to Calverley. This was 
done and soon Mandisindaba appeared with his family, requesting protection as he was tired of the rebellion. Colonel McKenzie 
agreed, on condition that he assisted with the location of Sigananda. Not only did Mandisindaba achieve this but, whilst in the gorge, 
he came across a rebel who was also in search of the old chief, with a message from Bambata to the effect that he (Bambata) and 
Mehlokazuhi were en route from Qudeni with a total of 20 companies (a company ranged from 50 to 100 men) totalling over 1,000 
men that night, and intended camping at the confluence of the Mome and Nsuze rivers. 

Mandisindaba rejoined Calverley and Titlestad who conveyed this vital item of intelligence to Lt. Hedges. Once convinced of its 
accuracy, Colonel McKenzie was briefed at 2130h and he immediately sent Troopers Johnson, Dealy and Oliver to Colonel Barker, 
who was still camped in the vicinity of Cetshwayo's grave. This feat alone deserves special mention; they had to ride some 23 km 
through rebel country, as well as through the Nkandla Forest in the dead of the night, reaching Colonel Barker at 0115h. They 
presented the following message to him: 

'Zululand Field Force, 

Camp, Nomanci [sic] Ridge, 

9th June 1906 

From O.C. Troops to Col. Barker 

On receipt of this despatch, you will please move AT ONCE with all available men (leaving sufficient for the defence of your camp) to 
the mouth of the Mome Valley. I have information that an impi is coming from Qudeni to enter the Mome Valley between this and 
tomorrow morning. Please try to waylay this impi and prevent them from entering the Mome, and at daylight block the mouth of the 
Mome at once. It is anticipated that they will not enter the Mome till daylight. I have reliable information as to almost the exact spot 
Sigananda is in and I am moving down to surround him. He is supposed to be just below the Mome stronghold, a little lower down 
than where we burnt his kraal. I will cut off this position at daylight and drive down towards you, so please do all you can to prevent 
his escape, and co-operate with me generally. 

At daylight, please send the Zululand Police and Native levies up to Sigananda's kraal, which you burnt the day we attacked the 
stronghold, where they will join my forces. You must take your gun and Maxims in case you meet the impi, which is reported to be of 
strength. Look out for my signals/ 

Trooper W. Deeley, Natal Police, and Troopers W. Johnson and G. O. Oliver, both Zululand Mounted Rifles, were each awarded the 
Distinguished Conduct Medal for their services on this occasion and probably, also, for subsequent services in the ensuing battle of 
Mome Gorge, in which the rebels lost over 500 killed.

D.C.M. London Gazette 19 October 1944: '5379128 Sjt Roland Clark, 1 Oxf Bucks.' The original recommendation for the Victoria 
Cross states: 

'On 16 Jul 44 near Cahier 9062, Sjt Clark took part in his Coy in Operation "Villa" in an artificially illuminated night attack on a small 
copse full of dense undergrowth. When just short of the objective a German MG 42 opened on the Coy and pinned it to the ground. Sjt 
Clark, without hesitation, went fwd alone and without orders over a distance of fifty yards and disappeared into the wood which was 
the Coy's objective. He re-emerged a few moments later carrying the German MG 42 on his shoulder and driving a German prisoner 
before him. Sjt Clark had killed the remaining members of the team. By this remarkable action his Company was able to reach its 
objective. Thereafter in spite of a GSW in the leg which he persisted in describing as a "twisted knee" Sjt Clark showed a coolness and 
courage beyond all praise during some three hours of hand to hand fighting. The intensity of the fighting was such that one Offr, eight 
effective NCOs and eighteen privates were killed and eighteen wounded in his Company.' 

The Regimental Newsletter for 1986 stated that Sergeant Clark had died at Watlington on 25 March 1986. 

From an analysis of The Register of the D.C.M. 1920-1992 , by Philip McDermott, just 31 DCMs were awarded to Commonwealth 
Forces as a result of an original Victoria Cross recommendation, including 20 awards to the British Army.

D.C.M. London Gazette 2 August 1945: '6353483 Sgt. Frederick Edward Hedley, The King's Royal Rifle Corps attd 1st Bn The Nigeria 
Regiment.' The original recommendation for an Immediate D.C.M. states: 

'Burma: Arakan. On 5 Mar 45, Sgt Hedley was commanding a Platoon in a Company which had been ordered to cross an unfordable 
tidal chaung. The Coy reached its objective and Sgt Hedley was ordered to take his Platoon to a feature some 800 yds distant from the 
rest of the Coy. The enemy later infiltrated between the Coy position and the chaung and that evening attacked the Coy in force and 
overran it. Sgt Hedley at nightfall was unaware of this. 

During the night 5/6 Mar, this NCO's Platoon was recced and jittered by the enemy who at 0510 hrs on 6 Mar made a determined 
attack. This attack was beaten off, four enemy dead were left on the edge of the perimeter, two others a short distance away and 
without doubt many more in the surrounding jungle as the sound of bodies being dragged away was clearly heard. At 0710 hrs a fresh 
attack by a reinforced enemy was delivered and pressed with determination for 2 1/2 hours before it was finally repulsed. After these 
attacks the Platoon had captured one British LMG, five enemy rifles, much SAA and again inflicted many casualties. At 1025 hrs the 
enemy resumed his jittering tactics, using SAA and mortar fire, and succeeded in destroying a Bren gun with a direct hit. 

At noon another determined attack was made by the enemy who put in their bayonet charge with grenades, SA fire and savage yells, 
but Sgt Hedley so encouraged his Platoon that after half an hour the enemy decided to drag away their dead and give up the attack for 
the time. The afternoon was spent in relative quiet except for sniping and jittering until a fresh attack in strength was made at 1900 hrs. 
The devoted Platoon repulsed this also but the enemy succeeded in emplacing two LMGs under cover from which they were able to 
rake the position and harass the defenders. At 1930 hrs three flares were thrown into the position but were quickly extinguished by the 
troops. 

The night 6/7 Mar was quiet to begin with, but at 0100 hrs jitter parties began in earnest and continued to probe the position until 1 740 
hrs when the enemy mortared the defenders and followed up with another grenade and bayonet charge supported by the two LMGs 
they had successfully emplaced earlier on. A confused and furious fight took place at the end of which the enemy were again thrown 
back and retired to the jungle to lick their wounds, tend their casualties and drag away their dead. By 1245 hrs 7 Mar, as no further 
attacks had been made Sgt Hedley decided to disengage his Platoon which he did with consummate skill and succeeded in eluding the 
Japanese until he neared the chaung when by good fortune he fell in with a patrol from his own unit who gave him the necessary 
covering fire while he got his men across. During all this period the men had no sleep, little food and no water other than that in their 
water bottles. Two men were drowned due to sheer exhaustion during the final crossing. 

That this Platoon was not destroyed was entirely due to Sgt Hedley's cool courage and calm leadership. His great personal gallantry 
and encouragement of his men fired them with his own determination so that they eventually withdrew in good order and masters of 
their battlefield. This successful action, and the gallantry displayed, ranks equal with the highest annals of the War against Japan.' 

Note: No batallion of the K.R.R.C. served in Burma and it may well be that this is the only Regimental D.C.M. for that campaign.

'No. 26 Frontier Province. For conspicuous gallantry Mir Zaman Yusafzai, deceased Subedar, Frontier Constabulary. 

On the 8th April 1936, Subedar Mir Zaman was returning from a patrol on the Jani Khel border to Jani Khel Frontier Constabulary Post, 
when he noticed an armed man in the neighbourhood of Nananur village, about a mile from the border of the Tribal territory. The 
Subedar quickened his pace in order to find out who the man was and whether his rifle was licensed. The man immediately started to 
run in the direction of the border, and in view of this suspicious conduct the Subedar divided his party in two in order to prevent his 
escape. The Subedar himself with three rifles overtook the man, but when the latter saw that escape was impossible, he fired at a range 
of about seven yards and the Subedar was struck in the abdomen and fell. The man was closing in on the Subedar when the latter 
raised himself from the ground and fired four rounds from his revolver and killed him. On hearing the noise of the shots a number of 
people emerged armed from the village of Kui Ali Khel nearby across the border. The Subedar realised that the people were hostile and 
outnumbered his party considerably. So he stood up and having seized the dead man's rifle began to conduct a retreat. In a short time, 
however, the Subedar collapsed, and as he was clearly dying the party halted and took up defensive positions as a result of which a 
fight with the armed villagers was averted. The Subedar's action in thus pursuing and killing his assailant when he was mortally 
wounded, following by his continuing to lead his men up to the moment of his collapse, showed gallantry and devotion to duty of a 
very high order. 

Subedar Mir Zaman had nearly 25 years of good record of Military and Frontier Constabulary service to his credit and was on the verge 
of retirement. During the last three years he had been a prominent figure in the campaign launched in Bannu to reduce illicit 
armament, and he had been instrumental in recovering 6 firearms with 53 live rounds and arrested 25 outlaws and other criminals 
partly in conjunction with Police and partly in conjunction with Frontoer Constabulary parties under his command.'

'Attested in the Force on the 26 th October 1919, and retired with the rank of Superintendent after 31 years of service. In 1927 he 
received a Special Commendation for the courageous single-handed arrest of two dangerous fugitive criminals from South Africa. 
During the 1939-45 War he served with distinction in the Rhodesian African Rifles attaining the rank of Lieutenant Colonel. 
Throughout his Police Career he was a most dependable and highly efficient member of the Force/ 


Sidney Edward Collings 'retired on pension on 8th June 1951, having completed 31 years and seven months service in the B.S.A. 
Police and nearly 40 years service in uniform. 

After three and a half years in the Royal Navy ending in July, 1914, he joined the British Army in August, 1914, and saw active service 
until 1919 in the Cavalry and Machine Gun Corps. He attested in the B.S.A. Police on 26th October, 1919, and served in all districts 
and on many stations. Promoted Corporal in February, 1921, Sergeant in July, 1921, Sergeant-Major in 1928 and Inspector in 1934, 
Captain Collings was commissioned in 1949. 

On the outbreak of the last war he was seconded to command "One col" of the Rhodesian Forces serving in Nyasaland during 
September and October, 1939, and returned to Police duties until July, 1940, when he was seconded to the Rhodesian African Rifles, 
commanding the 1st Battalion from February to October 1943. Being over age for service in Burma, he served in East Africa and 
Somalia in various posts until October, 1945, when he returned once more to Police duty. 

An excellent native linguist and an accomplished horsemaster, Captain Col ling's keen sense of discipline and tact earned him a high 
reputation amongst all ranks, while those who had the good fortune to serve under him always received invaluable advice and 
instruction in their duties.' ( Outpost , June 1951 refers) 

Collings was born in Kenninghall, Norfolk. He served during the Great War with the 12th Lancers in the French theatre of war from 
June 1915. He transferred to the 5th Squadron, Machine Gun Corps (Cavalry) the following year (wounded during his Great War 
service). Having joined the British South Africa Police after the war, Collings was awarded his L.S. & G.C. 30 June 1933. He advanced 
to Superintendent in April 1951, and retired having reached the age limit, in June that year. Collings wrote numerous articles for the B. 
S.A.P magazine Outpost under the pen name 'Muvimi', including relating the arrest of two armed criminals from South Africa (for 
which he received a Special Commendation). 

Appointed Messenger of the Court of Que Que in March 1953, and died in Que Que, 25 July 1980. 

A total of 13 K.P.M's were awarded to the B.S.A. Police, of which only 5 have the combination of K.P.M. and Army L.S. & G.C. with 
Southern Rhodesia suspension.

At KYAUKTAW on 6/7 March 1943 this N.C.O. maintained remarkable coolness and complete control 
of his PI during the whole of the engagement. On 6 March he was sent with his PI as a fighting patrol to locate and engage the enemy 
thought to be forming up for attack. He encountered an enemy force and engaged them by fire making them disclose their position and 
numbers. He then returned to his Coy bringing ample warning of the enemy approach. 

When the enemy attack developed he withheld the fire of his PI until they were 30 yards away. He then opened heavy fire on them 
stopping them and inflicting heavy casualties. He then heavily grenaded them. When the Coy was ordered to withdraw Hav. ANAR 
KHAN remained with his PI as a rear party and enabled the remainder to break off the engagement. He then withdrew his PI in good 
order.'

Stephen Thomas Smith served as a Blacksmith in H.M.S. Marshal Ney during the Great War, and was awarded the Distinguished

'On the 19th September, with several vessels including H.M.S. Marshal Ney (Captain H. J. Tweedie), I carried out an attack against 
certain defences in the neighbourhood of Middlekirke, Raversyde, and Westande, which resulted in damaging and silencing the 
batteries. Valuable co-operation was received from the French batteries in the region of Niueport... Petty Officers and Men Specially 
Recommended... S. T. Smith, Blacksmith, "Marshal Ney'" (Vice Admiral R. H. Bacon's Despatch, published in the London Gazette, 11 
January 1916, refers). 

Marshal Ney' s Log Book for the afternoon of 19 September 1915, records the following: 

'Left Dunkirk for action engaging enemy shore batteries, passing through Zuidcoote Pass. 

12:24 p.m. Opened fire on shore battery. Under very heavy fire from shore batteries. Retired on H.M.S. Lord Clive. 

1:00 p.m. Proceeded to engage shore batteries. 

1:40 p.m. Opened fire. 

1:55 p.m. Under very heavy fire. 

2:00 p.m. Retired on Zuidcoote Pass. 

2:20 p.m. Enemy ceased firing. 

4:25 p.m. Proceeded to La Panne 
5:05 p.m. Opened fire on shore battery. 

5:30 p.m. Under fire from shore batteries. 

5:40 p.m. Engines out of action. Taken in tow by "Viking' under fire. Course and speed as required for Dunkirk. 

6:15 p.m. Enemy ceased firing.'

On the 21st March 1918, off the Belgium coast, H.M.S. Botha was part of an Allied naval task force which engaged a German flotilla, 
comprised of nine destroyers and six large torpedo boats and four small torpedo boats. The allied naval task force was comprised of the 
British Monitors Terror, General Crauford and M-25 , the destroyers Botha, Morris, Matchless, Myngs, North Star and Swift. The British 
ships were accompanied by the French destroyers Capitaine Mehl, Bouclier, Oriflamme and Magon. 

During the action Botha engaged the German torpedo boat A-19 with gunfire and then sank it by ramming. Unfortunately, as Botha 
was extricating herself from the sinking German ship she was mistakenly identified by the French destroyer Capitaine Mehl. The 
Frenchman thought that she was engaging a German destroyer and fired a torpedo which struck Botha causing quite serious damage 
and killing 13 of her crew. The French destroyer was about to continue the attack but fortunately realised her mistake and disengaged. 

The engagement was a victory for the Allied naval task force. The German flotilla withdrew with the loss of two vessels and the only 
losses to the British and French vessels was that inflicted by the French destroyer on H.M.S. Botha.

Albert Richard Carver 'Lofty' Stephens was born in 1912, the second child and only son of Sub-Postmaster and smallholder Albert 
Stephens and his wife Sarah Eliza Stephens, of Himbleton, Worcestershire. His father died on Armistice Day, 1918, when Dick, as his 
family called him, was just six years old. His mother continued to run the local Post Office, while raising her family with the help of 
relatives. Dick was clever enough to obtain a place at Royal Worcester Grammar School, but left school at age 16. 

In 1928, Stephens entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in the training ship Ganges. He served for three years in the modern 
battleship H.M.S. Nelson, flagship of the Home Fleet. He was aboard her during the Invergordon Mutiny, when junior seamen went on 
strike to protest against cuts in their pay. Stephens subsequently served in the destroyer Dainty on the China Station, and the cruiser 
Norfolk in the West Indies. 

Dunkirk - "Come on, yer bastards" 

By the time of the evacuation of Dunkirk in May 1940 (Operation Dynamo), Stephens was the machine-gunner in Motor Torpedo Boat 
102, commanded by Lieutenant Christopher Dreyer, R.N., one of the great Coastal Forces' leaders, who ended the War with a D.S.O. 
and two D.S.Cs. 102's crew was small, just two officers and eight men, but her top speed of 48 knots made her the fastest wartime 
British naval vessel. Stephens's action station was in a tiny turret that housed twin .303 machine guns to engage aircraft and surface 
targets. 

Christopher Dreyer remembered Stephens as 'a dearly loved character': "Every time we left Dover, Stephens clambered into his turret 
and sat there, behind his .303 machine guns, until we got back; nothing would budge him. On one occasion he was looking up at the 
Stukas, his guns aimed and ready, waiting for them to come into range, the inevitable cigarette drooping from his mouth. I noticed his 
mouth moving and leant back to hear what he was saying. Over and over again, he was droning "Come on, yer bastards," just to 
himself, longing to have a crack at them." 

According to a contemporary newspaper cutting, M.T.B. 102 made 12 or 13 trips from England to Dunkirk. She was frequently attacked 
by enemy aircraft. The Senior Naval Commander of the evacuation fleet, Rear-Admiral Wake-Walker, used the destroyer Keith as his 
flagship until it was dive-bombed and sunk on June 1st. Wake-Walker transferred to M.T.B. 102, using her as his flagship for the last 
two nights of the operation and directing the incoming and outgoing vessels at Dunkirk from her bridge. As she carried no Rear- 
Admiral's flag, one was improvised from an Admiralty dishcloth daubed with paint. M.T.B. 102 was the third from last vessel to leave 
Dunkirk. 
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"Rear-Admiral Wake-Walker, hurrying to Dunkirk itself in the M.T.B. which had picked him up, was dive-bombed, but not hit. All up 
and down the long, narrow channel of the roadstead there was havoc and the thunder of bombs. All up and down the roadstead were 
long and lamentable pools of oil which marked the new ship graves; and, with them, floating on the tide, was the pitiful wreckage of 
smashed boats and empty rafts, of battered furnishings and splintered planks. Within little more than an hour we had lost three 
destroyers, a Fleet minesweeper and a gunboat, and four destroyers had been damaged ..." ( Dunkirk , by A. D. Divine, refers). 

Stephens was awarded the D.S.M for his skill and gallantry in fighting off the Stukas. Dreyer wrote to him: "My warmest congratulations 
on your very well deserved decoration. The way you cared for your guns and your complete confidence in them, and the way you 
stuck to it in that uncomfortable little turret all those times, were a great help to me and gave me confidence that when any Jerry came 
too close he would get all he deserved - so that I was perfectly happy from that point of view on those trips. I hope the Jerries have not 
hit your pub. The best of luck to you." 

M.T.B. 102 has been preserved, and in 2012 she led the procession of vessels participating in the Queen's Diamond Jubilee Pageant on 
the Thames. She is cared for by The M.T.B. 102 Trust. Her hastily created Rear-Admiral's pennant also survives. 

St. Nazaire - Posthumous "Mention" 

On 26 February 1942, Commander R. E. D. Ryder, R.N., was summoned to a meeting in London chaired by the dynamic new Director 
of Combined Operations, Lord Louis Mountbatten. Ryder listened as Mountbatten unveiled an audacious plan to destroy an unspecified 
enemy port, utilising a destroyer packed with explosives and a landing by Commando troops of the Special Service Brigade. 
Mountbatten went on to announce that Commander R. E. D. Ryder, R.N., would command the operation's naval forces. Having coolly 
confirmed his acceptance, Ryder was introduced to his army opposite number, Lieutenant-Colonel A. C. Newman. 

Newman bombarded him with questions regarding the naval side of the operation. Still ignorant of the target's location, an exasperated 
Ryder demanded to know the name of the port they were supposed to hit. "Haven't they told you?", asked the astonished Newman, 
"it's St. Nazaire." Thus Operation Chariot was born. The strategic value of St. Nazaire was paramount to the Kriegsmarine, as it 
contained the only dry dock on the Nazi-occupied Atlantic seaboard capable of berthing the battleship Tirpitz. This vast facility, known 
as the 'Normandie' Dock after the French transatlantic liner, measured 1148 feet in length and 164 feet across, and formed a 
passageway between Europe's largest wet dock, the Bassin de Penhoet, and the Loire estuary. It was sealed by sliding lock gates, or 
'caissons', strong enough to withstand the tremendous outside water pressure and accidental collision by ships. 

After the London meeting, Ryder and Newman had just one month to organise the raid down to the last detail. The chosen destroyer, 
H.M.S. Campbeltown , was sent to Devonport for a four and half ton high explosive charge to be positioned and wired up just behind 
the forward gun support pillar. This area was then enclosed in a specially constructed steel tank and encased in concrete, to prevent the 
Germans from accessing, making safe and dismantling the charges after the Campbeltown had rammed the caisson. 

Meanwhile, a suitable armada of Naval craft, chiefly M.Ls to carry the Commandos, was assembled. Ryder chose M.G.B. 314 as his 
Headquarters Ship because she was equipped with a radar set and echo sounder, necessary aids to lead the assault force over the Loire 
estuary mudflats and into battle. A Fairmile 'C' class boat of mahogany hard-chine construction, M.G.B. 314 was commanded by 
Lieutenant D. M. C. Curtis, R.N.V.R. Powered by three 850 h.p. supercharged engines, producing speeds of up to 26 knots, she was 
heavily armed, with a Rolls semi-automatic 2-pounder aft, two twin heavy machine guns amidships and a 2-pounder Vickers pom-pom 
forward, at which Able Seaman W. A. 'Bill' Savage was to win his V.C. and Stephens his posthumous mention in despatches. 

Stephens joined M.G.B. 314 as a replacement gunner to take over the forward pom-pom from Savage, just a few days before the raid. 
James G. Dorrian's Storming St. Nazaire tells the story: 'As he [Bill Savage] was unable to carry out his duties, Curtis brought on board, 
as a replacement for Bill, the extremely competent 'regular 1 gunnery rating, Able Seaman 'Lofty' Stephens. Although he had been 
relieved by Stephens, Bill remained on board and, when he was sufficiently recovered, returned to his post on the pom-pom, in his turn 
displacing Stephens. The new man should, by rights, have left at this point; however with Chariot coming up Curtis was loathe to part 
with such a valuable rating and so Stephens remained with the crew. Ironically, and each man having had legitimate excuses to be 
elsewhere, it was these two who were destined to die within feet of one another, right at the fag end of the action and with the gunboat 
almost within sight of the open sea and home.' 

On 18 March, M.G.B. 314 joined the attacking force at Falmouth - Campbeltown , M.T.B. 74 and sixteen M.Ls which carried 
Commando squads divided into small demolition, protection and assault parties, each detailed to specific assault tasks. Two destroyers, 
H.M.S. Atherstone and H.M.S. Tynedale, were assigned to escort the expedition on its outward journey. The strength of the raiding 
force was 345 Naval officers and ratings, and 257 Commandos. Nearly 1 70 would be killed. 

At 1400 hours on Thursday 26 March 1942, the raiding force set sail from Falmouth in anti-submarine formation under a protective 
umbrella of R.A.F. Spitfires. To conserve fuel, M.G.B. 314 was towed by H.M.S. Atherstone. At 2000 hours on the next day, 75 miles 
off St. Nazaire, M.T.B. 74 and M.G.B. 314 discarded their tows. The Gun Boat drew alongside Atherstone to take Ryder, Green (the 
navigator), Newman and his staff aboard. The escorting destroyers broke off and the convoy assumed attack formation with M.G.B. 314 
leading Campbeltown and two columns of M.Ls. 

Towards midnight, as the ships cruised on between the closing banks of the Loire estuary, Bomber Command aircraft began a 
diversionary air raid. At 0122 hours, Force Chariot's luck began to run out. Two shore searchlights swept and settled on Campbeltown , 
whose profile had been modified to resemble a German destroyer. Other lights were switched on and soon the whole force was 
illuminated in a blaze of light. A German lamp winked out an identification demand. Standing on the bridge of M.G.B. 314, Leading 
Seaman Pike signalled back in German, temporarily baffling the defenders. Still Force Chariot was pushing on to its target. The 
Germans, unable to identify the ships in mid-river, opened fire. 
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Aboard Campbeltown Lieutenant Commander Beattie rang the ship's bell to signal 'open fire'. The Kriegsmarine ensign was struck and 
the White Ensign run up in its place. Klaxons sounded throughout the fleet and the night became alive with the sight and sound of 
battle. The biggest problem for Savage, assisted by his loader Stephens, was identifying the enemy positions against the blinding glare 
of searchlights. Steaming in at 18 knots and with the port column only 100 yards from the bank, Ryder began to wonder how long his 
vessels could withstand the rifle and machine-gun fire from the left bank, not to mention the 75 mm., 150 mm., 170 mm. and 6 in. 
howitzers of the coastal batteries. Incredibly every ship sailed through it all, but Campbeltown suffered badly. Two of her Oerlikon 
Crews were hit, the Quartermaster and Coxswain were killed in the wheelhouse, and her 12-pounder high angle gun was blown into 
the sea along with the crew of a 3-inch mortar. Bullets and shells, and red, white and green tracer were hitting the ships from all angles. 

Blinded by searchlights, Beattie followed behind in the wake of M.G.B. 314, as they passed the East Jetty of the Avant porte. Here 314 
passed an anchored Sperrbrecher (a heavily armed German gun platform which was known to British Coastal Forces as a 'mini-pocket 
battleship'), which was blazing away with all its armament. Savage and his pom-pom team sprayed Sperrbrecher 137, traversing from 
end to end without a single stoppage and silencing every weapon on board, including its formidable 88 mm. gun. This was a 
remarkable feat of gunnery, bearing in mind they were firing from a pitching and moving platform. Closing fast on the Normandie 
Dock's massive southern caisson, Curtis swung 314 away to starboard, allowing Campbeltown to accelerate during her final run in to 
ram the lock gates. 314 turned in a complete circle, giving those on board a perfect view of Campbeltown as she cut through the anti¬ 
torpedo boom. Beattie ordered a slight change in direction to ensure hitting his target square on, leaving the nearby opening to the Old 
Entrance clear for the M.Ls. At 0134 hours Campbeltown smashed into the caisson, tearing back forty feet of her bows. 

Her main mission accomplished, 314 now dropped off Newman and his staff at the Old Entrance, while Ryder also came ashore to 
ascertain how effectively Campbeltown had been placed. While he was away, disaster befell most of the M.Ls. One after another fell 
victim to the horrendous point-blank fire - four M.Ls were destroyed within minutes. Meanwhile, 314's decks were crowded with the 
crew of Campeltown. By the time Ryder returned, it was time to head for open water - but not before witnessing the destruction of two 
more M.Ls at the Old Mole, where 314 also came under heavy fire. Just at this moment, fully exposed in the bows of 314, without 
armour or any protection whatsoever, the pom-pom team - Savage, the No. 2, Able Seaman Frank Smith, and Stephens, the loader, in 
a magnificent display of accuracy and cool courage which inspired all who witnessed it, fought a savage duel with the powerful Gun 
63 in its thick concrete emplacement, just 250 yards away on the Old Mole The team worked as if at a Gunnery trial, all the while 
regardless of the webs of tracer rounds passing close around them. German Gun 63 was silenced, several pom-pom rounds going 
through the bunker's embrasure. 

Her decks now a shambles, 314 came under coastal artillery fire while passing Les Morees Tower at 24 knots. Then disaster struck the 
gallant pom-pom team, when 314 met a heavily armed enemy trawler. Quickly working up to her full speed, the gunboat raced away, 
on this occasion sorely missing the firepower of her after pom-pom and powered machine guns. Up on the fo'c'sle, gunners Savage, 
Smith and Stephens had only seconds in which to train and fire their gun before the German ship passed behind the gunboat's stubby 
superstructure. 'It raked us from stem to stern, 1 recalls Frank Smith, 'with small-arms fire, bullets and shrapnel flying around, pinging off 
guard rails and metal fittings, and dull thudding sounds as the bullets hit the splinter mats which were secured to the sides of the bridge. 
The action was sudden and unexpected; we were no more than a hundred yards away when she opened up on us. We only had time 
to fire a few rounds off before she was abaft the bridge, and the pom-pom couldn't bear/ (Storming St. Nazaire refers) 

'And then, almost as suddenly as it had begun, the brief but violent encounter was over. A small fire was visible on the enemy's deck, 
while the gunboat, sporting a new collection of holes, appeared to have got away with a clumsy encounter which could have spelled 
the end for all of them. The engines were all right, there was no vital damage to the structure, nor was there any evidence of fatal 
casualties. It was only when Frank Smith attempted to train the pom-pom and found it would not budge that it was discovered that Bill 
Savage lay slumped across the elevating wheel. Thinking at first that Bill had merely fainted, Frank was greatly distressed to learn that 
his fellow gunner, with whom every danger of the night had been shared in equal lots, was in fact dead. Hit by a small shell or by 
chunks of shrapnel, Bill had died instantly from a massive, open chest wound, during the very last throes of an action whose enviable 
list of honours would include a Victoria Cross in his name, in recognition of the courage displayed by so many of the ratings. Ordinary 
Seaman Bill Whittle fetched a blanket and covered Bill's body with it. Later Peter Ellingham and Ordinary Telegraphist Reynolds would 
be detailed to prepare the remains for an eventual transfer to a destroyer. With Bill dead and the loading number, Able Seaman 
Stephens, dying nearby, Frank was left alone on the gun until such time as Curtis could detail a relief... ' 

Able Seaman Dick 'Lofty" Stephens was given first aid by 314's medical officer, Sub-Lieutenant Christopher Worsley, R.N.V.R.: 'I found 
a sea-boot containing a torn-off leg, which I threw into the river, lying between the pom-pom and the forward ready-use locker. I 
looked around for the limb's former owner and found him lying on the deck near the site of my first action station. The leg had been 
ripped off obliquely downward from the inner side of the groin, leaving so short a stump that it was not possible to apply a tourniquet. 
To try and stop the bleeding I bound a field dressing on it as high and as tightly as I was able, then covered the rest of the wound with 
more field dressings. Except for injecting a syrette of morphine, there was nothing more I could do for him, so I continued on my 
round.' 

Soon after, the destroyers Atherstone and Brocklesby were sighted. It was decided to scuttle 314. Her survivors and casualties were 
transferred to Brocklesby. Stephens died in the ship's sick bay later that night. His body was bought home to Himbleton and interred in 
the cemetery of St. Mary Magdelene Church. 

Savage was buried at Falmouth. The award of his posthumous V.C. was announced in the London Gazette of 21 May 1942, for his own 
bravery and on behalf of 'many others unnamed, in Motor Launches, Motor Gun Boats and Torpedo Boats, who gallantly carried out 
their duty in entirely exposed positions against enemy fire at very close range/ Men like Stephens, who, in accordance with the 
practice at the time of restricting the grant of certain gallantry medals to casualties, was awarded a posthumous mention in despatches.

Leading Seaman Whittleton was serving aboard H.M.S. Gwenllian and was recommended 'for cheerfulness, efficiency and devotion to 
duty in these operations.' The other ships of the Humber Minesweeping Force engaged in these operations were B.Y.M.S. 2211 and 
2173 , and H.M.S. Property; Loch Moidart, ProphetFezenta, Alafoss, Bracondene, Varanga , Rotherslade and Loch Eriboll.

D.S.M. London Gazette 25 November 1947: 'For gallant and distinguished service while operating with the Palestine Patrol in 
intercepting illegal immigrant ships.' 

The original recommendation states: 'For gallantry and leadership while serving with the Palestine Patrol, in intercepting the illegal 
immigrant ship Palmach on 21 st/22nd September 1946.' 

Seedie's Roll gives the following information: 'For the boarding of the Palmach 21 September 1946 whilst serving in the Minesweeper 
H.M.S. Rowena.' Only six D.S.M.'s were awarded for these post war operations in Palestine, three for services in 1946 and three for 
services in 1947. Of the three awards for services in 1946, Able Seaman Theaker is named first in the 'Order of Merit'. 

The following extract appeared in The Times, 22 & 23 September 1946: 'The most serious clash yet on board an illegal immigrant ship 
occurred in Palestine waters last night when a caique was boarded two and a half miles south of the Palestine-Syria border. One Jew 
was killed, and several members of the boarding party as well as other immigrants were injured. The ciaque, which the Jews have 
named the Palmach, is now in Haifa Bay with an armed guard on board, and her passengers will be trans-shipped tomorrow before 
being taken to Cyprus. 

It is not unlikely that the ship came down the Syrian coast. She had been sighted earlier but about midnight the Minesweeper H.M.S. 
Rowena closed up to hail her in French, Italian and English, and inform the passengers that a party was coming on board. Officers and 
seamen climbed over the side on to the ship's deck and were then met with a rush. The immigrants used crowbars, hatchets, knives, 
and any weapon they could find. 

One seaman fired his rifle and a Jew was killed. The situation then became dangerous, and the Jews were again hailed and warned that 
tear smoke would be used. Resistance continued until the use of five grenades of tear smoke allowed the boarding party to get the 
vessel under control. The Palmach was then taken in tow, and reached Haifa this morning when eight sick passengers were taken to 
hospital. Eighteen detonators and a soapbox containing a piece of Italian T.N.T. in each cake of soap were later found in the ship.'

Jeff Blackburn was born in Harrison, Indiana, United States of America, in February 1879. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force, 
at Sydney, 29 January 1916, and embarked for the Middle East in H.T. Cermic 14 April 1916. Blackburn arrived in Alexandria in May 
1916, and embarked for France the following month. He served with the 45th Australian Infantry Battalion as part of the 12th 
Australian Brigade, 4th Australian Division in the French theatre of war. 

Blackburn was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations on the Somme, in particular during the attack on Munster Alley, 7 August 
1916. During the latter action he received a shrapnel wound to his left thigh, as a consequence of which he was evacuated to a 
hospital in the UK. Blackburn was invalided back to Australia in the Wiltshire , arriving in Sydney in December 1916. He was 
discharged medically unfit 1 7 March 191 7.

George White was born in Belfast, Ireland, in 1893. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force, at Melbourne, 2 October 1914. He 
disembarked at Egypt in September 1915, and was hospitalised with a sprained ankle. White initially served with the 4th Field 
Ambulance, Australian Army Medical Corps, before transferring to the 45th Australian Infantry Battalion in 1916. He transferred to the 
12th Australian Machine Gun Company, 30 May 1916, and served with them as part of the 4th Australian Division in the French 
theatre of war. 

White was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations on the Somme, in particular as a runner at Pozieres, 5-15 August 1918. He 
was also tried by Court Martial on four occasions. White returned to Australia in H.T. Shropshire , and was discharged in 1919.

On one occasion his fellow runner was 
badly wounded and Clark carried him on his shoulders until assistance was obtained when he delivered his messages, and returned 
alone through heavy shelling to the forward position.' 

George Clark was born in Taranaki, New Zealand, in 1890. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force 7 September 1915. Clark 
disembarked at Egypt in January 1916, and embarked for France in S.S. Ballarat in March 1916. He served with the 3rd Field Company, 
Australian Engineers as part of the 1 st Australian Division in the French theatre of war. 

Clark was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in connection with operations at Polygon de Zonnebeke, Ypres, 20 September 191 7. He was 
subsequently tried by Court Martial, and also received a gun shot wound to the leg, 16 March 1918. The wound developed tetanus, 
and Clark became dangerously ill. He returned to Australia in H.T. Carpentaria in August 1918, and was discharged 18 November 
1918. 

After the war Clark wrote to the authorities claiming that his M.M. had been lost at sea when the troopship Barunga was torpedoed, he 
also claimed that he had not been issued with his Great War campaign medals. From the extant official paperwork it would appear that 
the issuing authorities in Australia had tried to contact Clark a number of times after the war, but did not have the correct address for 
him. Their records listed that in 1919 Clark's M.M. remained unclaimed and was put into storage - it was finally released to him in 
1932. He successfully claimed his campaign medals for the first time in the same year.

At Zonnebeke, Belgium, on 4th October 191 7 this Lewis Gunner was in the lead 
wave. Advancing under the barrage he effectively used his gun from the hip until a hostile post was encountered. He brought his gun 
into action against this post and engaged the enemy gun crew thus enabling detachment of our troops to work around and bomb the 
garrison. At Broodseinde, Belgium, on 9th October 1917 he again showed great skill in handling his gun and inflicted severe losses on 
the enemy on more than one occasion. Although physically worn out and exhausted he remained constantly on duty and contributed 
materially to the success of the operation.' 

George Green was born in Mallow, Cork, Ireland. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force, 28 January 1916, and embarked for 
France 14 September 1916. Green served with the 22nd Australian Infantry Battalion as part of the 6th Australian Brigade, 2nd 
Australian Division in the French theatre of war. 

Green was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations at Zonnebeke, 4 October 1917, and at Broodseinde 9 October 1917. The 
Battalion War Diary for 4 October 191 7 records: 

'Our barrage opened at 6am (Zero time). In conjunction with 8th Bn A.I.F. on our right, and 25th Bn A.I.F. on our left, the Battalion 
advanced to the attack.... the objective being the Red Line. The advancing waves almost at once encountered the enemy in force. 
Parties with fixed bayonets were met advancing. It soon became evident that we had anticipated an enemy attack. Considerable 
casualties were inflicted by our Lewis Gunners firing from the hip.... The number of prisoners captured by the Bn is difficult to estimate, 
as some parties were sent to rear by routes outside the Brigade Boundaries. A conservative estimate would be 200. Mopping-up later 
resulted in the capture of 2 Battn, Commanders and staff, and important maps and orders... Enemy losses were severe, as our mopper- 
uppers bombed pill boxes and occupants thereof were killed.' 

Green advanced to Lance-Corporal in January 1918, and received a gun shot wound to his hand, 29 July 1918. He received a more 
serious set of wounds, 3 October 1918, when he was shot in the arm, hand and knee. Green returned to Australia in S.S. Orontes in 
December 191 8, and was discharged 30 January 1919. He died in Melbourne Hospital, 25 June 1919.

'On the early morning of the 22nd August 1918 during the offensive on the west of Bray-sur-Somme, No. 2850 Private Edward Baker 
Mundle was employed as a runner, attached to Lt. J. H. James MC. He was continuously carrying messages after the objective was 
reached, from the front line, which was on the slope just in front of the village, and was swept continuously by enemy machine gun 
and rifle fire, which was particularly bad in this quarter. Through the messages he took to the Trench Mortar Officer and to Company 
Headquarters, however, the situation was able to be effectively dealt with and communication kept up. Throughout the whole 
operation, Private Mundle showed great courage and devotion to duty, setting a splendid example to all ranks.' 

Edward Barker Mundle was born in Balmain, Sydney, Australia, in 1892, and was educated at the Western Australia School of Mines. 
He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force, at Blackley Hill, 8 February 1916, and embarked for the UK in S.S. Benalla at the end of 
the year. Mundle embarked for France 3 May 191 7, and served with the 3rd Australian Pioneer Battalion as part of the 3rd Australian 
Division in the French theatre of war. 

Mundle was gassed 26 May 1918. He was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations on the Somme, in particular during the 
offensive west of Bray-sur-Somme, 22 August 1918. The latter action was the first time that the Battalion had been engaged in an 
infantry capacity since its' arrival in France. 

Mundle returned to Australia in H.T. Kildonian Castle in September 1919, and was discharged 28 April 1919. 
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53 A Great War 1918 'Somme' M.M. awarded to Corporal A V. Holt, 28th Australian Infantry Battalion, Australian 
Imperial Force, for his gallantry at Villers Bretonneux, 8 August 1918, when 'The Diggers of 'A' Company, led by 
Lieutenant J. Hopkins (later wounded), advanced with a home-made flag bearing the 28th Battalion colour patch, 
made from material 'salvaged' from Villers Bretonneux. Another machine gun nest temporarily held up the advance, 
until Sergeant M. A. Farrelly and Corporal A. V. Holt attacked the post, killing six of the garrison and capturing six 
others. The advance was immediately resumed'

M.M. London Gazette 24 January 1919. The original recommendation (in which Holt is jointly listed with Sergeant M. A. Farrelly) 
states: 

'During the attack East of Villers Bretonneux near Amiens on the 8th August 1918, these two N.C.O.s rushed a German Machine Gun 
which was firing on our troops. They captured it killing six of the crew and taking six prisoners. This act enabled the advance to be 
continued.' 

Alexander Victor Holt was born in Perth, Australia. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force, 20 April 1916, and embarked for 
France 10 October 1916. Holt served with the 28th Australian Infantry Battalion as part of the 7th Australian Brigade, 2nd Australian 
Division in the French theatre of war. 

Holt was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations on the Somme, in particular during an action east of Villers Bretonneux, 8 
August 1918. The Battalion War Diary for 7-8 August 1918 records that the attack was a complete success with the Battalion taking 5 
German officers and 68 other ranks prisoner, as well as capturing four 77mm field guns, three heavy and four light machine guns, and 
4 light trench mortars. 

The Blue and White Diamond - The History of the 28th Battalion 1914-19 gives the following additional details for the attack: 

'Lieutenant J. C. Birt, brandishing his revolver, leapt into an enemy post and forced the surrender of its garrison of twenty enemy troops 
and two machine guns. The Diggers of 'A' Company, led by Lieutenant J. Hopkins (later wounded), advanced with a home-made flag 
bearing the 28th Battalion colour patch, made from material 'salvaged' from Villers Bretonneux. Another machine gun nest temporarily 
held up the advance, until Sergeant M. A. Farrelly and Corporal A. V. Holt attacked the post, killing six of the garrison and capturing six 
others. The advance was immediately resumed. Privates S. W. Robinson and A. Knowles rushed a third strong point. The two Diggers 
charged the post with a Lewis Gun, inflicted heavy casualties on the garrison and forced the surrender of twenty Germans.' 

Holt received a gun shot wound to his knee, 2 September 1918, and was invalided back to Australia in H.T. Takaola 25 December 
1918. He was discharged 26 May 1920. 


54 A Great War 1918 'Somme' M.M. awarded to Private P. E. Hall, 54th Australian Infantry Battalion, Australian Imperial 
Force, for heroically carrying out his duties as a stretcher bearer at Villers Bretonneux, despite being both gassed and

This man was a stretcher bearer and although suffering from the effects of gas, during 
the action at Villers Bretonneaux, France, on 24th and 25th April, 1918, he continuously attended wounded under intense artillery and 
machine gun fire. He was blown up by a Minenwerfer shell, but refused to leave his work until all wounded had been evacuated. His 
self-sacrifice, courage and devotion to duty are deserving of the highest praise.' 

Percy Edward Hall was born in Broken Hill, New South Wales, Australia, in 1894. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force, 18 
November 1916, and embarked for France on H.M.A.T. Anchises, 24 January 1917. Hall served with the 54th Australian Infantry 
Battalion as part of the 14th Australian Brigade, 5th Australian Division in the French theatre of war. He was wounded in action 9 April 
1918, before being awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations on the Somme, in particular during the action of Villers Bretonneaux, 
24-25 April 191 8. Hall was gassed at least twice during the Great War. 

Hall returned to Australia in H.T. Ceramic in January 1919, and was discharged 24 April 1920. He died in December 1953, and is 
buried in Rookwood Cemetery, Sydney, Australia.

He then went forward again, 
bandaged the wounded and carried them back under heavy fire. Though deafened and stunned, Pte. Bowley carried on for hours 
assisting the wounded from no-man's land back to safety. His courage and devotion to duty were most conspicuous.' 

A. N. Bowley was born in Creswick, Victoria, Australia, in 1895. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force at the town of his birth on 
12 April 1915, and was posted to the 24th Australian Infantry Battalion. He served with the battalion in Gallipoli, before embarking for 
Egypt in January 1916. Bowley served in the French theatre of war from March 1916, and was twice wounded in action, 30 June 1916 
and 5 August 1916 respectively. 

Bowley was sent to the UK to recuperate after his last wound, returning to France in May 1917. He served with the 2nd Battalion 
Australian Machine Gun Corps, as part of the 2nd Australian Division on the Somme, and was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in the 
attack at Franerville near Amiens, 9 August 1918. He returned to Australia in H.M.A.T. Tras-Os-Montes, and was discharged 22 July 
1919. Bowley died on 25 August 1921.

He was responsible for the quick and successful evacuation of a large 
number of wounded men to the loading post, making many trips himself under heavy shell fire. He set a fine example of courage and 
determination to the other bearers, and his conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty are worthy of recognition.' 

Francis Flenry Jenkin was born in Plymouth, England, in 1892. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force, at Melbourne, 10 May 
1915, and arrived in the UK in September 1916. Jenkin embarked for France 24 November 1916, and served with the 11th Australian 
Field Ambulance as part of the 3rd Ambulance Division, Australian Army Medical Corps in the French theatre of war. 

Jenkin returned to Australia in S.S. Ascanices in November 1919, and was discharged 5 January 1920.

When his 
Company was pinned by fire, Pte Guest crept forward with a Bren Gun and put two M.Gs out of action with the result that the 
Company was able to continue its advance.' 

Bar to M.M. London Gazette 8 March 1945 (Italy). The original recommendation states: 

'Corporal (temporary) Harry James Guest, 1st Royal Natal Carbineers. For outstanding leadership and gallantry. On the morning of 10th 
Oct 44 "D" Coy were attacking Mount Stanco. No. 13 Platoon was held up by very heavy M.G. & rifle fire. No. 27087 CpI. H. J. Guest 
was ordered to work round to the rear of the enemy encountering dug-in enemy on his way. These were destroyed and others forced to 
withdraw in disorder. Continuing, 5 more enemy were encountered and 4 destroyed and 1 taken P.O.W., and the advance was able to 
continue. CpI. Guest by his courage and initiative and example was in a large measure responsible for this success.' 


Harry James Guest was born on 3rd May 1920 at Kranskop, near Greytown, Natal, and educated at Greytown High School. His father, 
then Trooper C. W. Guest, Natal Mounted Police, was awarded the Natal D.C.M. for bravery at Impanza between Keate's Drift and 
Greytown during the Bambata Rebellion of 1906, when a small body of Natal Police were ambushed and their casualties were four 
killed and five wounded. The father and son combination of Natal D.C.M. and M.M. and Bar is probably unique in the annals of South 
African military history. 

Harry left school at 16 and his first job was with African Guarantee and in due course he was called up for peacetime training, from 7 
January 1937, with the Natal Mounted Rifles. African Guarantee transferred him to Johannesburg in April 1940, which also brought 
him a transfer to the 1 st Batt. The Transvaal Scottish. It was at Combolcia that Private Guest was awarded the Immediate Military Medal 
in the action when Captain "Doolie" Briscoe, M.C., had been badly wounded and, in spite of the efforts of his Runner Private Lightfoot 
to carry him to safety, died. Private Lightfoot was awarded the D.C.M. for his part in this action. 

Private Guest with his No. 2 on the Bren, Eddie Ford, then decided to try to outflank the Italian position, which they did and got behind 
4 Italian Machine Gun positions. The Bren in Guest and Ford's hands did the rest - "They were sitting ducks" Harry remarked. Harry's 
ability and sixth sense to be able to recognise the opportunity to outflank a position accounts in some way for his many successes not 
only on patrol but when engaged in a set piece attack, and in addition to be able to extricate his platoon on occasions when they were 
in extreme danger and very vulnerable. 

Throughout the Western Desert campaign, especially during the time when the roster meant a night patrol every ten days that stories of 
Harry's escapades would circulate the Battalion, always aggressive, always a deadly shot with his Bren, especially from the hip. 

Just before "A" Coy went in at Alamein his platoon commander Lieutenant Mike Webb turned to him and said "I bet you five pounds I 
get a pair of Gerry binoculars before you." Guest said, "You're on, Sir" - and then it was Fix Bayonets - through the wire and into 
German positions. No quarter given and none expected. When the positions had been taken and it was possible to take stock of the 
situation the gallant Mike Webb had been wounded and was cursing his fate. Harry walked across to see how he was, and when Mike 
Webb saw a pair of Gerry binoculars around Guest's neck he looked up at him and said: "You bloody bastard Harry". 

At Alamein, it had been a close thing for Harry as his Bren jammed, luckily so did the Luger of the German officer whom Harry had 
singled out. In a split second Harry dropped his Bren and grabbed his spare barrel from his No. 2 and felled the Gerry with one mighty 
swipe across the chest and face. 

Harry says that when the Battalion was at Qassasin due to return to the Union, one day Mike Webb returned to the Battalion, as he had 
been discharged from hospital and was due to second to the British Army, where he won a Bar to his M.C. with No. 2 R.M. 
Commando, to say "Good-bye". The first person Mike Webb looked for was Harry, and when he found him there was an outstretched 
hand and a £5 note in it. "That was Mike Webb" said Harry with a smile. 

After service in Abyssinia and the Western Desert, Harry Guest returned to South Africa in January 1943. He was presented with the M. 
M. at Pretoria on 3 December 1943. The battle at Combolcia Pass earned the Transvall Scottish the sixth of their seven Battle Honours 
for the campaign in East Africa and Abyssinia 1940-41. In addition to his Immediate M.M., Guest was mentioned in despatches 
(,London Gazette 30 December 1941) for services during the period February to July 1941. 
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Guest, front left 


It was when the Transvaal Scottish was at Barberton, that a strong rumour circulated to the effect that a Dominion Brigade was to be 
formed in the U.K. to go across to France with the Invasion. The rumour had it that the Royal Natal Carbineers would form the South 
African Battalion of this Brigade. The hundred men, including Guest, who volunteered or requested transfers to the R.N.C., were some 
of the finest in the Regiment and were a great loss to the Scottish. They were not men who had joined the army to do their bit, but 
rather men who had trained themselves to be aggressive soldiers, men who had one purpose during the war and that was to get on with 
the job and destroy the enemy. 

Harry Guest soon established a reputation for himself in the Carbineers for patrol work and glowing accounts of his work in the 
Apennines circulated. A Sixth Division colleague is reported in Stoep Talk , by The Pilgrim, at the time as saying of Guest, "Harry is in 
every way a character, a holy terror at hand-to-hand fighting in which field I dare wager he holds the unofficial record for the number 
of personal combats engaged in by a South African infantryman." 

In an account of the capture by the Royal Natal Carbineers of Monte Stanco, on the 5th Army front in Italy, an Army observer says that 
the objective was not just another hill in the Apennines, but a key feature from which, in a savage battle two days before, German S.S. 
troops had driven back a battalion of Allied troops fighting with the 6th South African Armoured Troops. The Carbineers fought their 
way up and took their objective and held on to it for seven hours while the mass of Germans, who greatly outnumbered them, formed 
up and regardless of loss counter-attacked the exposed right flank. Amongst other acts of gallantry performed that day, Corporal Guest, 
of No. 12 Platoon, led his section which cleaned up four spandaus and found himself at one stage on his feet facing the largest German 
soldier he swears he's ever seen, also standing up with a spandau levelled at him! Guest's tommy gun jammed and as fate would have 
it the German's spandau must have also jammed because he didn't fire either! In those split seconds Harry shouted to the man next to 
him "Take him Basil" (Sergeant Basil Beam, M.M.), which saved Guest. After the battle of Monte Stanco Guest was granted an 
Immediate Bar to his M.M. earned three years earlier. 

A few days after the battle of Monte Stanco, Acting Sergeant Guest was ordered to Proceed with his depleted platoon to fill a gap 
between the right hand flank of the 1st City/Cape Town Highlanders and the left hand flank of the Carbineers. It was very misty at the 
time and visibility was but a few yards. Guest was leading his men in single file and after making contact with the extreme left flank of 
the Carbineers, suddenly two bursts of spandau fire rent the air wounding the two men immediately behind Guest. Harry realised that 
the spandau nest could only be a matter of yards away. He ordered his men to fan out, fix bayonets and charge! "We had only covered 
about 20 pares through the thick mist when suddenly a German officer with his spandau crew of 4 jumped up and surrendered. The 
prisoners were duly despatched to H.Q. for interrogation." 

He was awarded the Efficiency Medal, Union of South Africa on 30 July 1945, 12 years and 108 days service from 1 July 1937 to 30 
July 1945, with war service counting double. 

Harry Guest attended the Victory Parade in London in 1946 when he was selected to be the N.C.O. representing the Royal Natal 
Carbineers, South Africa's oldest regiment, with thirty four battle honours, ranging from the "Zulu War 1879" to "Italy 1945". The 
officer selected was Lieutenant Quentin Smythe, V.C. The South African Contingent numbered 253 men and women. The parade 
through London took three hours to pass the saluting base before King George VI and others, including Winston Churchill and Field 
Marshal Smuts. More than 21,000 men and women took part, including some 3,400 Empire troops representing more than 50 Nations 
and Territories. The marching column was 4 miles long and the mechanised column was 6 miles long. 

Guest received the Bar to his M.M. at the hands of King George VI at a general investiture held at Loftus Versveld rugby ground, 
Pretoria, during the Royal Visit to South Africa in 1947. After being demobilised he served Secretary to the Mayor of Pietermaritzburg 
from 1948 to 1960. In this position he drafted the Freedom of the City document given by Pietermaritzburg to the Royal Natal 
Carbineers in 1955, upon celebrating their centenary. Harry Guest died at Pietermaritzburg on 22 April 2004, shortly before his 84th 
birthday.

In spite of the most difficult conditions he kept his gun firing without 
interruption, and inspired his men to carry on.

The enemy attacked, then charged and rushed the pill box, killing or 
wounding all occupants including the 1.0.R. with Tayar Din. 

Lance-Naik Tayar Din himself killed two Japs, who had entered the pill box and imperturbably carried on firing from his trench holding 
the remainder of the enemy at bay. This action allowed the pill box to be cleared of dead and remanned with another gun. Lance-Naik 
Tayar Din showed great devotion to duty and courage of no mean order, being the sole survivor of the post, and continuing to hold the 
attacking enemy at bay till relief arrived, when he was able to point out a party of six enemy advancing to attack the post again. This 
pill box was the key to the position and beat off all subsequent attacks during the night. Lance-Naik Tayar Din's courageous action was 
therefore instrumental in the whole position being held successfully.'

The leading man of the sec, Pte Vickery, was shot at close range by cross-fire from 
two L.M.Gs. As he fell, he shouted to the rest of the sec not to follow him. The sec, however, continued to advance until halted by 
heavy fire. 

Pte Warren, the sec Bren Gunner, seeing Vickery unable to move, determined to rescue him. Handing his Bren Gun to his No. 2, he 
told him to cover him as best he could and dashed forward to his wounded comrade. He reached him safely and, finding him too 
heavy to move unaided, lay down beside him and shouted for assistance. When Pte May came forward, they picked Vickery up and 
between them began to carry him towards the sec. They were immediately fired on from a range of 15 yards. Vickery was killed and 
both Warren and May seriously wounded. Still under fire, they managed to crawl back to their sec. 

Warren's action, as a result of which he subsequently lost his left arm, was one of unrivalled courage and showed complete disregard 
of personal danger.' 
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The superb and extremely rare Great War 'Bristol Fighter Observer Ace's' D.F.M. and Second Award Bar group of 
three awarded to Sergeant Mechanic A. Newland, 20 Squadron, Royal Flying Corps and Royal Air Force - 1 of only 2 
D.F.M. and Bars awarded for services in the Great War. 

Newland achieved "Ace" status in under a fortnight, being finally accredited with 18 enemy aircraft destroyed, 1 
shared destroyed and 3 forced down out of control. He shot down 2 aircraft in 1 aerial combat on 5 separate 
occasions, and managed 3 aircraft in 1 dogfight whilst flying with the Squadron's leading ace - Captain D. Latimer, M. 
C., D.F.C. 'The teamwork of a Bristol pilot and gunner, forged in the heat of combat, was probably the finest 
combination of the air war - and it was a team of such "combinations" which made 20 Squadron the top-scoring unit 
of the war in the air.'

Arthur Newland was born in Enfield Wash, Middlesex. He enlisted in the Royal Flying Corps as Air Mechanic 3rd Class, in March 
1917. Newland advanced to Air Mechanic 1st Class later that year, and was posted for operational service as an Observer and Air 
Gunner to 20 Squadron (Bristol F.2b's), Ste, Marie Cappel in March 1918. 

The month of Newland's arrival 'began slowly but once the massive German land offensive began, the squadron were quickly in the 
thick of the fighting. Actual air combats were less for this month and April for the Bristols who became heavily engaged in bombing 
and strafing of ground targets in direct support of the Allied infantry. During the retreat of the Allied armies in the south and along the 
Somme, 20 Squadron, still based at Marie Cappel, participated on low-bombing and machine-gunning enemy troops and transport, 
flying to Bray each morning at daybreak and operating from the forward airfield there until dusk when they returned to base.' (Top 
Scorers by N. Franks & F. Bailey refers)

GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS FOR GALLANTRY 


"Ace" in under a fortnight 

In April two American brothers, August and Paul laccaci, joined 20 Squadron as pilots. The two New Yorkers were to form impressive 
partnerships with their shared observer, Arthur Newland. The latter flew as Observer with P. laccaci as his pilot, 18 May 1918, when 
they opened their account by forcing a Fokker Drl down out of control south-west of Nieppe. This was the first of 22 aircraft which 
Newland was involved in the destruction of over a five month period between 18 May - 27 September 1918. 

Newland flew the next day with August laccaci, adding to his score and starting the American's, by destroying a Pfalz Dill south of 
Vieux Berguin. The Combat Report provides the following details: 

'While on Offensive Patrol of 11 Bristol Fighters, about 20 E.A. were engaged. The pilot of C859 gave the observer the opportunity to 
fire on one E.A. underneath, in a climbing turn. The observer emptied one magazine at close range and the E.A. spun down, leaving 
behind a trail of smoke, and was seen to crash just to the left of the road S. of Vieux Bergquin.' 

Continuing to fly with the same pilot, Newland accounted for another two enemy aircraft destroyed on the 22nd and 27th May. The 
Combat report for the latter date provides the following details: 

'While returning from Offensive Patrol, Machine No. B1114 (Pilot - Lieut. A. T. laccaci, Observer - A M. Newland A.) was attacked 
from above by 8 Pfalz Scouts. In the running fight that ensued towards our lines, the Observer put a full drum into one of the Pfalz 
Scouts and he was seen to go down vertically with large volumes of smoke coming from him. 

The location was along the road about 3 miles S.W. of Neuve Eglise. At the time the Observer fired, the E.A. was approximately 100 
yds. away.' 

It was with Paul laccaci, however, that Newland managed to destroy two enemy aircraft in one dogfight and achieve "Ace" status. On 
31 May 1918: 

'While on Offensive Patrol with 9 Bristols Fighters, 15 E.A. were attacked S.W. of Armentieres. Bristol Fighter B1122 (Pilot - Lieut. P. T. 
laccaci. Observer - A.M. A. Newland) saw another of the formation diving down on one Pfalz Scout. 5 Albatros Scouts then dived on 
the Bristol Fighter. Lt. laccaci went down to the assistance of the Bristol Fighter and succeeded in driving the E.A. off. At this time 
several more E.A. attack them. The Observer (A.M. Newland) put about a drum into a Pfalz Scout and it burst into flames and, after 
gliding a moment, went out of control and crashed just E. of Merville. 

The Observer then put a full drum into an Albatros Scout and it went into a vertical dive, flattening out just before crashing on the 
Canal Bank S. of Merville. Both machines were fired at about 150 yds. distance.' 

Top Scorers by N. Franks and F. Bailey records, 'thirty five victories claimed for June [by 20 Squadron] and many of the increasingly 
successful pilots and observers became prominent in this month. Two brothers from New York, August and Paul laccaci, both scored 
regularly.... Observers Godfrey, Hardcastle, Deighton and Newland came well to the fore in the scoring two.' 

In June 1918, Newland added three enemy aircraft destroyed to his score. All three were accounted for whilst flying with August 
laccaci as his pilot. The Combat Reports for each is given below: 

'8 June 1918 - Railway N. E. of Wervicq - While on Offensive Patrol near Wervicq the formation engaged 7 Pfalz Scouts at same level. 
The Observer (CpI. Newland) in Machine C892 (Pilot - Lt. laccaci) put 2 drums into 1 E.A. about 100 yards below and he was seen to 
stall and go into a vertical dive and crash near the Railway N..E. of Wervicq at approximately 5-20pm. 

17 June 1916 - Between Armentieres & Boesinghe - While on Offensive Patrol with 15 Bristol Fighters several small formations of E.A. 
were encountered at different times. The E.A. were split up more than usual and offered good targets. 

Machine No. C892 (Pilot - Lt. A. T. laccaci, Observer - CpI. A. Newland) dived on a Pfalz Scout and, waiting until close up, fired about 
200 rounds into it. The E.A. turned slowly over and went down, eventually seen to crash near Hounthem.... 

30 June 1918 - Comines - Wervicq - Staden. - An Offensive Patrol of 14 Bristol Fighters attacked first 9 E.A. then 7 E.A. The first fight 
started at 10,000 feet and the second at 5,000 feet. 

The leader of the Bristols (Capt. Middleton - Pilot, Capt. Godfrey - Observer) in Machine C951 dived on a Black Enemy Triplane, firing 
200 rounds at it, pulling out of the dive the Observer (Capt. Godfrey) was able to fire a whole drum at it and the E.A. then fell over and 
over and was watched to the ground, where it crashed, E. of Comines. 

Later 8 Pfalz Scouts were attacked. One was engaged by the Observer in C951 and, as it spun down, Capt. Middleton followed it and 
fired 100 rounds into it. This E.A. continued to go down and crashed just W. of Wervicq. Capt. Middleton saw two other E.A. go down 
and crash during the Patrol, one near Staden and another near Wervicq. 

Machine No. C892 (Pilot - Lt. A. T. laccaci, Observer - Sgt. A. Newland) dived on a Pfalz Scout and the pilot fired a burst at it from the 
front gun. The Observer then fired two drums at it. The E.A. went down spinning slowly and diving with clouds of smoke coming from 
it. This E.A. crashed near the Canal W. of Halluin.' 

3 "Victories" in a day 

In August 1918, Newland was crewed with a new pilot - Captain Dennis Latimer. In the space of a week they had accounted for a 
further five enemy aircraft destroyed - two on 14 August, and three on 21 August. The flight commander, who normally flew with 
Lieutenant T. C. Noel, quickly struck up a deadly understanding with Newland: 

'14 August 1918 - Courtrai - Menin - Dadizeele. - While on Offensive Patrol with 9 Bristol Fighters, the formation dived on about 15 E. 
A. just below... Machine No. D7993 (Pilot - Capt. D. Latimer, M.C., D.F.C. Observer - Sergeant. A. Newland, D.F.M.) dived on a Pfalz 
Scout and fired about 200 rounds at about 30 yds. range. It went down completely out of control and was seen to crash near 
Dadizeele. 

The Observer in the Bristol Fighter fired about 150 rounds at a Pfalz Scout at about 40 yds. range which was stalling underneath. It 
went down out of control and was seen to crash near Dadizeele. 

21 August 1918 - Menin - An Offensive Patrol of 11 Bristol Fighters, after dropping bombs on Comines Railway Junction, met 15 E.A. 
over Menin. The leader of the Bristol Fighters led his patrol into the E.A. and attacked. During the fight the leader, Capt. Lale (Pilot) and 
2/Lt. F. J. Ralph (Observer) in Machine No. E2467 dived on a Pfalz Scout and, after the second burst, the right wings of the E.A. 
crumpled up and 2/Lt. Ralph saw it crash N.E. of Gheluwe. Immediately after Capt. Lale dived on an Albatros Scout which, after 100 
rounds were fired at it, fell out of control but was not watched to the ground. 

Capt. Lale was then attacked from above by 7 Fokker Biplanes and his Observer (2/Lt. Ralph) fired about 100 rounds with double Lewis 
Gun at the nearest. This E.A. turned over and fell, crashing west of the Menin-Roulers Railway. The rest of the E.A. were at that time 
being engaged by other Bristol Fighters in the formation. 

Capt. D. Latimer and Sgt. A. Newland (Machine No. D7993) flew straight at a Pfalz Scout which was flying at him and, after firing 
about 150 rounds, the E.A. suddenly fell, obviously out of control, and was seen to crash... A little while later Sergt. Newland engaged 
a Pfalz Scout which was climbing under the tail of Bristol Fighter D7993, and after firing 200 rounds at it, the E.A. went down in a 
steep dive and was seen to crash...' 

Latimer and Newland destroyed two, and shared in the destruction of one of the above aircraft with Lale and Ralph. The following day 
Latimer reunited with Noel, and Newland went up with Lieutenant G. E. Randall, 'eight victories came [for 20 Squadron] on August 21, 
but on the following day Dennis Latimer and T C Noel were brought down, Noel being killed and Latimer surviving as a prisoner. 
Latimer's score by then had reached about 30, which made him 20 Squadron's most successful pilot in terms of enemy aircraft 
destroyed and brought down. Noel, his observer, was credited with more than a dozen kills before his untimely death.' (Top Scorers by 
N. Franks and F. Bailey refers) 
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Newland's foray with Randall on 22 August was rewarded with another enemy aircraft destroyed: 

'Comines - While on Offensive Patrol with 12 Bristol Fighters, about 25 - 30 E.A. attacked the formation from all directions. Four 
attacked Machine No. E2158 (Pilot - Lt. G. E. Randall. Observer - Sergt. A. Newland, D.F.M.) and the Observer fired at each in turn as 
it dived. Only one E.A. then kept attacking and was shot down by Sergt. Newland and was seen to hit the ground E. of 
Comines.' (Combat Report refers) 

In September, Newland was reunited with August laccaci and a 'purple patch' ensued. On 6 September they forced down out of 
control a Fokker DVII over the Cambrai - St. Quentin area, and 25 minutes later destroyed another over the same area. They accounted 
for another two Fokker DVIl's destroyed on 15 September, and yet another the following day. Newland and laccaci recorded their final 
victories of the war on 27 September, when they destroyed a Fokker DVII and forced down another out of control north of Bernot. It 
was a good month for the Squadron, during which 'Lale, the laccaci brothers and W. M. Thomson were all prominent in the scoring 
lists during September... D.F.C. awards to personnel included Capts. Godfrey, Middleton, Lale and Lts. Groom, Hardcastle, T. C. Traill, 
Paul and August laccaci, Thomson, R. W. Turner and A. Mills. Sgt. Newland received a D.F.M. and Bar; while Sgt. F. Johnson was 
awarded a Bar to his D.C.M....' (Top Scorers by N. Franks & F. Bailey refers) 

Newland, having advanced to Sergeant Mechanic, continued to serve with 20 Squadron in France until 18 October 1918. By the end 
of October the Squadron had claimed over 600 air combat victories, 'with the Bristols - aptly named "King of the Two-seaters" - once 
crews had learned to use them to full advantage, the squadron found it could take on almost any odds and give a good account of 
itself. The teamwork of a Bristol pilot and gunner, forged in the heat of combat, was probably the finest combination of the air war - 
and it was a team of such "combinations" which made 20 Squadron the top-scoring unit of the war in the air.' (Ibid) 

Newland was employed by the London Postal Service after the war, and he received the Imperial Service Medal upon his retirement in 
1959. He died in Edmonton, London, in 1964. 

Only 2 D.F.M. and Second Award Bars were awarded for services during the Great War, and 4 Second Award Bars in total were 
awarded between 1918-1939.

'Flight Sergeant Loseby has completed a long tour of operations as a rear gunner, having voluntarily continued beyond the first tour 
limit. Many of his operations have been against heavily defended targets. He has carried out his duty in the air with cheerfulness and in 
good spirits. He is recommended for a non-immediate award of the Distinguished Flying Medal. 

Remarks by Station Commander: 

This N.C.O. has completed many sorties over some of the most heavily defended targets in Germany and Occupied Territory. He has 
displayed courage of the highest order, and is recommended for the award of the Distinguished Flying Medal.' 

Sydney Loseby served as a Flight Sergeant and Air Gunner with the Royal Air Force during the Second War. He flew in 16 operational 
sorties, 23 May 1943 - 2 February 1944, prior to joining 582 Squadron and these included: Dortmund; Dusseldorf; Essen; Krefeld; 
Gelsenkirchen; Turin; Remschied; Milan (2); Peenemunde; Berlin (2); Nurnburg; Mannheim; Frankfurt and Augsberg. 

Loseby was posted for operational flying with 582 Squadron (Lancasters), Little Staughton, upon it's formation 1 April 1944. The 
Squadron was formed from personnel mainly drawn from 7 and 156 Squadrons, and served as part of the Pathfinder Force, No. 8 
Group. Loseby flew in at least 33 operational sorties with the Squadron, including: Lille; Laon (2); Noisy-Le-Sec; Cologne; Nantes; 
Louvain; Boulogne; Duisberg; Aachen; Mardyck; Mont Couple; Calais (Coastal Batteries), 4 June 1944; Foret De Cerisy, 7 June 1944, 
an attack on an important 6-way road junction halfway between Bayeux and St.-Lo, surrounded by woods believed to contain fuel 
dumps and German tank units preparing to counter-attack the Allied landing forces; Rennes, 10 June 1944, airfield situated to the south 
of the Normandy battle area; Tours, 11 June 1944, railway targets; Oisemont (flying-bomb site); Wizernes (flying-bomb site); L'Hey 
(flying-bomb site); Nucourt (flyng-bomb site); Gapennes (flying-bomb site), 11 July 1944, the first 'heavy Oboe' attack of the war; St. 
Philibert Ferme (flying-bomb site); Vaires; Mont Cadon (flying-bomb site); Foret de Croc (flying-bomb site); Stuttgart; Chateau Berniapre 
(flying-bomb site); L'Isle Adam (flying-bomb site); Trossy St. Maxim (flying-bomb site); Mare De Magne; Brest; Kiel and Stettin. 
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The rare 'airships' 1919 A.F.M. and 1921 Second Award Bar to Flight Sergeant S. J. Heath, Royal Naval Air Service 
and Royal Air Force, an experienced hand who was instrumental in the test flights of both R.36 and R.38, and who 
was killed in the latter, 24 August 1921, when she 'had flown over Hull and was cruising at around 1,000 feet over the 
Humber when she suddenly buckled, went into a slow nose dive and then broke into three pieces, spilling men, parts 
and debris into the river.

A.F.M. Second Award Bar London Gazette 4 June 1921, jointly recommended with Sergeant Major II. R. Mayes, D.S.M., A.F.M.: 

These N.C.O.'s have shown courage and devotion to duty whilst flying on the 5th April, 1921; while R.36 was flying in the vicinity of 
Bath, the top and starboard planes collapsed, the elevator and rudder being dislodged from their pintle bearings with the result that the 
ship became out of control. 

The bottom rudder and port elevator became ineffective owing to the top rudder and starboard elevator having fallen over. 

S.M. Mayes and F/Sgt Heath proceeded on top of the ship and secured the top rudder and starboard elevator in as neutral a position as 
possible. 

They carried out this duty at a considerable risk to themselves, as it was impossible to work with life lines, and the wreckage of the top 
and starboard planes was blowing about to such an extent that it was with difficulty that this W.O. and N.C.O. were able to maintain 
their positions. 

As a result of their work the remaining control became operative and it was possible for the ship to regain her base at slow speed. 

But for the gallantry and devotion to duty of this W.O. and N.C.O., the ship might have been wrecked.' 

M.I.D. London Gazette 1 October 1917. 


Sidney James Fleath was born in Lambeth, London, in January 1883. He joined the Royal Navy as a Boy Second Class in October 
1898, and advanced to Leading Seaman in July 1905. Heath transferred to the Royal Fleet Reserve in January 1913, and his service 
during the Great War included as a Petty Officer 1 st Class in armed merchant cruiser Celtic , January 1915 - January 1916. 

Heath transferred to the Royal Naval Air Service as a Petty Officer Mechanic in 1916, and served at a number of airship stations 
including East Fortune, White City, Barrow and Howden between June 1916 - March 1918. He was employed on airship duties, and 
involved in the tests surrounding the design and construction of the airship R.36 between April - November 1918. At the end of the 
latter month, having already transferred to the Royal Air Force, Heath transferred to work in a similar capacity for R.38. His subsequent 
award of the A.F.M. was most probably a reflection of his work on R.36 and R.38. 

Having been reclassified as Sergeant Rigger (Airships) in January 1919, Heath subsequently served at Pulham and Howden. He was 
remustered as Flight Sergeant Rigger (Airships) in August 1919, and was serving in duties relating to R.36 again in Spring 1921. R.36 
was launched for her maiden flight on 1 April 1921 from the Beardmore works at Inchinnan near Glasgow. Amongst her crew was 
Heath and Sergeant Major II R. Mayes, the latter being of recent R.34 fame. 

The following day, 'the new airship R.36 arrived at Pulham at 5.52 pm and was safely moored after being walked across the field to the 
mast by the ground handling party. Besides her crew she carried several distinguished passengers, including the Director of Research at 
the Air Ministry, Air Commodore Robert Brooke-Popham. The captain for this flight was Flight Lieutenant A. H. Wann.... 

The new craft was 675 feet long and had a maximum diameter amidships of 78 1/2 feet... The modified construction also gave the R.36 
a maximum loaded altitude of 17,000 feet.... A distinguishing feature of the R.36 was the long control car and cabin, some 131 feet in 
length, directly attached to the underside of the hull. The ship was fitted with mast mooring gear. The crew comprised four officers, two 
coxswains, two wireless operators, seven riggers and thirteen mechanics and there was accommodation for fifty passengers.... 

The fact that passenger accommodation had been incorporated in the design while the ship was under construction made the R.36 the 
first true British civil airship.... Three days after the R.36/G-FAAF had arrived at Pulham she set out on an extensive cross-country flight. 
While she was flying at 6,000 feet in turbulent conditions in the Bristol area the upper vertical fin and starboard horizontal stabiliser 
failed and buckled due to the pounding they were given by gusty winds. As a result, the R.36's bow dropped and the ship dived down 
to 3,000 feet. Immediate reaction by the captain, Major Scott, restored equilibrium; he ordered the crew to move aft to bring more 
weight into that area, shut down the engines to slow the ship down, and dropped water ballast from the forward tanks. This returned 
the ship to horizontal trim, and then it was decided that as all appeared to be correct they would proceed very, very slowly back to 
Pulham. The ship managed to gain altitude and was flying at 4,300 feet. 
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Before they set course for home, two of the riggers [Heath and Mayes] cambered out on the crumpled tail plane and secured the 
threshing torn fabric and twisted metal framework so that it would not foul the remaining operative rudder and elevator. It was a heroic 
act on the part of the two crewmen, who had to make foot and handholds in the tail surfaces and locate the metal structure beneath the 
taut fabric in order to get out to the damaged part to secure it. At the same time they would not know if the structure beneath them was 
still capable of carrying their weight and that it would not at any moment fold and hurl them into space. Of course they had lines 
holding them to the ship, but it was little consolation to know that if you fell you would be dangling beneath the ship with only a fifty- 
fifty chance of being pulled back to safety. 

For the remainder of the flight horizontal trim was maintained by the crew moving along the keel in the hull as directed in order to 
bring weight to bear where it was required at the time. Arriving back over Pulham after dark, the R.36 was gently lowered to the ground 
where it was safely taken over by the ground handling crews, who held it in preparation for shedding. 

The R.38 disaster 

Heath was awarded the Bar to his A.F.M. for his gallant conduct aboard R.36 , and given his experience was an ideal candidate for the 
next big cross-Atlantic project - the R.38. Constructed at the Royal Airship Works at Cardington, the R.38 made her maiden flight in 
June 1921, when defects were found in her framework. As a result further test flights were undertaken in the lead-up to her proposed 
journey to New Jersey, where she was to be handed over to the Americans and renamed ZR. 2. And it was in the course of one of these 
tests that she blew up over the River Humber at 5.40 p.m. on 21 August 1921 - a trawler 16 miles away staggered under the concussion 
of the explosion and trains on railway lines in Lincolnshire shook on their tracks, while ceilings in houses in Hull and Grimsby 
collapsed. 

On a 'fine evening on Wednesday, 24.8.1921, thousands of people in Hull flocked to the banks of the Humber to watch the stately 
progress of Britain's newest airship, the R.38.... Manned by a crew of British and American airmen and a dozen or so engineers and 
observers, the R.38 had completed two days of trials and was heading for the airship base at Howden, where she was to overnight 
before returning to Pulham in Norfolk. The airship had flown over Hull and was cruising at around 1,000 feet over the Humber when 
she suddenly buckled, went into a slow nose dive and then broke into three pieces, spilling men, parts and debris into the river. The 
horrified crowd watched as the ship was racked by two explosions that shattered windows all over the city. The R.38's hydrogen and 
petrol bloomed into flame and the burning remains settled on the Humber, where the spilled fuel generated a barrage of flames. The 
last wireless message received from the R.38 was terse: "Ship broken, falling.' Of the 51 men aboard the R.38 only five 
survived.' {Flight of the Titan , The Story of the R.34 , by G. Rosie, refers) 

Flight Sergeant Heath was amongst the dead, and the roll of honour included 16 members of the U.S.N's Rigid Airship Detachment and 
many highly experienced British airship personnel, not least Air Commodore E. M. Maitland, C.M.G., D.S.O., A.F.C., and Flight 
Lieutenants Little, Montagu, Pritchard and Thomas, in addition to Constructor Commander Campbell of Royal Airship Works. 

British Gallantry Awards by Abbott and Tamplin records only 9 Second Award Bars to the A.F.M. being awarded between 1918-1979.

George William Edward Foster was born in March 1926, and served with the Royal Air Force, advancing to Master Navigator in 
February 1962. He was posted to the Officer Cadet Training Unit at Jurby in April the same year, and subsequently advanced to Flight 
Lieutenant (received two Commendations for Valuable Service in the Air, London Gazette 2 January 1956 and 1 January 1969). 

Foster was the Observer in an A&AEE English Electric Canberra TT18, WJ632 at Boscombe Down, 1 May 1970. The pilot, Major J. R. 
Weaver USAF, lost control of the aircraft at 4,000ft during an asymmetric assessment exercise. Weaver used the incorrect recovery 
technique and the aircraft spun into Lyme Bay 3V2 miles SE of Bridport, Dorset. Both Foster and Weaver were killed, whilst the 
Navigator Flight Lieutenant J. F. Nicol survived. 

Flight Lieutenant Foster is buried in City Road Cemetery, Sheffield.

'For conspicuous courage in stopping a fire and giving the alarm, under circumstances of the gravest personal danger, after he had been 
injured by the explosion and rendered unconscious.' 

Andrew Brown, from Poplar, was presented with his O.B.E. Medal by Lord Crewe, H.M. Lord Lieutenant of London County, in Green 
Park on 27 April 1918. 
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A Great War Medal of the Order of the British Empire attributed to 
Superintendent E. Smalley, Oswaldtwistle Fire Brigade 

Medal of the Order of the British Empire, (Civil), unnamed as issued, in John 
Pinches , London , case of issue, extremely fine £260-300 

O.B.E. Medal London Gazette 7 July 1920: 

'For conspicuous courage and devotion to duty on the occasion of a fire at a 
chemical works/ 

The original recommendation states: 'On 27 April 1917, the Brigade attended the 
premises of Blythe & Co., Cote Holme Chemical Works, Church, where an 
explosion had occurred. The company were manufacturers of trinitoroluidine and 
trinitrophenol and there was considerable danger of other explosions occurring. 
In fact several minor explosions did actually occur whilst the Brigade was 
engaged. The Superintendent states that every member of the Brigade performed 
his duty unflinchingly, and he cannot mention any one individual for special 
merit.' 

A further note in the Home Office Records explains why Smalley's Medal was 
issued unnamed: 'Serious explosion of picric acid at the Cote Holme Chemical 
Works on 27 April 1917: The Brigade were asked to select the names of three 
men. In reply the council stated that there were five men all equally entitled to 
recognition and they asked whether it would be possible to extend the number of 
medals. They were informed in reply that it would not be possible for the 
Secretary of State to recommend more than three names, and the Brigade 
therefore submitted the names of Edward Smalley, John Booth, and John W. 
Duckworth, but asked that the medals should not be engraved as it was the 
intention to have the medals placed in a frame and hung on the walls of the 
Station.' (H.O. 45/11016 refers) 


Edward Smalley was presented with his O.B.E. Medal by Lord Shuttleworth, H.M. Lord Lieutenant of Lancashire, at Manchester Town 
Hall on 18 November 1920, alongside Messrs. Booth and Duckworth.

'During an air raid Driver O'Connell, with complete disregard of his own safety, made many journeys through badly bombed areas 
taking casualties to hospital. Although himself wounded he continued to render invaluable assistance.' 

The original recommendation states: 'When the "alert" sounded on the night of 16th-1 7th March, Mr. O'Connell was on duty at the St. 
John Ambulance Brigade Headquarters. He received a call from the A.R.P. Authorities to go to Fishponds and there found a woman 
injured by debris while explosive bombs were falling a short distance away. Driver O'Connell dressed the patient and proceeded to 
hospital, a journey undertaken with great difficulty during which time many incendiary and explosive bombs were falling. From the 
hospital, Mr. O'Connell proceeded to one of the severely bombed areas. From here he collected four patients and on being requested 
by the Wardens to return as soon as possible, he reported back after his visit to the hospital, again collecting patients. Loading his 
ambulance with great skill and consideration for those of his patients who were still alive, Driver O'Connell showed complete 
disregard for his own safety and undertook, with a splinter wound in his right knee, journeys through the worst part of the city, until 
instructed to return to Headquarters and standby. Mr. O'Connell treats the whole incident calmly and modestly, but it is obvious that 
on this night he rendered invaluable assistance both to his fellow men and to the Bristol Casualty Services.' 

George O'Connell was born on 27 July 1890 and served with the Royal Flying Corps during the Great War on the Western Front from 
22 December 191 7 to 9 February 1918. 

The raid on Bristol on the night of 16-17 March 1941 was the city's worst raid with regards to loss of life of the Second World War, 
with 257 people being killed, mainly in the working class residential areas near the Bristol and Avonmouth docks.

He 
enlisted in the Royal Canadian Air Force in Winnipeg on 4 March 1941, and served during the Second World War with No. 7 Bombing 
and Gunnery School. He was presented with his B.E.M. on 15 February 1945. 
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A scarce B.E.M. for Gallantry awarded to Factory Labourer Neville Morgan for rescuing a man trapped under water 
after the collapse of a canal bridge

'A workman was trapped when a disused railway bridge collapsed suddenly during demolition. The bridge, 75 feet in length and 26 
feet wide, consisted of two main girders spanning a canal with steel joists between the girders to form the bridge floor. Two men were 
working with oxy-acetylene cutting equipment in the centre of the bridge when it began to collapse into the canal. A crane slid 
sideways, tilted over and pinned one man against the side of the bridge. The other was completely trapped by the crane. The bridge 
continued its progress for some moments after the initial collapse until part rested on the bottom of the canal, in twelve feet of water. 
Morgan and other workmen from a nearby factory, heard the crash and ran out on to the towpath where they saw the collapsed bridge 
and the partly submerged crane and realised that men were trapped in the water. Morgan dived into the canal and swam across to 
where he thought the men were trapped. One man was completely immersed, trapped by the leg and the water was up to his chin. 
There was some possibility of a further collapse of the bridge with the added danger that the water level might rise and so drown the 
trapped man. Morgan dived down into the water several times in an attempt to release the trapped man and to search for other 
workmen who had completely disappeared. With the help of firemen the trapped man was eventually released.'

The Abbas Hilmi Bravery Medal was established in 1913 by the Khedive (Abbas II Hilmi Pasha) as a means of rewarding N.C.O.s and 
men of the Egyptian Army who distinguished themselves. The medal was promulgated in the Condominium by the Special Army Order 
(Khartoum) of 10 May 1913, for those "mentioned in despatches for meritorious or distinguished service in the field or before the 
enemy." 

Recommendations for the award were sent to the Military Secretary at Khartoum, and it was essentially the counterpart to the British D. 
C.M. The medal became obsolete with the downfall of the Abbas II Hilmi Pasha, one year after he had created it. As a consequence 
very few of these awards are known to exist. 

Nafar Natum served with the 7th Company, Equatorial Battalion, Egyptian Army in operations against the Northern Turkana and 
kindred tribes April - June 1918.

Thomas Rawlings Mould was born on 31 May 1805, at Portsea, Hampshire. He was commissioned as a second Lieutenant in the Royal 
Engineers on 22 September 1826, and over the following 29 years held a variety of posts in England and Ireland. In January 1855 he 
was commissioned as Lieutenant-Colonel and three years later he became Colonel by Brevet. He was married on 10 March 1830, at 
Ballykelly, County Derry, to Anne Stirling, by whom he had no fewer than 7 sons and 6 daughters, the last of whom was born in 
December 1850. 

Late in December 1855 Mould and his daughters arrived in Auckland, New Zealand. As Commanding Royal Engineer, and from 
December 1857 inspector of public works in New Zealand, Mould advised the governor and the colonial and provincial governments 
on a wide range of subjects. In 1856 and 1859 he wrote the first detailed reports on the defences required to protect Auckland, 
Wellington and Lyttelton from naval attack. In 1859 his professional opinion was sought on a boundary dispute between Canterbury 
and Otago. During 1860 he reported unfavourably on a proposal to construct a canal between the Manukau and Waitemata harbours. 

Mould resumed a more active military career with his commission as Colonel in 1858, and his appointment as Governor Thomas Gore 
Browne's deputy in Auckland province in February 1860. In April 1860, as a result of concern that Waikato Maori might attack 
Auckland, he worked to improve the city's defences, and the militia was called out for service under his command. In August 1860 he 
joined Major General Thomas Pratt in Taranaki. Browne had doubts about Pratt's abilities and may have wanted Mould to be given 
command of the forces in Taranaki. On 6 November 1860, Mould commanded one of the two British columns which defeated a Maori 
force at Mahoetahi. For his part in this small but very welcome victory he was created C.B. in 1862 Tor services in New Zealand/ 

Mould advocated the use of saps to attack Maori pa and directed their first successful use at Orongomaihangi in October 1860. 
Between December 1860 and March 1861 he supervised the major sapping operation against a group of pa near the Waitara River, the 
most important of which were Matarikoriko, Huirangi and Te Arei. Although unlikely to produce decisive results, sapping was an 
intelligent response to the difficult military problems posed by the modern pa. In the course of the campaign Mould developed a 
healthy respect for the courage and skilled military engineering of the Maori. 

In June 1861 Mould wrote an important memorandum outlining the need for a line of fortifications south of Auckland to protect the city 
and its surrounding districts. He also proposed that the roads south of Auckland be extended and improved to facilitate the occupation 
of Waikato. Both proposals were acted on, and Mould himself directed much of the work. 

While in Auckland in 1863 Mould, an active member of the Anglican church, skilfully enlarged St Paul's Church in Emily Place. He 
commanded the militia when it was called out in response to fears of an attack on the city in June and July 1863. In July he joined 
Lieutenant General Duncan Cameron's staff for the invasion of Waikato. He was involved in most of the major actions of the campaign 
and oversaw the construction of the roads, bridges and fortifications which were central to British operations. Later he took part in 
Cameron's Wanganui campaign of 1865. 

Colonel Mould was mentioned on many occasions for his services during the campaigns in New Zealand, most notably by Major- 
General Pratt in his despatches dated 18 November and 31 December, 1860, and 26 July 1861; and by Lieutenant-General Cameron in 
his despatches dated 20 July and 26 November, 1863, and 4 March 1864. In addition to the award of the C.B., he was granted a 
Pension of £100 per annum for distinguished service from 2 February 1866. 

In 1866 Colonel Mould returned to Britain, where in 1867 he was promoted to Major-General. He retired from the army on full pay in 
1872, and died in London on 13 June 1886.

Benjamin Bertenshaw was born in the Parish of Droylesden, near Manchester, Lancashire, and enlisted into the 1st Foot Guards at 
Manchester on 10 January 1801, aged 26, a hatter by trade. He served with No. 1 Company, in the Corunna campaign of 1808-09, in 
the Walcheren Expedition later in the same year, and at Waterloo, where he served in Lieutenant-Colonel Thomas' Company, Thomas 
himself being killed. Bertenshaw is confirmed as having been wounded at Waterloo in The Men of the 1st Foot Guards at Waterloo 
and Beyond by Barbara Chambers. He served a total of 21 years 21 days, including 2 years for Waterloo, and was discharged on 31 
January 1 820, 'in consequence of rheumatism contracted during the Peninsula Campaigns'. He was admitted to a Chelsea Pension and 
died at Huddersfield on 21 May 1857, aged 83. 

An interesting letter published in a local newspaper from his grandson, Private Benjamin Bertenshaw, serving with the 33rd Regiment 
before Sebastopol, says 'Tell my grandfather that I think this campaign beats out all his.'

Edward Pryse Lloyd was born at Halkyn, Flintshire, on 30 October 1822. He was appointed Ensign in the 24th Bengal Native Infantry 
on 29 December 1844, and promoted to Lieutenant on 12 September 1846. He served throughout the Sutlej campaign of 1845-46, 
including the battles of Moodkee, Ferozeshuhur, Buddiwal, and Aliwal, also in the operations against the Forts of Dhurm Kot and 
Phi I lour (Medal and two Clasps). Served under Sir Hugh Wheeler against the insurgents in Cashmere in 1847; appointed in 1848, at the 
commencement of the outbreak that resulted in the Second Sikh Campaign, Adjutant of the 1st Sikh Infantry, and proceeded with a 
party of Sikhs from Hooshearpore, and surprised, seized, blew up, and demolished the strong Fort of Choky, in the Himalayas, in 1849; 
served against the insurgents under Ram Singh, and was present at the attack on the enemy's position at Akrot and Aurkabagh (not 
entitled to the Punjab medal for these operations). 

In 1857 he was appointed by Lord Canning second in command, during the Mutinies of the Kamroop Regiment. In 1860 he was 
appointed Assistant Commissioner of Assam, and was afterwards Principal Assistant to the Governor-General's Agent, N.E. Frontier, 
and then Deputy Commissioner, 1860; thanked twice by the Government of Bengal for services to the Bhootan Expedition under Sir 
Henry Tombs, V.C. 

He married in 1849, at Simla, India, Louisa Susan, youngest daughter of the late Isaac Pereira, of the Bengal Artillery, and had issue, 3 
sons and one daughter. He succeeded to Llandingat House, Carmarthenshire, and part of the Maesllydan estate, 12 September 1870, 
when he assumed, by injunction of the will of the late Mrs Lloyd Harries, the surname Harries in addition to his own of Lloyd. 

Promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel on 29 December 1870, he retired shortly afterwards. Lieutenant-Colonel Edward Pryse Lloyd Harries 
died at Llandridnod Wells on 26 September 1890. The above service details were compiled from various sources, including Bengal 
Army Lists, Hart's Army List, and Annals and Antiquities of the Counties and County Families of Wales, from which it would appear 
that he is only entitled to the medal for the Sutlej campaign with two clasps.

James McIntosh was born in April 1825 in the Parish of Inverness. He enlisted into the 92nd Highlanders (No. 1629) in 1842 and 
volunteered to the 42nd Royal Highlanders (No. 1957) on 30 April of the same year. At enlistment he was aged 17 years 2 months, a 
farm servant by trade. He was appointed Piper on 1 April 1854, one of the first five Pipers officially authorised in the regiment. Having 
spent a week in confinement in May 1854, he subsequently took part in the Eastern campaign of 1854-56, including the battles of the 
Alma, Balaklava, and the siege of Sebastopol. He was married at Dover on 4 February 1857, prior to embarking for India. He served 
during the Sepoy Mutiny of 1857-58, including the final operations against Lucknow during March and and the engagement at Fort 
Rooyah, where he was wounded, on 15 April 1858. He had been promoted to Corporal on 1 January 1858. His pipes having failed on 
one occasion, he found a 'fistful of young mice' when he opened the bag. It is believed that Piper Bain had a part in it. He was 
appointed Pipe-Major on 1 August 1861, on the death of Pipe-Major Irvine. Pipe-Major James McIntosh died of typhus fever at the 
Regimental Hospital in Dugshai on 27 April 1863, leaving a widow and family.

He was admitted to 
Scutari Hospital from 12 December 1854 to 25 February 1855, and was a member of General Simpson's staff later in that year. He 
served with the 8th Hussars during the Indian Mutiny of 1857-59 and was discharged in India in 1860. 

Dawn is shown as a member of the Balaklava Commemoration Society in the lists of 1877 and 1879. He is listed as Sergeant-Major in 
the group photograph taken at Olympia on 2 July 1890, along with 35 other chargers. He was a Pensioner of the T. H. Roberts Fund 
who paid for his burial, and he also claimed £15 on 22 August 1890 from the Light Brigade Relief Fund, aged 61 when he was living at 
3 Raverley Street, Bromley-by-Bow, London. Sergeant-Major Dawn died on 23 September 1904.

He served in the East Indies for 3 years 9 months, and in the Crimea for 1 year, 
and was 'in possession of Crimean, Turkish & Indian Mutiny War Medals - also Medal for "Long Service & Good Conduct.'" He 
afterwards resided in Hove, Sussex, and died there on 3 March 1888, aged 54.

William Epsley was born in Deal, Kent, on 11 July 1839, and joined the Royal Navy on 1 7 January 1856 as a Boy 2nd Class. Advanced 
Seaman Gunner 1st Class on 1 September 1862, he was posted to H.M.S. Pylades on 4 December of that year. Shore demobilised 
when his time expired on 4 September 1867, he signed on again from the Reserve on 2 September 1870, and joined H.M.S. 
Rattlesnake as a Leading Seaman. Promoted 2nd Captain of the Quarter Deck on 25 October, he was advanced to Acting Ship's Cook 
on 16 February 1871, receiving the full rate on 1 April of that year. He served in Rattlesnake during the operations on and off the Gold 
Coast, before returning to England on 25 March 1874. Posted to the Naval Barracks at Sheerness as a Petty Officer 2nd Class, he served 
as a Boatman with the Queensborough Coast Guard, and was promoted Commissioned Boatman at Scrapegate Coast Guard Station on 
25 January 1879. He was awarded his Long Service and Good Conduct Medal on 20 January 1881, shortly before being pensioned off 
on 23 June 1881. He died in Woolwich in March 1925.

George Cameron attested for the Queen's Own Cameron Highlanders in July 1884, 'and was drafted out to Egypt, where he took part 
in the Nile Expedition of 1884-85 and the operations in the Upper Nile, 1885-86. In July 1891 he transferred to the Army Reserve at 
Edinburgh Castle, and was called up in 1900 for the South African War, in which he saw a good deal of hard fighting. His decorations 
comprise the Egyptian medal with clasp for the Nile 1 884-85; the Khedive's Star; the Queen's South Africa Medal with clasps for Cape 
Colony, Johannesburg, Diamond Hill, Orange Free State [and South Africa 1901]; and the Territorial Efficiency Medal. 

After his time expired in the Army, Sergeant Cameron joined the 4th Volunteer Battalion, The Royal Scots, now the 6th Battalion the 
Royal Scots. As a Territorial, Sergeant Cameron was a popular member of the Battalion and took a great interest in its welfare, being a 
ready worker in his company. He held various appointments in the "Sixth", and assisted greatly in the working of the Sergeant's mess. 
He leaves a widow and nine of a family to mourn his loss. Two sons are in his old regiment, the 79th Queen's Own Cameron 
Highlanders.' (The recipient's obituary, in The 79th News, January 1913 refers).

Harry Charlick was born in Newton Ferrers, Devon, in November 1868. He joined the Royal Navy as Boy Second Class in June 1884, 
and advanced to Able Seaman in March 1888. Subsequent service included in H.M.S. Philomel from November 1891. While serving in 
the latter he saw action with the Naval Brigade which was landed to take part in the campaign against Chief Nana of Brohemie, August 
- September 1894. 

Having advanced to Petty Officer 2nd Class, Charlick was posted for service with H.M.S. Magicienne in November 1897. He was 
promoted to Petty Officer 1st Class in May the following year, and served with the Magicienne off the coast of South Africa during the 
Boer War. He also served with the latter for the Jubaland campaign, November 1900 - April 1901, when men of the Royal Navy and 
Royal Marines landed to supplement the garrison at Kismayu. 

Charlick was pensioned ashore in November 1906, and joined the Royal Fleet Reserve. He was mobilised 2 August 1914, and saw 
service with H.M.S. Vivid f Europa, Europa If Vivid II and Hecla II during the Great War. Charlick was demobilised 1 April 1919, aged 
52 years old. He resided in Plymouth in later life, and died in October 1928.

William Henry Wreford-Brown was born on 10 September 1865, the eldest son of William Wreford Brown, Esq., of Clifton, Bristol, 
and was educated at Charterhouse School. He was commissioned as Lieutenant in the Essex Regiment on 30 January 1886, and served 
as Adjutant from 1891 to 1895. Promoted Captain on 14 August 1897, he served in India with the Tirah Expeditionary and Khyber 
Forces 1897-98 on attachment to the 1st Battalion, Duke of Cornwall's Light Infantry, and in South Africa with the 2nd Battalion, Essex 
Regiment. Appointed Adjutant of the 4th Battalion on 22 November 1902, he was promoted Major on 16 May 1906, before transferring 
to the Reserve of Officers on 8 January 1908. He served during the Great War on a special appointment as G.S.O., 3rd Grade, Staff, 
from 31 August 1914, and by 1916 was working at the Press Bureau in Whitehall. His younger brother, Charles Wreford-Brown, was a 
famous sportsman who played first class cricket for Gloucestershire and twice captained England at football in the 1890s, before 
becoming involved for a very long period in the administration of the game with the Football Association. 

Note: Only 6 Officers from the Essex Regiment received the India General Service Medal. Wreford-Brown's combination of awards is 
unique to an officer from the Regiment.

Edward Campion was born on 18 December 1873, son of Colonel W. H. Campion, C.B., V.D., D.L., J.P., Hon. Colonel of the 4th 
Battalion Royal Sussex Regiment and late Captain in the 72nd Highlanders, having seen service in the Crimea and Indian Mutiny. 
Educated at Eton College and the Royal Military College, Sandhurst, he was originally commissioned into his local Militia regiment, 3rd 
Battalion, Royal Sussex Regiment, as 2nd Lieutenant, on 21 January 1893, and was promoted Lieutenant on 12 September 1894. He 
transferred to the 1st Seaforth Highlanders on 7 December 1895, which required him to revert in rank to 2nd Lieutenant and he did not 
regain his former rank until June 1898. He served with the battalion during the Occupation of Crete in 1897 and, in March 1898, 
proceeded to Egypt on active service to join in the reconquest of the Sudan, taking part in the battles of The Atbara and Khartoum 
(Queen's Medal and Khedive's Medal with 2 clasps). 

Appointed A.D.C. to Colonel (temp. Major-General) R. H. Murray, C.B., C.M.G., on 1 October 1900, he was promoted to Captain on 
19 March 1901. In October 1901 he was posted to South Africa for service during the latter stages of the Boer War, serving chiefly in 
the Lydenberg district of the Transvaal (Queen's Medal with 5 clasps). After a brief spell at home he returned to duty in 1903 with the 
1st Battalion in India, based in Nasirabad. He was seconded for service with the Supply and Transport Corps, Indian Army, on 4 March 
1906, and following completion of his secondment, returned to the U.K. 

Campion transferred to the 2nd Battalion in 1909 and on the outbreak of war in 1914 that battalion was stationed at Shorncliffe, Kent. 
After mobilising with a large influx of Reservists the battalion embarked at Southampton for France, disembarking there on 23 August 
1914. He was recommended by Brigadier-General Haldane, Commanding 10th Infantry Brigade, on 2 October 1914, for "Good all 
round work and has made several personal reconnaissances close to the enemy's position." This resulted in a mention in despatches, 
published in the London Gazette of 17 February 1915. Promotion to Major followed on 22 October 1914. 

The second battle of Ypres in May 1915 and the attack of St Julien, at which the 2nd Seaforths lost so heavily, left him in command of 
his regiment until all attacks had been repulsed. In expectation of the use of gas in the forthcoming German attack, Major Campion had 
issued the following Field Message to O.O. Coys with a note "Men to see". The message stated: "Remember no Seaforth Highlander 
ever has left or ever will leave his post. Whatever damnable engine of war the enemy use the Seaforths will stick it out and will have 
their reward in killing the enemy." The losses sustained by the battalion as a result of the German attack on the 2 May were 1 man 
killed and 10 wounded, but the following day the effects of the gas were more readily apparent with 3 officers and 321 men sick with 
gas poisoning. A further 24 men had already died from its effect. More officers and men would report sick in the coming days, 
including Major Campion who was hospitalised on 6 May. 

Major Campion returned to duty from sick leave on 11 September, receiving promotion to temporary Lieutenant-Colonel following the 
departure of Lieutenant-Colonel Vandeleur to command a Brigade. Nothing of significance occurred during the ensuing routine of tours 
in the trenches but with the onset of winter it became clear that Colonel Campion had not fully recovered from the debilitating effects 
of the gas poisoning. He was consequently compelled to leave the battalion once again sick on 16 November 1915. He returned to 
England and was admitted to Endsleigh Palace Hospital in London where he finally lost the battle against his gas poisoning and died on 
25 February 1916.

William White was born at Scolar Green, Cheshire, on 6 October 1868, and joined the Royal Navy as an Acting Engine Room Artificer 
on 26 October 1891. Advanced to Engine Room Artificer 2nd Class on 22 February 1899, he was posted to H.M.S. Dryad on 7 
December of that year and served with them during operations on and off the coast of Somaliland. Advanced to Chief Engine Room 
Artificer on 1 October 1905, he joined H.M.S. Cumberland on 20 January 1906, and was awarded his Long Service and Good Conduct 
Medal on 2 November of that year. He transferred to H.M.S. Hyacinth on 27 March 1909, and saw further service on and off the coast 
of Somaliland in her, as well as taking part in operations in the Persian Gulf. He was shore pensioned on 10 November 1913, but was 
recalled for service on the outbreak of the Great War and was posted to H.M.S. Hermes. On the 31 October 1914 Hermes was struck 
by a torpedo from the German U-Boat U27 off Ruylingen Bank in the Straits of Dover with the loss of 22 lives.

John William Varney was born in Bermondsey, London, in May 1885. He joined 
the Royal Navy as a Boy Second Class in January 1901, and advanced to Leading 
Seaman in October 1912. Subsequent service included in H.M.S. Sphinx March 
1913 - August 1914, before transferring as Petty Officer to R.I.M.S. Dufferin in 
August 1914. Varney continued to take part in operations in the Persian Gulf and 
the Arabian Sea to suppress the arms trade. 

On 21 March 1915, in an effort to prevent the Turkish Army from reaching the 
Suez Canal, a naval landing was planned to take place at Mowilla in the Red 
Sea. The Dufferin's log for the latter date states, '0856. Stopped at Mowila and 
sent away P.O. party in the first cutter, and galley in charge Lieut. R.I.M. When 
nearing shore boats fired on from ambush. Ship opened fire on fore shore to 
cover retreat of boats. 1000. Boats returned cease fire. 1030. Proceeded at 1/2 
speed 75 revs, to Suez.' 

Petty Officer Varney's Certificate of Wounds and Hurts adds the following additional detail, 'Joseph [sic] William Varney P.O. His 
Majesty's Ship "Dufferin" being then actually on His Majesty's Service in Landing Party at Mowilla, Red Sea was wounded on 21st 
March by fire of the enemy as they reached shore. Bullet wound as follows, entry wound right buttock exit wound left buttock. There 
was a haemorrhage from both wounds.' 

Interestingly Varney's service record states that he was issued with a duplicate N.G.S. 'free of charge to replace the original lost on 
active.' It is recorded that 'a consignment of these medals [N.G.S.] was despatched from London, on 18th December 1915, in S.S. 
Persia. Unfortunately she was torpedoed and sunk by U 38, 30th December, and the medals together with 334 of the 501 passengers 
and crew were lost. This possibly explains why some Persian Gulf medals are found impressed in later smaller lettering and issued with 
a fixed suspension, to replace those lost.' ( British Battles and Medals refers) 

Varney's N.G.S., however, is 1st type with swivel suspension. His service during the Great War included with H.M.S Pembroke , 
November 1916 to June 1917, and then the Ceres until March 1920. Varney advanced to Chief Petty Officer in June 1923, and was 
pensioned in May 1925. He transferred to the Royal Fleet Reserve before being mobilised for service as Chief Petty Officer during the 
Second War. Varney was discharged from the Navy in June 1944, and died in Barnstaple in 1980.

Thomas Buck was born in Preston, Lancashire, in 1890, and enlisted into the Lancashire Royal Field Artillery Militia there on 2 March 
1907. Promoted Wheelright Bombardier on 26 May 1908, he was discharged 'Free 1 from the Militia on 20 April 1908, on seeking a 
regular army enlistment with the 20th Hussars. He saw service with the 20th Hussars during the Great War on the Western Front from 
1 6 August 1914, and was present at the Battle of Mons in August 1914; the First Battle of the Marne and the First Battle of the Aisne in 
September 1914, the First Battle of Ypres in October 1914; and at Messines. Promoted Corporal, he was listed as 'wounded' with the 
20th Hussars in the War Office Casualty List of 23 November 1914, and was awarded a 2nd Division gallantry card for his 
'conspicuous bravery in the field between Oct. 20 and Nov. 1 1914', and was subsequently Mentioned in Sir John French's Despatch 
(.London Gazette 17 February 1915). Repatriated to the U.K. on account of his wounds on 2 November 1914, he saw further action 
with the British Expeditionary Force from 18 March to 4 June 1918, and was advanced to Squadron Quarter Master Sergeant. 

On completion of his services with 20th Hussars, Buck re-attested for service with the 10th Hussars on 1 April 1919, and was awarded 
his Long Service and Good Conduct Medal per Army Order 357 of 1927. He was discharged from the 10th Hussars on 22 July 1930 on 
termination of his period of engagement, with the rank of Sergeant, with his conduct noted as 'Exemplary 1 . He obtained a testimonial 
from Captain Howard Kerr, Equerry to the Duke of Gloucester, on his retirement in 1930 which noted that 'His Royal Highness has 
known Sergeant Buck for the past seven or eight years, and has always found him sober, honest reliable, very willing and a hard 
worker. Sergeant Buck was Regimental Musketry Instructor for the past few years, a post which also entailed a considerable amount of 
clerical work.' He subsequently served in the Home Guard during the Second World War, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant 
in the Hampshire and Isle of Wight Home Guard on 4 April 1945.

He was severely 
wounded by gunshot and shellfire to the left elbow and left thigh at Arras on 21 October 1914, which resulted in him spending six 
weeks in No. 11 General Hospital in France, permanently losing the use of his left arm, and having to have his left leg amputated 
above the knee. Returning to the U.K. on 3 December 1914, he recovered further in No. 1 Hospital, Exeter, before being discharged on 
account of his wounds on 24 July 1915, being awarded a Silver War Badge. He died in Blackburn, Lancashire, on Christmas Day 1950.

George Flenry Clarke was born in Homerton, Middlesex, and attested for the Middlesex Regiment at Mill Hill, Middlesex, on 14 
October 1913, having previously served as a boy soldier with the 5th Battalion, King's Royal Rile Corps (Special Reserve). He served 
with the 4th Battalion during the Great War on the Western Front, from 14 August 1914, and was present at the Battle of Mons, 23 
August 1914, on the British Expeditionary Forces's first main day of action. On this day the Battalion was charged with the defence of 
Oburg Railway Station, a key point on the Mons-Conde canal. Two Companies were placed along the Mons-Conde canal, with "D" 
Company in the railway station area, and another Company in reserve in the woods. The Germans pressed hard against these positions, 
inflicting heavy losses with artillery from the higher positions on the opposite side of the canal. One account recalls: 

'To the right of Nimy Bridge the 4th Middlesex were in the meanwhile putting up a no less stubborn defence, and against equally 
desperate odds. Major Davey, whose company was on the left, in touch with the right of the Royal Fusiliers, had fallen early in the day, 
and the position at that point finally became so serious that Major Abell's company was rushed up from the reserve to support it. 
During this advance Major Abell himself, Captain Knoles and Second Lieutenant Henstock were killed, and a third of the rank and file 
fell, but the balance succeeded in reaching the firing line trenches and, with this stiffening added, the position was successfully held 
fort he time being.' 

However, later in the day the line faltered and the enemy began to outflank the battalion, which began a withdrawal through the Bois 
d'Harve, the wood to the south of Obourg Railway Station. A rear-guard was fought at the railway station, with an unknown private 
firing from the station roof until he was finally hit and killed. Total casualties for the battalion on this day were 9 Officers and 453 other 
ranks killed, wounded, or taken prisoner of War. Clarke was among the casualties- wounded, he was taken prisoner of War by the 
Germans towards the end of the day. He died of his wounds in captivity on 4 November 1914, and is buried in St. Symphorien Military 
Cemetery, Belgium.

Denis Francis Begley was born in Dublin, and attested for the Royal Marine Artillery in London, 16 October 1900. Having advanced to 
Gunner, he served with the armoured cruiser H.M.S. Good Hope during the Great War, and was killed in action serving aboard her at 
the battle of Coronel, 1 November 1914. 

Early in August 1914 a force, consisting of the old armoured cruisers Good Hope and Monmouth, the light cruiser Glasgow and the 
armed merchant cruiser Otranto, all under the command of Rear-Admiral Sir Christopher Cradock, R.N., was sent to protect the 
southern trade routes and to intercept German cruisers operating on the high seas. In October 1914 the squadron was reinforced by the 
addition of the old battleship Canopus but reports of the ship's lack of speed led the admiral to leave her behind as he searched for the 
German East Asiatic Squadron. The German squadron, commanded by Admiral Graf von Spee consisted of the armoured cruisers 
Scharnhorst and Gneisenau and the light cruisers Leipzig , Nurnberg and Dresden. Both admirals became aware of the proximity of the 
other on 31 October. At 6.40 p.m. on 1 November the squadrons made contact off Coronel, Chile and at 7.04 p.m. the battle opened 
at a range of 11,500 yards. As the German ships had a greater number of heavier guns, Cradock's tactics were to close the range to 
allow his ships' more numerous smaller calibre guns to come into play; this however was partly negated by the rough seas and high 
speeds which prevented many of the British armoured cruisers' casement guns being brought into action. The British armoured cruisers 
were repeatedly hit as the range was reduced. As the range reduced to 5,500 yards, the Good Hope was on fire in several places and in 
a bad way. Endeavouring to reduce the range even further, so as to be able to fire torpedoes in a last ditch attempt to do damage to his 
adversary, the ship was repeatedly hit by heavy calibre shells and at 7.53 Good Hope blew up, taking the Admiral and all hands with 
her. At about 9.30 the Monmouth too was hunted down and sunk; the Glasgow and Otranto were able to make their escape under the 
cover of darkness.

Archibald Flenry Tollemache was born at Hastings, Sussex, in 1895 and was educated at Bournemouth Grammar School. On the 
outbreak of the Great War he enlisted in August 1914 into the Reserve Cavalry Regiment; selected for a commission, he was 
Commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Hampshire Regiment on 30 November 1914, before transferring to the 6th Battalion, King's 
Own (Royal Lancaster Regiment) as a Lieutenant on 9 August 1915. He served with them during the Great War in the Gallipoli theatre 
of War from August 1915; was promoted temporary Captain on 12 December 1915; and was Mentioned in Despatches 'for the gallant 
services rendered during the period of General Sir Charles Monro's Command of the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force' ( London 
Gazette 13 July 1916). He suffered a gunshot wound to the head on 5 April 1916, during the attack on the Turkish positions at Hanneh 
on the Tigris in Mesopotamia- his unit was part of the 13th Division and was trying to break through the enemy line to relieve Kut. His 
wounds left him with a fractured skull and permanent residual epilepsy. Returning home, he married Miss Ivy Pickering in 1918, before 
relinquishing his commission on accounts of his wounds in February 1919, retaining the rank of Captain. He died on 28 November 
1930, his death hastened by the effects of his wounds. 

Ivy Tollemache, nee Pickering, was born in Rode Heath, Cheshire, on 12 November 1889, and served during the Great War with the 
Serbian Relief Fund, as part of the Voluntary Aid Detachment, in Serbia from January to July 191 5 (not entitled to a 1914-15 Star). She 
married Captain Archibald Tollemache in 1918.

Anne Louis Nelson, nee Merrylees, served during the Great War in France as an Orderly with Dr Elsie Inglis' Unit (Scottish Women's 
Hospital) at Royaumont from 31 August 1915 to 15 September 191 7 (not entitled to a 1914-15 Star). For her work in France, under the 
auspices of the French Red Cross, she was awarded the Medal of Honour in bronze; as with the majority of such awards it was not 
Gazetted. After the War she married the Reverend A. M. Nelson, and worked at St. Bartholomew's Hospital in London as a masseuse 
for 20 years.

Gordon was re-classified as an Air Mechanic in the Royal Naval Air Service, 1 July 1914, and 
served as Petty Officer Mechanic at Crystal Palace, March 1916 - January 1918, and at Dunkirk, February - March 1918. The following 
month, with his transfer to the Royal Air Force, he was posted to 210 Squadron (Camels), when it formed from 10 (Naval) Squadron at 
Treizennes. Gordon advanced to Chief Mechanic i/c Flight whilst serving with 5 Group, R.A.F. in France.

Gordon William Campbell served with the British Red Cross Society in Serbia during the Great War from 29 October 1914 to 9 April 
1915. An account, entitled 'Hospital Work in Serbia', written by the recipient, details the work he undertook: 

'As Serbia is about the least known of our Allies, I thought a few words as to hospital conditions here might not be uninteresting. We 
were very surprised on reaching here to find that our little unit, consisting of six doctors and twelve orderlies, was expected to work a 
hospital accommodating 1,200 patients, but the condition of the men was such that there was nothing for it but to plunge at once into 
the work. Our hospital was a disused tobacco factory, consisting of three large floors, each having about 200 beds. In order to deal 
with the rush of wounded which followed the Austrian advance into Serbia, the authorities had put two men in every bed. The place 
was inexpressibly dirty, and the atmosphere you could "cut with a knife". At first we had no time to improve these conditions, as it was 
all we could do to cope with the work of dressing the wounds. 

We started work at 8:00 a.m. and it was usually ten or eleven p.m. before we had finished. Sometimes we would be finished by 7:00 p. 
m. and then a fresh train of wounded would come in and we should have to start once more. The condition of the men when they 
arrived was pitiable in the extreme. Covered with mud, their wounds having not been dressed for a week or even a fortnight, their 
clothes torn and their boots worn out, they presented a spectacle which must have moved the hardest heart. A large majority of the 
wounds were in the limbs, and owing to the long time elapsing before proper attention could be given to them, many of them had 
become hopelessly aseptic and amputation was necessary. As soon as we were able we fitted up an operating theatre, but the Serbian 
soldier is very much averse to amputation, preferring rather to die. This is partly explained buy the fact that in Serbia there are no Poor 
Laws, and consequently a cripple is practically a beggar. 

A good many of our patients were Austrian prisoners, who besides bearing their pain better, were much more practical in the matter of 
amputation as an example of what the human frame can endure, and yet live. Since the Serbian's great victory, when they drove the 
Austrians right across the frontier, there has been very little fighting and the number of wounded has consequently decreased, but now 
there is a new danger to face and that is an epidemic of typhus. This terrible disease has made rapid progress, particularly among the 
Austrian prisoners. Two of our own men have fallen victim to it, and we have laid them to rest in the little cemetery with the snow-clad 
mountains looking down upon them. Although so far from home they have for company a sister from one of the other British Hospitals, 
and two British Red Cross men who fell in the Balkan War. Four other men of our unit are suffering from typhus and as soon as we 
have nursed them back to health we shall start work again at a new hospital, where the hygienic conditions are more favourable. Here 
we shall endeavour to combat the epidemic, so that Serbia may not be hampered by it when she resumes the strenuous struggle on 
which she is engaged.'

Henrietta Mabel BurriM-Robinson, nee Lister, the daughter of Dr. Charles Lister, was a member of a dancing troupe touring Bulgaria 
and Serbia at the outbreak of the Great War, where she performed under the stage-name of Laretta Listakova. She served during the 
Great War as a driver with Dr Elsie Inglis' Unit (the Scottish Women's Hospital) under the auspices of the French Red Cross in Salonika 
in the Balkan theatre of War from March to November 1918, and returned to London on the cessation of hostilities. In the 1920s she 
became a motor-racing enthusiast, regularly racing her Aston Martin at Brooklands, occasionally in a team with Jack Warner, the actor 
who would go onto star as P.C. George Dixon in the acclaimed TV series Dixon of Dock Green. She married the North Yorkshire squire 
William Robinson Burrill-Robinson in 1935. 

William Robinson Burrill-Robinson was born William Robinson Burrill on 9 August 1884 and was educated at Charterhouse and Clare 
College, Cambridge. He assumed the surname Burrill-Robinson in 1908, and served during the Great War as a Captain in the 4th 
battalion, Yorkshire Regiment, without apparently going overseas. He married Miss Henrietta Lister in 1935, and then settled down to 
the life of a country squire, living at Elm House, near Leyburn in North Yorkshire, which had a large grouse moor- on 10 August 1938 
The Times reported that his grouse were in excellent condition approaching the "Twelfth". He served as Commandant of the North 
Riding of Yorkshire Special Constabulary, and was later Chairman of the North Riding of Yorkshire County Council. He died on 23 
December 1962.

Jonathan 'Jack' Ezra William Bullock was born in Saxthorpe, Norfolk, in April

base was at Sparrows Nest in Lowestoft... Reliving his experiences... Mr Bullock 
said: "The whole job was frightening - but we did it because it was our job. The 
most frightening was when we were sweeping in the Indian Ocean and a 
destroyer told us to stop because we were right in the middle of a minefield. 

We didn't know what to do. We switched off the engine and were at the mercy 
of the wind and the waves. The thing that really saved us was that the the tide 
was on the make, so that it was lifting us up out of the water." (copy of 
newspaper included in lot refers) 

Bullock served in various ships, including: H.M.S. Lingay, HMS Bay, HMS 
Texada, and HMS Newcastle. He was discharged in September 1947, and 
returned to Norfolk where he was employed as a Gamekeeper. He died in 
Norwich, 18 March 2010.

Ronld Eric Guy Lindsey was bom in Romsey, Hampshire, on 6 November 1922, 
and joined the Shaftesbury Homes Training Ship Arethusa on 30 June 1937. He 
enlisted as a Boy Seaman in the Royal Navy on 11 July 1938, and joined the 
Channel Guard Ship H.M.S. Revenge on 25 January 1940. He served in her 
during the Second World War, mainly on convoy escort duty: notable voyages 
included carrying Britain's gold reserves from Greenock to Halifax, Nova Scotia; 
and conveying the exiled Polish General Sikorski to Canada. 

Lindsey was promoted Able Seaman on 7 July 1941, and attended training in 
Pathfinder and Position Finding. His final important duty in Revenge was when 
she protected the huge convoy carrying the Australian Division home from Suez 
to Australia. On 6 January 1944 he transferred to H.M.S. Dryad, and then served 
in a number of other shore-based establishments. He transferred to H.M.S. 
Comus on 26 June 1951, and served in her during the Korean War, when the 
Comus was mainly involved in ensuring the various ports and islands 
surrounding the Korean peninsula remained in Allied hands. Returning home, he 
was shore pensioned on 19 September 1953, and died in Romsey, Hampshire, in 
March 1999.

William Edward Gunns was born in Hampton, Middlesex, on 22 November 
1904 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on 16 December 1920. 
Advanced to Leading Seaman on 1 May 1934, he was posted to H.M.S. Iron 
Duke on 19 January 1937, and was awarded his Long Service and Good Conduct 
Medal on 4 November of that year. He transferred to the aircraft carrier H.M.S. 
Eagle on 30 May 1939, and served on her during the Second World War, being 
promoted Petty Officer on 1 April 1940. H.M.S. Eagle , along with the carriers 
Victorious and Indomitable , took part in Operation Pedestal , the most famous of 
the Malta convoys. On the early afternoon of 11 August 1942, during Operation 
Pedestal , H.M.S. Eagle was hit by four torpedoes from the German U-boat U-73 
commanded by Helmut Rosenbaum, and sank 70 miles south of Cape Salinas 
within four minutes of being hit. 131 officers and crew were lost in the sinking, 
along with 16 precious aircraft, but remarkably 67 Officers and 862 crew, 
including Gunns, were rescued by the destroyers H.M.S. Laforay and Lookout. 
Gunns subsequently joined H.M.S. Excellent on 21 October 1942. Promoted to 
Temporary Gunner on 14 April 1943 he was appointed to H.M.S. Hannibal 
(Algiers and Taranto, Italy) as a Gunner Instructor and remained there until 
placed on the retired list on 25 November 1945.

Eric Edward Lockton was the son of Frederick and Anne Lockton. He was born in January 1918, and educated at Spittlegate Boys 
School and The King's School, Grantham. Lockton was employed as a bank clerk in the Grantham and Bourne branches of the Midland 
Bank. He joined the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve in January 1937, and was the sixth man to join as an Airman u/t Pilot. 

Lockton was mobilised 1 September 1939. He was posted as a Sergeant Pilot for operational flying to 236 Squadron (Blenheims), 
Middle Wallop, 3 July 1940. The following day the Squadron moved to Thorney Island and was assigned from Fighter Command to 
Coastal Command. They were engaged on defensive patrols over shipping in the English Channel during the early stages of the Battle of 
Britain. 

On 20 July 1940 Lockton was the 'Pilot of Blenheim I, L 1300 FA-A. Took off at 1 745 from Thorney Island on escort duties. Shot down 
by Me 109s and seen to spin into the sea at 18.20hrs off Cherbourg.' ( Coastal Command Losses refers). 

The Bleinheim was shot down by Hauptmann Neumann of JG 27, and both Lockton and his gunner (Sergeant H. Corcoran) were 
reported 'Missing' later confirmed killed in action. Lockton was 'home on leave three weeks ago, and came over to Bourne where he 
had the opportunity of seeing a number of his friends. During a conversation he told one of his acquaintances that his squadron had not 
lost a man. A fortnight later came the tragic news...' (copied newspaper article included in lot refers) 

Sergeant Lockton is commemorated on the Runnymede Memorial. 

Richard N. Lockton was the brother of Eric Lockton. He served during the Second War as a Wireless Operator with the Royal Air Force.

Flarold Taylor was a native of Johannesburg and was born in September 1914. He was employed as a House Salesman and a Stock 
Clerk prior to his military service. Taylor enlisted in the Imperial Light Horse in July 1933. Having advanced to Sergeant, he was 
commissioned into the Imperial Light Horse on 1 January 1937. 

Taylor was promoted to Lieutenant in January 1939, and advanced to Captain in June 1940. He served during the Second War with the 
Regiment in North Africa from 8 May 1941. Taylor was present with the Regiment during Operation Crusader, the capture of Bardia 
and the fighting at Gazala in June 1942, followed by the retreat into Egypt. He was hit in the leg by shrapnel, 1 July 1942, and was 
treated at the 5th S.A. General Hospital. The /History of the 3rd S.A. Brigade records: 

'Capt. H. Taylor received a shell splinter in the leg, and Sgt. Phelan and L/Cpl. Trew were slightly wounded by shrapnel, when the truck 
in which they were travelling stuck in the sand and they were shelled.' 

After convalescing Taylor rejoined his unit in August 1942. He received an accidental battlefield injury at El Alamein, 23 October 1942 
- a gunshot wound to his left wrist from a Tommy gun. Taylor returned to South Africa with the I.L.H. in January 1943, but went back to 
Egypt with the 9th Battalion Reserve Brigade in October 1943. Captain Taylor was discharged in October 1945. A photograph of him 
appears in the "History of the Imperial Light Horse" with other officers of the regiment early in the war.

The Auxiliary Police serial No. 230 has been with Auxiliary Police Instructor Sung Wai Kuen for many years. During the occupation of 
Hong Kong by the Japanese Army, Mr Sung Wai Kuen was imprisoned twice and tortured, fortunately he was released. These two 
imprisonments were an unforgettable experience during his long service in the Auxiliary Police Force. Mr Sung joined the Special Unit, 
the former name of the Auxiliary Police Force in 1941. Since then he has kept the serial No. 230, even during World War II. 

Before the outbreak of World War II, Mr Sung's uncle was appointed by the Government to form the Special Constabulary to assist the 
Royal Hong Kong Police Force and the Auxiliary Police Force to maintain the peace. Mr Sung was only 15 years old at the time and he 
was too young to join the Special Constabulary. So he assisted his uncle in promotion work. During those times many people were 
afraid of imminent war, so they were not willing to join the Special Constabulary. However, the Constabulary was badly in need of 
manpower [and], therefore, under special circumstances, he joined the Special Constabulary and became an inspector. 

Mr Sung graduated in October of 1941 and in December the Japanese Army invaded and occupied Hong Kong. During the occupation 
of the Japanese Army, they used all means to look for the members of the British Service Unit. He was arrested and imprisoned twice 
by Japanese agents but he didn't disclose anything, even under torture. He was imprisoned in the Tung Lo Garden in Shum Shui Po for 
seven days interrogated and tortured. The second time he was imprisoned in the Sun Sun Hotel and again was tortured. He suffered 
during interrogation but did not disclose anything to the Japanese agents. Fortunately he was released both times. After World War II, 
he was transferred to the Standby Police Force. In 1959, the Standby Police Force merged with the Special Constabulary and formed 
the Auxiliary Police Force. He was also transferred into the new Force and has become a senior member. 

Mr Sung is nearly sixty years old and he is now working in the Ho Man Tin Police Station as the Second Instructor of a small team. 
When he looks at his serial number on his tunic he has a sense of honour. He still keeps in close contact with his former colleagues of 
the Special Constabulary and they have regular gatherings.'

Reginald Lewis White was bom in Portland, Dorset, on 26 December 1928, and attested for the Devonshire Regiment in November 
1949. He married Miss Mary Wood at Weymouth on 15 April 1950, and, according to the Dorset Daily Echo was despatched to 
Malaya for service with the 1st Battalion the very same day! He served with a Signals Platoon in Malaya until November 1950, when 
the Battalion returned to England. However, as he had more than 11 months' National Service left to complete, he was one of 270 men 
drafted into the Wiltshire Regiment to bring it up to strength in Hong Kong. Indeed it is well documented in the Regimental Journal of 
the 1 st Devons that the ranks of the Signals Platoon 1 st Wiltshires were well represented by ex-Devons. 

While serving with the Wiltshires in Hong Kong, White volunteered for service in Korea, as part of a draft of 90 men from the Wiltshire 
Regiment, and arrived in Japan on 14 April 1951. The Dorset Daily Echo reports that 'Chalky' White underwent a period of battle 
training before joining the Gloucestershire Regiment, and it is probable therefore that he arrived with the second draft. He was taken 
Prisoner of War at the Battle of Imjin River on 26 April 1951, whilst serving with a Support Company; by the end of the Imjin battle 21 
officers and 501 men of the Glosters had been captured by the Chinese. He was eventually released form Camp One on 20 August 
1953 along with 90 other Prisoners of War, at least 55 of whom were Glosters, and arrived back at Portsmouth on the morning of 17 
October 1953, just in time to attend his sister's wedding in Weymouth later that day! He died in Weymouth on 29 February 2012.

Robert Halpin was born in his family home at 176 Chorley Road, Westhoughton near Horwich, Lancashire on 12 September 1927, 
moved with his family to Kent shortly after his birth. A miner by trade, he enlisted in the East Kent Regiment in March 1948, and had 
served a full period of National Service before his re-enlistment on the outbreak of the Korean War. Promoted fairly quickly, on the eve 
of the Battle of Imjin River Halpin was section commander of 1 Section in 1 Platoon, A Company, Gloucestershire Regiment. 


The Battle of Imjin River 

'Colonel Carne had given much thought to the deployment of the 1st Gloucesters. His front was over nine miles long. Two defiles 
through the hills had to be covered and the mass of hills to the south of the river, dominated by the Kamaksan feature, presented a 
deployment problem for his artillery. His primary aim was to cover the approaches to the northern end of the defile through the hills as 
they offered the Chinese the quickest means of reaching the flatter country to the south. A Company, the forward most company of the 
Glosters were located on a hill, 148 metres high at it highest point. This position covered the main crossing point on the river 2,000 
metres to the north. On the top of the hill, centuries before, a castle had stood. This prominent feature became known as 'Castle Hill 1 . 
By 1951 nothing remained of the fortifications except the hint of walls where low mounds encircled the summit. This part of the hill 
was known as the 'Castle Site' or Point 148. 'A' Company commander, Major Angier, had decided that he would keep his platoons 
within supporting distance of each other on Castle Hill. Using the Castle site as a centre the surrounding terrain and defensive positions 
can be described thus. 

Five hundred metres out to the north, a small hillock, like a knuckle, sat on top of the spur. This finger ridge sloped down towards the 
Imjin for about a kilometre and could offer an enemy a narrow but relatively gentle route up Castle Hill. To the east lay a much shorter 
spur overlooking the village of Choksong. On the forward edge of this spur was a rectangular bunker built during an earlier military 
occupation and recently refurbished by American engineers as an OP. From this vantage point General Ridgeway was scheduled to 
observe the hills north of the river. He never visited the site. The OP had been constructed with a roof, a number of horizontal slit 
windows and a doorway on the south facing side accessible via some steps. This bunker was to be the scene of some exceptionally 
bitter fighting. Again on this eastern side was a re-entrant, sheltered within lay the remains of an old Korean temple with its 
characteristic sloping tiled roof and one or two small, deserted houses. This cluster was some 120 metres from the OP bunker and 200 
metres from the summit of Castle Hill. It was to be in this general area, under command of 2nd Lt. John Maycock, that 2 Platoon were 
sited to become the right-hand forward platoon. They faced the northern spur, overlooked Choksong village and were responsible for 
the defence of the Castle Site. If this position were overrun the rest of the company positions would prove untenable. To occupy the OP 
bunker would have been stretching his platoon so barbed wire was laid between it and the nearest 2 Platoon position. Barbed wire was 
short across the whole front. Both A and D Companies had been given the greater share allocated to the Glosters but it was sufficient 
only for a single coil round each platoon. 2nd Lt. Maycock's platoon was thought to be short of its usual complement of 30 men but 
included a number of men (possibly 4) under command of Lt Bruce Hudson from 70 Battery OP Party because of the excellent views 
north. 

To the left of 2 Platoon was sited 2nd Lt. Terry Waters and 3 Platoon, tasked with defending an area from the north-west all the way 
round to the south west. Directly to the west another narrow spur ended in a low knoll 600 metres from Castle Hill; beyond it, 2,000 
metres away the Imjin River again. This finger would be worrying as like that to the north, it offered a possible enemy approach to the 
main position. Some 900 metre away, below this finger and its adjoining re-entrant was the tiny hamlet of Komsang in the rice paddies 
at the foot of the hill. To the rear of A Company's position were situated about 1,000 metres of rice fields criss-crossed with footpaths. 
The fields served to separate Castle Hill from the mountains that stretched across the horizon and would restrict any passage 
southwards. Overlooking this terrain were sited Lt. Philip Curtis and the men of 1 Platoon who would cover the rear on both flanks and 
act as a counter attack force should either of the two forward platoons be overrun. Here were sited the two Vickers from 3 Section of 
the MMG Platoon. Major Angier also positioned his headquarters close to 1 Platoon to enable him to control both forward platoons in 
battle. 
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First reports of enemy movement in front of 2 and 3 Platoons were arriving at A Company HQ around 2200, 22nd April. By 0200 hours 
(23rd April) the enemy had established themselves in strength on the forward slopes with fierce attacks soon following. It has been 
reported that the Chinese were queuing up under the shoulder of the hill to assault in almost 'suicidal' waves. Casualties soon mounted 
particularly in 2 Platoon. Fighting became hand to hand-burp guns, bayonet and grenades being used by both defenders and attackers 
as they grappled for possession of each trench. These attacks were pressed more strongly between 0600 and 0700. In these early 
morning hours the summit of Castle Hill was lost to the enemy. It became clear to Major Angier that, despite a magnificent defence, 2 
Platoon was in serious trouble. With part of their position overrun, ammunition was low and only a fraction of the platoon remained 
unscathed. The enemy had established one or more machine-guns up near the crest of the Castle Site and were now able to cover their 
attacks with accurate supporting fire from this key feature. With the Castle Site lost the chances of making a clean withdrawal should 
one be ordered would be highly unlikely 

An 'O' Group was held at approximately 0500 during which Angier told Curtis that he was to mount a counter-attack on to Castle Site 
at first light. At dawn Curtis got his men out of their trenches and formed them up in extended line. It was relatively quiet with no firing 
on either the Castle Site or 3 Platoons location. Curtis looked left and right, shouted 'fix bayonets' paused briefly as the thirty or so 
bayonets clicked on to rifles, then stood up to give the order 'advance'. In a time honoured vignette of British Infantry they advanced at 
the walk across the 250 m to the Castle Hill site. Number 1 section under CpI Halpin was the forward right section, on the left 2 
Section with Curtis his radio operator and runner in between them. Slightly to the rear and in the centre followed 3 section and Sgt N 
Tuggey. Norman Tuggey takes up the story:- 

"The left forward section moved to the NW ridge, and I went forward with them, it was all quiet, and we just stood looking down the 
slope and wondering, I suppose, what had created such a shindig throughout the night. Its difficult to say how long we stood there, not 
knowing quite what to make of it, when suddenly the Chinese stood up from behind the bushes they were carrying. The distance 
between us and their most forward troops was just a few yards and their numbers frightening". 

A fierce fire-fight erupted leaving Curtis with two immediate problems. A real danger that the enemy would quickly infiltrate round his 
exposed right flank existed. Secondly they were receiving fire from the OP bunker. It is believed three men of the platoon were killed 
and four wounded at this time. Curtis ordered Tuggey and the reserve 3 Section to find a position to the right of the Castle Site from 
which they could engage any enemy coming up the eastern slopes from Choksong. This left Curtis to deal with the OP Bunker. 
Gathering a group from 1 Section including Robert Halpin, Curtis worked his way, under intense fire, to a fold in the ground only 20 
metres from the OP bunker. Private Sam Mercer was also a member of this 'winkle group 1 and confirmed that Halpin was also a 
member of this small group (letter from Private Sam Mercer, included in the lot, refers). Curtis began to hurl grenades that were passed 
to him at the aperture. The response from the machine gun was immediate. It poured burst after burst into the area of 1 Section forcing 
them to crawl back to better cover. Not so Curtis, he remained continually exposing himself to throw more grenades until a bullet 
struck him in the head leaving him to lie exposed within a few metres of the objective. Gallantly two or three of his men, some 
accounts state that it was Robert Halpin, L/Cpl H M Mairs, a veteran of the Burma campaign, and Private Sam Mercer, wriggled up to 
drag him under cover. Corporal Cyril Papworth RAMC attended to the struggling Curtis. Curtis's men, again including Halpin, Mairs 
and Mercer, sought to restrain their platoon commander when he strove to get up to continue the attack. Major Angier, who had 
followed 1 Platoon up, also tried to reassure him as Papworth bandaged his head with a field dressing. Several hands held Curtis down; 
one soldier resorted to sitting on the wounded officer, so desperate were they to restrain him. Despite this Curtis broke free and moved 
into the attack for the second time. Hurling grenades he lurched the last few metres towards the still firing machine-gun. A few yards 
from the bunker he fell, mortally wounded in the stomach, the moment a grenade left his hand. The machine-gun was silenced, thus 
enabling the remainder of the Platoon to clear the Castle Site. The Chinese made no further effort to exploit their success in this 
immediate area; had they had done so, the eventual withdrawal of the company might well have proved impossible. Curtis was carried 
back to shelter by his men, still alive, but only just. Papworth arrived but there was nothing he could do to save him, he died in the 
arms of the soldiers who brought him down the slope. 

When asked to reflect why Philip Curtis pushed home the second attack when, with a serious head wound, he had more than fulfilled 
his duty already Private Sam Mercer recalled "We soon realised that he was inclined to lead from the front with a rifle, if he could get 
one, rather than a revolver. Within the platoon it was generally felt that the first trouble we hit we would lose him" (letter from Private 
Sam Mercer, included in the lot, refers). It was not until Tuesday 1st December 1953 that the award of the Victoria Cross was 
announced in the London Gazette. The long delay was due to the living witnesses like CpI Halpin being held as prisoners for over two 
years. These were men like Private Ward and Corporal Roy Masters who both made sworn statements and most importantly Colonel 
Carne who instigated the procedure for the VC on his own repatriation/ (extracts from At War in Korea by George Forty; The Imjin Roll 
by Colonel E. D. Harding, D.S.O.; and The Last Eleven? by Mark Adkin refer, all of which mention Halpin's action, refer.) 

Halpin was taken prisoner of war following the Imjin River engagement, one of 21 officers and 501 men of the Gloucestershire 
Regiment captured by the Chinese at the Battle of Imjin River. He was released from captivity along with 74 other Prisoners of War on 
18 August 1953, and finally arrived back in Southampton on 28 October 1953. Following his service in the army he worked as an 
animal technician with a pharmaceutical manufacturer. He died at the Pilgrims Hospice in Thanet, Kent, on 11 February 2001.

He served with the 1st 
Battalion in Korea, where the Battalion was involved in many battles including 
Chonju, Chongchon, Chuam-ni, Kapyong-Chon and Kapyong., and were 
awarded seven Battle Honours in recognition of its service during the Korean 
War; more than any other unit during the whole campaign.

Owen Regam Junior was born in Meerut, India, and baptized there on 14 October 1825, and enlisted into the 3rd Light Dragoons at 
Dublin on 8 June 1844. He was killed in action at the battle of Chilianwala, 13 January 1849, one of 24 men of the 3rd Light Dragoons 
to be killed. He was also one of only 46 men in the regiment to receive the Sutlej medal with the Aliwal reverse. In his will, dated 25 
November 1848, he bequeathed "to my Father Own Regan my Sutledge Medal or any other Medal of Honor I may become entitled 
to". 

'At Chilianwala the Cavalry on the [British] left were principally occupied in protecting the flank of Campbell's Division, but the grey 
squadron of the 3rd Light Dragoons and the 5th Light Cavalry had an opportunity of executing a charge on a portion of the Sikh right, 
which in the case of the former was delivered with great gallantry and effect, though at the expense of many lives. The 5th Light 
Cavalry, being much broken in getting through the scrub, and coming under a severe fire of musketry, were unable to make an 
impression, and suffered a repulse.'

Whilst returning from one 
of these missions she struck a mine, which had been laid by air in the Thames Estuary, on 19 January 1940, and sunk with the loss of 
77 lives, out of a total compliment of 191 Officers and crew. Carter was amongst those killed, aged 21, and is commemorated on the 
Portsmouth Naval Memorial.

Edward George Whitelock served during the Second World War in H.M.S. Daring , a D-Class Destroyer that had, for a time, been the 
first command of Lord Louis Mountbatten. On 18 February 1940 H.M.S. Daring was one of four destroyers escorting a convoy from the 
Norway campaign to the U.K. In the early hours of the morning the convoy was sighted by U-23 , commanded by the man who would 
later become known as the 'Wolf of the Atlantic', Otto Ktretschmer. At a point some 30 miles East from Duncansby Head U-23 found 
herself trapped on the surface between the two port-side escorts of the convoy. In order to enable an escape Kretschmer decided to 
attack the stern destroyer, H.M.S. Daring. Two torpedoes were fired and Daring was hit; almost immediately later a secondary 
explosion ripped through the ship, broke her in half she sank within two minutes, with the loss of 157 Officers and crew. There were 
only 5 survivors. Whitelock was amongst those killed, aged 22, and is commemorated on the Portsmouth Naval Memorial.

Leonard William Heal served during the Second World War in H.M.S. Hardy, and was killed in action during the Battle of Narvik, 10 
April 1940. The Dictionary of Disasters at Sea gives the following account: The flotilla leader H.M.S. Hardy was commanded by 
Captain B. A. W. Warburton-Lee, who also commanded the 2nd Destroyer Flotilla. Five of the ships of the flotilla were operating off 
Narvik in connection with sowing minefields in Norwegian waters to prevent there continued use by German shipping. On 9 April 
1940 it was known to the world that Germany was attacking Norway and that as part of her plan eleven large destroyers, each 
transporting 300 soldiers and accompanied by several merchantmen had steamed into Ofot Fjord on their way to Narvik. This news 
had been transmitted to the Admiralty by Captain Warburton-Lee, who was at once informed that the odds against the small British 
force were so heavy that it would be left to his own judgement to attack immediately or to await reinforcements. Captain Warburton- 
Lee elected to attack before the Germans had time to complete their landing or consolidate their position, so at three o'clock on 10 
April 1940 the five British destroyers entered Ofot Fjord. The British steamed down the long fjord without incident and appeared before 
Narvik harbour at about four-thirty p.m. H.M.S. Hardy at once steamed in to reconnoitre, leaving her four consorts outside. She made a 
full circuit of the harbour, which was full of shipping and engaged a 1625-ton destroyer with gunfire and torpedo. Two torpedoes were 
discharged and the German was hit and blew up. Before leaving H.M.S. Hardy engaged another two of the enemy as well as the shore 
batteries but was not hit. Captain Warburton-Lee then ordered his four consorts to circle the harbour in turn, his own ship following. 
This was repeated a second time and on withdrawing a fresh force of three enemy destroyers were sighted emerging from the Rombaks 
Fjord which opens into Ofot Fjord above Narvik. This force was immediately engaged and reinforced by two other destroyers from the 
same direction. The fight that ensued was extremely fierce. H.M.S. Hardy was disabled and Captain Warburton-Lee was mortally 
wounded. All of the officers were either killed or wounded and the Paymaster, Lieutenant G. H. Stanning, himself wounded in the foot, 
had to assume the duties of bridge officer and ran H.M.S. Hardy ashore to prevent further loss of life. The loss on H.M.S. Hardy 
amounted to two officers killed, one of whom was Captain Warburton-Lee, and sixteen ratings killed. Three officers and six ratings 
were severely wounded.' 

For his gallantry that day Captain Warburton-Lee was awarded a posthumous Victoria Cross, the first V.C. to be Gazetted in the Second 
Word War. Heal was one of those killed, and he is commemorated on the Plymouth Naval Memorial.

Three: Electrical Artificer L. Mitchelmore, Royal Navy, who was killed 
in action when H.M.S. Ardent was sunk in the Norwegian Sea by the 
German Battlecruisers Scharnhorst and Gneisenau, during Operation 
Alphabet- the evacuation of Norway, on 8 June 1940

Leslie Mitchelmore served during the Second World War in H.M.S. Ardent , and 
was killed in action during Operation Alphabet on 8 June 1940. On 31 May 
1940 Ardent and the destroyers H.M.S. Acasta, Acheron , Highlander , and Diana 
escorted the aircraft carriers Ark Royal and Glorious from the Clyde to the 
Norwegian coast to carry out air operations in support of the evacuation of allied 
forces from Norway in Operation Alphabet. H.M.S. Ardent was detached from 
Ark Royal on 8 June, and joined Acasta in escorting Glorious back to Scapa Flow. 
On the way through the Norwegian Sea the funnel smoke from Glorious and her 
two escorting destroyers was spotted by the German battleships Scharnhorst and 
Gneisenau at about 3:46 p.m. The German ships were not spotted until shortly 
after 4:00 and H.M.S. Ardent was dispatched to investigate. H.M.S. Ardent and 
H.M.S. Acasta laid a protective smokescreen to hide the British ships, and 
engaged the German ships with their 4.7 inch main armament, which proved to 
be ineffective. Despite coming under heavy fire from the much larger guns of the 
Germans, H.M.S. Ardent carried out a torpedo attack. She managed to score a 
single hit, but was struck repeatedly by enemy shells, and eventually capsized 
with the loss of 10 officers and 142 ratings. Acasta and Glorious were also sunk 
in the engagement. Only two of Ardent's crew remained to be picked up by a 
German seaplane, some five days after the sinking. One of the two later died 
from exposure, leaving Able Seaman Roger Cook, who crewed 'X 1 Gun, as 
Ardent's only survivor. 

The whole engagement lasted just short of three hours and cost the lives of 1,519 
officers and crew. Mitchelmore was one of those killed, aged 39, and is 
commemorated on the Plymouth Naval Memorial.

257 Three: Marine F. J. Roberts, Royal Marines, who was killed in action when the aircraft carrier H.M.S. Glorious was 
sunk in the Norwegian Sea by the German Battlecruisers Scharnhorst and Gneisenau, during Operation Alphabet- the 
evacuation of Norway, on 8 June 1940

Francis John Roberts, of Newton Abbot, Devon, served as a Royal Marine in the aircraft carrier H.M.S. Glorious during the Second 
World War, and was killed in action during Operation Alphabet on 8 June 1940. On 31 May 1940 H.M.S. Glorious sailed from the 
Clyde to the Norwegian coast to carry out air operations in support of the evacuation of allied forces from Norway in Operation 
Alphabet. On 8 June she returned to Scapa Flow, escorted by the destroyers H.M.S. Ardent and Acasta. On the way through the 
Norwegian Sea the funnel smoke from Glorious and her two escorting destroyers was spotted by the German battleships Scharnhorst 
and Gneisenau at about 3:46 p.m. The German ships were not spotted until shortly after 4:00 and H.M.S. Ardent was dispatched to 
investigate. H.M.S. Ardent and H.M.S. Acasta laid a protective smokescreen to hide the British ships, and engaged the German ships 
with their 4.7 inch main armament, which proved to be ineffective. Despite coming under heavy fire from the much larger guns of the 
Germans, H.M.S. Ardent carried out a torpedo attack. She managed to score a single hit, but was struck repeatedly by enemy shells, 
and eventually capsized with the loss of 10 officers and 142 ratings. 

H.M.S. Acasta was finally sunk after roughly two hours of fighting; the battle flag of the Gneisenau was lowered to half-mast and her 
crew brought to attention to honour the brave fight of Acasta and her crew. 

Meanwhile, the Scharnhorst switched her fire to H.M.S. Glorious at 4:32 p.m. and scored her first hit six minutes later on her third 
salvo, at an approximate range of 24,000 metres (26,000 yd), when one 11.1 inch shell hit the forward flight deck and burst in the 
upper hangar, starting a large fire. This hit destroyed two Swordfish being prepared for flight and the hole in the flight deck prevented 
any other aircraft from taking off. Splinters penetrated a boiler casing and caused a temporary drop in steam pressure. At 4:58 p.m. a 
second shell hit the homing beacon above the bridge and killed or wounded the captain and most of the personnel stationed there. 
Glorious was hit again in the centre engine room around 5:20 p.m. and this caused her to lose speed and commence a slow circle to 
port. She also developed a list to starboard. The German ships closed to within 15,000 metres (16,000 yd) and continued to fire at her 
until about 5:40 p.m. The whole engagement lasted just short of three hours and cost the lives of 1,519 officers and ratings. Roberts was 
one of those killed, aged 27, and is commemorated on the Plymouth Naval Memorial. 

The disaster and the failure to mount an effective rescue was clearly an embarrassment for the Royal Navy. All ships encountering the 
enemy should routinely broadcast a sighting report, and so the lack of a sighting report from Glorious was eventually raised in the 
House of Commons. It later became known that the heavy cruiser H.M.S. Devonshire had passed within 30 to 50 miles of the battle, 
flying the flag of Vice Admiral John Cunningham, who was carrying out orders to evacuate the Norwegian Royal Family to the U.K. and 
maintain radio silence. Some surviving eyewitnesses from Glorious and Devonshire later testified that the sighting report had been 
correctly sent, and received in Devonshire , but that it had been suppressed by Cunningham, who departed at high speed in accordance 
with his orders.

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Three: Sub-Lieutenant W. A. Lawrence, Royal Naval Reserve, who was 
lost at sea when the Q-Ship H.M.S. Cape Howe was torpedoed by the 
German U-boat U-28 in the Western Approaches, 21 June 1940; the 
96 surviving crew members put to sea in three lifeboats and two floats 
and a raft, but in heavy seas they became separated and only the 
occupants of one boat were ever picked up

Wilfrid Alan Lawrence was born on 6 April 1916, and embarked upon a career 
in the Merchant Navy as an apprentice with the Elder Dempster Line in 1932. He 
earned his Second Mate's ticket in 1936 and his Lirst Mate's ticket in 1938, 
becoming the youngest man at the time to have passed for Mate at the Liverpool 
Nautical College. He joined the Royal Naval Reserve and was commissioned Sub 
Lieutenant on 29 March 1939. He served during the Second World War in the Q- 
Ship H.M.S. Cape Howe. Q-ships, also known as Q-boats, decoy vessels, special 
service ships, or mystery ships, were heavily armed merchant ships with 
concealed weaponry, designed to lure submarines into making surface attacks. 
This gave Q-ships the chance to open fire and sink the attacking U-Boat. 

Lawrence was in H.M.S. Cape Howe when she was torpedoed by U-28 at 07:50 
a.m. on 21 June 1940 in the Western Approaches, approximately 100 miles west 
of the Scilly Isles. The submarine carried out two further attacks and from the 
time of the first hit to the time she sank was approximately five hours later, 
sinking by the bow. 

Lawrence was in charge of the "Panic Party", and during the action one man was killed and another wounded. With the exception of 
the two dead who were left on board all of the crew, some 96 men, got away in three lifeboats, two early floats and a raft in what were 
then fine weather conditions. One of the survivors, Engineer Commander E.W. Relph, states in a letter to Commander Stileman (who 
also lost a son on the ship) dated 23 July 1940: 

'During the night we observed flares from the other boats. We attempted to reply but found that our flares were damp and unusable. At 
dawn we were so far astern that the other boats were out of sight. The weather had been freshening during the night and in the early 
forenoon the sea became really rough. The sea increased in violence and the rope from the raft was carried away again. This time we 
found it impossible to make contact and we had no option but to run before the weather. Conditions continued to get worse and we 
had great difficulty in keeping the boat from being swamped. Your son Daniels and Lawrence were in the other two boats. They were 
quite fit and confident when we abandoned ship. The boats were well equipped with food and water and I consider there is a chance 
that they would have reached the French coast.' 

A note attached to the original letter was sent by Commander Stileman from the office of the Naval Controller, Liverpool to Sub 
Lieutenant Lawrence's father with the comment: 'Pray God they may all be safe.' 

The survivors from only one of the boats were rescued; the occupants of the other boats and rafts were never seen again, and their 
names, including that of Lawrence, are commemorated on the Portsmouth Naval Memorial. 

Sub Lieutenant Lawrence's father was given this last instruction from the Admiralty in their letter dated 15 November 1940: 'It is most 
desirable in the National Interest that the loss of your son's ship should not, as yet, be publicly announced and for this reason my Lords 
request that you will still continue to regard this information as confidential.' 

Sub Lieutenant Lawrence's father was the Cable Manager for the Elder Dempster Line and he continued to maintain contact with 
Commodore Stileman for a number of years both men sharing the loss of their sons who perished together at sea. On 21 June 1995, on 
the 55th anniversary of the action, Sub Lieutenant Lawrence's surviving brother presented Wilfrid's Naval sword to H.M.S. Eaglet 
Reserve Training Centre, Princess Dock, Liverpool.

Robert John Bird served during the Second World War in H.M. Yacht Sappho, requisitioned by the Admiralty in November 1939 for 
use as a guard ship and in Contraband Control. Her crew during the War was a mixture of Royal Navy, Royal Naval Reserve, Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve, and Merchant Navy Auxiliary personnel. She was sunk off Falmouth on 29 September 1940 after hitting a 
German mine, with the loss of 5 officers and 24 crew. Bird was one of those killed, aged 35. He is commemorated on the Liverpool 
Naval Memorial.

1941

Kenneth Bernard Jones served during the Second World War in the shore establishment H.M.S. Vernon, in Portsmouth, which became 
responsible for mine disposal and mine countermeasures. One of their earliest successes of the establishment was the rendering safe 
and the recovery of the first German magnetic mine at Shoeburyness on 23 November 1939. For this deed, various Officers and ratings 
were decorated with gallantry awards by H.M. King George VI at a ceremony on H.M.S. Vernon's parade ground on 19 December 
1939- the first Royal Naval decorations of the Second World War. 

Jones was killed during an air raid on Portsmouth on the night of 11 March 1941, aged 23, when a bomb demolished Dido Building in 
H.M.S Vernon and killed 100 people. He is buried in Haslar Royal Naval Cemetery, Hampshire.

Three: Boy 1st Class R. Rawcliffe, Royal Navy, who was killed in action 
when H.M.S. Gloucester was sunk during the evacuation of Crete, 22 
May 1941

Roy Rawcliffe served during the Second World War, first in H.M.S. Ganges, 
before joining the Town Class Cruiser H.M.S. Gloucester. Nicknamed The 
Fighting G', she saw heavy service in the first year of the Second World War, 
before joining Vice-Admiral Cunningham's Mediterranean Fleet in late 1940. 

In April 1941 H.M.S. Gloucester formed part of a naval force acting against 
German military transports to Crete with some success. On 22 May 1941, while 
in the Kythira Strait about 14 miles north of Crete, she was attacked by German 
"Stuka" dive bombers and sank, having sustained at least four heavy bomb hits 
and three near-misses. According to accounts of the time, the despatch of 
Gloucester, along with the cruiser H.M.S. Fiji, into the danger-zone to support the 
rescue of survivors from the destroyer H.M.S. Greyhound, when both were 
already low on fuel and anti-aircraft ammunition, was a 'grievous error'. Fierce 
air attacks further depleted their ammunition and they were belatedly given 
permission to abandon the rescue efforts and rejoin the main fleet. It was during 
their return that Gloucester was sunk. Fiji was sunk later the same day. On 30 
May 1941, in a letter to the First Sea Lord, Sir Dudley Pound, Admiral 
Cunningham wrote, 'The sending back of Gloucester and Fiji to the Greyhound 
was another grave error and cost us those two ships. They were practically out of 
ammunition but even had they been full up I think they would have gone. The 
Commanding Officer of Fiji told me that the air over Gloucester was black with 
planes.' 

Of the 807 men aboard the Gloucester at the time of her sinking, only 85 
survived. Rawcliffe was one of those killed, and is commemorated on the 
Plymouth Naval Memorial.

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Three: Ordinary Seaman D. M. Taylor, Royal Navy, killed in action when H.M.S. Kelly, under the command of Lord 
Louis Mountbatten, was sunk during the evacuation of Crete, 23 May 1941

Derrick Max Taylor served during the Second World War in H.M.S. Kelly , under the command of Captain Lord Louis Mountbatten. On 
21 May 1941 Kelly was despatched to Crete with H.M.S. Kashmir and Kipling and began patrols north of the island the following day. 
On 23 May, during the evacuation of Crete she was bombed and sunk with half her crew killed. The Dictionary of Disasters at Sea 
gives the following account: The destroyer H.M.S. Kelly , on the night of 22nd May 1941, in company with the destroyer H.M.S. 
Kashmir was bombarding positions on the island of Crete. At daybreak on the 23rd they destroyed two caiques carrying troops and 
ammunition. This action bought the two destroyers the unwelcome attention of German dive bombers and from 05.30 a.m. they were 
repeatedly attacked. The Kashmir was struck amidships by a 1,000-lb bomb and sank immediately. The Kelly was hit soon afterwards 
and sank with great rapidity taking with her 9 officers and 119 ratings'. 

H.M.S. Kelly did succeed in shooting down three of the attacking Stuka's, while a fourth was badly damaged and forced to return to 
base where it crashed. The survivors were deeply affected by the loss of their ship; Mountbatten shared their loss and tried to console 
the ships company by reminding them all that 'we didn't leave the Kelly, she left us!" Taylor was one of those killed, aged 24. He is 
commemorated on the Chatham Naval Memorial.

Three: Engine Room Artificer 4th Class R. Hobbs, Royal Navy, killed in action when H.M.S. Hood, the pride of the 
Royal Navy, was sunk by the German battleship Bismark and the battle cruiser Prinz Eugen in the Denmark Strait, 24 
May 1941; of the Hood's 1,418 crew, only three men survived

Robert Hobbs was born in Guildford, Surrey, on 4 March 1919, and served during the Second World War in H.M.S. Hood. He was 
killed in action during the Battle of the Denmark Strait, when the Hood, together with the battleship H.M.S. Prince of Wales, fought the 
German battleship Bismark and the heavy cruiser Prinz Eugen, both of which were attempting to break out into the North Atlantic to 
destroy Allied merchant shipping. The Hood, the pride of the Royal Navy, opened fire at 5:52 a.m. on 24 May 1941, and having 
received a direct hit from the Bismark at 6:00 a.m. sank beneath the waves within three minutes, after a total combat lifespan of less 
than quarter of an hour. Of the 1,418 Officers and crew on board, only three men, Ordinary Seaman Ted Briggs, Able Seaman Robert 
Tilburn, and Midshipman William Dundas survived. Hobbs was aged 22 at the time of his death. He is commemorated on the 
Portsmouth Naval Memorial. 
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264 Three: Able Seaman G. R. Frewer, Royal Navy, killed in action when H.M.S. Zinnia, as part of an escort group to 
convoy OG-71 from the U.K. to Gibraltar, was torpedoed by the German U-boat U-564 in the Bay of Biscay, 23 
August 1941, events later portrayed in the novel The Cruel Sea

George Reginald Frewer served during the Second World War in the flower class corvette H.M.S. Zinnia. In August 1941 Zinnia was 
assigned as part of an escort group to convoy OG-71, from the U.K. to Gibraltar. Sailing through the Bay of Biscay, the convoy was 
spotted by a Focke Wulfe long range aircraft, which summoned a U-boat wolf pack. Over the next four days from 19-23 August 1941, 
a running battle ensued, and during the various actions the convoy lost 9 merchantmen including the S.S. Aquila and two escorts, the 
Destroyer H.M.S. Bath , and the Corvette H.M.S. Zinnia. The Zinnia was torpedoed by U-564 commanded by Lieutenant-Commander 
Reinhard Suhren at 5:25 a.m. on the 23 August, and blew up immediately; only 17 of her complement of 85 officers and crew 
survived. Frewer was amongst those killed, and is commemorated on the Chatham Naval Memorial. 

The author Nicholas Montsarrat, who was serving in another of the convoy's escorts, claimed that this convoy was his worst experience 
of the war, and he incorporated the events surrounding the sinking of H.M.S. Zinnia into his famous novel The Cruel Sea , later turned 
into a film. 


265 Tour: Leading Stoker W. Buckingham, Royal Navy, killed in action during the First Battle of Sirte when H.M.S. 
Neptune, on convoy duty to Malta, struck four mines in quick succession off the Tripoli coast, 19 December 1941, 
and sank within minutes; of the 764 Officers and crew in Neptune only one man survived

William Buckingham served during the Second World War in the Leander class light cruiser H.M.S. Neptune , as part of Force K 
deployed as convoy support to Malta. On 1 7 December 1941 the supply ship MV Breconshire was being escorted to Malta by Force K 
near the Gulf of Sirte, when the British ships sighted Italian battleships escorting a convoy to Tripoli. After seeing Breconshire safely into 
Malta, Force K sailed again to search for the Tripoli convoy. At 1:0 a.m. on 19 December 1941, whilst approximately 20 miles off the 
Tripoli coast, Neptune hit a mine. She then went full speed astern and struck two more mines, seriously damaging her propellers and 
rudder. The destroyer H.M.S. Kandahar went to assist but in doing so she herself struck a mine. At about 4:00 a.m. Neptune was struck 
by a fourth mine and sank within a few minutes. Only 16 men from a compliment of 764 survived the initial sinking and managed to 
climb aboard a raft; however, all but one man succumbed whilst on the open seas. The Neptune's sole survivor, Able Seaman Norman 
Walton, was picked up by the Italians on Christmas Eve and made a prisoner of war. The loss of H.M.S. Neptune represented the 
greatest single tragedy for both the Mediterranean Fleet and the New Zealand Navy of whom 151 men were part of Neptune's crew. 

Buckingham was amongst those killed, aged 22. He is commemorated on the Plymouth Naval Memorial. 
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Four: Acting Leading Stoker J. A. Jackman, Royal Navy, killed in action 
when H.M. Submarine Olympus struck a mine off Malta, 8 May 1942; 
only 9 of the 98 men on board managed to swim the 7 miles back to 
Malta in the dark, with only the glow of German bombs showing them 
the way

James Alfred Jackman joined the Royal Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class on 22 June 
1931, and was promoted Stoker 1st Class on 6 June 1932. He joined submarines 
on 14 May 1940, and served during the Second World War in H.M. Submarine 
Olympus from 30 January 1941. Promoted temporary Acting Leading Stoker on 
20 May 1941, he was killed in action when Olympus struck a mine and sank off 
Malta on the night of 8 May 1942. Of the 98 crew and passengers on board (the 
passengers being the survivors from the crews of H.M. Submarines Pandora, P 
-36, and P-39 which had been sunk in air raids) most of the men on board 
managed to escape by leaping into the sea, but 89 were killed, the vast majority 
drowning, the only survivors being those that managed to swim the 7 miles back 
to Malta in the dark. Ironically it was the glow caused by German bombs falling 
on Malta (which of course was subject to the blackout) that showed them in 
which direction to swim. In terms of men killed, the loss of Olympus ranks as one 
of the worst Royal Navy wartime submarine losses. Jackman was one of those 
killed, aged 28. He is commemorated on the Portsmouth Naval Memorial.

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267 Three: Able Seaman J. W. Rosewarn, Royal Navy, who was killed when H.M.S. Somali sunk on 24 September 1942, 
having been torpedoed and fatally crippled by the German U-boat U-703 four days previously whilst escorting the 
Murmansk Convoy PQ-18, and then subsequently towed by her sister ship H.M.S. Ashanti 420 miles in an 
unsuccessful bid to bring her to safety

James William Rosewarn served during the Second World War in H.M.S. Somali. On 20 September 1942 she was part of a Royal Navy 
force of seventy ships escorting convoy PQ-18 when they were located by a large U-boat 'Wolf Pack'. Two merchantmen were 
immediately sunk. Then at 7:20 p.m. hours H.M.S. Somali, on the outer screen of the convoy, was hit by a torpedo fired by the German 
U-boat U-703. The ensuing explosion blew her torpedo tubes over the side and cut all of the port side main stringers so that the ship 
was only held together by the upper deck and starboard side as far as the keel. The port engine fell through the bottom of the ship and 
the Engine and Gear rooms filled rapidly with water. Most of her crew were safely transferred to other ships in the convoy, but a 
skeleton crew of 81 officers and ratings remained on board. H.M.S. Ashanti made a brave attempt to take H.M.S. Somali in tow but 
after some 4 days and 420 nautical miles H.M.S. Somali 'folded in half like a hinge with bow and stern climbing skywards. For a 
moment she hung motionlessly then the deck plating snapped and her bulkheads collapsed. Her stern capsized and sank quickly and 
the bow went vertically and steadily'. All 81 still on board, including Rosewarn, perished. He is commemorated on the Portsmouth 
Naval Memorial.

268 Four: Able Seaman R. N. Cain, Royal Navy, killed when H.M.S. Curacao collided with the R.M.S. Queen Mary whilst 
escorting her to the Clyde, 2 October 1942

Reginald Norman Cain was born in 1902 and joined the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in 1917. He served during the Great War in 
home waters in the battleships H.M.S. Impregnable and Koyal Oak, and received a War gratuity. Advanced Able Seaman, he was 
awarded his Long Service and Good Conduct Medal in June 1936, and served in this rate during the Second World War in H.M.S. 
Curacoa. 

In September 1942 Curacoa was deployed with the Western Approaches Command at Belfast, to escort convoys in the N.W. 
Approaches and the Irish Sea. On 2 October 1942 the escort group was tasked to escort R.M.S. Queen Mary on the final stage of a 
trans-Atlantic passage. The famous Cunard liner, built on the Clyde in the 1930s, displaced 81,125 tons and was the greatest and most 
luxurious of the pre-war liners. On her maiden voyage she won the 'Blue Riband' for the fastest Atlantic crossing. On the outbreak of 
war she had become a troopship, carrying an entire division (15,000 men) at a time and often steamed without an escort, relying on her 
great speed for protection. 

On 27 September 1942 Queen Mary left New York bound for the Clyde, carrying about 15,000 U.S. servicemen. By the morning of 2 
October she was some 40 miles north of Tory Island, off the northern coast of Ireland. Just after 7 a.m. the bridge watch sighted 
Curacao, which signalled that she would take up station five miles ahead, while six destroyers assumed flanking positions a few miles 
on either side of the liner. For the next five hours the convoy moved steadily towards Scotland, all hands scanning the clear skies for 
German aircraft. A stiff wind from the north-east was making life difficult for the destroyers racing about in search of U-Boats, but the 
Queen Mary steamed on majestically, untroubled by the choppy seas. 

Though the Cunarder was steering a zig-zag course her great speed allowed her gradually to overtake the slower cruiser, and by two 
o'clock in the afternoon Curacao was only a few hundred yards off the liner's bow. The Queen Mary's officer of the watch was 
increasingly concerned about the Curacao's proximity and ordered the helmsman to turn slightly away. However, at the same time the 
cruiser turned even closer to the liner. Queen Mary's helmsman made a last-ditch attempt to avoid disaster and turned hard-a-port, and 
for a moment it looked as if the manoeuvre might work. However, the liner's massive stem struck the Curacao eleven feet forward of 
her stern at an acute angle, spun the warship round and sliced through her. 

Staff Captain Grattidge, resting in his cabin, felt a jolt that at first he thought was the near miss of a bomb. But when he reached the 
bridge he saw, '150 feet from the bridge on the port side, almost smothered in awesome clouds of black smoke ... the forepart of a 
vessel going down. Running to starboard I could see the after end of the same vessel, trembling to settle beneath the waves.' 

Both sections of the Curacao were on fire and began to sink. The escorting destroyers raced to the scene but were able to rescue only 
101 survivors. Queen Mary herself was under strict orders not to stop for any reason and steamed on. However, her bows had been 
stove in below the water line and she had to reduce speed to 10 knots. She arrived safely at Gourock on the morning of 3 October. 

News of this disaster was blacked out and the loss of Curacao was not publicly announced until 1945, when a formal court of enquiry 
was convened to examine the cause of the accident. After almost four years of protracted litigation which went to the House of Lords it 
was held that Curacao was two thirds responsible for the collision and Queen Mary, one third. 

In total 338 Officers and crew lost their lives when the Curacoa was sunk, including Cain. He is commemorated on the Chatham Naval 
Memorial.

269 Five: Steward R. G. Quigley, Royal Navy, killed in action following Operation Torch- the invasion of North Africa- 
when H.M.S. Avenger was torpedoed by the German U-boat U-155 off the Western Straits of Gibraltar with the loss 
of over 500 Officers and crew on 15 November 1942- the heaviest Naval loss connected with the North African 
landings

the invasion of North Africa. On 14 November 1942 Avenger left Algiers harbour with the convoy MFK 1, heading home for the Clyde. 
At 3:05 a.m. the following morning she was torpedoed off the Western Straits of Gibraltar by the German U-boat U-155 under the 
command of Adolf Piening. Hit on the port side amidships, which in turn ignited her bomb room, her centre was blown away, and her 
bow and stern sections rose in the air. She sank in two minutes, leaving only 12 survivors, with the loss of 67 officers and 438 ratings, 
the heaviest British naval loss connected with the North African landings. 

Quigley was amongst those killed, aged 20. He is commemorated on the Chatham Naval Memorial. 

Medals issued to the recipient's sister, Margaret Weir, nee Quigley. 
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270 Three: Marine S. Wakefield, Royal Marines, killed in action when the S.S. Ceramic, bound for Australia, was 
torpedoed by the German U-boat U-515 in the Atlantic Ocean, 6 December 1942; of the 656 servicemen, nurses, and 
civilians on board there was only one survivor

Sydney Wakefield served as a D.E.M.S. Gunner with the Royal Marines during the Second World War, and was killed in action when 
the S.S. Ceramic, an 18,400-ton ocean liner bound for Australia, was torpedoed by the German U-boat U-515 under the command of 
Werner Henke in the Atlantic Ocean, west of the Azores, on 6 December 1942. The Ceramic had on board 196 naval and military 
personnel, nurses of the Queen Alexandra's Imperial Military Nursing Service, and 152 fare paying passengers, including 12 children. 
Without warning she was hit by three torpedoes fired from U-515. Crippled but still afloat, she launched eight lifeboats, all full. About 
three hours later, U-515 fired two more torpedoes, which broke the ship's back and sank her immediately. Sea conditions had become 
very stormy, and the lifeboats began to capsize. Despite the storm, which was severe enough to be a hazard to the U-boat, Henke 
returned to the location of the sinking to look for the captain, in the hopes of finding out the Ceramic's intended destination. However, 
Henke only stayed long enough to pull one survivor from the water, Sapper Eric Munday, Royal Engineers. Eventually sent to Stalag 
Vlll-B in Upper Silesia, it was not until he was liberated at the end of the War that details regarding the loss of the Ceramic were known 
by the Admiralty. 

Wakefield, aged 20, was one of 14 D.E.M.S. Gunners aboard the Ceramic, returning with his colleagues to the Tana Naval Base in 
Mombasa, and was one of a total of 655 men, women, and children who were killed in the sinking. He is commemorated on the 
Plymouth Naval Memorial. 


271 Three: Petty Officer Cook J. A. Gates, Royal Navy, killed in action when the Special Service Vessel H.M.S. Fidelity was 
torpedoed by the German U-boat U-435 in the mid Atlantic on 30 December 1942

James Alfred Gates served during the Great War in H.M.S. Fidelity. Formerly the French steamship La Rhone built in 1920, she was 
also operated by the French Colonial Intelligence Service as an armed merchantman. At the fall of France in 1940 she escaped from 
Marseilles and was taken over by the Admiralty in Gibraltar. After a series of special operations, she returned to the U.K. for an 
extensive refit and was renamed H.M.S. Fidelity. Completely overhauled and armed with two four inch main guns; four torpedo tubes, 
two Kingfisher seaplanes, two landing craft ( LCV's 752 and 754 ) and a motor torpedo boat ( MTB 105), she was to operate as a 
Disguised Merchant ship or S.S.V. (Special Service Vessel), with a crew of 280, and in addition carried 51 Royal Marines and 4 other 
personnel. 

In December 1942 H.M.S. Fidelity was sailing as part of convoy ONS 154 from Liverpool to Halifax. The convoy of 50 merchantmen 
and escorts had been sighted by enemy U-boats on 26 December and had fought a running battle losing several ships. The main attack 
came on the evening of 28 December, and during these attacks Fidelity escaped torpedoes launched by U-225 and U-615, by lowering 
her torpedo nets and launching a Kingfisher which unfortunately crashed into the sea. The following morning, 29 December, Fidelity 
was stopped 30 miles astern of the convoy with engine problems. She restarted her main engines at 5:00 a.m. and declined the offer to 
dispatch a tug from Gibraltar. Speed was limited to two knots while streaming anti-torpedo nets when she was observed by S.S. Meteor 
and S.S. Milne at 5:30 a.m. U-615 found Fidelity while her main engines were again stopped for repairs between 10:15 and 11:00 a.m. 
U-615 identified H.M.S. Fidelity as a Disguised Merchant Ship and shadowed her cautiously. A reconnaissance flight by Fidelity's 
remaining Kingfisher observed two shadowing submarines and two of S.S. Empire Shackleton's lifeboats. Fidelity immediately launched 
LCV-752 and LCV-754 to tow-in the lifeboats. She then recovered the Kingfisher and the two-landing craft with S.S. Empire Shackleton's 
survivors that afternoon and launched MTB-105 to conduct anti-submarine patrols through the night. U-615 launched four torpedoes at 
Fidelity at about 8:00 p.m., but the anti-torpedo net protected the ship from damage. MTB-105 however experienced engine problems 
and lost contact with Fidelity during the night. The following afternoon, at 4:30 p.m. on 30 December 1942, Fidelity was torpedoed by 
U-435, under the command of Siegfried Strelow, approximately 250 miles north-north-west of the Azores. In total it took five torpedoes 
to finally sink her and she exploded with such force that the German U-boat commander Strelow, suspecting some sort of anti¬ 
submarine trap, crash dived immediately. The casualties numbered 325 men, some of which were crew from the Empire Shackleton. 

Gates was amongst those killed, and is commemorated on the Portsmouth Naval Memorial. 


272 Three: Engine Room Artificer 4th Class E. G. Hunt, Royal Navy, who was killed in action in the Mediterranean during 
Operation Principle- the underwater chariot attack on the Italian Fleet- when H.M. Submarine P311 hit a mine, 2 
January 1943

Edmund George Hunt served during the Second World War in H.M. Submarine P311 , a T Class submarine, and the only ship of her 
class never to be given a name. She was to have been christened H.M.S. Tutankhamen but was lost before this could be formally done. 
She was one of only two T Class submarines that were fitted with an Oerlikon 20 mm anti-aircraft gun, and in addition to this and prior 
to her departure from Scotland in November 1942 she was fitted with two deck mounted water tight containers which housed human 
chariots. On 28 December 1942 she left her base in Malta to take part in Operation Principle, the planned chariot attack on the Italian 
fleet anchored at La Maddalena. She sent her last signal on 31 December 1942, and was never heard from again. The general theory 
was that she had hit a mine on her approach to the anchorage, scheduled for 2 January 1943. Subsequently it was thought that the 
watertight containers may have affected her manoeuvrability and increased her surface profile. The complete crew, including Hunt, 
and ten charioteers were lost. Hunt was aged 28 at the time of his death, and is commemorated on the Chatham Naval Memorial. The 
date of his death given on the C.W.G.C. Roll, 8 January, was the date of P31 Vs scheduled return, and the date on which she was 
officially reported as overdue. 

In 2016, 76 years after her loss, the wreck of P311 was discovered by divers on the sea bed off of the Northeastern corner of Sardinia. 
The wreck is at 260 feet and was recognised through her deck mounted Oerlikon gun. The divers reported that the bow had been 
damaged by an explosion but that the hull was intact; this suggests that some of her crew and the charioteers may have still been alive 
on the sea bed. 

Medals issued to the recipient's widow, Gertrude Violet Maud Hunt, who had subsequently remarried. 
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273 Four: Able Seaman W. J. Cracknell, Royal Navy, who was killed in action during Operation Accolade - the British 
Occupation of the Dodecanese Islands, when H.M.S. Dulverton was bombed and sunk by German aircraft from Kos, 
13 November 1943

William John Cracknell served during the Second World War in the destroyer H.M.S. Dulverton, and took part in Operation Accolade, 
the British Occupation of the Dodecanese Islands. Improvise and Dare, by J. S. Guarel, gives the following account: 'German landing 
began at Leros on 12 November 1943, with the British Garrison on Leros coming under sustained and heavy attack. Royal Navy patrols 
searched the area looking for an invasion convoy aided by Wellingtons of the Royal Air Force. By the end of the day one hundred and 
thirty five Stuka raids had been made on the garrison, and allied moral began to sag. On the morning of 13 November attempts were 
made to carry out a shore bombardment by Hunt Class destroyers H.M.S. Echo, Belvoir, and Dulverton. During this action Dulverton 
was hit by a glider bomb, which resulted in her bows being blown off. Echo and Belvoir rescued 120 men, before Dulverton finally 
sank. The garrison at Leros finally surrendered at 5:30 p.m. on 16 November. 

Three Officers and 75 crew were killed in the sinking of H.M.S. Dulverton, including Cracknell, aged 35. He is commemorated on the 
Plymouth Naval Memorial. 

Medals issued to the recipient's sister. 


274 Ehree: Apprentice P. K. Green, Merchant Navy, who was killed in action when the cargo ship S.S. Testbank, while 
under air attack from German Ju88 bombers as it discharged its cargo in Bari Harbour, Italy, was engulfed and sunk 
by the explosion of the John Harvey , a Liberty Ship carrying a top-secret cargo of Mustard Gas, 2 December 1943

Peter Kenyon Green served during the Second World War in the Merchant Navy, and was killed in action when the Glasgow cargo 
ship the S.S. Testbank was sunk in Bari Harbour, Italy, on 2 December 1943. On this date Testbank was alongside the Mole at the port 
of Bari, off loading war materials with some other 30 ships after the Anzio landings. The offloading was covered by the port search 
lights and so was very visible. The port was attacked by a bomber force of 100 Ju88's who caused significant damage to the dock and 
sank a considerable amount of shipping. Testbank was docked alongside the John Elarvey, a large U.S. Liberty ship. When the John 
Harvey was hit she began to burn fiercely and subsequently blew up with tremendous force taking the Testbank with her. The John 
Harvey was carrying a top-secret cargo of Mustard Gas bombs which caused significant loss of life and was covered up by the Allies, 
with the full extent of her cargo not revealed until 1975. 

70 members of Testbank's crew were killed in the explosion, including Green, aged just 16. He is commemorated on the Tower Hill 
Memorial, London. 


275 Five: Petty Officer E. R. Ford, Royal Navy, who was killed in action when H.M.S. Lapwing, as part of Murmansk 
Convoy JW-65, was torpedoed by the German U-boat U-968 off Kola Inlet in the Barents Sea, 20 March 1945

Edward Robert Ford was born in Lambeth, London, on 25 July 1900, and joined the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on 1 February 
1916. He served during the Great War in H.M.S. King Alfred, and was advanced Ordinary Seaman on 25 January 1918; Able Seaman 
on 1 November 1918; and Leading Seaman on 2 September 1921. Post War he served in a variety of vessels and shore establishments 
and on 3 January 1927 was advanced to Petty Officer whereupon he joined the battleship H.M.S. Rodney. 

He remained a Petty Officer during the Second World War, and at the time of his death was serving in H.M.S. Lapwing. In March 1945 
Lapwing was assigned as part of a 22-ship escort group to the 26-ship convoy JW-65, sailing from the Clyde to Murmansk. On the 
afternoon of 20 March 1945, whilst off Kola Inlet in the Barents Sea, the convoy was attacked by the German U-boat U-968, 
commanded by Otto Westphelen. H.M.S. Lapwing was hit amidships at 1:25 p.m. and sank 20 minutes later. Only 61 crew members 
survived, with 158 Officers and crew going down with the ship. Ford was one of those killed, aged 44. He is commemorated on the 
Plymouth Naval Memorial. 


276 Pair: Bombardier A. F. Thomas, Royal Artillery, who drowned at Lens, France, on 13 October 1939

Arthur Francis Thomas served with the 30th Field Regiment Royal Artillery during the Second World War, as part of the 4th Infantry 
Division under the command of Major-General D. G. Johnson. The Division landed in France on 1 October 1939, and Thomas was 
accidentally drowned in Lens Canal on 13 October 1939, aged 23. He is buried in Lens Eastern Communal Cemetery, France. He is 
also commemorated on the memorial in Peter Tavy Churchyard, Devon. 


277 Three: Driver E. Bradshaw, Royal Army Service Corps, killed in action at Dunkirk, 20 May 1940

Eric Bradshaw served with the 49th General Transport Company, Royal Army Service Corps during the Second World War, and was 
killed in action at Dunkirk on 20 May 1940, aged 42, his death certificate reading 'presumed died battle casualty France/Belgium 
campaign'. He has no known grave and is commemorated on the Dunkirk Memorial, France. 
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278 Pair: Fusilier C. H. Coppins, Royal Fusiliers, who died of wounds during the Dunkirk Retreat, May 1940

Charles Flerbert Coppins served with the 2nd Battalion, Royal Fusiliers during the Second World War, and died of wounds sometime 
between 16 May and 3 June 1940, aged 21, during the Battalion's rearguard action back to Dunkirk. He is buried in Oostduinkerke 
Communal Cemetery, Belgium. As James Holland recounts in his book, The Battle of Britain , 'The Eastern sector of the defence 
perimeter was suffering badly under the onslaught of the German 18th Army. The 2nd Battalion began to suffer heavily under this 
sustained attack. Their depleted number armed with rifles, a few Bren guns, and way too little ammunition could only hold on for so 
long against massively superior fire and man power. Their remaining carriers had now been pressed into service as ambulances to carry 
the wounded back to the Regimental Aid Post. Casualties were now critical so Major Lotinga ordered them to fall back another 800 
yards. By 31 st May it was clear that the Eastern defence perimeter was collapsing. The Battalion HQ was now little more than a ditch in 
the village and about 9 p.m. orders were received that they were to pull back and embark from La Panne beach about ten miles up 
from the main Dunkirk evacuation beach. Out of 800 men who had marched into Belgium two weeks earlier a little under 150 
remained. The fighting had died down as the Germans never liked attacking much at night. Gathering their remaining carriers they 
collected themselves together and under cover of dusk headed on down the road to La Penne now largely empty but pitted with shell 
craters and lined with houses and buildings mostly reduce to rubble'. 



Four: Gunner P. H. Whitehead, Royal Artillery, killed in action on the Cherbourg peninsula, 17 June 1940

Percy Floper Whitehead, of Dymchurch, Kent, served with the 71st Field Regiment, Royal Artillery in France during the Second World 
War, and was part of the small group of British, French, and North African troops who held back the rapidly advancing German Army 
in 1940 long enough to enable some 30,000 allied soldiers to withdraw from Cherbourg back to England. He was killed in action on 
17 June 1940, when the lorry he was in ran over a mine at Denneville, Normandy, killing eight of the nine occupants. He is buried in 
Denneville Churchyard, France, and is also commemorated on a Memorial at Denneville recording the incident (which gives the date 
of 18 June 1940). 


280 Three: Private W. A. Shears, Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire Regiment, killed in action at the Battle of Metemma, 
Eritrea, 6 November 1940

William Alexander Shears served with the 1st Battalion Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire Regiment during the Second World War, and 
was killed in action at the Battle of Metemma, in Eritrea, on 6 November 1940, aged 20. He is buried in Keren War Cemetery, Eritrea. 

Shears is the only 1st Battalion Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire casualty fighting at Gallabat between 6 and 12 November 1940. There 
were 16 1st Battalion Essex Regiment casualties, and it is probable therefore that Shears was serving with his sister Regiment. An Italian 
column from Gadabi occupied Metemma on 12 April 1936. After War was declared between Britain and Italy, the Italians crossed the 
border and occupied Gallabat. The British recaptured the town on 6 November 1940, with the intent of then capturing Metemma; 
however, the attack on Metemma, under the command of Brigadier (later Field Marshal) W. J. Slim later that day failed and the British 
were forced to evacuate Gallabat again. They finally captured Metemma on 19 January 1941. Total British and Indian casualties 
amounted to 42 killed and 125 wounded. 
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281 Three: Private J. Adams, Royal Highlanders, attached 'C' Battalion, 'Layforce' (No. 11 Scottish Commando), killed in 
action on the Litani River Raid, 9 June 1941

Jack Adams served with the Royal Highlanders (Black Watch) during the Second World War, before being attached to 'C' Battalion, 
'Layforce' (No. 11 Scottish Commando). He was killed in action on the Litani River Raid, 9 June 1941, aged 22, and is buried in Sidon 
War Cemetery, Lebanon. The purpose of the Litani River Raid was to capture a key bridge from the Vichy forces in an effort to stop 
them blowing it up in the face of the advancing Australians. The original objective assigned to C Battalion 'Layforce' (No. 11 Scottish 
Commando) was to land on two beaches to the north of the Litani River and one the south and seize and hold the Qasmiye Bridge over 
the Litani until relieved by the 21st Australian Infantry Brigade. The Battalion acquitted itself well, achieving all of the objectives in a 
revised plan but at the cost of very high casualties, with 5 Officers and 40 other ranks killed and 84 men wounded. 

I. McHarg, in his book Litani River , gives the following account of Adams' death: 'As they reached the barracks Y party were pinned 
down by machine gun fire from about 80 yards in an easterly direction to their front and from mortar fire from a point about 300 yards 
to the north on their left. A short while later Captain Farmiloe commanded a party whose actions put the mortars out of use causing the 
enemy to desert their machine gun posts. At about 07:00 hours, with the barracks in the hand of the commandos, Dick Pedder ordered 
Private Adams to enter the barracks and return the French Flag that had been flying there but unfortunately 22 year old Private Jack 
Adams was killed in action later that day.'

282 Four: Private L. A. T. Rimell, killed in action during the fall of Hong Kong, 24 December 1941

no known grave, and is commemorated on the Sai Wan Memorial, Hong Kong. 


283 Three: Private R. Head, Yorkshire Regiment, killed in action at Mersa Matruh, 29 June 1942

Richard Head served with the 7th Battalion, Green Howards (Yorkshire Regiment) during the Second World War, and was killed in 
action during the fierce fighting during the retreat and defensive action at Mersa Matruh, North Africa, on 29 June 1942, aged 25. On 
this date Rommel started a drive from Mersa Matruh towards El Alamein. Many of the soldiers were worn down by two years of 
constant strain and combat and in the months running up to this point fierce fighting had taken place. The 50th Division as a whole (of 
which the 7th Green Howards were part) suffered over 9,000 casualties in the two months' fighting. Head is buried in El Alamein War 
Cemetery, Egypt. 


284 Four: Private H. N. Morris, Royal Regiment of Canada, killed in action during Operation Jubilee, the Dieppe Raid, 19 
August 1942

Henry Noel Morris was born in Winnipeg, Canada, on 7 April 1913, and attested for the Canadian Active Service Force at Toronto on 
16 September 1939. He served with the Royal Regiment of Canada during the Second World War, and was killed in action during 
Operation Jubilee, the ill-fated Dieppe raid, on 19 August 1942. As Ronald Atkin, in his book Dieppe 1942, wrote, 'The Canadians who 
had been itching to get into action for two years were flung into battle ill prepared and inadequately armed, reduced to overcoming 
concrete and barbed wire with little more than sheer courage. Of the 5,000 men who took part almost 3,500 were killed, captured, or 
wounded, and many of those who returned were never actually landed on French soil. Casualties in some Canadian sections were 
higher than ninety percent. On that one August morning the Canadians alone suffered 906 men killed, and lost more as prisoners than 
in the whole 20 months of the Italian campaign. Not since the Somme in 1916 had a Canadian military formation suffered such 
shattering losses.' 

Morris had married five months previously on 31 March 1942, and was killed leaving behind a 29 year old widow. He is buried in 
Dieppe Canadian War Cemetery, France. 


285 Three: Private S. Sanders, The Queen's Royal Regiment, killed in action at El Alamein, 24 October 1942

The Battalion suffered heavily in their battle, with 
11 Officers, including their Commanding Officer, and 179 other ranks killed, wounded, or missing in heavy fighting against the 
German Foglore and 22nd Parachute Brigades. Saunders is buried in El Alamein War Cemetery, Egypt; he is also commemorated on 
the WW2 AJEX (The Association of Jewish Ex-Servicemen and Women) Roll. 


286 Three: Private G. E. J. Langer, East Surrey Regiment, killed in action at Medjez-el-Bab, 27 December 1942

The Battalion had arrived in North Africa with 35 Officers and 
758 other ranks; at the time of Langer's death they were down to 23 Officers and 320 other ranks, holding their position some 25 miles 
from Tunis. He is buried in Medjez-el-Bab War Cemetery, Tunisia. 
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287 Three: Private A. W. Clapham, Royal Berkshire Regiment, who died of wounds in Burma during Operation Loincloth, 
the first Chindit Operation, on 14 April 1943

the War. On 13 February 1943 a force of some 3,000 men under the command of General Orde Wingate crossed the Chidwin River 
into Burma; by the end of April, when the last of the Force had re-crossed the River back into India, over 800 men had been lost, and of 
the nearly 2,200 who returned only 600 were found to be fit for duty. Clapham is buried in Taukkyan War Cemetery, Burma. 


288 Four: Signalman W. D. Jones, Royal Corps of Signals, who was taken Prisoner-of-War at the fall of Singapore, 15 
February 1942, and died in captivity on 10 October 1943

Camp on the Burma-Siam Railway. He died on 10 October 1943, and is buried in Kanchanaburi War Cemetery, Thailand. 


289 Three: Company Quartermaster Sergeant S. E. Bywater, Nottinghamshire and Derbyshire Regiment, killed in action at 
Monte Cassino, 21 January 1944

Word War, and was killed in action on Monastery Hill at Monte Cassino on 21 January 1944. He is buried in Cassino War Cemetery, 
Italy. 


290 Four: Corporal T. J. M. Bell, 5th (Scottish) Battalion, Parachute Regiment, Army Air Corps, killed in action at the 
Sangro River, 23 January 1944

Thomas John Murray Bell served with the 5th (Scottish) Battalion, Parachute Regiment, Army Air Corps during the Second World War, 
and was killed in action at the Sangro River, Italy, on 23 January 1944, aged 20. Between November 1943 and March 1944 the 5th 
were in the Adriatic Sector where they carried out aggressive patrolling and suffered numerous casualties during the bitter Winter 
campaign, especially in the battle along the Sangro River, where they were involved in almost daily fighting in the long muddy battle. 
The river at the time of Bell's death was in flood, and was described as being 'the size of the Thames at Hammersmith'. He is buried in 
the Sangro River War Cemetery, Italy.

291 Four: Private J. B. H. S. Scott, Royal Scots, killed in action at Kohima, 28 May 1944

James Blair Hay Smith Scott served with the 1st Battalion, Royal Scots, during the Second World War, and was killed in action at the 
Battle of Kohima on 28 May 1944, aged 25. He is buried in Kohima War Cemetery, Burma. 


292 Three: Trooper N. Whittaker, 13th/18th Royal Hussars, killed in action on Sword Beach on D-Day, 6 June 1944

Norman Whittaker served with the 13th/18th Royal Hussars during the Second World War, and was killed in action on D-Day, 6 June 
1944, aged 21. 'A and B Squadrons of the 13th/18th Hussars were equipped with Duplex Drive (Amphibious) Tanks when they 
assaulted Sword Beach in their allotted section known as "Queen Beach" shortly after 07:00 hours on the morning of D-Day. They 
were unique that day in that they were the only Duplex Drive Squadron to be successfully launched and "swim" ashore according to 
plan and practically intact. They launched on the codeword "Floater". In all 31 DD tanks reached the beach during the invasion. Their 
principal role was to support the assault of the 8th Infantry Brigade, which was to land seven minutes before them, on what was the 
extreme left of the British assault front. This front stretched from Ouistreham to Luc-sur-Mer. In fact they were fifteen minutes late in 
arriving due to sea conditions and strong currents. When they reached the beach their first orders were to remain at the water's edge 
"sat hull down in the water, shooting at everything that caught their eye". 

It was later estimated that the tanks knocked out three or four 75mm guns, four or five 50mm guns, and numerous 20m guns. Aimed 
fire from the Germans, other than sporadic sniper fire from the houses in Hermanville-sur-Mer was reported to have stopped twenty 
minutes after the tanks landed. Shortly after C Squadron and RHQ landed to move on their own objectives.' 

Regimental casualties for D-Day amounted to 12 killed and 12 wounded. Whittaker is buried in Hermanville War Cemetery, France. 
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293 Three: Private L. J. Hooper, 12th (Airborne) Battalion, Devonshire Regiment, who landed in France as a glider pilot in 
Operation Mallard on D-Day, 6 June 1944, and was killed in action at Breville, Normandy, on 12 June 1944

addressed to 'Mrs. L. Hooper, 32 St. Peters Square, The Moors, Cheltenham', extremely fine (3) £240-280 


Leslie James Hooper served with the 12th (Airborne) Battalion, Devonshire Regiment during the Second World War and took part in 
Operation Mallard, the airborne drop on the Orne River on D-Day, 6 June 1944. Writing home to his parents two days after 
parachuting out of a glider, he wrote: 'As you will see, I am now in France, helping to put Jerry where he belongs.' On 12 June Hooper 
took part in the attack on Breville, 'the only remaining German stronghold on the long ridge between Cabourg, on the Normandy coast, 
to Troarn. This important position overlooked the whole Eastern flank of the Allied bridgehead. Two attacks by the Black Watch from 
the East on Breville on 12th June failed. General Gale, commanding 6 British Airborne Division, was therefore ordered to take the 
village before dawn, 13th June, for which he was given the 51st Highland Division artillery and a squadron of tanks. All General Gale 
had was a very weak 12 Parachute Battalion; therefore 12 Devons supplied a Company Group ("D") to supplement the Paras. Both "D" 
Company Commander and the Commanding Officer of 12 Para Bn. were killed on the start line by enemy defensive fire; Brigadier 
Kindersley (6 Airlanding Brigade) and Brigadier Lord Lovat (Commando) were badly wounded, as was the Second-in-Command "D" 
Company (Captain Pengelly), and Lieutenant Taylor and Sgt. H. Walters killed. All this occurred before orders could be got down to the 
platoons. However, the attack which went in was completely successful with, we considered few casualties. But during the 
redeployment for the assault, in the dark a number of 12 Devon soldiers were killed. Once in Breville a muster of troops revealed that 
Private Hooper was missing; subsequently, in daylight, it was confirmed that he had been killed in action somewhere between the 
villages of Amfreville and Breville.' (A letter from the 12 Devons Journal refers). Aged just 19 when he was killed, Hooper is buried in 
the Ranville Airborne Cemetery, France.

294 Three: Private A. V. Pettican, Cambridgeshire Regiment, who was taken Prisoner-of-War at the fall of Singapore, 15 
February 1942, spent two years as part of the Burma-Siam Railway labour force, and died in captivity aboard the 
Japanese 'Hell Ship' Toyofuku Maru on or before 21 September 1944 when the ship was sunk by American dive- 
bombers with the loss of 1,047 Allied prisoners of war

Albert Victor Pettican served with the 1st Battalion, Cambridgeshire Regiment during the Second World War, and was taken Prisoner 
of War following the fall of Singapore on 15 February 1942. On 4 July 1944, after two years as part of the Burma-Siam Railway labour 
force, he was embarked at Singapore on the Toyofuku Maru, bound for Korea via Manila, as part of a five prisoner ship convoy. 
Conditions on board were truly terrible, earning the prisoner ships the sobriquet of 'Hell Ships'. The ship docked at Manila for repairs 
for five weeks in August and early September, leaving Manila on 20 September escorted by two destroyers of the Imperial Japanese 
Navy. At 10:30 a.m. on 21 September the convoy was attacked by dive bombers of the United States Navy. All five transport ships 
were sunk, the Toyofuku Maru being hit by three torpedoes and sinking in 3 minutes. Approximately 1,047 Allied prisoners of war 
went down with the ship. 

It is not known whether Pettican was killed when the Toyofuku Maru was sunk, or whether he was one of over 100 prisoners on the 
ship that, according to the testimony of the survivors, died of malnutrition or disease between embarkation at Singapore and the point 
when the convoy was attacked. Aged 29 at the time of his death, he is commemorated on the Singapore Memorial.

295 Three: Private D. Murdoch, 7th (Airborne) Battalion, King's Own Scottish Borderers, killed in action during the 
defence of the 'White House' at the Battle of Arnhem, 21 September 1944

David Murdoch served with the 7th (Airborne) Battalion, King's Own Scottish Borderers during the Second World War. On Sunday 17 
September 1944, as glider-borne troops, they flew into Arnhem as part of 1st Airborne Division in order to capture and hold the bridges 
over the River Rhine as part of Operation Market Garden : 'K.O.S.B. landed on 17 September 1944 at just after 13:00 hours and were 
called to their RV by company piper Corporal Willie Ford playing "Blue Bonnets Over the Border" continuously for over twenty 
minutes while the Battalion regrouped. After a pitched battle at Johannahoeve Farm the Battalion, now numbering some 270, 
eventually fell back to the North East shoulder of the Oosterbeek Perimeter. Here over 19-20 September the remainder of the Battalion 
made its stand at a hotel called Dreyerod which would become known to its defenders as the "White House". On 21 September after 
three days of continuous fighting the Germans made a determined and ruthless effort to crush the defenders of the White House. At 
16:30 hours tanks and troops penetrated deep into the hotel grounds. In the bloody hand to hand fighting that followed the remaining 
K.O.S.B. made a bayonet charge that retook much of the hotel grounds. However, this small success came at the loss of over half the 
men who had taken up the original defence.' 

Murdoch was one of those killed on 21 September, aged just 19. He is buried in Arnhem Oosterbeek War Cemetery, Holland. 
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296 Four: Lieutenant A. D. Clarkson, Parachute Regiment, late Reconnaisance Corps, who served as the 1st Battalion's 
Liaison Officer during Operation Market Garden , and was killed in action at the Battle of Arnhem, 22 September 1944

Alastair Duncan Clarkson was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Reconnaissance Corps on 28 November 1942, and was 
promoted Lieutenant on 28 May 1943. He transferred to the Army Air Corps on 25 July 1943, and was appointed Liaison Officer of the 
1st Battalion, Parachute Regiment. They dropped into the Arnhem zone on 17 September at 14:08 hours, some six minutes behind 
schedule. Initially the Battalion augmented the 3rd Battalion and were eventually despatched to follow the Reconnaissance Squadron 
on the Northern Router. They were ordered to take the ground that it was believed the German reinforcements would come. The 1st 
became bogged down in heavy and confusing fighting and it became impossible for them to take their objective. They were called 
upon to relieve Lieutenant-Colonel Frost's command at the Arnhem Bridge. Throughout 1 8 September the Battalion was engaged in the 
struggle to relieve the troops at Arnhem Bridge. On 19 September the Battalion received a false message that Frost's position had fallen 
and Lieutenant-Colonel Dobie issued orders to try to reach the Bridge by dawn saying "we must help Johnnie Frost". The British were 
then attacked by five German battle Groups who were all from 9th Panzer Division and all assigned to defend the bridge approaches. 
The weight of fire that tore into the Battalion was immense and over this period the Battalion was effectively destroyed. By 07:30 hours 
of the 140 men who had joined the attack nine were dead and most of the rest captured, with only a handful making it back to the 
shortened Oosterbeek Perimeter. This small remnant became part of Lonsdale Force which was pounded into submission over the next 
two days by General Bittrich's armoured Divisions. 

Clarkson was killed in action on 22 September 1944, aged 22. He is buried in Arnhem Oosterbeek War Cemetery, Holland.

Five: Lance-Sergeant A. Owen, 1st (Airborne) Battalion, Border 
Regiment, killed in action at Arnhem, 24 September 1944

Archibald Owen, a Liverpudlian, served in the Indian Army prior to the Second 
World War. He had been working as a tram conductor in Coventry when the 
War began, but returned with his family to Liverpool when their home was 
destroyed during the first big air raid on the city. Once back in Liverpool his new 
house was similarly lost to bombing, necessitating a further mover to Seacombe. 
Recalled to the Colours, he served in North Africa and Italy, and in north-west 
Europe post D-Day. At Arnhem, Owen was nominally a member of the 1st 
Border Regiment attached to the 1st Air landing Headquarters as a member of 
their defence platoon, and he was killed in action on 24 September 1944, a week 

after landing. The following letter was written by Major Bryor Blake, the Brigade 

Major, to Lance Sergeant Owen's widow: 1 am writing as your husband's 
Commanding Officer to offer you my deepest sympathy and to tell you of the 
circumstances under which he was hit. It occurred just before the evacuation 
when the Headquarters was being attacked by three tanks which penetrated to 
within 100 yards of our escape route. Your husband gallantly seized a Piat and 
with two other men went out to stop them. He succeeded in turning them aside 
but in the ensuing action was badly hit. I have closely questioned some men who 
were in the vicinity and am unable to offer you any hope that he is still alive. 

Darkness fell almost immediately and the evacuation took place then, so I was unable to satisfy myself personally on this matter. You 
will, however, be informed through official sources of the true state of affairs as soon as they can find anything out. Please write to me 
and let me know if there is anything I can do for you. Your husband will be missed here as nowhere else for his cheerfulness, gallantry 

and example. It was only thanks to men such as him that so many got away'. 

Owen was 35 at the time of his death, and is buried in Arnhem Oosterbeek War Cemetery, Holland.

298 Five: Lieutenant G. St. A. Vivian, Royal Engineers, attached Bengal Sappers and Miners, who distinguished himself at 
the Battle of Ortana, 5-13 December 1943, and was killed in action at Orsara, Italy, 25 October 1944 

1939-45 Star; Africa Star, 1 clasp, 8th Army; Italy Star; Defence and War Medals 1939-45, with named Army Council 
enclosure, in card box of issue, addressed to 'Dr. C. St. A. Vivian, "The Glen", Plantation Road, Leighton Buzzard,

Graham St. Aubyn Vivian was born in 1922, the son of Dr. Charles St. Aybyn Vivian and his wife Mary Elizabeth Vivian, and was 
educated at Epsom College, where he was a Prefect and a member of the 1st XV. He was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 
Royal Engineers in 1940, and was subsequently attached to the 69th Field Company, King George V's Own Bengal Sappers and 
Miners. He was present at the battle of Ortona, 5-13 December 1943. Here the enemy had been ordered to "fight for every last house 
and tree". Terry Copp, in his book The Battle of Ortona, gives the following account: 'The actual terrain over which the battle was 
fought is the most important primary source of information available to historians, in the grey winter, when rains turn rivers into racing 
torrents and the ground into thick clinging mud... the next day (9 December) was the hardest of the campaign as the enemy repeated 
counter attacks all across the front. The Indian troops attacking 1,000 yards to the East ran into the same demonic fury. They carved out 
a small bridgehead and fended off countless enemy as engineers from 69th Company Bengal Sappers built the "Impossible Bridge" 
(across the Moro River). When it proved impossible to assemble the Bailey bridge from the South side the sappers manhandled their 
equipment to the North bank and built the bridge backwards!' 

The Battle of Ortana was the culmination of the fighting on the Adriatic front in the Italian campaign during 'Bloody December', and 
the battle was dubbed 'Little Stalingrad' for the deadliness of its close-quarters combat. Vivian was killed ten months later, on 25 
October 1944 during two days heavy fighting for Orsara, and is buried in Faenza War Cemetery, Italy. 
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299 Four: Private H. R. Sykes, Worcestershire Regiment, killed in action during the re-conquest of Burma, 18 December 
1944

Harry Randall Sykes served with the 2nd Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, during the Second World War and was killed in action 
during the re-conquest of Burma during the night of 18-19 December 1944. The Regimental history gives the following account: 
'Accordingly, the Battalion received orders on the evening of the 18th to move off that night and occupy Nankan; some 12 miles ahead 
down quite a good road, on the 19th, if possible before first light. Unfortunately, these orders were not received until shortly before 
dark and little time was left for planning and issuing the necessary orders. The schedule time for starting was 23:00 hours but getting 
mules and ammunition issued out to Companies in the pitch dark and dense jungle was extremely difficult and it was not until about 
midnight that the column finally moved off, with "A" Company in the lead, followed by Battalion HQ and the Defence Platoon with 
"C" Company behind them. The other two companies were in rear. All Administration stores and unnecessary personnel had, of 
course, been left behind at Shwedaung. The Commanding Officer's plan was to move down side tracks to the East of the road so as to 
avoid being spotted, if possible. But the tracks turned out to be very bad, the night march was extremely slow and eventually the 
Battalion found itself back on the main road once more as it was just beginning to get light. The column had by this time become very 
strung out and "A" Company having missed the way once and thus lost its place at the head of the column, the march was continued 
with the Defence Platoon in the lead. The Commanding Officer decided to send "C" Company round to enter Nankan now about two 
miles ahead, from the West along the line of the railway while he pushed on down the road. This movement began about 09:00 hours. 
Shortly afterwards the Defence Platoon was ambushed within a mile of Nankan and suffered casualties. Two men were killed and 
Lieutenant Baggott the Platoon Commander was severely wounded. "A" Company came to their assistance and push very slowly on 
down the road, meeting slight opposition.' 

Sykes was aged 32 at the time of his death; he is buried in Imphal War Cemetery.

Four: Sapper J. J. Collin, 24th Bomb Disposal Company, Royal 
Engineers, who was killed on active operations with the Explosive 
Ordnance Department at Nijmegan, Holland, on 25 February 1945

Royal Engineer Companies in north-west Europe disposed of 939,061 
unexploded bombs, mines and other ordnance - not including booby traps. 
Collin was killed whilst serving on an active operation at Nijmegan, Holland, on 
25 February 1945, aged 26, and is buried in Jonkerbos War Cemetery, Holland.

301 Fhree: Lance-Corporal B. Langton, 13th Battalion, Parachute Regiment, killed in action during Operation Varsity, the 
Rhine Crossing, 24 March 1945

issue, addressed to 'Mr. P. D. Langton, c/o Messrs Morgan Price Marley & Corby, 5 & 6 Great Winchester Street,

Benjamin Langton served with the 13th (2/4th battalion, South Lancashire Regiment) Battalion, Parachute Regiment during the Second 
World War, and took part in Operation Varsity , the Rhine Crossing, on 24 March 1945. Operation Varsity was the biggest and most 
successful airborne operation in history, marking the beginning of the end for Germany as the allied airborne troops mounted the final 
barrier and crossed the Rhine. In total six Parachute Battalions, including Canadians of the 6th Airborne Division supported by glider 
troops from the Air Landing Brigade dropped on 24 March 1945 as a complete force, thus avoiding the mistakes made at Arnhem. 
Together with the US 1 7th Airborne Division the aim of the operation was to secure and deepen the bridgehead east of the Rhine and 
then advance across country to the Baltic Coast, a journey of 350 miles. The initial objectives were the high ground overlooking the 
crossing point at Diersfordter Wald and the road and rail bridges over the river Issel at Hamminkeln. Flying in very tight formation 540 
American Dakota aircraft carried the twelve Parachute Battalions, five British, one Canadian and six American; they were closely 
followed by 1,300 gliders packed with troops. The Germans were expecting the invasion and the fighting on the Drop Zones was 
particularly heavy. By the end of the first day 1,078 men of the 6th Airborne Division had either been killed or wounded and fifty 
aircraft along with eleven gliders were shot down. Weather for the drop was perfect and almost everyone landed on their respective 
Drop Zones; however, some ended up in the trees and were cut down by German machine gun fire as they fought to free themselves. 
The 5th Parachute Brigade suffered heavily from casualties as mortar fire exploded around them during the drop. On the ground the 
enemy had occupied almost all of the nearby houses but by late afternoon, the Brigade's three Parachute Battalions (7th, 12th and 13th) 
had cleared them all. Within twenty-four hours all objectives had been achieved as planned and the bridges over the river were 
secured. The village of Hamminkeln was captured and the Division was joined by ground troops of the 21st Army Group for the 
advance across Germany. 

Langton was one of those killed that day, aged 20. He is buried in Reichswald Forest War Cemetery, Germany. 


302 Four: Lance-Bombardier J. C. Holloway, Royal Artillery

Although his 
Second War awards are accompanied by a named Army Council condolence enclosure, he is not commemorated by the 
Commonwealth War Graves Commission, and the circumstances behind his death are unknown.

303 Five: Captain B. F. Glaysher, Royal Artillery, Allied Control Commission, killed in an explosion whilst inspecting the 
Monopol-Grimberg coal mine in Unna, Germany, 20 February 1946, which cost the lives of 410 miners 

1939-45 Star; France and Germany Star; Defence and War Medals 1939-45; Efficiency Medal, G.VI.R., 2nd issue, Territorial (Lt. 
B. F. Glaysher. R.A.) nearly extremely fine (5) £140-180 

Basil Francis Glaysher was born in Kent, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery on 16 January 1942. He 
served during the Second World War, and was advanced War Substantive Lieutenant and Temporary Captain. On 20 February 1946 he 
was one of a party of three British officials from the Allied Control Commission who were inspecting the Monopol-Grimberg coal mine. 
Captain Glaysher was the Supplies Officer for that section of the Rhur, and his duties were to ensure that adequate supplies were 
received to maintain coal output. An important part of his duties was to carry out underground examinations of the mine to see how the 
supplies were being used. On the day in question he was going to examine the specialist coal cutting equipment that was in use in the 
mine. Shortly after midday a large explosion occurred which looked like 'a violent flash of light in the midst of a cloud'. By the 
following day some miners had been saved but 425 men including the three British officials were still trapped. The mine was sealed the 
following day and although a few escaped and survived the total casualties were finally recorded as 410 men killed. 

Captain Glaysher was 25 years old at the time of his death; his body was never recovered, and he is commemorated on the Brookwood 
Memorial. He was posthumously awarded the Efficiency Medal on 21 January 1949.

304 One: Private M. McGowan, Highland Light Infantry, killed by a mine whilst assisting Jews on Mount Scopus, 
Jerusalem, 22 February 1948

Matthew McGowan was born in Dennistown, Scotland, on 29 July 1928, and served with the Highland Light Infantry post-War in 
Palestine. He was killed when his truck, on its way to assist Jews on Mount Scopus, was blown up by an electric mine between the 
Italian Hospice and Mea Shearim Police Station in Jerusalem on 22 February 1948, aged 19. He is buried in Ramleh War Cemetery, 
Israel.

Harry Arno was born in Barnsley, Yorkshire, on 15 April 1920, and served during the Second World War with the 2nd Battalion, East 
Yorkshire Regiment. He was severely wounded in action at El Alamein, suffering injuries to an arm, leg, his chest, and chin. After 
recovering he re-joined his battalion and took part in the invasion of Normandy, landing on Sword beach on D-Day, 6 June 1944. 
Demobilised at the end of the War, he was recalled to the Colours on the outbreak of the Korean War and was attached to the Royal 
Northumberland Fusiliers, arriving in Korea on September 1950. In a letter home to his wife, quoted in the Sheffield Chronicle, he 
described the conditions in the country as 'wicked'. The Chinese third offensive began on New Year's Eve 1950 and finished with the 
capture of Seoul on 4 January 1951. On 1 January 1951 the Northumberland Fusiliers were heavily engaged at Uijongbu. In the early 
hours of 3 January the Chinese launched their final and most fierce assault on the U.N. front line. The main thrust of the attack fell on 
the Northumberlands, the Royal Irish Regiment, and the Royal Irish Hussars. The U.N. commanding officer General Ridgeway ordered 
a withdrawal which began in some disarray from the Seoul bridgehead to a new defensive line forty miles below the city. The last U.N. 
troops left on the morning of 4 January, blowing up the Han bridges as they retreated. 

Private Arno was listed as missing on 3 January 1951. However, his death, back-dated to this date, was not confirmed by the War 
Office until 2 November 1954, the delay being sufficiently controversial at the time that it resulted in his M.P. specifically mentioning 
him in a Parliamentary debate. He has no known grave, and he is commemorated on the Commonwealth Memorial at the United 
Nations Memorial Cemetery, Pusan.

Hayward James Banton was born in Moffat, Dumfriesshire, on 12 October 1930, and attested for the King's Own Scottish Borderers at 
Edinburgh on 10 August 1950. He served with the 1 st Battalion in Korea from 9 January 1951, and was killed in action in the attack on 
Hill 432, part of the Han Defensive Line, on 21 May 1951. The Regimental Diary gives the following account: 'On the night of 21 May, 
we joined "B" Company on Hill 432 in a torrential downpour. No. 11 platoon successfully cleared an intermediate ridge and the 
following morning Nos. 10 and 12 Platoons went into the attack, reaching the top after a four hour battle, only to be driven off by a 
strong counter attack when their ammunition was well nigh exhausted. An air strike was called for and this caused the enemy to 
withdraw so that we took Hill 432 at first light the following morning without opposition. We deeply regret the loss of Privates Purdie, 
Banton, and Clark, who were killed in this action.' 

Banton is buried in the United Nations Memorial Cemetery, Pusan, Korea.

John Rogers was born in the parish of St Clements, Ipswich, Suffolk, in 1861, and enlisted into the 40th Brigade at Colchester Camp on 
10 January 1881, having previously served in the Essex Rifles. Posted to the 50th Foot (later 1st Battalion, Royal West Kent Regiment), 
he served with the Regiment in Egypt from 3 August 1882 to 8 January 1 883, and then in Egypt and the Sudan from 4 September 1884 
to 16 June 1886, and was present during both the Egyptian campaign of 1882 and the Nile expedition of 1884-85, taking part during 
the latter campaign in the battle of Ginnis. The following description of the part played by the 1st Battalion Royal West Kent Regiment 
during the battle of Ginnis is taken from the Regimental History: 

The Dervishes had assembled on the south bank of the Nile, which here ran from west to east. They were occupying a fortified village 
(Kosheh) about a mile west of Kosheh Fort. Their main camp was at Ginnis, some two miles farther west. Between the two villages were 
groups of mud houses surrounded by palm trees. Stephenson's plan of attack was for the 1st and part of the 2nd Brigade to make a 
detour and seize a rocky ridge which overlooked Kosheh and Ginnis from the south. The Cameron Highlanders would then sweep 
westwards from Kosheh Fort along the river bank, and, together with the rest of the 2nd Brigade, drive out the Dervishes at the point of 
the bayonet. The stern-wheeler "Lotus", manned by a detachment of the 1st Battalion under Lieutenant A. Wood Martyn, was to move 
up river slightly in advance of The Cameron Highlanders and engage the fortified houses at Kosheh. The mounted troops were to 
operate on the left flank. On December 29, the Frontier Force advanced to a bivouac 700 yards north of Kosheh Fort. Opinions were 
divided as to whether the Dervishes would fight or not, but at nightfall several bullets fell amongst the outposts and all doubts were 
dispelled. Breakfasts were issued at 4 a.m. on the 30th. Blankets and greatcoats were stacked. Reserve ammunition, water and rations 
for one day were loaded on to camels. At five the 1st Brigade was on the march in a southerly direction. Just before daybreak it 
wheeled to its right. The going was bad - mainly rocky spurs and loose sand. As the leading companies of battalions approached the 
ridge from the south, they deployed into line. On reaching the top they took cover, while the supporting companies halted on the 
reverse slope. The 1st Battalion was on the right, The Royal Berkshires and the guns in the centre, The Durham Light Infantry on the 
left. Part of the 2nd Brigade with its screw guns was already in position to the right. At 6.10 the screw guns opened fire. The Dervishes, 
taken by surprise, streamed out of their camp towards the ridge. The ground was undulating and afforded them excellent cover, from 
which their riflemen poured in a hot but ill-directed fire on to the 1st Brigade. Their spearmen attempted to charge the left of the line, 
but they were checked by some well-aimed shells from the Egyptian battery and steady volley firing by the infantry. The 1st Battalion 
was then ordered to prolong the line to the left. As the men moved off, fixing bayonets as they went, the British and Egyptian Camel 
Corps rode over the ridge. The Dervishes met them hand-to-hand and fought bravely until their right flank was turned by The 20th 
Hussars. They made good their retreat in the gullies. By this time The Cameron Highlanders had captured Kosheh village, The Green 
Howards and the 9th Egyptian Battalion had joined them, and the whole of the 2nd Brigade, advancing west along the river bank, was 
in sight of the main camp. The 1st Brigade now moved down the slope to attack Ginnis. The enemy abandoned their camp without a 
fight and were pursued by the mounted troops in the direction of Abri. Two guns, a large amount of ammunition and a dozen banners 
were captured in Ginnis. The enemy's losses were estimated at 600 killed. British casualties were eight killed and 33 wounded, none of 
them Queen's Own/ 

Rogers returned to the U.K. from Gibraltar on 10 January 1 887, and transferred to the Army Reserve on 13 January of that year. He was 
discharged on 9 January 1893, after 12 years' service. He subsequently served with the 3rd Battalion, Essex Regiment, in South Africa 
during the latter stages of the Boer War, before enlisting in the Special Reserve, and was promoted Corporal. He was awarded his 
Special Reserve Long Service and Good Conduct Medal per Army Order 204 of July 1912, the first Special Reserve L.S. & G.C. 
awarded to the Essex Regiment, and may have seen home service during the Great War. 

Note: Rogers' entitlement to the dated Egypt Medal and subsequent clasp for 'The Nile 1884-85', and the Khedive's Star are confirmed 
in the medal rolls for the 1st Battalion The Queen's Own Royal West Kent Regiment. It is likely that he sold or otherwise disposed of his 
original medals after leaving the Army, and acquired the contemporarily named 'replacement' after re-enlisting in the Essex Regiment. 

Only five Special Reserve Long Service and Good Conduct Medals were awarded to the Essex Regiment, four to the 3rd Battalion and 
one to the 1 st Garrison Battalion; Rogers' award was the first to the Regiment, and being the only recipient not to serve overseas during 
the Great War his combination of awards is unique.

Frederick Flymas was born in Eastwood, Essex, in 1864 and attested for the Essex Regiment on 6 June 1883. He served with the 2nd 
Battalion in Egypt from 22 February 1884 to 10 December 1886, and was discharged on 11 December 1905, after 22 years and 198 
days' service, having served at the Regimental depot at home throughout the Boer War. He re-enlisted for service during the Great War 
on 12 March 1915, but was discharged as medically unfit on 12 June 1916 not having proceeded overseas.

Thomas Henry Cook was born in Ipswich in 1873 and attested for the Essex Regiment on 5 August 1891, having previously served in 
the 3rd Battalion Suffolk Regiment. Posted to the 1st Battalion on 30 November 1891, he served with them in South Africa during the 
Boer War from 11 November 1899 to 15 July 1900, before transferring to the 2nd Battalion on 5 April 1907. He was awarded his Long 
Service and Good Conduct Medal per Army Order 10 of January 1910, and was discharged on 16 March 1911. 

On leaving the army, Cook became a postman and lived at Henfryn Lodge, Dyserth. Following the outbreak of the Great War he re¬ 
enlisted as 16275 Private, Royal Welsh Fusiliers, on 12 October 1914, and served with the 12th Battalion Royal Welsh Fusiliers, as well 
as the 3rd Battalion; the 62nd Battalion Training Reserve; and the 53rd (Young Soldiers) Battalion, Cheshire Regiment. He was 
discharged on 24 February 1919, and died on 25 December 1948 at the Old Police Station in Mostyn. He is buried in Maeshyfryd 
Cemetery, Dyserth Road, Rhyl.

Hubert Beswetherick was born in Bodmin, Cornwall, in 1867, and attested for the Essex Regiment in September 1894, having 
previously served in the 4th (Militia) Battalion, Essex Regiment from July of that year. Promoted Corporal on arrival in South Africa in 
December 1901, he was promoted Sergeant in 1904 before reverting to Private at his own request in July 1907. He was awarded his 
Long Service and Good Conduct Medal in April 1913. He served during the Great War with the 1 st Battalion in the Gallipoli theatre of 
War from 6 September 1915, and was discharged on 2 October 1916 after 22 years and 21 days' service, of which over 15 years were 
spent soldiering in India. He re-enlisted in the Royal Defence Corps on 10 January 1917 with whom he served until 1919, apart from a 
short spell in June and July 1918 with the 30th Battalion London Regiment (Territorial Force). Beswetherick married on Armistice Day, 
11 November 1918, and was finally discharged in April 1919, having seen no further overseas service. He died in Watford, 
Hertfordshire, in 1921.

Joseph Smith was born in Halstead, Essex, in 1868 and attested for the 3rd (Militia) Battalion, Essex Regiment on 19 January 1887. His 
service papers record him as being present at every annual training from 1887 to 1906 apart from 1900, 1901, 1902 and 1903. He was 
promoted Corporal on 1 June 1896 and Sergeant on 14 August 1900, and was twice embodied for service during the Boer War, from 
11 December 1899 to 20 October 1900 and from 10 March 1902 to 6 October 1902. During the latter period, he served in South 
Africa and gained entitlement to the Queen's South Africa Medal with clasps Cape Colony and South Africa 1902. He was awarded his 
Militia Long Service and Good Conduct Medal per Army Order 138 of July 1905, and was discharged by purchase on 8 January 1907, 
only a few days short of 20 years' service in the militia. 

Note: Smith's Militia L.S. & G.C. is one of only 4 such awards to the Essex Regiment, and the only one awarded to an N.C.O.

John Henry Bridge was born at Warley in 1897, the eldest son of William Bridge, a long-serving regular soldier in the Essex Regiment, 
and attested for the Essex Regiment in 1915. He served with the 1st/4th Battalion during the Great War in Palestine, and was wounded 
during the Third Battle of Gaza on 3 November 1917. Recovering, he was advanced Sergeant and distinguished himself later in the 
campaign, being Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 5 June 1919), with the Regimental History refers to his actions on 19 
September 1918 thus: 'Sergeant Bridge set a splendid example to his men.' 

Bridge left the Territorial Army on the cessation of hostilities, and joined the Post Office in 1919. He re-joined "A" Company of the re¬ 
formed 4th Battalion on 16 March 1925, and was appointed the battalion's Drum Major in 1928, before transferring to the 5th Battalion 
in 1934. Initially appointed Company Sergeant Major, he reverted to Sergeant Drummer in 1934, and was awarded the Efficiency 
Medal in 1935. He was discharged on 15 March 1939 but re-enlisted ten days later. Mobilised with his Battalion in September 1939 
following the outbreak of the Second World War, he was finally discharged on 2 March 1940, thus qualifying for the War Medal. He 
was awarded the Imperial Service Medal in 1944 whilst serving as an Assistant Postal Inspector in Brentwood.

He was a keen athlete, 
winning the 100 yards relay at the 1 st Battalion's sports day in July 1926 and again in June 1927, and in the latter year was part of the 
team that won the Colchester Garrison Athletic Cup 1927. By December 1933 he was serving in HQ Wing with the 1st Battalion, and 
was presented with his India General Service Medal at Warley on 24 June 1934. He was promoted Lance-Corporal on 19 November 
1938, and served during the Second World War, firstly with the Essex Regiment, before transferring to the 31st Battalion Suffolk 
regiment on 15 July 1942. He died in Colchester, Essex, in July 1984.

He was 
mentioned in Battalion Orders on 3 March 1931; was awarded the Silver Jubilee Medal; and took part in the Coronation procession on 
10 May 1937 (but does not appear in the roll for the 1937 Coronation Medal). He deputised for a Yeoman Warder at the Tower of 
London from 12 July 1937, and was discharged on 23 May 1939. Joining the Territorial Army he was commissioned as Lieutenant 
(Quartermaster) on 24 May 1939 and served with the 5th Battalion during the Second World War, being promoted Captain on 1 
November 1942. For his services during the Second World War he was Mentioned in Despatches for 'gallant and distinguished services 
in the Middle East' (London Gazette 6 April 1944). He relinquished his commission in the Territorial Army Reserve of Officers having 
attained the age limit of liability for recall on 21 October 1954, and died in Colchester, Essex, in 1967.

Promoted War Substantive Captain on 15 June 1945, he was granted a 
Short Service Commission as Captain and Quartermaster on 12 October 1946, and was awarded his Long Service and Good Conduct 
Medal on 23 April 1948. He relinquished his commission on completion of service on 12 October 1953, after 24 and a half years' 
service, and was granted the honorary rank of Captain.

On the outbreak of the Great War he was posted to the 6th Battalion, Essex Regiment on 
6 August 1914, and was discharged as medically unfit for further service on 15 August 1914. Undeterred, he re-enlisted into the 3rd 
Battalion, Essex Regiment in October 1914 and served during the Great War on the Western Front from 30 May 1915. Advanced 
Sergeant in the 9th Battalion, he was twice wounded during the War, appearing in lists of wounded in the Essex Chronicle of 1 
September 1916 and the War Office List of 3 October 1918. He was discharged to Class Z Army Reserve on 5 March 1919, and died in 
Abergavenny in 1953.

This rare award was instituted in 1949, and was terminated in 1955. After the First World War the R.A.F. took over responsibility for 
defending much of British territory in the Middle East, as a few aircraft were considered to be as efficient in remote areas as static army 
garrisons. In Iraq, local levies were raised to assist the R.A.F., and were for most purposes considered to be a part of the R.A.F., 
although they were commanded by army officers in the main. During the Second World War, the Iraq levies remained loyal during the 
Rashid Ali Revolt and by 1944 they numbered over 10,000. After the war their strength was much reduced, and when the British 
withdrew from Iraq they were disbanded. A total of about 300 medals were issued, about 40% of which were awarded to locally 
commissioned officers. Despite the apparent high numbers issued, only a small handful of medals are known to exist today, probably 
reflecting the turbulent history of that region in the years since the Second World War.

The recommendation states: 'On Saturday, 26th October 1940, at approximately 
12 noon, the building at No. 1 Curzon Street, in which the Regimental Pay 
Officer is situated, received a direct hit by an enemy bomb. Dr. Macpherson was 
severely injured in the head, wrist and leg, but in spite of this went to the scene 
of the explosion to search for casualties and render medical attention. He then 
returned to the First Aid Post and continued to attend to injured members of the 
office staff until compelled, by loss of blood, to go to hospital and have his own 
wounds dressed. Here he attended to his injuries himself, in order not to cause 
trouble, even to stitching his own wounds. By his complete disregard for his own 
wounds, Dr. Macpherson set a fine example, and enabled the more serious cases 
to be medically treated without delay.' 

An eyewitness to the incident, Mr. E. Moss, a Southwark Stretcher Bearer who 
helped to deal with casualties arising from the incident, gave the following 
statement: 


1 was in the vicinity at the time and on the scene of disaster in two minutes, being a First Aid man of the Southwark Stretcher Parties 
Depot No. 1. While dealing with the dead and injured, Dr. Macpherson came up to me and gave me a hand. When I looked at his face 
it was covered with blood. I offered to see to his injury, whereupon he replied, "You carry on, you are doing fine, I can wait." I have 
since learned that he was also suffering from severed arteries in the leg and arm. In the circumstances and conditions prevailing at the 
time I think he did a very courageous work.'

Reginald Powell was born in November 1911, and resided at 26 Copley Park, Streatham, London. He enlisted in the Royal Air Force in 
September 1939, and served during the Second War as a Wireless Operator. Powell carried out initial training at No. 2 Radio School 
from March 1943, and continued his training with No. 3 (O) A.F.U. until April of the following year. On the latter date he was posted 
for operational flying with 192 Squadron (Wellingtons and Halifaxes) at Foulsham. The Squadron were primarily engaged on radar- 
counter measures, and this entailed flying over Germany, France and the Low Countries, identifying enemy radar patterns and 
wavelengths. 

Powell flew in at least 27 operational sorties with the Squadron, including: Paris area (3); Gelsenkirchen; Sterkrade; Revigny; Hamburg; 
Dijon; Saarbrucken and in support of operations on Pforzheim, 23/24 February 1945. On the latter date, having advanced to Pilot 
Officer, Powell flew in Halifax III NA241 DT-O, which 'T/o 1610 Foulsham in support of operations over Pforzheim. Crashed near the 
town of Holzgerlingen below Boblingen... P/O Powell was the specialist equipment operator.' ( Bomber Command Losses of the 
Second World War refers). 

Out of the crew of eight, all were killed with the exception of Powell who was taken prisoner of war. He 'laid up in woods overnight. 
Captured 1400 hrs next day trying to cross main road by hue and cry by civilians. Not badly treated. Physically fit. Did not meet 
companions. Germans later confirmed all killed.' (M.1.9 debrief refers) 

Powell was interned at Oberusel, Wetslav, Nuremburg and Moosburg. The raid on Pforzheim had also seen the posthumous award of 
the Victoria Cross to Captain E. Swales of the South African Air Force. Powell retired as a Flying Officer in November 1956.

Third Officer Gudgeon had been relieved in RFA Sir Galahad at Plymouth on 4 April 1982, but volunteered to remain during the 
Falkland Island campaign. On two occasions during this time he showed great courage in risking his life in order to save others. When 
H.M.S. Antelope blew up and caught fire in San Carlos Water, he volunteered to cox the crash boat to pick up survivors. This he did 
knowing that H.M.S. Antelope had a second unexploded bomb onboard. Despite the fire spreading rapidly, and spent Seacat missiles 
landing nearby, he carried out the rescue of several survivors in a cool and determined manner. Later, when Sir Galahad was bombed 
by Argentine aircraft and set on fire at Fitzroy Creek, the accommodation aft was rapidly set on fire and quickly filled with acrid smoke. 
Third Officer Gudgeon, wearing breathing apparatus, entered the area to search for people trapped. On his way towards the Galley he 
found someone at the foot of the ladder, trapped by debris but still alive. He made an unsuccessful attempt to move him and then 
decided to seek assistance, but as there were no more sets of breathing apparatus, he returned to make another rescue attempt. 
Unfortunately the man died. Third Officer Gudgeon placed his concern for others above his own safety and carried out his tasks with 
great courage and determination.'

Rudolf Sigmund Ehrensberger was born on 18 November 1883, and was 
commissioned Leutnant (Lieutenant) in the 4th Field Artillery Regiment on 10 
January 1911. He served during the Great War and was awarded the Iron Cross 
Second Class on 7 October 1914, and the Bavarian Military Merit Order, Fourth 
Class, on 12 December of that year. He was promoted Oberleutnant (Captain) 
on 13 October 1915; was wounded; and was awarded the Iron Cross First Class 
on 30 June 1918, the citation reading: 

'Since June 1917, after recovery from severe injuries and again serving with the 
6/Bavarian Reserve, Field Artillery Regiment, Captain of Reservists Rodulf 
Ehrenberger has distinguished himself as Battery Commander in the Battle of 
Armentieres through excellent measures in defensive fire and especially when, 
on 14 April 1918 at Pierre au Beure, he stopped the enemy by effective firing 
and supported the Infantry strongly.'

He died in 
Munich on 18 January 1962.

Defence Cross for Distinguished Service Rhodesia Government Gazette Extraordinary 1979: 

'Wing Commander J.E.Bennie, as a Squadron Leader commanded No 4 Squadron from August 1978 until June 1979. Earlier, as a Flight 
Lieutenant he served as the A Flight Commander on the Squadron from May 1975 until July 1976. During both these periods he was 
involved in the control and execution of many successful operations. Although he was faced as Squadron Commander with a growing 
administrative burden, as a result of the increasing involvement of his Squadron in the war effort, he maintained a high standard of 
operational efficiency in the Unit. His total commitment to the service has contributed significantly to the overall military effectiveness 
of the Security Forces.' 


John E. Bennie joined the Royal Rhodesian Air Force, as an Officer Cadet, in 1964. He carried out initial training as a pilot with 4 
Squadron (Provosts) at Thornhill, from August 1964. Bennie was posted to 2 Squadron (Vampires), also based at Thornhill, in January 
1965. He gained his 'Wings', 1 July 1965, winning the Sword of Honour during the process. Bennie returned to 4 Squadron having 
advanced to Pilot Officer, and served with the Squadron until his transfer to 1 Squadron (Vampires and Hunters) in December 1966. 
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Having advanced to Flying Officer, Bennie transferred to 6 Squadron (Vampires) in September 1968. He was posted as Flight 
Lieutenant to 5 Squadron (Canberras) in February 1972, and was responsible for Ground Training/Survival from May 1973 as well as 
carrying out his flying duties. He flew operationally between 1974-1976, transferring back to 4 Squadron in February 1975. Bennie 
served as a Flight Commander from May 1975, and Rhodesian Air Force - Air Strike Log records several sorties in which he was 
involved, including as pilot of one of seven aircraft, 14 May 1976: 

'north west of Mt. Darwin. 38 x 20mm cannon shells, 8 frantan, 140 x 37mm SNEB rockets, 300 x 7.62mm MAG. Six terr. killed, one 
captured. G-Car 5773 was hit twice by ground fire. Provost 3163 was also hit. Captain Len Pitch wounded, but died subsequent to his 
casevac.' 

Four days later, still flying a Reims Cessna Lynx, Bennie flew solo over the same position and killed a terrorist. Later the same day he 
flew with three over aircraft south east of Rushinga, and killed a further two terrorists. Bennie flew in a number of operations 
throughout June 1976, and was involved in killing at least 1 7 terrorists. 

Bennie was promoted Squadron Leader, and was engaged in training the British South Africa Police Air Wing for air reconnaissance in 
1977. The Commissioner of Police wrote to Air Marshal Mussell as follows: 

'As you know, members of the Air Wing have been training in air reconnaissance for the past six months under a team commanded by 
Wing Commander Petter-Bowyer. 

Some 80 personnel have completed training and we now have a viable reconnaissance unit within our Air Wing organisation. These 
operations have exceeded all expectations, some 50 terrorists having been eliminated as a direct result of air reconnaissance. 

My staff and our Air Wing crews cannot speak too highly of the enthusiasm with which Wing Commander Petter-Bowyer and his team 
went about their task and their untiring efforts were most appreciated. 

Please convey my sincere thanks and appreciation to Wing Commander Petter-Bowyer and those other Air Force members for a job 
well done.' 

The above was appended by Mussell to Bennie, 'I congratulate you on your performance, and thank you for your efforts on behalf of 
this Force.' 

Bennie commanded 4 Squadron from August 1978 - June 1979. He retired as Wing Commander 10 December 1979, having flown 
Vampire, Provost, Canberra, Hunter, Trojan and Cessna aircraft during the course of his career. He was also a member of the 
Combined Services Shooting Team.

He qualified as a pilot and flew spitfires in operations over 
Europe and Italy. He retained his RAF commission after the war being posted to 
a number of European air stations serving British interests during a distinguished 
flying career. 

With a growing young family he immigrated to Rhodesia. He became a staunch 
Rhodesian and his service with their military forces was rewarded with the 
award of the Meritorious Service Medal. After independence in 1980 he 
immigrated to South Africa. 

He was an active member of the MOTHS for many years and with a life long 
military connection it is not surprising that Ivor developed an interest in military 
medals and badges. His interest in European awards was understandably 
influenced by his service in the RAF, while his collector friends who have been 
privileged to visit his study at his Robertson home in the winelands, will bear 
testimony to his keen interest in the Boer War. 

Sadly, in recent years his health diminished. We were privileged to have met 
him.' (Obituary refers)

Charles William Pearless was born on 14 February 1872 and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the South Wales Borderers on 
19 November 1892. Promoted Lieutenant on 24 October 1893 and Captain on 23 November 1898, he served in South Africa during 
the Boer War, and was present during the operations in the Orange Free State, February to May 1900, including the actions at Karee 
Siding, Vet River, and and River; operations in the Transvaal, May and June 1900, including action near Johannesburg; operations in 
the Orange River Colony, June to August 1900; and operations in the Transvaal, west of Pretoria, August 1900 to January 1901. 
Employed with the Mounted Infantry from 16 January 1901, he subsequently took part in operations in the Orange River Colony, 
January 1901 to May 1902. 

Promoted Major on 26 March 1912, Pearless served during the Great War, first with the South Wales Borderers, and then on the Staff, 
as a Deputy Assistant Adjutant and Quartermaster General, from 31 March 1915. Promoted Assistant Adjutant and Quartermaster 
General on 26 January 1916, he was three times Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazettes 13 July 1916, 21 July 1917, and 14 June 
1918) and awarded the Distinguished Service Order, as well as receiving the Brevets of Lieutenant-Colonel on 3 June 1916, and 
Colonel on 3 June 1919. 

Promoted temporary Brigadier-General on 27 January 1918, whilst serving as Deputy Adjutant and Quarter Master General, he 
relinquished his appointment on 3 July 1919, and was created a Companion of the Order of St. Michael and St. George for services 
with the Egyptian Expeditionary Force, and was also awarded the Third Class of the Egyptian Order of the Nile (London Gazette 19 
January 1920). Proceeding next to India, he subsequently served as Deputy Assistant and Quarter Master General, Peshawar District, 
until 1 August 1923, and then as Assistant Adjutant and Quarter Master General, Burma Independent District, from 10 October 1923 
until 2 September 1924. He retired on 14 January 1925, retaining the rank of Brigadier-General. He died in 1940.

Arthur Conrad Robert Welsh was born on 14 July 1891 and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion, 
Gloucestershire Regiment (Territorial Force)on 9 November 1914. He served with the 1st/5th Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment 
during the Great War on the Western Front from 18 July 1915, before being granted a permanent commission in the South Wales 
Borderers on 4 February 1916. Posted to the 1st Battalion, he served with them during the Battle of the Somme, and was awarded the 
Military Cross for his gallantry at Poziers on 25 July 1916: 

'The 1st Battalion's spell of rest had been but brief. By July 21st it was back at Lozenge Wood, prior to relieving the Northamptonshires 
of the 2nd Brigade in the front line near Contalmaison Villa in the small hours of July 24th. Here the battalion was confronted with 
Munster Alley, a trench south of the Bapaume road, which had already repulsed several attempts. Undeterred by this, at 2:00 a.m. on 
July 25th, "A" and "D" Companies, in two lines of platoons at fifty paces interval and thirty paces distance, began climbing out of our 
front line, here called Sussex Trench, and advanced, only to be met by a heavy fire from machine guns which our bombardment had 
failed to silence. However, Captain Walsh led his company forward with great courage and resolution and was magnificently backed 
up by the young subalterns on whom the leading of companies and platoons had now devolved. Second Lieutenant Garnons-Williams, 
who had remained at duty though wounded, set a fine example and kept his men in hand splendidly, Second Lieutenant Evans fell 
heading a charge, and close up to the German trench, Second Lieutenant Welsh led a party of bombers with great dash, refusing to go 
back even when wounded, while Second Lieutenant Skinner was hit when leading his platoon of "B" Company up to support some of 
"A" who had reached a shallow trench on the left just short of the objective. Among this party was Private Wannell, who managed to 
bring his Lewis gun into action and did splendid work, knocking out a hostile machine gun only a little distance away and being 
mainly instrumental, along with Company Sergeant Major Power, in repulsing a counter-attack. Elsewhere,no one could get anywhere 
near the German line and nearly all the other officers had fallen. Realising the failure of the attack, Colonel Collier ordered the 
companies to withdraw at once and to concentrate on getting in the wounded before dawn. Many were brought in, Company Sergeant 
Major Power going out fifty yards to the front to rescue one man. Four officers were killed and six, including Second Lieutenant Welsh 
wounded, while casualties among the rank and file came to nearly eighty.' (The History of the South Wales Borderers, by Captain C. T. 
Atkinson refers). 

Welsh was promoted Lieutenant on 9 August 1916, before embarking for India on 1 7 September 191 7. He was seconded for duty with 
the 2nd Battalion, 119th Infantry (Mooltan Regiment), Indian Army, being appointed a Company Commander on attachment with the 
rank of acting Captain. His appointment to the Indian Army was made official on 17 October 1918, and he served with them in the 
Third Afghan War, being promoted Captain on 9 August 1919. Following the outbreak of the Second World War he was granted a 
Regular Army Emergency Commission in the Royal Army Service Corps on 6 July 1940, and was appointed Adjutant on 24 February 
1941.

Invalided out in July 1915, 
he was promoted Lieutenant on 10 January 1916, and subsequently served on the Western Front, being awarded the Military Cross in 
the 191 7 Birthday Honour's List. Posted to the Machine Gun Corps, he was promoted Captain on 1 August 1918.

Reginald Spencer Pynsent Rawlins was born on the Isle of Wight on 11 October 1878, the son of Colonel Thomas Rawlins, 41st and 
86th Foot, and a scion of the Rawlinses of Stoke Courcy. Commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion, South Wales Borderers 
(Special Reserve) on 27 October 1914, he was promoted Lieutenant on 1 July 1917, and served during the Great War with the 2nd 
Battalion on the Western Front from 1918. He was awarded the Military Cross for his gallantry during the attack on Oultersteene on 18 
August, 1918, the Battalion War Diary adding the following to the citation: 

'Morning very quiet- at 11:00 a.m. 87th Brigade attacked in conjunction with 9th Division. The attack was made roughly from north to 
south. After capture of the original objectives two frontline companies advanced on their own initiative and, pushing forward, rapidly 
smothered the enemy opposition, successfully reaching objectives , capturing machine guns and prisoners. Heavy hostile shelling on 
Oultersteene Ridge during the afternoon and evening and communication with the Companies was very difficult.' 

Rawlins relinquished his commission on 1 April 1920, retaining the rank of Lieutenant. He died on 15 January 1965.

Frederick Walter Hardy was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the South Wales Borderers on 1 May 1918, and was awarded the 
Military Cross for his gallantry near Ypres on 15 October 1918: 'Rousing from their rest by 5:00 a.m. on 15th October, the 2nd 
Battalion had time to get a good breakfast and yet reach their assembly position well before time. At 9:00 a.m. the barrage started and 
the Battalion moved forward. It was on the left of the Division and had as its objective the village of Salines. However, as it approached 
this point heavy machine gun fire developed from the left flank from the direction of Heule Wood. "D" Company, promptly swerving 
aside, attacked the wood at its south east corner. However, their diversion to the flank created a gap in the front line and "C" 
Company's progress had been checked. Captain Dutton, however, brought up the supporting platoons to "C" Company to reinforce it 
and, handling his men very skilfully, soon broke down all opposition. Second Lieutenant F. W. Hardy did splendid service at this point; 
when the leading platoons were checked, he rallied and collected the scattered men and, dashing forward at the machine gun post 
which was holding up the advance, rushed it, killing several of the enemy. "A" Company also came forward and filled the gap and the 
advance swept on again, the Battalion's final objective, the Courtrai-lngleminster railway, being reached well before midday.' (The 
History of the South Wales Borderers , by Captain C. T. Atkinson refers).

Following the outbreak of the Second World War he was re-commissioned Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers on 27 May 1940, before 
transferring to the General List as a Captain on 11 March 1943.

John Corbett Owen was born in Dolgellau, Merionethshire, on 2 February 1889, and attested for the Royal Welsh Fusiliers on 5 August 
1914. He was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 6th Battalion, South Wales Borderers on 20 November 1914, and served with 
them during the Great War on the Western Front from 25 September 1915. Promoted Lieutenant on 1 September 1916, and Captain on 
8 November of that year, he commanded "C" Company and was wounded on 10 April 1918 at the battle of the Lys: 

In April 1918 the 6th Battalion was heavily engaged. The attack of the 25th Division at the battle of the Lys had developed quite early, 
and under cover of a mist the Germans soon succeeded in breaking through the 75th Brigade, though on its left east of Ploegsteert 
Wood they were kept at bay. Orders were promptly sent to the 6th Battalion and the Royal Engineers to move to Chapelle Rompue and 
counter-attack towards Le Touquet. The move was carried out under shell fire, but when Colonel Fitzpatrick pushed forward with “C" 
Company to reconnoitre he found the situation already restored. Rejoining the main body, eventually the battalion was ordered to 
attempt to recover Ploegsteert village in co-operation with the 2nd South Lancashires and 9th Cheshires. This started at 8:10 p.m., but 
at once encountered strong opposition, machine guns away to the right developing an effective and destructive fire. Captains J. C. 
Owen and D. Jenkins, commanding "C" and "D" Companies respectively, were both wounded.' ( The History of the South Wales 
Borderers , by Captain C. T. Atkinson refers). 

For his gallantry during the Great War he was twice Mentioned in Despatches ( London Gazettes 22 May 191 7 and 18 December 191 7) 
and was awarded 'a well-merited' Military Cross in the 1916 Birthday Honours' List.

John Hywel Richards was born in Carmarthen, Wales, the son of the Reverend B. F. Richards, and attested for the Army Veterinary 
Corps. He served with the A.V.C. during the Great War on the Western Front from 6 October 1915, before receiving a commission in 
the South Wales Borderers on 4 September 1916. He served with the 6th Battalion, South Wales Borderers, and was awarded the 
Military Cross for his gallantry at Westhoek Ridge in early August 1917. He was mortally wounded during the Battle of the Lys on 14 
April 1918, during the course of which battle the Battalion suffered nearly 400 casualties, and died of wounds on 19 April 1918. He is 
buried in Aire Communal Cemetery, France.

Finding the front 
trench lightly held he pushed on to the second, which was more stoutly defended, forced a way in, and eventually extricated his party 
after a sharp fight with only two casualties, a heavy loss having been inflicted on the enemy.' ( The History of the South Wales 
Borderers , by Captain C. T. Atkinson refers).

He was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for his gallantry following the attack at Rue du Bois, 
near Neuve Chapelle, on 9 May 1915: 

'At 5:40 a.m. the assaulting battalions [Munster and Welch Regiments] went over the top, after an all too short and sadly ineffective 40 
minutes' bombardment. The German rifles, machine guns and artillery were ready to receive them. So deadly was the fire which met 
the advancing infantry that only very few reached the German wire to find it most inadequately cut, while the bombardment had left 
the parapets but little damaged. Most of the attackers were either shot down or forced to halt and seek what poor cover No Man's Land 
provided. 

A fresh attack was ordered, for the South Wales Borderers and the Gloucestershire Regiment to relieve the remnants of the Munsters 
and Welch, but when the assaulting lines sprang to their feet and started to rush across No Man's Land they met a fire as fierce and 
deadly as had greeted their predecessors earlier. Well led by their officers, they pressed on, men falling at every step, and before half 
the distance had been covered nearly all the officers and over half the men who had crossed the parapet had been hit, while the 
remainder only escaped by taking what cover they could find. Realising that it would be useless to renew the attack, the guns were 
opened fire to allow the survivors of the assaulting battalions to withdraw to the British lines. Many got back, others had to remain out 
till darkness afforded cover for their return. Some gallant work was now done in rescuing wounded; Private Doyle, for example, had 
stood for an hour in a flooded ditch holding up a wounded man, who must otherwise have been drowned, and now succeeded in 
bringing him safely in.' (The History of the South Wales Borderers , by Captain C. T. Atkinson refers). 

Doyle subsequently transferred to the 2nd Garrison Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers, before transferring to Class 'Z' Reserve on 4 March 
1919.

He 
served with the 2nd Battalion during the Great War on the Western Front, and was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for 
conspicuous gallantry near Festubert, 21-23 December 1914. He was killed in action at Gully Ravine, Gallipoli on 5 August 1915, 
during the attack on Krithia, and is buried in Twelve Tree Copse Cemetery, Turkey.

George Wannell attested for the South Wales Borderers at Walworth, London, and served firstly with the 1st Battalion during the Great 
War on the Western Front from 26 January 1915. He was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for his gallantry during the Battle 
of the Somme on 25 July 1916: 

'The 1st Battalion's spell of rest had been but brief. By July 21st it was back at Lozenge Wood, prior to relieving the Northamptonshires 
of the 2nd Brigade in the front line near Contalmaison Villa in the small hours of July 24th. Here the battalion was confronted with 
Munster Alley, a trench south of the Bapaume road, which had already repulsed several attempts. Undeterred by this, at 2:00 a.m. on 
July 25th, "A" and "D" Companies, in two lines of platoons at fifty paces interval and thirty paces distance, began climbing out of our 
front line, here called Sussex Trench, and advanced, only to be met by a heavy fire from machine guns which our bombardment had 
failed to silence. However, Captain Walsh led his company forward with great courage and resolution and was magnificently backed 
up by the young subalterns on whom the leading of companies and platoons had now devolved. Second Lieutenant Garnons-Williams, 
who had remained at duty though wounded, set a fine example and kept his men in hand splendidly, Second Lieutenant Evans fell 
heading a charge, and close up to the German trench, Second Lieutenant Welsh led a party of bombers with great dash, refusing to go 
back even when wounded, while Second Lieutenant Skinner was hit when leading his platoon of "B" Company up to support some of 
"A" who had reached a shallow trench on the left just short of the objective. Among this party was Private Wannell, who managed to 
bring his Lewis gun into action and did splendid work, knocking out a hostile machine gun only a little distance away and being 
mainly instrumental, along with Company Sergeant Major Power, in repulsing a counter-attack. Elsewhere,no one could get anywhere 
near the German line and nearly all the other officers had fallen. Realising the failure of the attack, Colonel Collier ordered the 
companies to withdraw at once and to concentrate on getting in the wounded before dawn. Many were brought in, Company Sergeant 
Major Power going out fifty yards to the front to rescue one man. Four officers were killed and six, including Second Lieutenant Welsh 
wounded, while casualties among the rank and file came to nearly eighty.' ( The History of the South Wales Borderers , by Captain C. T. 
Atkinson refers). 

Wannell subsequently transferred to the 2nd Battalion, and was awarded the Military Medal for further gallantry on the Western Front.

Private Starr and another man at once on their own initiative 
rushed forward with a Lewis Gun in spite of heavy fire and opened fire from the 
flank of their positions at very close range. This greatly assisted the rushing of 
these positions. Private Starr was twice wounded slightly but remained at duty till 
the end of the day.' 

Henry Starr was born in Chadwell Heath, Essex, and attested for the Essex 
Regiment at Ilford, Essex. Transferring to the South Wales Borderers, he served 
with the 2nd Battalion during the Great War, and was awarded the Military 
Medal for his gallantry at Marcoing on the first day of the Battle of Cambrai on 20 
November 191 7, being notified of the award of his M.M. on 15 January 1918. He 
was killed in action on the Western Front on 15 May 1918, and is buried in Cinq 
Rues British Cemetery, France.

He was promoted Lance-Corporal 
on 30 April 1918, and was presented with his Military Medal at Shrewsbury on 20 July 1918.

Francis Graham Shand was commissioned Second Lieutenant, 7th (Fife) Battalion, Royal Highlanders, 18 November 1914. He 
advanced to Lieutenant in June 1916, and transferred to the 4/5th Battalion in August 1917. He served during the Great War with the 
Battalion in the French theatre from 18 August 191 7, and they were heavily engaged in the Third Battle of Ypres from this date until the 
end of the year. 

Shand was wounded in action, 13 March 1918, when the Battalion was in the trenches at Gouzeaucourt, Somme. He re-engaged for 
service with the Royal Artillery (T.F.) in November 1938, and served as Captain (Honorary Major) with the 57th Battery (later A.A. 
Searchlight Regiment) in North West Europe.

James Lowrie was born in Dunvegan, Dalkeith, Scotland, 8 August 1888. He was educated at George Watsons College, Edinburgh. A 
Tobacco Planter by occupation and a former member of the 8th Battalion Royal Scots (1907-11), he attested for the Inns of Court 
Officers Training Corps on 5 January 1917. Lowrie was appointed a 2nd Lieutenant with the 3rd Battalion Royal Highlanders on 29 
August 1917, before transferring for service with the 7th (Fife) Battalion in the French theatre of war. He was awarded his M.C. for 
operations during the capture of Bois de Courton, Champagne, 20 July 1918. He relinquished his commission, whilst serving with the 
1 /7th Battalion, and retained the rank of Lieutenant, 7 December 1920.

'For gallant conduct from 19th to 21st December, 1914, in throwing bombs into 
the enemy's position, the effect of which was that their advance was checked.' 

Patrick Brady was born in Dundee, and served during the Great War with the 
2nd Battalion, Royal Highlanders in the French theatre of war from 12 October 
1914. Brady distinguished himself during the defence of Givenchy, 20 - 21 
December 1914, for which dates the Regimental History gives the following: 

'The Battalion was ordered up to Rue de I'Epinette, in support of the Dehra Dun 
Brigade, on the night of the 1 7th/18th. In face of repeated attacks, and in spite of 
the prevailing confusion, the 1st Seaforths had stood firm, though the units on 
both sides of them had fallen back and left their flanks exposed. Nos. 3 and 4 
Companies under Major Wauchope were now sent forward as a support to that 
part of the line near the Picquet House. 

Receiving no further orders after midday, Major Wauchope pushed forward, and was able, with part of his force, to restore connection 
between the Highland Light Infantry and the right of the Seaforths. No. 4 Company was sent up to support the Seaforths on their left, 
and for forty-eight hours assisted them to hold their isolated and dangerous position, till a counter-attack by troops of the I Corps 
partially restored the situation. The companies were forty-eight hours without rations while in the line, and no rations reached the 
Seaforths for four days. Second Lieutenant W. E. Maitland, who had joined the Battalion only a few days previously, was mortally 
wounded just after No. 4 Company reached the line. Major Wauchope was also wounded. Lieutenant I. B. McLeod, in command of 
No. 3 Company, showed his fine soldierly instinct during this difficult fighting.' 

The Battalion were particularly engaged during the Battle of Neuve Chappelle, 10-13 March 1915. Brady was killed in action on the 
first day of the battle, during which 'the section held by the Battalion just opposite the Bois de Biez was under the command of 
Lieutenant Colonel St. J. Harvey, who had, besides the Battalion, portions of the 1 /4th Black Watch and certain other units, (ibid)' 

Private Brady is commemorated on Le Touret, Pas de Calais, France.

Donald Gunn Cuthbert was born in Kildonnan, Sutherland, Scotland. He served during the Great War with the 2nd Battalion, Royal 
Highlanders in the French theatre of war from 4 August 1914. The Battalion were particularly engaged during the Battle of Neuve 
Chappelle, 10-13 March 1915. 

Cuthbert left France with the Battalion in November 1915, and served with them in the Mesopotamian theatre of war from January 
1916. The 2nd Battalion served with the 41st Dogras and 6th Jats as part of the 35th Brigade for the first attack on the Turks at Hanna, 
21 January 1916. Cuthbert was killed in action during the attack, and the Regimental History gives the following: 

'At seven minutes past eight on the morning of the 21st, as the bombardment lifted, The Black Watch advanced at a slow double, and 
were at once greeted by a storm of bullets. Despite the heavy mud, despite the losses, perfect order was kept, and after a momentary 
halt at the irrigation channel every man rose up simultaneously and swept forward into the Turkish trench. There for a few moments the 
Turks met them hand to hand. Lieutenant Thorburn, who was among the first in, was bayoneted and clubbed to the ground, but 
recovered consciousness to hear the welcome sound of Piper Crichton playing along the captured trench. 

On the right, the Dogras suffered heavily, lost all their British officers, and were unable to make good the right of the objective. But a 
few small parties of them and of the 6th Jats gallantly pressed forward and joined the Regiment after the trench was captured.... the 
flanks were exposed, and the Battalion was cut off from all support. 

Immediately after the assault the Turks had fled across the open to their second line, losing heavily as they ran, for in spite of the 
exertions of the assault our men fired steadily and with good effect. Before long, however, the enemy was strongly reinforced, and soon 
discovered how few in numbers were the British who had penetrated his position. Two main counter-attacks now developed... These 
attacks were checked for some time with the aid of one or two machine guns captured by the two flank companies.... But force of 
numbers was bound to tell in time. Many of our men fell, and step by step the remainder were forced to give ground until they were 
gradually squeezed into the corner of the trenches nearest to the river bank... bravery and discipline can make good lack of numbers in 
an assault, but it is impossible for a hundred men to hold a position indefinitely when attacked on three sides and with no supports 
forthcoming.... 

For two hours a desperate resistance was put up against hopeless odds. Sergeant Finlay died fighting with the same cool courage that 
had won him his V.C. on the 9th May in France. At last, about 10.15am, when almost surrounded, the remnants of the shattered 
platoons, half of whom were wounded, fell back on the British lines, bringing with them one officer and about a dozen Turks as 
prisoner.... 

The losses reported on the 21st were 6 officers (2 killed, 1 wounded and missing) and 175 other ranks (21 killed, 79 wounded and 
missing). Of those reported missing all were subsequently ascertained to have been killed, and at least one officer and many man who 
were wounded refused to report or go to hospital while the need of the Battalion was so great. The casualties in this action were 
approximately 60 per cent of the fighting strength of the Battalion. Exclusive of the transport, 29 officers and nearly 900 men had 
landed at Basrah three weeks earlier. There now remained to report themselves fit for duty two combatant officers and 130 men, and of 
these not all were unwounded.' 

Private Cuthbert is commemorated on the Basra Memorial, Iraq.

Peter McNee was born in Auchterarder, Perthshire, in 1889. He attested for the 
Royal Highlanders at Crieff, in 1907, and served with the 2nd Battalion in India 
(entitled to Delhi Durbar 1911). He served during the Great War with the 
Battalion in the French theatre of war from 12 October 1914. 

The Battalion were particularly engaged during the Battle of Neuve Chappelle, 
10 -13 March 1915. McNee distinguished himself on the 12th, and the 
Battalion's actions for that date are described in the Regimental History thus: 

'On the early morning of the 12th a German counter-attack was made, the left of 
which came up against the position held by the Battalion. The Battalion was 
forewarned owing to the good work of the scouts under Sergeant Fenton, who 
had reported considerable movement in the German trenches during the night of 
the 11/12th, suggesting the possibility of a counter-attack. 

Captain J. Inglis held the Crescent with his own (No. 2) Company and a platoon 
of the 1 /4th Black Watch. He had with him two of the Battalion machine guns 
and two of the 4th Cavalry (Indian Army), also a trench mortar manned by men 
of the Battalion. The Crescent was a breastwork, and twenty or thirty yards in 
front ran the old Crescent trench, which had become water-logged and had been 
abandoned in favour of the breastwork. There was a thick fog on this morning, 
and the Germans were close up to the old trench before they were seen. 

They were at once stopped by our rifle and machine-gun fire, but a number of them took cover in the old trench. Captain Inglis sent out 
a bombing party under Lance Corporal J. Gordon, to work down an old communication trench towards the enemy, and covered their 
advance by rifle and machine-gun fire. Finding this communication trench blocked by water they had to get out and crawl across the 
open. After about five bombs had been thrown, the Germans, to the number of 71, surrendered - 22 dead were also found in the 
trench. Another party of the German attacking line, which had gone to ground a little further back, was dislodged by a bomb gun, and 
nearly all shot down as they tried to regain their lines.' 

On 25 September 1915, during the battle of Loos, McNee was gassed. After a period of recuperation he rejoined the Battalion in time 
to leave France with them in November 1915. McNee served with the Battalion in the Mesopotamian theatre of war from January 
191 6, and took part in the action at Shaikh Saad, before being mortally wounded during the first attack on Hanna, 21 January 1916. 

The 2nd Battalion served with the 41st Dogras and 6th Jats as part of the 35th Brigade for the first attack on the Turks at Hanna. The 
Regimental History gives the following: 

'At seven minutes past eight on the morning of the 21st, as the bombardment lifted, The Black Watch advanced at a slow double, and 
were at once greeted by a storm of bullets. Despite the heavy mud, despite the losses, perfect order was kept, and after a momentary 
halt at the irrigation channel every man rose up simultaneously and swept forward into the Turkish trench. There for a few moments the 
Turks met them hand to hand. Lieutenant Thorburn, who was among the first in, was bayoneted and clubbed to the ground, but 
recovered consciousness to hear the welcome sound of Piper Crichton playing along the captured trench. 

On the right, the Dogras suffered heavily, lost all their British officers, and were unable to make good the right of the objective. But a 
few small parties of them and of the 6th Jats gallantly pressed forward and joined the Regiment after the trench was captured.... the 
flanks were exposed, and the Battalion was cut off from all support. 

Immediately after the assault the Turks had fled across the open to their second line, losing heavily as they ran, for in spite of the 
exertions of the assault our men fired steadily and with good effect. Before long, however, the enemy was strongly reinforced, and soon 
discovered how few in numbers were the British who had penetrated his position. Two main counter-attacks now developed... These 
attacks were checked for some time with the aid of one or two machine guns captured by the two flank companies.... But force of 
numbers was bound to tell in time. Many of our men fell, and step by step the remainder were forced to give ground until they were 
gradually squeezed into the corner of the trenches nearest to the river bank... bravery and discipline can make good lack of numbers in 
an assault, but it is impossible for a hundred men to hold a position indefinitely when attacked on three sides and with no supports 
forthcoming.... 

For two hours a desperate resistance was put up against hopeless odds. Sergeant Finlay died fighting with the same cool courage that 
had won him his V.C. on the 9th May in France. At last, about 10.15am, when almost surrounded, the remnants of the shattered 
platoons, half of whom were wounded, fell back on the British lines, bringing with them one officer and about a dozen Turks as 
prisoner.... 

The losses reported on the 21st were 6 officers (2 killed, 1 wounded and missing) and 175 other ranks (21 killed, 79 wounded and 
missing). Of those reported missing all were subsequently ascertained to have been killed, and at least one officer and many man who 
were wounded refused to report or go to hospital while the need of the Battalion was so great. The casualties in this action were 
approximately 60 per cent of the fighting strength of the Battalion. Exclusive of the transport, 29 officers and nearly 900 men had 
landed at Basrah three weeks earlier. There now remained to report themselves fit for duty two combatant officers and 130 men, and of 
these not all were unwounded.' 

Lance-Corporal McNee died of his wounds, 23 January 1916, and is buried in the Amara War Cemetery, Iraq. 

Sold with copied research (including photographic images of recipient in uniform) which refers to him as a Corporal Piper. In The Piper 
in Peace and War , it states, 'The Admirable Crighton of the battalion was Piper Peter McNee, a very handsome man who, besides being 
a splendid shot was an excellent bomber. When placed on trench mortar work he was equally distinguished', and "Let me have McNee 
and the goods" remarked a certain stalwart Irish officer, "and I'll keep back a whole German Corps."

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty on the 9th May, 1915, at Rue du Bois. While lying on the German parapet firing, 
Private McGregor saw a bomb thrown into a shell hole some distance behind him, and knowing that an Officer and two men were 
lying wounded in this hole, he ran back, picked up the bomb, and hurled it away before it exploded, thereby undoubtedly saving their 
lives.' 

James McGregor was born in Dundee, Scotland, and served during the Great War with the 1st Battalion, Royal Highlanders in the 
French theatre of war from 26 September 1914. McGregor distinguished himself whilst serving with the Battalion during the secondary 
attack on 9 May 1915, at the Battle of Aubers Ridge. The Regimental History gives the following: 

'After an artillery bombardment of twenty minutes the Battalion advanced to the attack, and made one of the finest assaults it delivered 
during the war, distinguished by skilful leadership of officers and section commanders under the most adverse conditions, and great 
gallantry on the part of the men.... As in the original assault, the wire had not been sufficiently cut, nor had the German breastworks 
and machine guns been much damaged. Against them, A and B companies advanced over the open, followed by two platoons each 
from C and D companies... 

The companies advanced to the sound of the pipes - for the last time - since gas helmets were shortly to muffle the pipers. It was not 
possible to recognise "Highland Laddie" in the noise of gunfire, but the pipes themselves could not be silenced, and there is no doubt 
that they raised the spirit of the attackers. As soon as our men topped the breastworks, they were met by a terrific rifle and machine gun 
fire, which seemed to come from every direction; machine guns were not only firing from the breastworks, but from tunnels cut 
underneath them. 

The distance between the lines was about 300 yards, so that it did not take more than two minutes for the leading troops to reach the 
enemy wire. A few gaps existed, and into these the attacking platoons converged; then, forcing their way into the German line, they 
began to clear the trenches by hand-to-hand fighting. The advantage lay with the enemy from the first, since the platoons could only 
enter the breastworks on narrow fronts where the gaps existed; and though the Battalion established itself at various points, it was 
attacked from three sides, being bombed from both flanks, and fired into from the enemy's rear line.' 

A number of D.C.M.s were awarded to members of the 1st Battalion for the action, and Corporal John Ripley was awarded the Victoria 
Cross. Lance Corporal David Findlay of the 2nd Battalion was also awarded the Victoria Cross for the Battle of Aubers Ridge. The 1st 
Battalion suffered casualties of 14 officers and 461 other ranks killed, wounded or missing. Only '8 officers and 354 other ranks could 
be assembled to march back on the 9th of May, and the next two days were needed for the reorganisation of the Battalion, which was 
carried out in Divisional Reserve at Beuvry and Bethune. On both these days H.R.H. the Prince of Wales paid a visit to the Battalion, 
and interviewed several non-commissioned officers and men who had actually been in the German trenches on the 9th.' (Ibid) 

McGregor transferred to the 6th (Perthshire) Battalion, Royal Highlanders, and was killed in action on the first day of the German Spring 
Offensive, 21 March 1918. The 6th Battalion were entrenched in the Flesquieres area at the start of the German Offensive, and suffered 
heavily over the following five days and nights - 'the cost to the Battalion during these five days was 20 officers and 620 other ranks. 
The greater number of these were lost during the first day's fighting when, owing to the retirement of the Divisions on the right and left, 
practically the whole of the front line garrison was either killed or captured. For services on this occasion the Battalion received three 
Military Crosses, one Bar and 14 Military Medals' (Ibid). 

Private McGregor is commemorated on the Arras Memorial.

He advanced to Corporal, and left France with the Battalion in 
November 1915. Bell served with the Battalion in the Mesopotamian theatre of war from January 191 6. After the war he was employed 
as a Coal miner, and died in Edinburgh, 15 May 1938.

William George was born in Kirriemuir, Forfarshire, Scotland. He served with the 
Royal Highlanders during the Second Boer War (entitled to Q.S.A. with 'Orange 
Free State' and 'South Africa 1902' clasps). George served during the Great War 
with the 1st Battalion, Royal Highlanders in the French theatre of war from 13 
August 1914. An extract from The Courier , 19 July 1916, gives the following: 

'Six weeks after receiving the Distinguished Conduct Medal for conspicuous 
gallantry on the battlefield, Private William George, a Forfarian serving in the 
Black Watch, has met his death in action. 

Yesterday a letter from Private Robert Aitchison, another Forfar soldier in the 
same regiment, conveyed the sad news of George's fate to his relatives in Forfar, 
it being stated that he was struck on the back on Friday last, and died from the 
effects almost immediately. 


Private George had earned a reputation for himself for his gallantry during the war. At considerable personal danger he had rendered 
services to comrades on the battlefield on various occasions and those whom he had thus assisted were loud in their praises of his 
heroism.... Joining the army originally in 1901, Private George served for seven years, most of which time was spent in India... When 
war broke out he was summoned to the Colours as a Reservist. At Ypres in November 1914, he sustained severe injuries from a shell, 
and he was out of the fighting until March 1915, when he rejoined the Battalion.' 

George served with the Battalion as part of the 1 st Brigade, 1 st Division on the Somme in July 191 6. He was killed in action during the 
attack on Contalmaison Villa, 14 July 1916: 

'For one day there was a comparative lull; then on the 14th two platoons, approaching under cover of darkness from opposite 
directions, captured the fortification known as Contalmaison Villa. As was natural when the advance had been so indirect, there was a 
difficulty organising a new line; and two officers attached to Battalion Headquarters, Lieutenants Marcus Gunn and Duncan Murray- 
Menzies, who had exceeded their instructions by joining the fighting, behaved very gallantly in helping the reorganisation. Lieutenant 
Gunn returned to report the new line; but his night's work was not yet over; in an old dug-out he discovered twelve Germans who had 
taken refuge on the failure of their counter-attack of the 12th. Except for a clasp-knife, he was unarmed; but he threatened them 
vigourously with the knife, which they took to be a revolver, and brought them in as prisoners. 

The casualties of the night were not heavy; but among others, one gallant soldier, who had served the regiment faithfully in many a 
fight, was killed - Private George, runner to Lieutenant Gunn.' (Regiment History refers) 

Private George is buried in Albert Communal Cemetery Extension, Somme.

William Sutherland was born on 3 March 1794, in the Parish of Alness, near Dingwall, Ross. He enlisted into the 42nd Foot on 3 
October 1811, a labourer by trade, aged 18. He served in Portugal and France from 21 April 1813 to 11 July 1814, and in Flanders 
from 18 May to 19 December 1815. He was present at Waterloo in Captain Thomas Wade's company, earning an additional two years 
service. He was promoted to Corporal on 27 September 181 7, and to Sergeant on 19 November 1821, then to Hospital Sergeant on 26 
November 1830, also Colour Sergeant and Assistant Sergeant-Major. 

Sergeant Sutherland served at Gibraltar from November 1825 to 5 August 1831, when he was sent to the depot companies at Berwick- 
on-Tweed. He was awarded the Long Service and Good Conduct medal in 1832, and was discharged at Berwick on 13 June 1832, at 
his own request to a 'modified pension' He was described as a 'good and efficient soldier, seldom in hospital, trustworthy and sober.' 
After discharge, he served as Sergeant-Major of the Royal Perthshire Militia and died at Perth on 21 February 1850. The monumental 
inscription in Greyfriars, Perth, describes him as "Late Colour Sergeant 42nd Royal Highland Regiment, aged 56 years, widower of Ann 
McKeone, died 13 May, 1845, aged 43 years."

He was 
killed in action 9 May 1915. On the latter date the Battalion were engaged during the Battle of Aubers Ridge, the Regimental History 
gives the following: 

The Battalion had a particularly trying part to play on May 9th, as it had to relieve in the front line, in daylight and under continuous 
shell fire, a unit which with heavy loss had failed to advance; and it had to renew the attack against an enemy, not only unshaken by 
the previous attack, but obviously reinforced and ready to meet a second attempt. But the attempt was made with a determination and 
courage worthy of the Regiment... 

About noon the Battalion received orders to relieve the 2nd Gurkhas on the right of the Dehra Dun Brigade.... The Batttalion was 
formed for attack in two lines... the assault was timed for 4pm. By about 3.55pm the front lines issued from the trenches and lay down 
awaiting the signal to charge. Colonel Harvey remained on the right, and ordered Major Wauchope to watch and report progress on 
the left of our line. Large numbers of Germans could be seen issuing from communication trenches and filing along the front, 
unaffected by our very weak bombardment. 

The attack was met by a very accurate and extremely heavy rifle and machine-gun fire from the moment it began. A wide stream full of 
water and mud ran across No Man's Land (which was about 200 yards wide), on the right within a few yards of our trench, on the left 
rather nearer the German than the British line. Some thirty bridges were supposed to have been constructed on our front, but few were 
existing when the Battalion made its attack. The greater number of the casualties fell close to or into this obstacle.... 

In the brief period the assault lasted the losses of the Battalion were: killed, 3 officers and 69 other ranks; wounded, 5 officers and 157 
other ranks; missing (practically all killed close to the German trenches) 36 other ranks; total, 270 out of 450 engaged, or 60 per cent. 
The wounded and unwounded lay out in the open under fire till darkness enabled them to regain the trenches.' 

Lance Corporal David Findlay of the 2nd Battalion was awarded the Victoria Cross for his gallantry during the above attack, whilst 
Corporal Ripley of the 1 st Battalion was also awarded the Victoria Cross for his actions on the same day a little further to the south. 

Corporal Beattie is commemorated on Le Touret Memorial, Pas-de-Calais, France.

James Meek Burns was born in Tranent, Haddintonshire, Scotland. He attested for the Royal Highlanders at Musselburgh, in January 
1902. He transferred to the Army Reserve, only to re-engage for service as a Corporal with the 3rd Battalion at Nigg in September 1914. 
Burns transferred to the 1st Battalion, advanced to Acting Sergeant, and served with them in the French theatre of war from 7 
November 1914. 

Burns was killed in action 9 May 1915. On the latter date the Battalion were engaged during the Battle of Aubers Ridge, the Regimental 
History gives the following: 

'After an artillery bombardment of twenty minutes the Battalion advanced to the attack, and made one of the finest assaults it delivered 
during the war, distinguished by skilful leadership of officers and section commanders under the most adverse conditions, and great 
gallantry on the part of the men.... As in the original assault, the wire had not been sufficiently cut, nor had the German breastworks 
and machine guns been much damaged. Against them, A and B companies advanced over the open, followed by two platoons each 
from C and D companies... 

The companies advanced to the sound of the pipes - for the last time - since gas helmets were shortly to muffle the pipers. It was not 
possible to recognise "Highland Laddie" in the noise of gunfire, but the pipes themselves could not be silenced, and there is no doubt 
that they raised the spirit of the attackers. As soon as our men topped the breastworks, they were met by a terrific rifle and machine gun 
fire, which seemed to come from every direction; machine guns were not only firing from the breastworks, but from tunnels cut 
underneath them. 

The distance between the lines was about 300 yards, so that it did not take more than two minutes for the leading troops to reach the 
enemy wire. A few gaps existed, and into these the attacking platoons converged; then, forcing their way into the German line, they 
began to clear the trenches by hand-to-hand fighting. The advantage lay with the enemy from the first, since the platoons could only 
enter the breastworks on narrow fronts where the gaps existed; and though the Battalion established itself at various points, it was 
attacked from three sides, being bombed from both flanks, and fired into from the enemy's rear line.' 

A number of D.C.M.s were awarded to members of the 1st Battalion for the action, and Corporal John Ripley was awarded the Victoria 
Cross. Lance Corporal David Findlay of the 2nd Battalion was also awarded the Victoria Cross for the Battle of Aubers Ridge. The 1st 
Battalion suffered casualties of 14 officers and 461 other ranks killed, wounded or missing. Only '8 officers and 354 other ranks could 
be assembled to march back on the 9th of May, and the next two days were needed for the reorganisation of the Battalion, which was 
carried out in Divisional Reserve at Beuvry and Bethune. On both these days H.R.H. the Prince of Wales paid a visit to the Battalion, 
and interviewed several non-commissioned officers and men who had actually been in the German trenches on the 9th.' (Ibid)

On the latter date the Battalion were engaged 
during the Battle of Aubers Ridge, the Regimental History gives the following: 

The Battalion had a particularly trying part to play on May 9th, as it had to relieve in the front line, in daylight and under continuous 
shell fire, a unit which with heavy loss had failed to advance; and it had to renew the attack against an enemy, not only unshaken by 
the previous attack, but obviously reinforced and ready to meet a second attempt. But the attempt was made with a determination and 
courage worthy of the Regiment... 

About noon the Battalion received orders to relieve the 2nd Gurkhas on the right of the Dehra Dun Brigade.... The Battalion was 
formed for attack in two lines... the assault was timed for 4pm. By about 3.55pm the front lines issued from the trenches and lay down 
awaiting the signal to charge. Colonel Harvey remained on the right, and ordered Major Wauchope to watch and report progress on 
the left of our line. Large numbers of Germans could be seen issuing from communication trenches and filing along the front, 
unaffected by our very weak bombardment. 

The attack was met by a very accurate and extremely heavy rifle and machine-gun fire from the moment it began. A wide stream full of 
water and mud ran across No Man's Land (which was about 200 yards wide), on the right within a few yards of our trench, on the left 
rather nearer the German than the British line. Some thirty bridges were supposed to have been constructed on our front, but few were 
existing when the Battalion made its attack. The greater number of the casualties fell close to or into this obstacle.... 

In the brief period the assault lasted the losses of the Battalion were: killed, 3 officers and 69 other ranks; wounded, 5 officers and 157 
other ranks; missing (practically all killed close to the German trenches) 36 other ranks; total, 270 out of 450 engaged, or 60 per cent. 
The wounded and unwounded lay out in the open under fire till darkness enabled them to regain the trenches.' 

Lance Corporal David Findlay of the 2nd Battalion was awarded the Victoria Cross for his gallantry during the above attack, whilst 
Corporal Ripley of the 1 st Battalion was also awarded the Victoria Cross for his actions on the same day a little further to the south. 

Both Johnston brothers are commemorated on Le Touret Memorial, Pas-de-Calais, France.

He served during the South African War from 1899-1900 with the Royal 
Lancaster Regiment, with whom he gained the award of the Distinguished Conduct Medal (London Gazette 19 April 1901) '... for 
gallantry at Spion Kop, in the absence of stretcher bearers did good work in carrying wounded out of action under hot fire.' 

Commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Lancashire Fusiliers in May 1900, he was promoted Lieutenant in April 1901, before 
transferring to the Hampshire Regiment, with the rank of Captain, in April 1905. He served with the Egyptian Army from 1906 to 1908, 
before transferring to the Black Watch in June 1908. 

Captain MacLeod served with the 2nd Battalion, Royal Highlanders, during the Great War on the Western Front from 12 October 1914, 
and was wounded in France in November 1914. Wounded a second time, by shrapnel wounds received in the action at Richebourg on 
9 May 1915, he was taken to the hospital at Bethune, where he died of his wounds on 13 May 1915. He is buried in Bethune Town 
Cemetery, France. 

In addition to his Distinguished Conduct Medal and Queen's South Africa Medal for the Boer War, MacLeod was also awarded the 
1911 Coronation Medal.

On the right, the Dogras suffered heavily, lost all their British officers, and were unable to make good the right of the objective. But a 
few small parties of them and of the 6th Jats gallantly pressed forward and joined the Regiment after the trench was captured.... the 
flanks were exposed, and the Battalion was cut off from all support. 

Immediately after the assault the Turks had fled across the open to their second line, losing heavily as they ran, for in spite of the 
exertions of the assault our men fired steadily and with good effect. Before long, however, the enemy was strongly reinforced, and soon 
discovered how few in numbers were the British who had penetrated his position. Two main counter-attacks now developed... These 
attacks were checked for some time with the aid of one or two machine guns captured by the two flank companies.... But force of 
numbers was bound to tell in time. Many of our men fell, and step by step the remainder were forced to give ground until they were 
gradually squeezed into the corner of the trenches nearest to the river bank... bravery and discipline can make good lack of numbers in 
an assault, but it is impossible for a hundred men to hold a position indefinitely when attacked on three sides and with no supports 
forthcoming.... 

For two hours a desperate resistance was put up against hopeless odds. Sergeant Finlay died fighting with the same cool courage that 
had won him his V.C. on the 9th May in France. At last, about 10.15am, when almost surrounded, the remnants of the shattered 
platoons, half of whom were wounded, fell back on the British lines, bringing with them one officer and about a dozen Turks as 
prisoner.... 

The losses reported on the 21st were 6 officers (2 killed, 1 wounded and missing) and 175 other ranks (21 killed, 79 wounded and 
missing). Of those reported missing all were subsequently ascertained to have been killed, and at least one officer and many man who 
were wounded refused to report or go to hospital while the need of the Battalion was so great. The casualties in this action were 
approximately 60 per cent of the fighting strength of the Battalion. Exclusive of the transport, 29 officers and nearly 900 men had 
landed at Basrah three weeks earlier.

21 Sept, following, but refused a commission, not wishing to leave his friends in the cavalry; joined the 2nd Black Watch in June, 1915, 
when the Reserve Cavalry was disbanded; served with the Expeditionary Force in France and Flanders from the following month; took 
part in the Battle of Loos in Sept., when he received two stripes; proceeded to Mesopotamia in Dec., being promoted Sergt. after the 
fighting there on 7 Jan. 1916; took part in the actions on the 8th, 13th, 14th and 15th; was wounded in the hand on the 21 st, afterwards 
being reported as wounded and missing, and is now assumed to have been killed in action on that date, while on his way back to the 
Field Dressing Station. 

A comrade wrote, after the Battle of Loos: 'On 25 Sept, last, after the 2nd Black Watch had captured five lines of German trenches, it 
was discovered that the battalion attacking on their right and left had been compelled to retire. The consequence of this was that the 
Black Watch were attack on both flanks, and to avoid being taken prisoners, had to fight their way back over the ground they had won. 
When they commenced to retire, Capt. Dennison [A. C. Denison] and four men collected a number of bombs and held the ground 
whilst the remainder of the battalion got away, and so prevented an attack from the rear. After holding on until the last moment 
possible, this bombing party commenced to retire, and when doing so Capt. Dennison was killed, and although every effort was made 
to get his body back to the British lines, he had eventually to be left. The remainder of the party all got back, and the affair coming to 
the ears of another officer; the men were all recommended for promotion, and Capt. Dennison was awarded the V.C. One of the 
bombing party was your son Dick, and accordingly he along with the other three earned his first promotion on the field.' (De Ruvigny's 
Roll of Honour , refers) 

Sergeant Newton was killed in action during the attack on Hanna, 21 January 1916. He is commemorated on the Basra Memorial, Iraq.

Despite the heavy mud, despite the losses, perfect order was kept, and after a momentary 
halt at the irrigation channel every man rose up simultaneously and swept forward into the Turkish trench. There for a few moments the 
Turks met them hand to hand. Lieutenant Thorburn, who was among the first in, was bayoneted and clubbed to the ground, but 
recovered consciousness to hear the welcome sound of Piper Crichton playing along the captured trench. 

On the right, the Dogras suffered heavily, lost all their British officers, and were unable to make good the right of the objective. But a 
few small parties of them and of the 6th Jats gallantly pressed forward and joined the Regiment after the trench was captured.... the 
flanks were exposed, and the Battalion was cut off from all support.

Paul Peattie was born at St Andrews, Fife, in 1785, and enlisted into the 42nd 
Foot on 10 August 1803, having 9 years previous service in the Fencibles.

'The main body of the assaulting force was composed of Pack's Portuguese, who 
were assisted by the whole of the 1/42nd and by the flank companies of Stirling's 
brigade of the 1st Division, to which the Black Watch belonged... the storm 
succeeded, but with vast and unnecessary loss of life, and not in the way in 
which Wellington intended. It was bright moonlight, and the firing party, when 
coming up over the crest, were at once detected by the French, who opened a 
very heavy fire upon them. The Highlanders commenced to reply while still 150 
yards away, and then advanced firing till they came close up to the work, where 
they remained for a quarter of an hour, entirely exposed and suffering terribly. 
Having lost half their numbers they finally dispersed, but not till after the main 
attack had failed... the whole affair would have been a failure, but for the assault 
on the gorge. Here, the three light companies , 140 men, were led by Somers 
Cocks, recently promoted to a majority in the 1 /79th.' 

The light companies broke through the palisades at the rear, driving out the French battalion there and the whole defence of the 
hornwork collapsed. The allied force had 421 killed and wounded in the operation, of whom 204 were in Peattie's battalion. Peattie 
served throughout the remainder of the Peninsular campaign, through to the battle of Toulouse, where the losses were again severe. 
The 42nd casualties amounted to 433 officers and men, the greatest loss of any unit present. He was discharged on 31 October 1814, 
admitted to Chelsea Hospital in March 1852, and died in Edinburgh on 15 March 1875.

Shortly after the 
outbreak of the war he was granted a commission in the Black Watch, having previously undergone training in the O.T.C. The Rev. Mr. 
Soutar has two other sons serving in the Army' (copy of newspaper cutting included in lot refers). 

Soutar initially served during the Great War with the 3rd Battalion, Royal Highlanders, from March 1915. He was attached to the 2nd 
Battalion from October 1915, and travelled with them for service in Mesopotamia. Soutar commanded V Platoon, No. 2 Company from 
the start of January 1916. He was present at Shaikh Saad and Wadi River, having served as Acting Adjutant 19 January - 21 January 
1916. Soutar was killed in action, 21 January 1916. On the latter date the 2nd Battalion served with the 41st Dogras and 6th Jats as 
part of the 35th Brigade for the first attack on the Turks at Hanna. The Regimental History gives the following: 

'At seven minutes past eight on the morning of the 21st, as the bombardment lifted, The Black Watch advanced at a slow double, and 
were at once greeted by a storm of bullets. Despite the heavy mud, despite the losses, perfect order was kept, and after a momentary 
halt at the irrigation channel every man rose up simultaneously and swept forward into the Turkish trench. There for a few moments the 
Turks met them hand to hand. Lieutenant Thorburn, who was among the first in, was bayoneted and clubbed to the ground, but 
recovered consciousness to hear the welcome sound of Piper Crichton playing along the captured trench. 

On the right, the Dogras suffered heavily, lost all their British officers, and were unable to make good the right of the objective. But a 
few small parties of them and of the 6th Jats gallantly pressed forward and joined the Regiment after the trench was captured.... the 
flanks were exposed, and the Battalion was cut off from all support. 

Immediately after the assault the Turks had fled across the open to their second line, losing heavily as they ran, for in spite of the 
exertions of the assault our men fired steadily and with good effect. Before long, however, the enemy was strongly reinforced, and soon 
discovered how few in numbers were the British who had penetrated his position. Two main counter-attacks now developed... These 
attacks were checked for some time with the aid of one or two machine guns captured by the two flank companies.... But force of 
numbers was bound to tell in time. Many of our men fell, and step by step the remainder were forced to give ground until they were 
gradually squeezed into the corner of the trenches nearest to the river bank... bravery and discipline can make good lack of numbers in 
an assault, but it is impossible for a hundred men to hold a position indefinitely when attacked on three sides and with no supports 
forthcoming.... 

For two hours a desperate resistance was put up against hopeless odds. Sergeant Finlay died fighting with the same cool courage that 
had won him his V.C. on the 9th May in France. At last, about 10.15am, when almost surrounded, the remnants of the shattered 
platoons, half of whom were wounded, fell back on the British lines, bringing with them one officer and about a dozen Turks as 
prisoner.... 

The losses reported on the 21st were 6 officers (2 killed, 1 wounded and missing) and 175 other ranks (21 killed, 79 wounded and 
missing). Of those reported missing all were subsequently ascertained to have been killed, and at least one officer and many man who 
were wounded refused to report or go to hospital while the need of the Battalion was so great. The casualties in this action were 
approximately 60 per cent of the fighting strength of the Battalion. Exclusive of the transport, 29 officers and nearly 900 men had 
landed at Basrah three weeks earlier. There now remained to report themselves fit for duty two combatant officers and 130 men, and of 
these not all were unwounded.'

He served during the Great War with the 1st Battalion, Royal Highlander in the 
French theatre of war from 13 August 1914. He was killed in action 9 May 1915. On the latter date the Battalion were engaged during 
the Battle of Aubers Ridge, the Regimental History gives the following: 

'After an artillery bombardment of twenty minutes the Battalion advanced to the attack, and made one of the finest assaults it delivered 
during the war, distinguished by skilful leadership of officers and section commanders under the most adverse conditions, and great 
gallantry on the part of the men.... As in the original assault, the wire had not been sufficiently cut, nor had the German breastworks 
and machine guns been much damaged. Against them, A and B companies advanced over the open, followed by two platoons each 
from C and D companies... 

The companies advanced to the sound of the pipes - for the last time - since gas helmets were shortly to muffle the pipers. It was not 
possible to recognise "Highland Laddie" in the noise of gunfire, but the pipes themselves could not be silenced, and there is no doubt 
that they raised the spirit of the attackers. As soon as our men topped the breastworks, they were met by a terrific rifle and machine gun 
fire, which seemed to come from every direction; machine guns were not only firing from the breastworks, but from tunnels cut 
underneath them. 

The distance between the lines was about 300 yards, so that it did not take more than two minutes for the leading troops to reach the 
enemy wire. A few gaps existed, and into these the attacking platoons converged; then, forcing their way into the German line, they 
began to clear the trenches by hand-to-hand fighting. The advantage lay with the enemy from the first, since the platoons could only 
enter the breastworks on narrow fronts where the gaps existed; and though the Battalion established itself at various points, it was 
attacked from three sides, being bombed from both flanks, and fired into from the enemy's rear line.' 

A number of D.C.M.s were awarded to members of the 1st Battalion for the action, and Corporal John Ripley was awarded the Victoria 
Cross. Lance Corporal David Findlay of the 2nd Battalion was also awarded the Victoria Cross for the Battle of Aubers Ridge. The 1st 
Battalion suffered casualties of 14 officers and 461 other ranks killed, wounded or missing. Only '8 officers and 354 other ranks could 
be assembled to march back on the 9th of May, and the next two days were needed for the reorganisation of the Battalion, which was 
carried out in Divisional Reserve at Beuvry and Bethune. On both these days H.R.H. the Prince of Wales paid a visit to the Battalion, 
and interviewed several non-commissioned officers and men who had actually been in the German trenches on the 9th.' (Ibid)

William Wilson was bom in Maxwelltown, Dumfrieshire. He served during the Great War with the 2nd Battalion, Royal Highlanders in 
the French theatre of war from 6 July 1915. He was awarded the Wauchope Medal for his gallantry at Mushaidie, 14 March 191 7. On 
the latter date the Battalion suffered over 40% casualties, and Wilson was also wounded. 

Wilson was discharged as a result of his wounds, 31 December 1918, and died as a result of influenza and bronchitis brought on a 
result of 'septic poisoning from an old shrapnel wound.' He is buried in the Drunscore Parish Churchyard, Dumfrieshire.

Henry Shires was born in Wakefield, Yorkshire. He was employed as a Shoeing Smith prior to attesting for the 6th Brigade at York in 
July 1880. He transferred to the 1st Battalion, Royal Highlanders in August 1881, and served with the Battalion in Egypt and the Sudan, 
August 1882 - April 1886. Shires transferred to the Army Reserve in August 1 886, and was discharged 25 July 1892. 

Shires was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for gallantry at Tamaai, and was also entitled to the Egypt Medal with four clasps 
as well as the Khedive's Star. He forfeited all his medals as a consequence of being convicted of theft. Shires service papers give his 
character as 'very bad twice tried for theft but has proved a gallant soldier in the field.'

The 49th Foot, 
under Colonel Brock, together with two companies of the Rifle Corps, and a detachment of Artillery, were embarked aboard various 
ships of the fleet, under the command of Admiral Sir Hyde Parker, with Vice-Admiral Lord Nelson as second-in-command. It was 
during this engagement that Nelson famously ignored Parker's signal of recall when, with his glass to his blind eye, he said, 'I have a 
right to be blind sometimes... I really do not see the signal.' 

Advanced Sergeant, Booth also received a Military General Service Medal with clasp Chrystler's Farm. 

Two other men named William Booth appear on the Admiralty Claimants' List, for a two clasp award for St. Domingo and Guadaloupe; 
and a single clasp award for Syria.

Henry Brett was born on 29 December 1790, fourth son of Captain Peircy Brett, 
R.N. (a participant in Admiral Keppel's action with the Compte d'Orvilliers, 27 
July 1778), by a daughter of Captain David Phillips, R.N. He was brother to 
Commander Peircy Brett, R.N. (1812), and of Lieutenant Spencer Phipps Brett, R. 
A., who was under General Skerrit in the attack of the bridge at Seville, 27 
August 1812; also of Major William Thomson Brett, H.E.I.C.'s service; and grand¬ 
nephew of Admiral Sir Peircy Brett, who circumnavigated the globe, when 
Lieutenant, with Lord Anson, and was afterwards, in 1766, a Lord of the 
Admiralty. 

He entered the Royal Navy as First-class Volunteer on board the Dryad on 16 
August 1802. After service aboard Russell , Sceptre and Doris , he was invested 
with the rank of Acting-Lieutenant on 23 April 1810. Shortly after his official 
promotion, which took place on 29 October following, Brett was sent, in 
command of a detachment of seamen, to co-operate with the land forces at the 
reduction of the Isle of France. He further assisted, under Captain Lye, at the 
capture of the Island of Java in August 1811. He served subsequently on the 
Home and North American stations and was finally paid off in December 1818.

Bras, as related by Sergeant James Anton in his Retrospect of a Military Life: 

'The day's contest was at a close, our attention was directed to the casualties 
which had occurred in our ranks. We had lost, in killed, one colonel, one 
Lieutenant, one ensign, one sergeant-major, two sergeants, and forty-eight rank- 
and-file. One brevet lieutenant-colonel, five captains, five lieutenants, two 
ensigns, fourteen sergeants, one drummer, and two hundred and fourteen rank- 
and-file composed our list of wounded. Six privates fell into the enemy's hands; 
among these was a little lad (Smith Fyfe) about five feet high. The French general, 
on seeing this diminutive looking lad, is said to have lifted him up by the collar 
or breech and exclaimed to the soldiers who were near him, "Behold the sample 
of the men of whom you are afraid!" This lad returned a few days afterwards, 
dressed in the clothing of a French grenadier, and was saluted by the name of 
Napoleon, which he retained until he was discharged.' 

Smith Fife was discharged at Strabane on 24 March 1818. Sold with copied pay¬ 
lists and medal roll.

Wounded at the battle of Nive, slightly in the head at the siege of Burgos, and in 
two places at the battle of Waterloo' (Discharge papers refer WO 97/891/152).

He served in 
the Rifles until 5 April 1821, a total of 7 years 5 days, and shortly afterwards, on 
26 April, he re-enlisted into the 7th Hussars, serving as a Trooper until 28 May 
1829, when he was promoted to the rank of Trumpeter. He was discharged at 
Norwich Barracks on 13 November 1832, having completed 20 years 217 days 
service, including his 2 year allowance for Waterloo, at which battle he served in 
No. 3 (Captain MacNamara's) Company 2/95th Foot. He also served with the 
Army of Occupation in France until 1818. 

He was afterwards employed by the Duke of Gordon as gatekeeper/porter at 
Gordon Castle, Fochabers, Moray. His death was announced in the Elgin 
Courant, February 3rd, 1871: 

'At the Lodge of the principal entrance to Gordon Castle, on the 1st inst., Mr 
James Briggs, aged seventy five years. 

Death of a Peninsular Hero 

Another of the few remaining soldiers who fought the battles of the Peninsular in the early part of the present century has just paid the 
debt of nature. Mr James Briggs for forty years in the service of the Gordon and Richmond families, died at the Lodge of the principal 
entrance to Gordon Castle on the morning of Wednesday last. He enlisted into the Nottingham Militia in 1813. In the following year he 
volunteered for a period of seven years into the Rifle Brigade, with whom he took part in the battle of Waterloo. After Waterloo he 
served with the Army of Occupation in France. Having joined the 7th Hussars in 1821, he remained in that corps for about 12 years, at 
the expiry of which time he was discharged as unfit for further military service. In 1832, he was brought to Gordon Castle by the last 
Duke of Gordon, and since then up to the time of his death has acted as principal gate-keeper. Mr Briggs was much respected and 
beloved by all who knew him, and his death is much regretted. He was a faithful servant, and a great favourite with the family at the 
Castle. As might have been expected, he took great interest in the present war and ardently desired to see the end of the bombardment 
of Paris - a wish which was gratified, as he lived three days after the armistice was concluded.'

He volunteered to the 2nd Battalion 95th Rifles on 
23 August 1806, and served with the battalion in the expedition to Copenhagen 
in the following year. In December 1813 he went with the expedition to Holland 
as part of a provisional battalion of 95th Rifles, comprising one company each 
from 1 /95th and 2/95th, and two companies 3/95th, the whole commanded by 
Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel Cameron of the 1 /95th. The subsequent general attack 
on Bergen op Zoom was not a success, and the British were repelled with heavy 
losses. Harris and the rest of his company rejoined the 2/95th at Paris in April 
181 5, and went on to fight at the battle of Waterloo. He was promoted Sergeant 
on 25 June 1815, and continued to serve with the Army of Occupation in France 
until September 1817, when he returned to England. He was discharged on 10 
November 181 7, 'his hearing being impaired and being worn out in the service'.

Daniel O'Neill was born in Aughallow, County Tyrone and was by trade a 
weaver. His military service was quite brief, totalling some three years and ten 
months only. O'Neill was invalided to England on the 31st August 1804 and 
admitted to Chelsea on the 14th March 1805. He was discharged in 
consequence of 'a disabled left leg', but the cause of the disability is not given. At 
the time of his Chelsea admission he is recorded as being 22 years of age 
( Hayward's Gazette , June 1975 refers). 

O'Neill was related to Charles J, O'Neill, 16th Lancers, who received the Army of 
India medal with the clasp for Bhurtpore, and subsequent medals for service in 
India, and whose medals were also in the Whitaker Collection.

He was discharged 
due to 'chronic rheumatism and general bad health', and subsequently received a 
pension of 10d per day.

Of even greater interest is Malleson's final footnote to the awful affair, which intriguingly says, 'Of the drummer, who was not 
European, I can find no further mention.'

Ernest Alan Robert Newman was born in 1867, the son of Lieutenant-Colonel J. Young, and was educated at Haileybury College; 
Gonville and Caius College, Cambridge; and St. Bartholomew's Hospital, London. 

He joined the Indian Medical Service as a Surgeon Lieutenant on 29 July 1893, and was promoted Surgeon Captain on 29 July 1896. 
Attached to the 45th (Rattray's) Sikhs, he served on the North West Frontier, Malakand, 1897-98, including defence of Malakand, relief 
of Chakdara, action at Landakai, operations in Bajaur and in Mamund country (Medal and two clasps). He also served in the Tirah 
Campaign of 1897-98, including the operations in Bara Valley (Clasp). 

Promoted Major on 30 January 1905, and Lieutenant-Colonel on 30 January 1913, Newman served during the Great War as 
Superintendent Medical School and Civil Surgeon, Dacca, Bengal, and was made a Companion of the Order of the Indian Empire on 3 
June 1918. He was the author of Manual of Aseptic Surgery , 1906, and Irrigation Cataract Extraction , 1933. 

He retired on 29 July 1923, and in retirement was a Consulting Opthalmic Surgeon for Rutland County Council. He died on 2 March

Frederick Charles King Hunter was born on 27 July 1858 and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 24th Foot on 2 July 1879, 
having previously served in the Militia.

William Elkington Durance served with the 26th Company Royal Engineers in South Africa during the Boer War, and was briefly taken 
Prisoner of War near Rustenburg. An account written by the recipient gives the story: 

'On the 25 September 1900 I was ordered with five more Sappers and one Corporal to go with Lieutenant Jackson, to repair telegraph 
wires so as to get communication from Rustenburg to Pretoria. We had repaired a break about 10 miles from Rustenburg and had found 
another break about 2 miles further on which was situated among a lot of trees. We were repairing this break when we were fired on 
and Sapper Sheply was wounded who was about 200 yards in front scouting. We had the order to return the fire which we did firing 
several rounds while in the meantime we had two horses wounded. We then had the order to get mounted and try to save the 
instruments. We retired about two miles into the open at the gallop during which we had two horses killed and two more wounded; the 
Boers had by this time circled round us and we were obliged to surrendered. The Boers who were about 60 strong then told us we were 
to go with them. We then came across Sheply and seeing he was badly wounded we refused to go any further with them unless they 
took him with them. They then, after much talking, told us we could go if we went back to Rustenburg, and then left us taking with 
them five horses and all the saddlery and our carbines, water-bottles, haversacks and spurs. We then carried Sheply about two miles to 
a store which was situated beside the road. We stopped there all night when 3 men started off at day-break to Rustenburg to get a 
doctor. 

They fortunately met a foraging party about 5 miles from Rustenburg which had a doctor with them. They reported the case to him and 
he came to the store and dressed Sheply's wounds; in the meantime he heilographed for an ambulance from Rustenburg. I then started 
for Rustenburg getting there at about 2:00 p.m.' 

Durance subsequently died of dysentery at Pretoria on 29 November 1900.

both Nestor and Nomad were sunk in the ensuing action, with the captain of the former, Commander the Hon. Edward Bingham, being 
awarded the Victoria Cross for his gallantry in leading the attack. Lieutenant-Commander Paul Whitfield, the Captain of the Nomad, 
was recommended for promotion after leading 'a most gallant attack' on German Battlecruisers during the Battle. The surviving crews 
of both ships were picked up by German Torpedo Boats. 

Ball was one of only 177 British Seamen who became Prisoners of War following the Battle of Jutland. Repatriated on the cessation of 
hostilities, he was invalided out of the Royal Navy on 14 January 1920.

On the afternoon of 25 April the remnants of the 
brigade were ordered to occupy a blocking position on the road south to Uijongbu. By the time the crossroads were reached the R.U.R. 
comprised only 14 Officers and 240 men and, as darkness fell, began to dig in with such tools that were available, and were fed for the 
first time that day. This position was held until 23:30 hours when the brigade were relieved by a reserve Regiment. The Battalion, 
utterly weary, marched a further six or seven miles until at last transport picked them up and carried them south through the night to 
Yongdongpo, on the south bank of the River Han.

C. E. Meyer was a German merchant sailor, rated Able Seaman, was one of six men of the the S.S. Standard of Geestemundo awarded 
the Sea Gallantry Medal (Foreign Services) for this action (two awards in gold and four in silver); together with a Bronze Sea Gallantry 
Medal awarded to the Briton Frank Vitta of the Claudine, in November 1 890. 

The barque Claudine of Barnstaple became waterlogged and wrecked in the North Atlantic on 19 November 1890. The Standard 
launched a boat which became stoved in and the crew were rescued with difficulty. Later the Claudine launched her own boat with 8 
men, only one of whom (Frank Vitta) would go back to the wreck. The Second Mate and a seaman of the Standard accompanied him, 
and they took off the rest of the crew. The Standard stood by about 1 8 hours. 

Meyer was present with his Medal at Liverpool, and also received a gratuity of £2.

James Brymer, who was born in Dundee in 1879, was serving as Chief Engineer of the S.S. Chilka at the time of winning his Sea 
Gallantry Medal in the summer of 191 7. The Board of Trade records state: 

'On 1 July 191 7, while the S.S. Chilka of Glasgow, was lying in Baruva Roadstead, India, a fire broke out among bundles of coir yarn in 
one of the holds in which was also a magazine containing guncotton and safety cartridges. The pumps were at once started and three 
hoses played into the 'tween hatch. Mr. MacDonald went down into the hold and, with the assistance of Kabri Ahmed endeavoured to 
remove the explosives. Finding this impossible, Mr. MacDonald held open the magazine hatch, and in spite of the fumes which were 
coming from it, he and Mr. Wilkin, assisted by Mr. Brymer and Kabri Ahmed, played a hose into the magazine for a considerable time, 
and thus probably averted a severe explosion. Considerable risk was incurred in rendering the services/ 

All of the above named were awarded S.G.M.s in silver, Brymer eventually receiving his distinction at an investiture held at 
Government House, Bombay, in December 1919. 

A Dictionary of Disasters at Sea adds that the Chilka was carrying 15 European and 1,600 native passengers, bound from Madras to 
Rangoon, and that the ship was beached but became a total wreck. Moreover, an unspecified number of deck passengers jumped 
overboard and were drowned.

R.H.S. Case 27309: 'John MacKenzie [sic], Boatswain, S.S. Dorunda; 10:00 pm, 1st February 1894, At sea, Lat. 8.15 S, Long. 127.19 E. 

The man was seen to jump overboard, he was promptly followed by Mr Webster the 4th Mate as stated in case 27291 - the night very 
dark. Mackenzie jumped overboard after Webster to effect the rescue or assist in it, but neither men were successful in finding the man 
who had gone overboard - sharks abound in that part of the ocean' 

The citation of the 4th Mate John Webster, which gives additional information, reads, 'Mr Webster whilst talking to a passenger saw a 
man climb the rail and jump overboard - he followed at once without hesitation notwithstanding the shouts - Don't there are sharks 
about; the night very dark. He swam round the stern of the ship having gone in amidships on the starboard side; after remaining in the 
water 15 minutes he was taken on board without finding the man'. 

An article from the Dundee Evening Telegraph, dated 31 March 1894, gives more insight into the circumstances: 

'A Terrible Story of the Sea. Ship on Fire- Suicide Devoured by Sharks. 

On February 1, at five minutes past midnight, a fire was discovered in No. 1 hold of the S.S. Dorunda. Dense volumes of smoke were 
seen issuing from the chain locker, and all hands were at once called up and the hose got to work. Upon examining the hold, it was 
found that the heat was so intense that it was deemed advisable to flood the place. All apertures for air were blocked up, and the 
steerage passengers with their baggage were removed to the saloon deck. The mast, being of iron, soon became unbearable to the 
touch. The steerage deck became so hot that the plans lifted. All the time water was poured into the forehold until at length it was 
flooded to the depth of 13 feet, pulling the ship down by 5 feet by the head. The fore-hatches were opened, and a few bales extracted, 
in order, if possible, that the seat of the fire might be discovered; but smoke came out in such volumes that it drove everybody away. At 
about 7:00 a.m. a steamer was sighted right ahead. The Dorunda was stopped and ran up an "urgent" signal for the captain of the 
distant vessel to stop. The vessel stopped, and coming alongside the burning ship proved to be the Duke of Argyll, commanded by 
Captain Prentice, of the same mail line, bound for Queensland. He was asked to lay by until the fire was got under control. The 
steerage deck was getting hotter and hotter, and at 11:30 a.m. the boats were swung out, and Captain Prentice had all his boats ready. 
At noon, however, it was thought the fire had been extinguished, and hoses were withdrawn, but a little while after it broke out with 
increased fury in the after part of the forehold. Flames were now seen for the first time; the heat and smoke were terrible. Water was 
played on until 4:00 p.m., when the fire appeared to have been mastered. At 7:30 p.m., however, a third outbreak was discovered far 
more serious than the previous ones. The greatest excitement prevailed upon the passengers. One man jumped overboard, and was 
devoured by sharks; the boatswain, who tried to rescue him, narrowly escaping a similar fate. Another passenger had an epileptic fit, 
and as he too was suicidally disposed he was given a strong narcotic and handcuffed. All the provisions on board were destroyed, and 
a considerable period elapsed before the fire could be got under control.' 

Both McKenzie and Webster were awarded the Royal Humane Society Silver Medal. Despite the rescue being unsuccessful, McKenzie 
was awarded the medal with a 'successful' reverse.

R.H.S. Case 26353: 'Shipwright John Hogbin, at great personal risk, attempted to rescue Thomas Cooper from drowning, at Ramsgate, 
on 2nd April, 1893/ 

'On Easter Sunday a lamentable occurrence happened at Ramsgate, and resulted in the death by drowning of a young boatman, 
between 20 and 21 years of age, named Thomas John Cooper. About nine o'clock that morning the deceased and his father put to sea 
in a small boat for the purpose of meeting and piloting into port a brigantine, the Star of the Ocean , bound to Ramsgate with coals, 
having fallen in with the vessel, Mr Cooper, sen., was put aboard, and his son proceeded to make his way to the Harbour in the small 
boat, which carried a large sail. A sudden breeze caused the boat to overturn, and young Cooper was thrown into the water. Being an 
excellent swimmer, he somewhat unwisely struck out for the shore, although a boat had been launched from the collier, from whose 
deck the father witnessed the accident. The poor young man had almost reached the Sands, when overcome with cramp, he sank in the 
water. Meanwhile, from the cliff, a shipwright named John Hogbin had witnessed the sad occurrence. Quick as thought, Hogbin 
handed a child he was carrying to the care of another man, and rushing down the Marina, he divested himself of portions of his 
clothing and swam to the rescue. A strong and clever swimmer, he reached the drowning young man and clutched hold of his wearing 
apparel. By this time cramp had evidently seized Cooper and rendered him helpless. Hogbin, indeed, narrowly escaped with his life, 
and having found it hopeless to attempt further succour, he reached the shore in a state of great exhaustion. Cooper's body was 
subsequently found near where he was seen to disappear. Hogbin's courageous action won for him the praise of a large number of 
spectators, and an effort is very properly being made to recognise in a tangible way the very rare valour which he displayed.' (The 
Thanet Advertiser, 8 April 1893 refers). 


John Hogbin was born in Thanet, Kent, in 1868, and was living in Ramsgate, Kent, when he made his gallant rescue attempt. He was 
presented with his Royal Humane Society Medal by the Mayor of Ramsgate, when it was recalled that he had previously been 
instrumental in saving several lives from drowning. He was employed as an Iron Shipwright at H.M. Naval Base, Chatham, and was 
awarded the Imperial Service Medal upon his retirement in 1919. He died in Edmonton, London, in 1952.

Robert Frederick Lea Dickey was born in July 1895, the son of Professor Dickie of M'Crea Magee College, Londonderry, and was 
educated at Foyle College, where he excelled on the river and was afterwards 'the brilliant cox of the famous Londonderry Eight who 
won the King's Cup at the Cork Regatta in 1912'. 

Enlisting in the Royal Naval Air Service in April 1915, he quickly gained appointment as a Petty Officer Mechanic, no doubt on 
account of his time at Foyle, where 'his interest was always in things scientific and mechanical and he spent much of his spare time in 
experimenting' (a letter of recommendation refers). 

Selected for pilot training in the summer of 1916, Dickey was appointed to the probationary rank of Flight Sub. Lieutenant and took his 
aviator's certificate (No. 3950) at R.N.A.S. Chingford in December 1916. 

Posted to R.N.A.S. Felixstowe in early 191 7, hub of the famous "Spider's Web", he teamed up as a second pilot to the Canadian Flight 
Sub. Lieutenant B. D. "Billiken" Hobbs in Curtiss HI2 flying boats (a.k.a. large American Seaplanes) and commenced his operational 
tour with a number of anti-submarine patrols that May. 

The destruction of Zeppelin L. 43 

However, as it transpired, his first successful encounter was in an air-to-air combat fought south-west of TerschilIing on 14 June - a 
spectacular encounter for which he was given full credit as a result of his work on Lewis gun in the front cockpit. W. G. Carr's Good 
Hunting takes up the story: 

'Here course was altered, and at half-past seven they were off the Island of Ameland. Now, sweeping in a 20-mile circle, they headed 
back down the coast homeward bound. The mist was lifting in patches. At half-past eight they were off Vlieland again. 

Dickey suddenly saw a Zeppelin. It was five miles on the starboard beam, at a height of only 1500 feet. "Billiken" [Hobbs] swung the 
bow of '77 towards the airship. He opened out his engines. He climbed straight for the Zeppelin. Dickey was at the bow gun, the 
wireless operator was at the midships gun, and the engineer was at the sternguns. The Zeppelin was barely moving. Her propellers 
were merely ticking over. They were now at 2000 feet, 1000 yards away from the airship and above her. The look-out on the Zeppelin 
saw the flying-boat. The propellers vanished as the engines were speeding up. She moved forward and swung away on a new course. 
Two men raced to the gun on the tail and the gun amidships on top. "Billiken" dived on the Zeppelin's tail at a screaming 140 miles an 
hour. He passed diagonally across her from starboard to port. When 100 feet above and 200 feet away Dickey got in two bursts from 
his machine-gun. He used only fifteen cartridges [of Brock and Pomeroy ammunition]. 

As he cleared the Zeppelin "Billiken" made a sharp right-hand turn and found himself slightly below and heading straight for the 
enemy. He read her number, L. 43. Her immense size staggered him. Then he saw that she was on fire. Little spurts of flame stabbed 
out where the explosive bullets had torn the fabric, and the incendiary bullets had set alight the escaping hydrogen. Pulling back his 
controls, he lifted the boat over the airship, and just in time. With a tremendous burst of flame, so hot that all aboard the flying-boat felt 
the heat, the millions of cubic feet of hydrogen were set off. She broke in half. Each part, burning furiously, fell towards the water. The 
top gunner rolled into the flames and vanished. Three men fell out of the gondalas. Turning over and over they struck the water in 
advance of the wreckage. The remnants of the Zeppelin fell into the sea, and a heavy pillar of black smoke reared itself to the sky. The 
crew of the flying-boat fell on each other's necks. They were delirious with joy. Everybody crowded into the control cockpit. During 
the demonstration "Billiken" got the heavy boat into extraordinary positions. Then "Hell bent for election" he beat it for home.' 

News of their great achievement was initially kept secret, but both pilots were duly decorated, Hobbs with the D.S.O. 

Another Zeppelin encounter - and several enemy submarines 

A day or two later, on 1 7 June, Hobbs and Dickey won Their Lordships approbation for engaging with 'great skill and dash' an enemy 
seaplane, while on the 28 June they carried out their first submarine attack: 

'While preceding convoy and 10 miles S.W. of N. Hinder, sighted enemy submarine. Fired recognition signal and getting no reply we 
dropped three 1001b. bombs which were observed to fall in line 10 feet apart about 10 feet in front of the periscope' (his flying log 
book refers). 

For his gallantry Dickey was awarded a Second Award Bar to his D.S.C. 
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In the following month, on 12 July, Hobbs and Dickey attacked another Zeppelin, this time without success: 

'Zeppelin patrol to Texel, north to Terschillng, then east to Borkum. At 10.10 a.m. sighted Zepp. escorting 12 enemy destroyers. 
Opened out and climbed to 10,000 feet. Zepp. then at 13,000 feet throwing out sand ballast. We climbed to 11,000 but as we had no 
air controls were unable to get higher. Chased Zepp. at this height till we had to return owing to petrol. 16.20 Had engine trouble and 
landed at 12.45. Completed repairs and got off, landing at Felixstowe at 2.25 p.m.' (his flying log book refers). 

Having then completed around 20 further sorties, Hobbs and Dickey had their next run-in with an enemy submarine on 3 September: 
'Patrol around N. Hinder when sighted a hostile submarine which we attacked with one 2301b. bomb. Bomb dropped and exploded 
within five feet of starboard tail. Second machine then passed over and dropped one 2301b. bomb which fell by port bow. We then 
passed over again as conning tower was just showing and dropped our second 2301b. which fell in place where conning tower 
disappeared. When submarine sank we could clearly see two men on top, but though we searched spot for 15 minutes we could not 
see them. The three bombs fell within a circle of 20 yards diameter. Submarine believed to have been destroyed' (his flying log book 
refers). 

This was followed by yet another encounter ten days later: 

'When at N. Hinder sighted conning tower of hostile submarine which was just rising. Submarine saw us at once and started to dive but 
we fired recognition signal and dropped two 2301b. bombs from a height of 1000 feet. One bomb hit submarine aside conning tower 
on front side and exploded. Submarine commenced to sink and we circled about and in about two minutes saw a large upheaval in 
water when air came up in great quantities with oil and wreckage which spread all over vicinity' (his flying log book refers). 

Finally, and whatever the outcome of their previous actions, Hobbs and Dickey were officially credited with the destruction of the UC 
-6 on 28 September: 

'Before we left we were told hostile submarine was 25-30 miles S. of North Hinder. We went to N. Hinder and set a course S. and 
when on this course after 20 minutes, the W./T. operator received (indications of) a hostile wireless. These signals got stronger and at 
8.30 we sighted a hostile submarine in full buoyancy. We attacked and dropped one 2301b. bomb which got a direct hit on tail. Before 
bomb hit he fired one shell at us which went 25 feet in front of us and burst above us. We turned to drop the other bomb and saw three 
more hostile submarines and three destroyers, escorted by two seaplanes. Destroyers and subs all opened fire on us with shrapnel but 
we managed to drop our second bomb which fell 15 feet in front of the same submarine. Submarine sank with a large hole in tail and 
made a large upheaval in water. We got a photograph' (his flying log book refers). 

For his gallantry against these enemy submarines, Dickey was awarded a Third Award Bar to his D.S.C. 

As verified by his flying log books, he was grounded and placed on the Sick List between October 1917 to March 1918, but he quickly 
got back into his stride on returning to operations in the latter month - in fact, on 30 April, he shot down an enemy aircraft in flames. 
But while employed in an operation off Holland in early June 1918, he was forced down and interned: 

'When on course north-east from Ameland petrol pipes on starboard engine broke in two at carburettor. Landed 2.12 p.m. Started 
repairs. Thirteen enemy aircraft from Borkum came to the attack. Three shot down by other four machines. At. 4.45 our machine had to 
return and as we could not get off in such heavy sea taxied towards Terschelling fishing boats. Enemy destroyer came out and opened 
fire on us, shooting off part of wing float, starboard. Enemy aircraft kept diving and firing but Lieutenant Hodgson and A.M. Russell shot 
one down in flames and another by killing pilot. Enemy destroyer got too close and forced us into Dutch waters. Once there he would 
not let us out. Arrested on Terschelling at 9.42 p.m. All safe. Destroyed machine.' 

Carr's Good Hunting reveals an entertaining tale from Dickey's time in Holland: 

'While walking in a quiet street of a Dutch town at dusk a huge German elbowed him into the roadway. He seized the coat-tails of the 
Hun and demanded an apology. The Hun swore in German, not a pretty exhibition. Dickey was small, but he carried a big stick, and 
when the stick came in contact with the skull of the German the latter fell senseless. Informing the police that a man had been found 
unconscious in the roadway, the little fire-eater obtained an ambulance and tenderly removed his fallen foe to hospital. Such was 
Dickey.' 

Dickey managed to obtain a passport to the U.K. in August 1918, on account of sickness, and was granted a permanent commission as 
a Flight Lieutenant in the Royal Air Force in August 1919. He subsequently served at Hinaidi, Iraq, from February 1923 until being 
placed on half-pay back in the U.K. in January 1924. 

Among other posts held between the Wars, Dickey was employed by Sir Sefton Branker and by the Marquis of Londonderry, the latter 
while serving as Manager of the Municipal Airport at Speke. Called-up on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939, Dickey was 
appointed a Lieutenant in the R.N.V.R. and posted to Gosport for Boom Defence duties, but of his subsequent services little is known, 
although he attained the rank of Lieutenant-Commander on the Retired List in March 1941.

'For gallant and distinguished services in Iraq during the period 1 st April to 30th September 2004'. 

Christopher Stephen Balmforth served with the Queen's Royal Hussars in Iraq, and was awarded the Military Cross for his gallantry 
after his team was ambushed during his tour: 'A rocket propelled grenade lodged in his armoured Land Rover but did not go off. The 
driver of the vehicle was then hit by small arms fire which left him incapacitated. Corporal Balmforth explained what happened next: "I 
was second in command of the team and I knew I had to do something. I got out of the vehicle and returned fire on the enemy 
position." Then, with enemy fire still coming at them, he led a small team to overrun the position, killing three of the five enemies and 
seriously wounding a fourth. In line with his military training, Balmforth gave first aid to the wounded while the other troops cleared 
the situation. An extract from the citation read: "He was instrumental in protecting his comrade's life and regaining the initiative in very 
dangerous circumstances against overwhelming odds. His bravery, self sacrifice and leadership was an inspiration to his Regiment and 
acted as a significant deterrent to other would be attackers/" (Doncaster Free Press refers). 

Balmforth was the first N.C.O. in the Queen's Royal Hussars to receive the Military Cross.
